ThiB History of Aaimpoiis has been writte 
the days ot a very busy life. They have Iwi 
hours lightened liy the pleasures of the task. 

Theannaisot the brave, intelligent, ohivalrous people who mftde 
the City of Annapolis celebrated, are part ol the history of the nation. 

In the early days of the capital, the sturdy PuritaiiB represented 
the austere and religious in its ttnrwls ; the poiitioal and aggressive 
period followed the removal of the oapital from St. Mary's to An- 
napolis ; the third stage was the goldoii age of Aniiajjolitan history. 
Its people, polished in literature, skilled in politics, energetic in busi- 
ness, eiperienced the benefits of literary culture, maintained their rights 
against encroaching proprietBries, pushed their commerce into many 
seas, and enjoyed the opulence that active tmde returns to intelligent 
enterjirise. Then came the Eevolutionary epoch. In it, no city in 
the colonies wa.t more prompt anil decisive in resisting the aggres- 
siona ol the crown, and in supplying troops and siuewfi of war for 
carrying on active operations in the field against the British forces. 
After the Revolution, Annapolis declined in ira|K)rtance, but the loca- 
tion of the Kaval Academy here in 1845 restored its national charac- 
ter. The connection by Short-Line railroad with Baltimore renews 
its ancient hopes of commercial importance. To gather the rays of 
light from their varied sources and to form them into one prism of 
information has made it necessary to search many volumes of history, 
trench on the memory and patience of numerous citizens, and to record, 
out of our own limited store- house of recollection, thuigs new and old.

increused to one hundred and eighteen members, began a rigorouH 
execution of their peual aUtuteajigainst the Puritans. Their conven- 
ticle was broken up, (uid the members of it were scattered in diflerent 
directions. 

Kear the close of the year 1048. the elder of the Independents. 
Mr. Durand, took refuge in Maryland. Negotiations for a settement 
of the Independents rery soon began, and the persecuted Puritans 
were oilered an asylum in Matrland, provided they, who would hold 
latnl, would take the oath of allegianee to Lord Baltimore. 

Tins was the ontli : 

"I do faithfully and truly acknowledge the right honorable Cecil- 
i.is, kin! liamu of Hiilliinun.*, to be the true and absolute lord and pro- 
prietary of this province ajid youutry of Maryland and the islands 
thereunto l)eloi]t^ii);, and I do swear that 1 will bear true faith unto 
Ids lordship and to his heirs as to the true and absolute lonlsand giru- 
prieturies of the said provuice and islands thereunto belonging, aud 
will not at any time by wolds or actions in pubUe or in private, wit- 
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tingly or willingly, to the best of my understiindiug, any way dero- 
gate from, but will at all times as occasion shall require, to the ut- 
most of my power defend, and maintain all sucli his said lordsliip's 
and his heir's right, title, interest, privilege, royal jurisdiction, pre- 
rogative, proprietary and dominion over and in the said province of 
Maryland and islands thereunto belonging, and over tlie people wlio 
are and shall be therein for the time i)eing as are granted, or men- 
tioned to be granted to his said lordship and his heirs by tlie king of 
England in his said lordship's patent of the said province under the 
great seal of England. I do also swear that I will, with all expedi- 
tion, discover to his said lordship, or to his lieutenant, or other chief 
governor of the said province, for the time being, and also use my 
best endeavors to prevent any plot, conspiracy, or combination, which 
I shall know, or have cause to suspect, is, or shall be, intended against 
the person of his lordship, or which shall tend any ways to the disin-- 
hersion or deprivation of his said lordship's or his said lieir's their right 
title, royal jurisdiction, and dominion aforestiid, or any any part 
thereof, and I do swear that I will not either by myself, or by any 
other person, or pei:sons, directly or indirectly take, accept, receive, 
purchase, or possess, any lands, tenements, or hereditaments within 
the said province of of Maryland, or the islands thereunto belonging, 
from any Indian or Indians to any other use, or uses, but to the use 
of his said lordship and his heirs, or knowingly from any other per- 
son or persons not deriving a legal title thereunto by, from, or under 
some grant from his said lordship or his said heirs legally passed, or 
under his or their great seal of the said province for the time being. 
So help me God, and by the contents of this book."* 

[1(549.] A small company from Richard Bennett's plantation, at 
Nansemond, in all about ten families, was the first to arrive on the 
Severn. At Greenbury's Point they made a settlement — a tract of 
two hundred and fifty acres was surveyed and divided into lots of fif- 
teen acres, each settler receiving one lot, and Bennett securing the 
balance. As the Puritans came to the Chesapeake they took posses- 
sion of unoccupied lands, and there was quite speedily a line of planta- 
tions extendmg from Herring Bay to Magothy river, a distance of 
twenty-five miles. -^ 

George Lynn Lachlin Davis says the town was originally intended 
to be erected at Greenbury's Point, and bases his opinion on the fact 
that the lots there were spoken of as the "Town Land at Green- 
bury's.'' The events that led to the subsequent selection of the 
jiresent as the location of the town, have not been preserved. 

Among those who had land surveyed in or about Annapolis at this 
period, was Matthew Howard, whose lot was surveyed July 3, 1050, 
on * 'ye south side of Severn river." Then came these allottments : 
For William Grouch, on Dec. 11, 1650, on ''ye south side of Sev- 
ern river," for Thos. Todd, July 8, 1G51, "on ye south side of Sev- 
ern river." "This," says the present Roll Book, f **is part of Annapolis 
Town, and part the Libertys begins at ye n. e. pomt of the town 
and extends along the river to ye first creek to ye west and then with 
Imck lines to ye beginning. ' * Nov. 22, 1651, Locust Neck, on the south 
of the Severn, was surveyed for James Horner. Nov. 22, 1651, land was 
surveyed for Nicholas Wyat ; Nov. 15, 1651, for Richard Acton, near

em river : Nov. 25, 1S51, to ThonmB Howell, on south side of Severn 
river; Nov. 30, 1851, for Jnines Warner, neiir Severn river; Dec. 4, 
1858, for Thomns Gott, on south side of Severn river, (ftfterwnrds 
eBcheatedto the State and bought by William Bladen.) Nov. 3.1838, 
John Norwood wss given the title to tracts of land on the south side 
of the Severn ; Aug. 87, 1650, land whb surveyed for Wm, Gallowar, 
on the south side of Severn ; Nov. 3, 1859, for John Oolier, ou south 
side of Severn; Deo, 16, 1081, for Saml.

The Puritans, who formed the nucleus of this colony, which was 
destined to rule the province, were with but tew eseeptionsthesturdy 
sons of the English yeoaiiinry. Warroscmoyacke county, or Isle of 
Wight, afterward called Norfolk county, Virginia, lying on the south 
of the James, was the centre of the Pnritnn diBtrict, from whence the 
settlers of Providence came, Kdward Bennett, a wealthy London 
merchant, who had obtained in 1831, a large grant of land on the 
Nansemond river, south of the James, when he came to Virginia, had 
brought with him considerable pompany of Puritans, Edward Ben- 
nett was their patriarch. Rev, William Dennett, a relative, their spir- 
itoal leader, and Riehnrd Bsnuett, son ot Inward, became the Xoses 
of the Virginia Puritans when they made their exodus from Virginia 
to Maryland.} 

Descended from this haniy stock of sturdiest English, indoctrinated in 

the tenets of their austere faith, inheritors of trials and persecutions, 

their subsequent rebelhoiis and courageous conduct in Maryland was 

the natural sequence of their blooil, religion, and education. 

Soon after tuoir arrival at Providence, Gov. Stone urged upon the 

iritans the oath of aHepiance to Lord Baltimore, which he told them 

[ they did not take, they must have no land, nor abiding in the 

The Puritans peremptorily refused to take the oath of allegiance, 
higgling especially at the expressions "royal jurisdiction" and "ab- 
solute dominion," which btter "they exceediugty scrupled." They 
objected to the aoth, also, because "they roust swear to uphold that 
government and those officers who were sworn to countenance and up- 
hold anti-Christ — in ^lain words espreased in the oilleet's oftth— the 
Roman Catholic religion." 

Lord Baltimore's friend, Mr. John Langford, very aptly rephed to 
these objections that "there was nothing promised by my lord or Cap- 
tain Stone to them, but what was performed. They were Brst ac- 
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giiaintecl by Captain Stone before they came there with tliat oath of 
fidelity, wliich was to be taken by those who would hjive any land 
there from his loi-dship ; nor had they any regret to the oath, till they 
were as much refreshed with their entertainment there, as the snake 
in the fable was ^^^th the countryman's breast ; for which some of 
them are equally thankful. But it is now, it seems, thought, by some 
of these peo[)le, too much below them to take an oath to the lord pro- 
prietary of that province, though many Protestants, of much better 
quality, have taken it, and, (whicli is more tlian can be hoped for some 
of these men,) kejjt it. As to the government there, they knew it 
very well before they came thither ; and, if they had not liked it, 
they might have forborne coming or staying there ; for they were never 
forced to either. The chief officers, under my lord there, are Pro- 
testants. The jurisdiction exercised there by them is no other than 
what is warranted by his lordship's patent of that province, wliich 
gives him the power and privileges of a count palatine there, depend- 
ing on the supreme authority of P]ngland, with power to make laws 
with the peoi)le's consent ; without which powers and privileges his 
lordsliip would not have imdertaken that plantation, and have been 
at so great a cliarge, and nm so many hazards he hath done for it." 
*• * * ''There are none there sworn to uphold anti-Christ, as Mr. 
Strong falsely suggests ; nor doth the oath of fidelity bind any man 
to maintain any other jurisdiction or dominion of my lord's, than 
what is granted by his patent. Though some of these people (it 
seems) tliink it unfit that my lord should have such a jurisdiction and 
dominion there, yet they, it seems, by their arrogant and insolent pro- 
ceedings, think it fit for them to exercise farre more absolute jurisdic- 
tion and dominion there than my lord Baltimore ever did ; nor are 
they contented with fredom for themselves of conscience, person and 
estate, (all of which are established to them by law there and enjoyed 
by them in as ample manner as ever any people did in any place in the 
world,) unless they may have the liberty to debarr others from the 
like freedom, and that they may domineer and do what they please."** 
So obstmately did these people refuse to comply with the obliga- 
tions they took to obtain an asylum in Maryland, they remained en- 
tirely outside the pale of lord Baltimore'sgovernment, and obstructed 
the formation of a county, for a year.

CHAPTER II. 

Formation of Anne Aruxdel County. 



[1650.] The Puritans of Providence by April, 1650, had recovered 
siifficiently from their scruples of conscience to elect delegates to the 
General Assembly, that convened at St. Mary's on the 6th of that 
month. 
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Tile Govoniiir'a return from Proridence wiiB, "By the lieutenant, 
&c., of Maryland. The freeman of that part oC this province o( 
Maryland, now eallal Providenc*, being by my appointment duly 
summoned to this present assembly, did unauimonsly make choice uC 
Mr. Pnddington and Mr. James Cos, for their burgesses, I being thera 
in person at the time." 

The reponeiliation effected by Gov. Stone promised to be pemia- 
nent. The Honsechose Mr. Jatnes Cox, of Providence, their speaker,, 
and the Assembly passed the following : — 

"Au Act for the erecting of Providence into a county by the name 
of Aniiurumlcll county. 

■■Be it I'UiU'ted by the Lord Proprietary, by and with the assont and 
appniUitiim of tlie Upper and Lower House of this Assembly, That, 
tlmt (lart ii[ the Frovnice of Maryland, on the west side of the Bay 
of Cliessopiiatfk, cjvcr against the Isle ot Kent, formerly called l)y the 
name of ProTidence by the inhaliitants there residing and inhabiting 
this yeare, sliall henceforth be created into a shire, or county, by the 
nanie of Annaru:idi.'lt county, and by that name hereafter to be over 

It was probably so called from the maiden name of Lady Balti- 
more, then lately deceased. Ijady Anne Arundel, the daughter of 
Lord Arundul, oC Wunlour, whom Ceeilius, Lord Baltimore, had mar- 
After the adjoumraent of the Glenera! Assembly, Governor Stone, 
in July, 1630, visited Providence, and orgnniised it into a couuty, 
under the name of Anue Amndel. 

A commission was issiii'd by the Governor to "Mr. Eilward Lloyd, 
gentlcm^iti," jippiniHtiK: him ''to hi- commamler of Aiimi Arundel 

Jftiiii':^ ll"iiicMiuiil, 'I'liLiiiins Mi'jivi'S, 'I'hidimK J[,i[--cli. (li'orfre Pudiiing- 
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inty. 



T)ui i-DUUiLissioii of Commander Ijloyd gave him, with the approval 
of tlio (itbiT commissioners, the right to issue "warrants and com- 
missions, mid for all other matters ot judicature, with whom you, 
Comniandcr Lloyd, are to consult in all matters of importance con- 
ceniiiig your said county." 

Commander Lloyd's ililties, as by his commission declared, were "to 
call and appoint courts to be kept within and for the said county ; in 
which courts you, the said commander, or your deputy, (bein^ one of 
the said commisainuers, ) with any throe or more, ot the said cim- 
misaioners there present from time to linu'. lu imld pk'iis. and fiimlly 
to detennine all eanses and actions wIieU-hi'vit, civil, happeimin or 
uMng between any of the uihaliitji[ii> ni iln' Miid cipuiily, of ivliat 
Toluft soever, saving and reserving tii ;:ll iiiiii cvi'i y. iliii inhaliitiuits 
of said county and others, liberty of a|jpu«,l truui Ltiu oouuly court to 
the provincial court, in any civil cause or action to the value of £30 
sterling or 3,000tb tobacco, and upwards, the party so appealing first 

Slutting in sufficient security to the said comity court tobeanswerabla 
Ot treble damages in case the order of judgment of the anid county 
court made in that cause, sliall liappen to bo oonflrmed upon hearing 
by the provincial court ; and also to hear and determine all matters 
• Kidiiety'a AnnalB OMiiinypolls, p.3T. 
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criminal, happening and committed in the said county, which may be 
heard by justices of the peace in any county in England, in their 
courts of session, not extending to life or member, and further to do, 
use, and execute all manner of jurisdiction and authority whatsoever, 
for the conservation of the peace within the said county, as any jus- 
tice of tlie peace in England may, or ought to do, by virtue of his 
commission for the peace ; further Ukewise authorizing you the said 
commander, or your deputy, to elect and ap|)oint all necessary officers 
for the execution of justice and conservation of the peace there, with 
allowance of such fees as are usually belonging to the same or like 
officers in Virginia ; and to do all other things and acts, whicli shall 
be necessary for the execution of the powers and jurisdiction hereby 
committed to you."t 
This commission was signed by Gov. Stone at Providence, July 30,1650. 

The day before the above was issued, Gov. Stone had given a com- 
mission to the Commander of Anne Arundel authorizmg him "to grant 
warrants for land withhi the said county to adventurers or planters, 
accordhig to his lordship's conditions of plantation, whereupon such 
land shall happen to be due to such adventurers or planters respec- 
tively." "The warrants, together with the particular demands or as- 
signment upon which the same shall be granted, to be entered upon re- 
cord by his lordship's secretary of the said province." 

Though the political storm had calmed, all was not well in the infant 
colony. The Indian was still a near neighbor, and though generally 
peaceable, his savage nature had displayed itself hi the murder of some 
of the citizens of the new county in a most cruel and inhuman manner. 

These murderers were supposed to be Susquehannocks, a powerful 
and war like tribe, who inhabited all that section which extends from 
the Patuxent to the Susquehanna river on the Western Shore, and all 
that part that lies between the Choptank and Susquehanna rivers on 
the Eastern side of the bay. 

To punish the murderers and their abettors, the General Assembly 
of 1650, enacted that "Whereas, certain Indians these last year have 
most wickedly and barberously murthered an English hihabitant of 
the county of Kent and other inhabitants likewise since, in Anne 
Arundel county, Be it therefore ordered, that the Governor, with 
the advice of the council, or the major part of them, shall have power, 
in case such Indians, who have committed such barberous and wicked 
murders, shall not be sent in, after demand made of them, to the 
government here to receive such punishment as is due for such offence, 
to press men, and to appoint such allowance for their pay, and to 
make war upon the nations of Indians refusing to deliver up those of- 
fenders as aforesaid, as in in his and their best discretion, shall be 
thought fit ; the charge of which was to be laid by an equal assess- 
ment on the persons and estates of all the inhabitants of this province." 

No account has come down to us of the result of these preparations, 
although the silence of our records raises the presumption that the 
traditional peace of the colony with the Indians was also unbroken in 
this case. 

Meanwhile, with the usual activity of Englishmen, the colony 
carried on a brisk trade with those Indians whose peaceable methods 
led them in the avenues of barter and exchange.

The conduct of these Puritans was especially ungrateful, since, re- 
ceived by Lord Baltimore when professors of the Protcsttmt relig- 
ion had refused themdomicil, their asylum in Maryland had cost Lord 
Baltimore the enmity of Charles II, then in exile upon the continent. 
So great was the displeasure of the young king, that Lord Balti- 
more had given the Puritans a settlement in Maryland, that he, the 
natural friend of the proprietary, in spite of Lord Baltimore's un- 
doubted right to name his lieutenant in the proWnce, appointed Sir 
William Davenant, Governor of Maryland, alleging in the commission 
that Davenant was so appointed ''because the Lord Baltimore did 
visibly adhere to the rebels in England, and admitted all kinds of sec- 
tAries and schismatics, and ill-affected persons in tliat province."!

CHAPTER IV. 

The Animosities of the Old World Transplanted 

IN THK New, 

[1649.] In 1649, when Charles I was executed, Thomas Greene, 
who was acting Governor during the absence of Governor Stone, 
caused the Prince of Wales to be proclaimed in Maryland as the '*un- 
doubted, rightful heir to all his father's dominions." This proclama- 
tion was issued on the 15th of November, and on the same day an- 
other was published **to further the common rejoicing of the inhabi- 
tants upon that occasion," declaring a general pardon to all the in- 
habitants of the province, who had committed any criminal offence.* 

This proclamation and the general rejoicing were not in consonance 
with the sentiments of the Puritan adventurers on the banks of the 
Severn, and this latent feeling was exhibited in their refusal to send 
delegates to the General Assembly, and, a little later, a more forcible- 
proof of their political animosities was given. 

The cause of the commonwealth triumphant in England, Cromwell 
turned his attention to the American plantations, and commissioners- 
were sent out to take possession of all that were unfavorable to the 
Protector. Maryland was not named in the Act of Parliament, but 
Lord Baltimore's enemies contrived to have that colony mentioned in 
the instructions to* the commissioners.

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CIIAPTEK V. 

Providence Sends a Petition to the Commissioners 

of thk c()mm(>nweaeth. 



[105o.] Whilst Maryland was made a shuttle-cock in tlie hands of 
opposing forces, the Puritans of Severn addressed a petition — 

'*To Honorable, Richard Bennett and Col. William Claiborne, 
Esqrs., Commissioners of tlie Connnoii wealth of England for Virginia 
and Maryland." It was styled: "The Humble Petition of the Com- 
missioners and Inhabitants of Severnc, alum Ann Arundel county, 
sheweth." It read: ''That whereas, we were invited and encouraged 
by Captain Stone, the Lord Baltimore's Governor of Maryland, to 
remove ourselves and estates into his province, with promise of enjoy- 
ing the liberty of consciences in matter of religion, and all other 
privileges of Englisli subjects. And your petitioners did upon this 
ground, with great cost, labor, and danger, remove ourselves, and 
have been at great charges in building and clearing: Now the Lord 
Baltimore imposeth an oath upon us by proclamation, which he re- 
quireth his Lieutenant forthwith to publish; which, if we do not take 
within three months after publication, all our lands arc to be seized 
for his lordship's use. This oath we conceive not agreeable to the 
terms on which we came hither, nor to the liberty of our consciences 
as Christians and free subjects of the Commonwealth of England: 
Neither can we be persuaded in our consciences by any light of God, 
or engagement upon us, to such an oath; but rather humbly conceive 
it to be a very real grievance and such an oppression as we are not 
able to bear; neither do we see by what lawful power such an oath, 
with such extreme penalties can by his Lordship be exacted of us who 
are free subjects of the Commonwealth of England, and have taken 
the Engagement to them. We have complained of this grievance to 
tlie late Honorable Councel of State, in a petition subscribed by us, 
which never received an answer, such as might clear the lawfulness 
jof such, his proceedings with us, but an aspersion cast upon us of 
being factious fellows ; neither have we received any conviction of our 
error in not taking the said oath, nor order by that power, before 
whom our petition is still dependiu;^, to take it hereafter; neither can 
ve believe that the Commonwealai of England will ever expose us to 
such a manifest and real bondage (who assert themselves, the main- 
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whatever is'done by the people at great costs iii ossembhes, for the 
good of the people, is lianle to be madp null bj the negative voiee of 
his Lordship. But affirmative pro;iositioos and commands are in- 
oeasantlf ursed, and mu-l Tint !>■ ib'nii'd. 

"InConaiileratiori, nlnii.uf, ur Imrniily tender our Condition and 
Distraction, upon tlii^ "' ■■.i-'i'ii. f.illiiiL- iipim the hearts of the people, 
to yoiu- view and ooiipiiliv.ii ii>n. ml ii.itiii^' your honors to relieve us 
according to the C'ausi' mul I'nw.-r w In n 'with you are entrusted by the 
Coiiimonwoulth ofKuglami. We mt. her, because ufinn sueh an exi- 
gent at this, we have none to flie to but yourselves, the Hononible 
Commissioners of the Commonwealth of Enjt;]and: not doubting but 
God will direct you into what his mind and will is in this matter con- 
oerniag us, and that yuu will faithfiilly apply yourselves to our redress 
iu what is just and our lawful liberty, which is the prayer of your 
poor petitionei'S. Severn Biver, the 3d of January, 1853."» 

This petition was signed by Edward Lloyd and seventy-seven 
others ol the housokwipers. freemen, audinhabitauts of Severn. 

The people of north Fatusent sent a similar petition under date oF 
March 1st, 1053. This was signed by Hicliard Preston and sixty 
others. On Mareh 12, 10S3. Bennett and Clarbome returned an en- 
couraging answer to the petitions from Severn and Patusent, in. 
which reply they eoiinselled that the settlors "continue iu your due 
obedience to the Commonwealth of England, iu such manner as you, 
and they, were then appointed and engaged; and not to be drawn 
aside from the same upon any pretence of such uncertain relations as 
we hear are divTilged among you. To which we expect your real cou- 
I'iEonnity. as you will answer the contrary: notwitl^tandiug any 
^~"ratence of power from Lord Baltimore's Agents, or any other wliatso- 
iT to the egntrary."

CHAPTEll VI. 
-Gov. Stuke Pkuci,aim& THE Puritans to be Kebels. 

[1854.] Information of Cromwell's elevation to the protectorate 
having been received Governor Stone proclaimed him protector on 
the eth of June, 1654. The same year, ou the 4th of July, Governor 
Stone, iu pubUc proclamation, oharge<l the commissioners, Bennett 
and Claiborne, and the whole Puritan party, mostly of Anne Arundel, 
with "drawiUE; away the people, and leading them into taction, sedi- 
tion, and rebeuiun agiuust the Lord Baltimore.'' 
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This pr(x?liimatioii is not now extant, but Mr. Leonard Strong, a 
Puritan writer and a leading citizen of Providence, contemporaneous 
with the document, sjiys that the paper called "that which was done 
by commission from the Council of State inP]ngland, rebellion against 
the Lord Baltimore; and those, that were actors in it, factious and 
seditious persons, which was done by a proclamation full of railing 
terms, published at Providence in the church meeting."* 

Bennett and Claiborne promptly returned to Maryland. Eleven 
days from the date of Gov. Sterne's prochimation, ''they applied them- 
selves to Captain William Stone, t the (rovernor, and ('ouncil of Mary- 
land," "in a peaceable and loving way to persuade them into their 
due and promised obedience to the commonwealth of P]ngland.*'J 

The commissioners, in their published statement of the occurrence, 
declared that Grovernor and Council, "returning only opprobicms and 
uncivil langimge, presently mustered his whole i)ower of men and sol- 
diers in arms, intending to surprise the said commissioners, and (as 
could be imagined) to destroy all those that had refused the said 
unlawful oath, and only kept themselves in their due obedience to the 
commonwealth of England luider which they were reduced and set- 
tled by the parliament'^ authority and commission. Then the said 
commissioners, in quiet and peaceable manner, with some of the people 
of Patuxent and Severn went over the river of Patuxent, and there at 
length received a message from the said captain Stone, that the next 
day he would meet and treat in the woods; and thereupon being in 
some fear of a party come from Virginia, he condescended to lay down 
his power, lately assumed from the lord Baltimore and to submit, (as 
he had once before done) to such government as the commissioners 
should appoint under his highness the lord protector."

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CHAPTER VII. 

An Indian Treaty Made on the Severn. 



[1652.] Tlie dissensions of the Maryland colonists did not prevent 
them from looking to the peace of State with the Indians. 

The Governor and Council, sitting as a court, on the 28th of June, 
1652, Wm. Stone, Governor, Thomas Ilatton, Secretary, and Robert 
Brooke, Col. Francis Yardley, Job Chandler, and Richard Preston, 
raeml)ers, being present, passed the following : 

"Whereas, this court is informed, that the Susquehanna Indians 
have a long time desired, and much pressed for the conclusion of a 
peace with the government and inhabitants of this province, which as 
IS now conceived, may tend very much to the safety and advantage 
of the inhabitants here, if advisedly effected : It is, therefore, ordered^ 
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and ihn quaint lityle of eiLjiteasiuii and huiuely pliruseri cast a rudder 
glare of infoniiaoon upon the enrirons of the early inhabitants 
of the eapital : 

"Articles of peace and friendsliip treated and agreed upon the 5tli 
d y f July 1653 between the English nation in the pro ■i— ' 
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made and satisfaction given from each other from tyine t( , 
ca»e requires, and as in reason should be done between those that are 
friends, and that desire soe to continue. 

"3dly. That if any the people or servants belonging- to the Eng- 
lish or to the Indiansshallgoeawayor run away from either side, they 
■shalliuitbecoiifcaled, or kept away from each other. Biitshall. with all 
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convenient speede, be returned back, and brought home. And satis- 
faction to be made in a reasonable way for transportation by land or* 
water to those that bring them in. 

*'4thly. That, upon any occasion of business to the English, or any 
message or tlie like, the Indians shall come V)y water and not by land^ 
That there sliall not be alwve eight or ten at the most at one tyme. 
And that they ])ring with them the token given them by the English 
for that purjjose, by which they may be known and entertained, As- 
also that the English on their partes, wlien they send to the Indians 
the messenger shall carry the token which wee have received from them. 

*'5thly. And lastly, these articles and every particular of them 
shall be really and invioably observed, kept, and perfonned by the two 
nations, before named, and by all the peojile belonging to them, or 
that are in amity with them, for eve;* to the end^of the world. And 
that all former injuries being buried, and forgotten from hencefor- 
ward, they doe promise and agree to walke together and carry one 
towards another in all things as friends, and to assist one another ac- 
cordingly. But if it so happen at any tyme hereafter that either party 
is weary of the peace, and intends war, then that the same shall bi 
signified and mode knowne each to other by sending in, and deliver- 
ing up his writing before any Act of hostility or enmity be done or at- 
tempted, and that twenty days warning thereof be given beforehand. 

'*These several articles were solemnly and mutually debated and con- 
cluded at the river of Severne, in the province of Maryland, by Richard 
Bennett, Esquire, Mr. Edward Lloyde, Capn. William Fuller, Mr. 
Thomas Marsh, and Mr. Leonard Strong, commissioners, authorized 
and appointed by the governor and councell of the aforesaid province. 
And by Sawahegeh, treasurer, Auroghtaregh, Scarhuhadigh, Ruth- 
chogah, and Nathheldianeh, warr captaines and councillors of Sas- 
quehanogh, commissionors, appointed and sent for that purpose by the 
nation and state of Sasquehanogh. An were fully ratified, done, and 
confirmed by sevenil presents, gifts, and tokens of f riendsliip mutually 
given, received, and accepted on both sides. In witness whereof the 
aforesaid commissioners, ni behalf of the aforesaid nation have here- 
unto sett their hands and scales the day and the yeare above written.

is, to a creek i»Ued ■'Jlf. Mnr'ihe's Creek, otherwise called Oystet 
Gieek." 

LUioo.] All was peace in the provinoa until January, 11(55, when 
the ship Golden Fortmie, Oajit. Tilman, arrii-ed in Maryland. On it 
came a gentleman named Eltonhead, who. brought the information 
"that the lord Baltimore kept his {»tent and tiiat his highness, (the 
lord protector,) had neither taken the lord Baltimore's patent mini 
hira, nor his land." 

By tho same ship, it apiwars, came a letter from lord Baltimore up- 
braiding Grov. Stone tor "resigning up his government unto the hands 
of the lord protector and commonwealth of England, without striking 
one stroke. 

Gov. Stjme needed no more encouragement to act. He re-assumed 
tho duties of Grovemor under his former commission, and determined 
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V 

to make a manly st niggle to obtain post^essioii of tlie government of the 
province. He proceeded immediately to issue military commissions 
to officers, and to organize an armed force in the loyal county of St. 
Mary's. 

Which of tlie two sides. Lord Baltimore's or tlie Commissionei-s% 
Cromwell sustained is difficult t > tell, in view of two letters on the sub- 
ject one written January r2th. 1()55, and the other Septeml)er 2Cth, 
which are palpable contradictions of each other. 

But this conflict of rights had gone so far, war, and not woi-ds, 
could only decide it. 

. The overt act was connnitted by Gov. Stone, who despatched 
Mr. John Hammond to recover the records of the province and 
to seize a magazine of arms and anununition, gathered at 
Mr. Richard Preston's house at Patuxent. and belonging to the 
Puritans. 

Mr. Hammond says: "I went unarmed amongst the Sons of 
Thunder, only three or four to row me, and clesj)ite all their 
braves of raising the country, calling in his servants to appre- 
hend me, threatened me with the severity of their new made 
law, myself alone seized, and carried away the Records in de- 
fiance.'' 

The Puritan account of these proceedings is quaint. Mr. Leonai*d 
Strong wrote : "Then (that is on the arrival of the news by the Gol- 
deiL Fortune,) the Lord Baltimore's officers, and the popish party be- 
gan to divulge abroad, and boast much of power, which came in that 
ship from his highness, the lord protector, to confirm the Lord Balti- 
more's patent to him, and to re-establish his officers in their former 
places under him ; which pretended power they assumed to themselves ; 
Captain Stone and the rest giving out threatening speeches. That 
now the rebels at Patuxent and Severne should know that he was 
governor again ; giving order. That neither Act of the said Assembly 
should be observed, nor writ from the power established by the com- 
missioners aforesaid obeyed," — (to wit, writs in the name of Captain 
Fuller and others, to whom Bennett and Claiborne had committed the 
powers of government, as beiore cited,) "but what should issue forth 
m the name of the lord proprietary, viz. , lord Baltimore. And further, 
the said Captain Stone gave several commissions to the papists and 
other desperate and bloody fellows, to muster and raise men in arms 
to be ready upon all occassions, giving out that he would go to Pa- 
tuxent, and seize the records of the province at the place where 
they were appointed to be kept by an Act of the Assembly, and 
to apprehend Mr. Richard Preston also, at whose house they 
were ; which shoi-tly was effected by virtue of a warrant in Captain 
Stone's name, without proclaiming, or shewing and power by which 
he acted such high robbers, But in threatening speeches declared, 
that they would have the government ; and for the terror of others, 
would hang some of the commissioners, which were entrusted with 
the government by the commissioners of the commmonwealth 
of England, under his highness, the lord protector, namely. Cap- 
tain William Fuller, Mr. Richard Preston, and Mr. William Du- 
rand." 



chapter ix. 
The Battle of the Severs. 

[Hi'M.] Aliout tlie 2tith of Mnrch, 1«55, Gov, Stojie started fnmi 
St, Mary's to briu{{ the imnily PuritaTis of Providonoe iutu subjectioji 
to Lnnl Baltinmre's goverQmeiit, The forces of tbc Gov«mi)t' cuii- 
siateil of 130 men. Part of tliesa luareheii \>y land up the BouthL'rii 
peninsula, and were ferried across the niouths of rivers and creeks in 
eleven or twelve small boats which the Governor had pressed into liis 
service. 

Advised of the advance of Gov. Stone's forces, the Puritans sent 
messengers to meet the Governor, whom the7 found near Herring 
Bay,* in Anne Arundel, 

Boger Heamcaiis who took part in the engagement that followed, 

"A oiBBSHge having been sent to demand his power and the ground 
of such his proceedings. 

"The secDiid message to him being sucli low terms, that those that 
sent it n-yre srievad at their hearts that ever it wont out of their 
hand's: whii'li was as tollowoth : 

'■For Captain William Stone, Esq.: 

■■Sii' :— The jieople of these parts have met together, and oonaidered 
tlie present transactions on your part, and have not a little marvelleid 
that no other auswar of the last message hath be«u made, than what 
toiMlred riLtlior to make men desperate than conformable; yet being 
desirous of |>Gace, do once again present to jour serious consideration * 
these ensuing proposals, as the mind of the people : 

"1. If you will govern us so as wo may enjoy the liberty of Eng- 
glish subjects. 

"2, And that we be, and remain iiiderapnifled in respect of our 
eagagetneut, and all former acts relating to the reducement and 
government. • 

"3. That those who are minded to depart the provinae, may freely 
do it without any prejudice to themselves or estate; we are content tii 
own yourself as governor, and submit to your government. If not. 
we are resolved to commit ourselves into the hands of God, and rather 
die hke men, than be made slaves. 

Will. Duaiso, Secretary. 

"But no answer to this was returned, but the same paper in scorn 
sent back agaiu," 

These paciflG offers were carried by sis men in a boat. The pro- 
posals of peace were not »nly rejected, but the messengers were seised 
as oaptires of war. Three of them, however, oontriv^ to escape, and 
took back to Providence the story of their treatment, and the intentions 
of Captain Stone upon the settlement. 

On the rejection of their offer of peace, the Puritans pruparetl 1« 
put ill execution their resolve ''to die like men, rather than be made 

Qov. Stone, in the meanwhile, behaved himself in a fustian style 
At Herring Bay. seizing one of the oommissionersof State, and torcJiig 
• Thfa HRlleJ .ie.rlnj! CrBoh. 
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"another of quality to fly for his life, havinti^ threatened to hang him 
up to his own door; and not findin;^ the man, affriglitod his'wife, and 
plundered the house of ammunition and provision, tlireatonin^ still 
what they would do to the people at Prondenoe, and that they would 
force the rel>ellious, factious Roundheads to submit, and then they 
would show their power."* 

Gov. Stone, moving nearer to Annapolis, sent forward Dr. Luke 
Barber with a proclamation which is not extant. Ur. Barber, in de- 
scribing his en voyage to Cromwell, says that "in the end of this de- 
claration the governor did protest, as in the presence of Almighty 
God, that he came not in a hostile way to do tliem any hurt, but 
sought by all means possible, to reclaim tliem by faire meanes; and to 
my knowledge at the sending out of parties, (as occasion served.) he 
gave strict command, that if they met any of the Ann Arundel men, 
they should not fire the first gun, nor upon pahie of death plunder 
any. These were his actings to my knowledge uj)on the march.'* 

Whilst these messages were passing between the opposing forces, the 
men of St. Mary's were rapidly closing the gap ])etween them and 
Providence. 

Dr. Barber and his companion, Mr. Coursey, were permitted to read 
the document they brought from Gov. Stone, "but having no other 
treaty to offer, they were quietly dismissed to their own company," 
to whom it seems they did not return. Mr. Packer, from Gov. Stone, 
the next day followed Dr. Barber. After ]\[r. Packer, came Mr. Cour- 
sey, presumably on the same errand. None of them returned to Gov, 
Stone, who, left in ignorance as to the intentions of the Puritans, 
pushed on to the Severn, at the mouth of which, on the 24th of March 
he arrived "about the shutting of the eve," "with eleven or twelve 
vessels, greater and lesser, in which tlieir whole army was wafted. "t 

On the appearance of Gov. Stone and his fleet at the mouth of the 
Severn, Capt. Fuller, the commander of the Puritans, called his 
councillors together, and sent his secretary, Mr. William Durand, and 
another of his«councillors, on board the merchant ship. Golden Lyon, 
Roger lleamans, captain, then lying in the harbor. There tliey made 
a requisition upon the captain for the services of liimself, his ship, 
and his crew, in defence of the town. Durand, at the same time, 
posted on the mainmast a proclamation by which lleamans "was re- 
quired, in the name of the Lord Protector and commonwealth .of 
England, and for the maintenance of tlic just liberties, lives, and 
estates of the free subjects thereof, against an unjust power, to be 
aiding and assisting in this service." Heamans manifested a real 
or fictitious im willingness to take part in the engagement, but says, 
"after seeing the equity of the cause, and the groundless proceedings of 
the enemy, he offered himself, ship, and men, for that service, to be 
directed by the said councillors." Dr. Barber, a partizan of Gov. 
Stone' says, Heamans was hired by the Puritans to take the part he 
afterward played. 

Heamans relates that, on seeing tlie "company of sloops and boats 
makhig towards the ship, the council on board, and tlie ship's com- 
pany, would have made shot at them, but this relator commanded 
them to forbear, and went himself upon the poop in tlio stern of the 
ship, and liailed them several times, and no answin* was made. Ho

The St. Mary's men evidently looked upon the campaign as one of 
certain triumph, and like of (ioliatli of Gath, before the armies of 
Israel, they defied the hosts of the Puritans. 

Approaching on the morrow by a narrow neck of land, near which 
their vessels were moored, the Cavaliers, with sound of drum and rail- 
ings loud, called to their enemies; "Gome, ye rouges, come, ya 
ronges, mund-liended dogs." On this the Captain of the Golden 
' n fired his fourth and, this time, fatal shot, killing one of the St.

Wa lost.l 
only two men in the fluid, but two died since of their wounds. GUidl 
did appear wondertul in the field, and in the hearts of the people,* all I 
confessing Him to be the only worker of this victory and deuveranoe."j 

However ratiuh the Puritans attributed the fate of battle to the Al' 1 
mighty, after the contest was once over, they laid aside His precepta, \ 
and proceeded to close matters after their own will. Doctor Barber, i 
an author of that period, writing in the interests of the St. Maiy''s i 
men, says: "After the skirmish, the Governor, upon quarter giveiifl 
him andall his company in the field, yielded to be taken prisonef^l 
but, two or three days after, the victors condemned ten to deatl), anal 
executed four, and had executed all, had not the incessant petition- T 
ing and begging of some good women saved some, and the soldiers ^ 
ot£ers : the Qovernor himself being condemned by them and sinae beg- 
ged by Che soldiers, some being saved jnst as they were leading to 
execution." 

Those who were eiecuted, wore Mr. William Eltonhoad, Lieut. Wm. i 
Lewis, Mr, Legget, and John Pedro, a German. Gov. Stone, though 
his life was sparod, was treated with great ciuelty, and, whilst in 

eison, suffering from a severe wound received in the battle, neither 
s friends nor his wife were allowed to visit him. 

A year after this battle, the 28rd of Octoter, 1(156, Lord Baltimore 
sent instructions to his Lieutenant and Council in which he required 
the people of Anne Arnndel to quietly and peacefully submit to his 
Lordship's Patents as he used and exercised the same there before the 
troubles began, vizt. in the year 1050, and according to the advice of 
the said (of Trade) committee, which had decided that Lord Balti- 
more was entitled to the Government of the province of Maryland. 

He added, "His Lordship wills and requires hissaid Lieutenant and 
Council that the Law in the said Province instituted, An actor 
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ing Religion and passed herutoforo there with, his I.ordsh^'s nsscut, 

WhBREBT all PEBSOSS WaOPBOFESS TO BELIEVE IN JBSUB CHBlBTliave 

Liberty o( Conacienee and free eiereiae of their religion there, be duly 
observed in the said Province by all the inhabitants thereof, and that 
the penalties mentioned in the said act be duly put in eieeution upon 
any offendora against the same, or any part tlioroof ."• 

The I^vince was restored to Lord Baltimore in Marah, 1658, ha- 
having been deprived of it sis years. 



CHAPTER X. 
Ql-akers akd Indianh DisTURn THE Colony. 

[1QS8.] Incessant were the disturbances in the colony. When 
the Puritans aud the State were at peace, the Indian and the Quaker 
rnfH.ed the Province. "Ata CouncD held 33 of JuKj, at AnnarundeU 
Present, The-Govemor, The Secretary Col : Nathaniell Vtie." The 
following proceedings took place : 

"This morneing mas sworne Of his Lordship Counoell Mr. Edward 
Lloyd and from the Coimcell went to assist the Governor at the 
County Court. 

"After the Court was ended the Councell mett againe aud tliere 
lieing then Present The Governor The Secretary Coll; NathaiiiellVtie 
Mr. Edward Lloyd. 

"Toke into consiilerMon the insolent behaviour of som people 
called Quakers who at the Court, iu contempt of an onler tlieii made 
& proclaimed, would presumptuously stand Covered, and not only so, 
tmt also Infused to subscribe the engagement notwithstanding the Act 
of Assembly in that case provided alJeifdging they were to be governed 
by Gods la we and the light within them & not by mans lawe and vpon 
full debate finding that this theyr refusall of the engagement was a 
breach of the Articles of the 24th of Mareh last, and that theyr prin- 
ciples tended to the destruction of all Government. 
"OanKBED 

"Thatall persons whatsocuor that were resideing within this Pro- 
vince on 34th of March IGQT should take & subscribe the said engage- 
ment by the 30th of August next or else depart the Province by the 
35th of Mareh followeing vpon paino due to Rebbolls & Traitors if 
found within this Proiiuce after the said 35th of Mareh, & that a 
Proclamaeon be forthwith drawne to this efleot.

[1605.] IiL 1605, the Indians again became an element of trouble, 
and a Council that met at St. Mary's, Jime 6th, 16U5, towk "into de- 
bate some speedy way for the prevention of the Indian Enemyes 
further incursiones into this province. And how they may be sup- 
pressed for the future." 

Ib the levy for the various counties, St. Mary's hod to raise thirty 
men and the like number was required of Anne Arundel. Capt. Wil- 
liam Surges, of Anne Arundel, was put iu command of the troop, and 
he waaomeied to raise them by pressor otherwise, with suificientarms 
and ammunition. He was also made Deputy Commander of all the 

The commission and instructions ^ren to Capt. Burges, preserved 
in the [iroceedinga of the council, t give a curious insight into the 
state of the colony regarding that still unsolved problem — the Ameri- 
can Indian.

"Imprimis you are to take Under yor Charge and Comand the 
Seuerall parties of men raised in St. Mary's, Kent, Cliarles and Cal- 
vert Couutya as thoaciu Anne Arundell Ooimtys wth which men He- 
cording to youi Best diserecon and wth the Aduiee and Consent of the 
major part of the Officers comandiug in the Seuerall partyes yow are 
to Endeanour to find out the Indian Bnemy in theire Quarters and 
them by God's Assistance to Vanquish or Otherwise driue Out ot this 
Prouinee or Otherwise unfion the place and Emergent Oeoasions as 
yow with the Ad rice and Consent aforesaid aliall flnde it more Exped- 
ient and fur the safety of the Province in Generall to keepe sovemli 
Stirtycs rniifiin;; tliu wiwds lis well to the Head of Patuxent as Patapsco 
Bush Riners or euon up to tlio Utmost bounds of the Prouinee up- 
pon the Sasque^hanough riuer. 

"Secondly yow are to take special! Care to see yow men want not 
necessary prouisones for foode nor Annoa nor Amunieon and tn that 
end yow are toissue Orders to the Sherriffea or other OEBcers next to 
yow in the seuerall Countyes where yow shall chance to come in pur- 
suite of yor Commission to presse any Armes Ammunioon or Provis- 
iones Needfiill ; Who arc to keepe exact and true accompts of suoh 
thingea so pressed as aforesaid. 

"Thirdely yow are to take esjxioiall Care of the People in Patapaoo 
riuerand Qimn Powder Riuer and to that end yoware to keepe a Con- 
stant Correspondence with yor Colonell Lewis Stockett, whom, when 
yow siiall Chance to meet yow are to Obey in all tliinges. 

"Fourthly To the end all necessary nssiBtftnce may be Given to all 
places in danger yow are to giue notice of all yor proceedings and all 
intelligence vow shall receive to ma twice euery weeke and Ottener if 
need be, and to presse measengera expressely to bring yor letters to 
me as also to send yor intelhgence to your ColloneU as oft^n as naed 
flhall lie, and Generally yow are to presse Boates men or horses either 
to Carry Baggage or to March after the Enriemy as yow shall see Oc- 
casion.

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* 'Fifthly Yow are to Associate with any the friendle Indians to any 
number yow shall finde most Contenient for the service now in hand ; 
but in yor march or in yor Quarters yow are to take special! Care that 
noe English doe Game or wrestle with any Indians so to auoid all Oc- 
casiones of Quarrell. ' * 

• No war followed this preparation of arms, and, in 1606, a treaty of 
peace was made ^vith a number of Indians, in which the ri^ht was 
conceded to the proprietary to appoint the emperor of the Indians* 
For nine years the colony enjoyed exemption from Indian warfare. 
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CHAPTER XI. 

Colonial. Life. 

From 1657 to 1683 there is a lamentable gap in the history of Provi- 
dence, due, it is believed, to the loss of the State's Records by *'the 
removal of the records and documents of the province from St. Mary's 
to Annapolis, some of which were greatly damaged," and to "the loss 
of some by the fire which destroyed the State House in 1704, where 
they were chiefly deposited . " * 

The chasm will be filled by extracts from the journals of the General 
Assembly and records of the Courts, from whose quaint proceedings 
and curious customs may be gleaned the thoughts, deeds, and charac- 
ters of the men who laid the foundations of Annapolis. 

Upper House, Saturday 28th, April, 1666. 

[1666.] *'Then came a member from the lower house, and desired 
the governor,! from the the whole lower house, not to discharge Ed- 
ward Erbery, merchant, from the save of Bristol ; in regard, they had 
something to object against him, as well for abusing the lower house 
of Assembly, as his lordship, last night. 

**Then came a member from the lower house, with this paper follow- 
ing: 

Tuesday, 1st May, 1666. 

* 'William Calvert, Esq., motions the house, 

*'That, whereas there was an abuse committed last night by Edward 
Erbery, to the disturbance of the whole house, in their quiet and rest, 
and the clerk of this house informs that the said Erbery did call the 
whole house papists, rogues,**** rogues, &c., which the speaker is 
desired to take notice of, and proceed therein, either by presentment 
or otherwise, as to him shall seem best, and that it be the first thing 
this house takes into consideration or debate. 

*>Mr. Nicholas Piccard and Mr. Richard Blunt informed the house 
of certain vulgar and indecent expressions of Erbery concerning the 
lower house, and that they were ashamed of the place from whence 
they came.

"Mr. Riciisrd Hull says, that amongst a grput many other extrava- 
gant wfii'ila, Erbery said that Charles Calvert was a rogue. 

"William Calvert, Esq., saith, how that Erberj, inhis hearing, said, 
wc, viz. the nsBemblj, were in company of pitilijl rogues and pujipiea, 
and therK is Dot one in the country deserves to keep me company bat 
Cliarle^ Calvert, wlio owes uie ten thousand pounds of tobocoo. 

"Mr. Kichard Smith informs this morning, when Brbery awaked, the 
Erbery comnlainod that lie was bound ; that he remerobored all that 
he had said last night, and that he was not drunk ; and in a threaten- 
ing manner, said he wonld rememiier those that bound hiu. 

"The abuse that Edward Erbery gavB to the lieuteuant-eenoral and 
this aBsenibly last night, being taken into oonsideration, and upon a 
full debate thereon, had in this house, they do judge the same to be a 
scandal to the Lord Proprietor, to his lieutenant-general, and to both 
houses of asPi'iriWy. mid a p'ent reflection upon the province in gen- 
eral ; and, thiTitVirf. lULiihiiiKni^ly voted by this house, that the said 
Erbery be liriiiii;:lLi liofnv tlii- bmiso, to give answer to the above said 
charge, in reliitmn in iIium' intiinuationsnow given in against hiia. 

"Ordered by thii spcnkci' that Jlr. Edward Erbery be brought into 
the sherifl, &o.' 

"And taxed by the speaker of all those words spoken, who making 
his appearance ^er the aharge being read unto him, he answered that 
he remembered none of these words that is alleged, only he oonfesseth 
that Ivc was in drink, and being further taxed about the words spoken 
this morning, (which were averred by a member of this house) he says 
that he remembers not that ever ho spoken such words. 

'■Which answer being taken into consideration, the house do judge 
the same altogether unsatisfactory, and that no person of full age sh^ 
take advantage by drunkenness in such case. 

' 'Whereupon this house do humbly present the consideration thereof 
to the upper house, that they would please to signify to this house their 
i^sentment of the same, and what they shall judge further r 
to be done with the said Erljciy as touching the punishment oi 
wise for this house's (.'oncured therewith.' 

"The upper hwiso do ordin' Unit tlia said Edward Erl>ery be tyed to 
an apple tree before I he Imiiae uf assembly, and be there pnblickly 
whipped upon the tmre hack with thirty-nine lashes, and that the sher-

"ThisremonBtranceorpetitionappears uponthe 
journals of the upper house in 1674, and is as follows :

reason not mentioned, his lordship desired 'that all proceedings 
SID be, for the preeent, suspended. 
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"This highly resfiectable and loner misundersto«xl society of chris« 
tians, were not restored to the risrhts and privileges, so moderately, 
but firmly, insisted upon in the foregoing petition, until the year 1702* 
— when the legislature struck from the statute books this relict of in- 
tolerance. '*t 

[1671.] On the 28th of March, 1671, when the Upper House had 
met at *'two of the clock in the afternoon.'' it received "a message 
from the Lower House which was their desire to know whether the 
Deputys of Calvert county or the deputy s of Anne Arundel county 
ought to take place. Upon examination whereof this House were of 
opinion that the Deputys of A me Arundel ought to have the Prece- 
dency and sent the honorable, the Secretary to satisfy them in that 
particular with the Reconls of their Commission constituting their 
county Courts. And afterwards this house sent Mr. Brooks and Mr. 
Trueman to the Lower House for their further satisfaction therein, "t 

The jurisprudence of a natiog and the manner of its application to 
the causes which arise under it are indices of the moral and mental 
status of that people. 

From yellow and dusty volumes, MSS. preserved among the arch- 
ives of 3Iaryland, are taken the records of some quaint trials which 
throw a radiairt light upon those curious times. 

[1656.] In 1656, the province l>eing under the authority of the 
commissioners of Cromwell, Judith Catchpole was brought before the 
Court under a suspiction of having murdered her child. It was **a 
Generall Provincial court Held at Patuxent, September, 22nd, 1656," 
which heard the ease to determine if she should be indicted. Patux- 
ent was then the name of Calvert county. 

The Couxt was composed of Capt. Wm. Fuller, Mr. Richard Pres- 
ton, Mr. Edward Lloyd, Mr. John Scott and Mr. Michael Brooke. 
Judith denied even the birth of the child, whereupon the court or- 
dered "a jury of able women to be impanelled and to give in their 
verdict to the best of their judgement whether she, the said Judith, 
hath ever had a child, or not." 

The following jury was selected : Rose Smith, Mrs. Belcher, Mrs. 
Chaplin, Mrs. Brooke, Mrs. Battin, Mrs Cannardy,Mrs. Bussey, Mrs. 
Brooke, P^lizabeth Claxton, Elizabeth Potter and Dorothy Day — 
eleven. 

The testimony in the case, as recorded, was : 

** James Jolly, sworne examined, saith that being at John Grara- 
mer's, a weeke before Wm. Bramhall's man died, the said servant of 
Bramhall said that Judith Catchpole cut a maid's skinn off her throat, 
and she never felt it, and the said Judith Catchpole sewed the wound 
up, againe, and further saith not." 

**Elizal:)eth Norton, sworne and examined, saith that Wm. Bram- 
hall's servant that dyed, saith that Judith Catchpole, Cut the skinn 
of a maid's throat when she was asleep, and the said maid never felt 
it, and the said Judith sewed up the wound againe, with a Needle and 
thread ; and the said servant said, if he should divulge it, it would be 
worse for him, and further saith not. That Wm. Bramhall's man 
said that Judith Catchpole and he did grind a knife Dutch fashion, 
and the said Judith pnckt a seaman in the back with it, a: d she-

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begged a little grease of the ehirurgeou, and greu^siHi liis back, and 
he stood up Again ; and the said servant suid that Judith was to kill 
three or four men more and further said not." 

"Andrew Wilcox sworneand eKamined, saith, that Mr. Bramhairs 
man-servunt that d^d said that wLeu the murther watt done all the 
people and seamen in the ship were asleep ; azid after It was done 
^ Ja£th Catchpole and the said serrant of Wm. BranihaU went up 
pon the deck, and walkei] a quarter of an hour, afterward oB thej 
Fent, each to their Lodging ; this being at Sea in the middle of the 
ight, and further saith not." 
We the jury thereupon rendered a verdict ''The Jury of women, 
before named, having according to our charge and oath, searched the 
body of Judith Catchpole, doe give in our vei'diot that according to 
otir best jnd;;ment, that said Judith Catchpole hath not had any child 
■within the time charged." 

The court then gave opinion that, "Whereas, Judith Catchpole, 
servant to Wm. Darrington, of this Provinceot Maryland, was appre- 
hended and brought before the court upon a suspicion of murdering 
■aohild in her voyage at sea, bound tor this Province in the ship Mary 
and Francis, who set forth of Englav.d upou her intended voyage in, 
or about October last, 1655, and arrived in this Province in, :r about 
januaij following, and her accuser being deceased, and no murther 
appeamjg, upou her esamination, denying the tai:t ; was ordered that 
her body should be searcht by a jury of able women, which being 
done, the said jur^ returning their verdict to this court thaj they 
found, that the said Judith liad not had any child within the time, 
charged, and, also it appearing to this court, by sevcrall testimonies 
that the party accusing was not in sound mind, whereby it is con- 
ceived the said Judith Catchpole is not inditable. Tp.e Court doth, 
therefore, order that upon the reasons aforesaid that she, the said Ju- 
dith Catsihpole, be acquitted of that charge unlefss further evidence 

The court records of this decade bear, ui several places, the name 
an individual who seemed to be one of those charactirs, who furnish 
food for courts. Peter Godson is the unfortunate Marylander. One 
of the cases was when Peter was sued for calling a woman a witch. 
He confessed penitence, and escaped, in a measure, the meshes and 
penalties of the law. 

[16G5.] "At a court holdsn the Bfth day of October, 1085," it is 
roooided that "Peter Godson, being convicted of stealing n bodkin 
bom the wife of John Hambleton, and concealing the same shall ac- 
cording to the Act of Assembly, restore four fould in silver, which is 
I fiiur shillings and six pence, to the defendent, with the charges of 
r oourt being four hundred and sii pounds of tolmcco." 
' In December of the same year Peter again appears in court. Thos. 
Ager complained "that he hath paid unto Peter Godson Tobacco for 
ft cure, ihe said Godson undertook to perform on the said Ager, and 
hath left him worse than he found him. It is ordered," said the Court, 
"that the sai d Godson pay biro his tobacco liaclc againe except 
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in satisfaction of his cure, and it, appearing to this Court, that the 
said Godson hath not performed the order, it is now ordered that the 
said Gpdson shall repay the stiid tobacco which is (iOOlh and caske, or 
else execution." 

James Johnson for a misuse of his tongue paid severe penalties. At a 
court held July 15th, 1647, "the Court being informal of certaine 
mutinous speeches uttered by James Johnson, about ye 3d of July^ 
viz.; that he should say unto Richard Bennett, after some discourse 
concerning the Government now established, that he hoped within a 
• while, to see a confusion of all Papistry here, and further the said 
James Johnson said that both he, the said Richard Bennett and yt.. 
came up with the late Governor from Virginia, (meaning the soldiers,) 
were rogues ; for that they had undone a brave country, for had it not 
been for them, to witt, the soldiers, they might have enjoyed this 
country, to themselves, (meaning the late Relxjlls to his Proprietary,) 
and their progency after them. And the said Richard Bennett re- 
plyed, yt. there were in the Governor's Company as honest men as 
himself. The said Johnson still persisted in it, saying that they were 
all rogues and he would justifie it, and, at the same time he, the same 
James Johnson, urged the said Bennett to go downe, and certifie the 
Governor of these speeches, saying that if he should complaine to the 
Governor against him, he regarded it not, for he cared noe more for 
the Governor, (meaning Mr. Greene,) then he did for any of the rest. 
Also, at the same time, speaking concerning Capt. Hill, he wished 
thatCapt. Hill would come, and re-assume the government, affirming- 
that, if Capt. Hill, were come, and yt. he, the said James Johnson 
could see Capt. John Price, pressing soldiers to resist the Siiid Capt. 
Hill, and not above two others in his company, he would shott him, 
(meaning Capt. Price. ) All which being proved by the oath of Richard 
Bennett, the Court judged that he should be fined in 2,0001b tobacco, 
and to be whipped with thirty lashes. And to remain in the Sheriff's 
hands, till the Corporall punishment be exequuted, and to put in 
security for ye payment of the said fine. 

* 'Warrant to the Sheriff to see sentence exequuted to-morrow in the- 
evening. ' ' 

[1654.] Mrs. Brooks for an amiable piece of gossip among her ac- 
quaintances, was called to answer "at a court holden for the Province 
of Maryland, 16th of Oct., 1654." 

The first witness Mr. Geo. Newman, tes"tified he "heard Mrs. Brooks 
relate that she heard Mrs. Goulson had beaten her maid two hour hy 
the clock, AND THERE WERE that would take their oath that it was an 
hour and a half by the clock. ' ' 

"Margaret Prichard, aged twentic yeares or thereabouts," deposed, 
"that this Deponent heard Mrs. Brooks say that Mrs. Goulson had 
beaten her maid two hours," following that with the significant at- 
testation, "by the clock.'* Unlike the inattentive and poetical Xew- 
man, Margaret had not to say that Mrs. Brooke related "there, were 
that," who could make a certain oath that, and so forth, but she could 
swear to the person, and give a longer period to Mrs. Goulson's active 
episode in her household duties. She testified that Mrs. Brooks 
further said : Elizebeth Tennis would take her oath that it was two 
hours and a half," but the important "by the clock," was not vouch- 
safed by this deponent. Elizebeth heard more ; IMargaret had fin- 
ished up with a delicious titbit of gossip respecting the conjugal rela- 
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ticiTis rif litr iiiiTiR'rciriil ftcqiiaiiitiince. Margftrot (iirLher continuod 
her ilepcwitioii by ti'slifyhig that "Elizaheth Teniiia ahouhl say'' tiiat 
the exaBjicrHti'ii lord of Mrs. (i'liilsoii, "tore tlie hair o( his head and 
wisht timt s}ie, tiif. said Mrs. fir.iulson would kill the self-same maid, 
that sliiMiiiRht never kill more." 

This retiird foUfiws : — ■ 'That, whereas, Mrs. Brooks reported that 
Sarah Goiilaon unhiwliiily punished her maid-servftnt, which eanaot 
heproved. It is orderwl that Mrs. Brooks shall pay the charges." 

Thus the slniidm-er received her reward. 

ri64B.] Itsdiauityour provincial oourtsjealouslf guarded. Swonriiig' 
at its sessions was punished, nnd perjury liafore it, it would, in no 
wise, oonntenance, as is attested by tne sentence o( one John Gonoora 
who was found guilty of this latter crime, "att a court held at Henry 
Morgan's att Kent 33nd Jan'y," sometime about lG4g. 

Thomas Matthews in bchafl of the Lord Proprietary complained 
"ajraiost John Gonoore, that being called to answer upon his oath, 
not haveing the fflaro of God atore his ejea, he answered falsely and 
and against his knowledge, whereby he committed a wilifulj poriury, 
wherefore the said Thos. Matthews requireth in the beiialf of th« 
said Lord Proprietary, the said Goonore to lie brought to oondine 
punish I netit. 

"John Goonore not having anything to say for his defence, more 
than that it was the Srst time ho cvnr comniitted the like offenoe. 
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The Court adjiulgeii hiin to bo iv\\ 
nailesin each eare, and the nail'^ r..

"To which complaynt of John Washington, ye said Edward Pres- 
cott, (submitting nimself to his tryall,) denyeth not but thar there 
was one Elizabeth Kichardson, hanged in his ship, as he was outward 
bound ye last year from England, and comming for this Province, 
near unto ye Western Islands, by his master and company, (he having 
appointed one John Greene, for ye voyage master, thought himself 
was both merchants and owner of ye ship,) but further sayth, that 
be understood ye proceedings of his said master and company, and 
•protested against in that business. And that there upon both ye 
master and company were ready to mutiny. 

"And it appearing in ye court by ye printed custom house dis- 
charge, and light house bills or acquittances produced and shewn by 
•ye said Edward Prescott, taken or given in John Greene's name, that 
ye said Green was master for ye voyage, and not Edward Prescott, 
and no one coming to prosequnto. Ye said Prescott, therefore prays 
that hee may be acquitted. 

"Edward Prescott, prisoner at ye bar, upon suspition of felony, 
-stated upon his acquittal. If any person can give evidence against 
Jiim, let him come in, for the prisoner otherwise will be acquitted. 

"And no one appearing, ye prisoner is acquitted by the Board." 
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CHAPTER XII. 

An Indiscreet Representative from Anne 

Arundel. 

[1662.] The early annals of the province of Maryland preserve, as 
representatives of Anne Arundel in the General Assembly, the names 
of many families still to be found within the borders of this interest- 
ing county. In 1662, Anne Arundel was represented by Robert Burle, 
Richard Beard, and Ralph Hawkins. • 
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The former became engaged in a serious difficulty by the indiscreet 
use of his pen, as will appear by the following extracts from the 
journal of proceedings of the General Assembly :*" 

**Wednesday, the 2d of April. Then was taken into consideration 
a certain paper, endorsed *To the worshipful, the burgesses for this 
present Assembly, holdenfor Maryland. The declaration of several 
ot the inhabitants of Anne Arundel county, which, as bearing no- 
date, nor being subscribed by any person whosoever, was put to the 
vote whether it were a libel yea, or no.' 

"Voted by the House that it is a libel, containing scandalous and 
seditious expressions, tending to the utter subversion and overthrow 
of the legislative power of this province, residing in the Lord Proprie- 
tary and both houses of Assembly, and, that it be sent to the lower 
house who are desired to join with this house in the searching out and 
centuring the author. * 'Ordered, that Mr. Daniel Jenifer, messer :;er, 
be sent from this house to the lower house, to present that seditious 
paper published at Anne Arundel, with the vote of this house ^or 
their concurrence . " 

**Thursday, the 3rd of April. 

**Then the Lower House returned the seditious pamplilct sent hy 
the Upper House to them together with the vote of this house, en- 
dorsed on the back side : 

**Assented to by the lower house. William Bretton, clerk. 

**And further informed this house that as a member of that liouse, by 
name Robert Burle, did acknowledged that paper would reflect upon 
him, and that therefore the Lower House did desire that that member 
might be suspended from voting as a member till he had purged 
himself.. 

"Unanimously voted by the Upper House that that person, viz r 
Robert Burle, should be suspended from sitting till he had purged 
himself, and that this vote be sent to the said Burle. 

"Then came two members of the Lower- House, and said that 
the Lower House desired that Robert Burle might be forthwitJi tried. 

"Ordered, That a conference be desired immediately with the 
Lower House. 

"At a conference the Upper House did satisfy the Lower House,, 
that Robert Burle is not to be tried by an assembly, but at a Pro\an- 
cial Court regularly. 

"Friday, the 4th of April. 

"Then came Robert Burle and preferred the following petition and 
acknowledged his hearty sorrow for his faults concerning the mutinous 
and seditious expressions in the libel contained, which he penned and 
was published at Anne Arundel 

"To the Right Honorable, the Lieutenant General and to the Hon- 
orable Philip Calvert, Esq., Councellor, and to the Honored Council. 

"The humble petition of Robert Burle, showeth, 

"That whereas your petitioner is adjudged by your, honors and by 
the Burgesses to have committed great transgression, and that of a 
high nature, which he hath committed inconsiderately through in- 
firmity and weakness, for which he declareth himself to be heartily 
sorry and humbly prayeth your honors to pardon and to pass by his 
great offence and conceiving himself to be the first offender since his-

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Lordship's arrival, humbly prayeth for forgiveness which may be for 
the Honor of his Lop^f and shall engage your petitioner to better 
fidelity, loyalty, and faithful obedience, and shall ever engage the pe- 
titioner to pray for your honor's prosperity. 

**Orderea, That the said Burle do forthwith go to the Lower House 
and ask pardon for his fault, and that the clerk of the Lower House 
be desired to see his submission recorded in their journal. 

"The Lower House sent to desire to know whether Robert Burle 
might be admitted to sitt with them again. 

**The Lieutenant General left it to their discretions." 

The exact contents of this paper are not preserved. It is apparent 
the Lower House concluded to let Mr. Burle remain a member of that 
body, as his name appears among the list of delegates prefixed to the 
acts of assembly of the session of 1662.

CHAPTER XIII. 

The Courageous Spirit of the Maryland 

Settlers. 



[^081.] It was not alone in the tented field that that courageous 
spirit, which has always characterized Marylanders, was evinced by 
our early settlers, but in tvery position where manly deeds and noble 
words were required, the hardy adventurers proved themselves men 
worthy of the stock from whence they, came. 

Over and over again the Legislature of Maryland,^ the lower house 
especially, showed a determined opposition to the encroachments of 
tlio proprietary upon their just rights and liberties, and evinced that 
(letoriuination in so marked a manner that proprietaries were com- 
pelled to submit to their imperative demands. 

This determination to yield no rights and to urge no unnecessary 
privileges was strongly portrayed by the proceedings of the Assembly 
which met in August, 1G81. On calling the roll, there appeared 
twelve vacancies in the lower house. The house thereupon addressed 
thu Lord Proprietary requesting him to appoint some officer, to whom 
i\w. speaker of their house might direct his warrants, to cause these 
YMcaucies to be filled; until which "they humbly conceived them- 
selves greatly incai)acitated to act and do proi)ortionable to the great 
n-LiSt reposed in them, and sufficiently to consult the grand and 
woiijhty afl'airs of the })ro\'ince." The address also complained about 
his lorclship having called but two members from each county when 
four should have been called. 

His lordship asked the jmjsence of the lower house. On entering 
tht'. upper house, the Lord Proprietary said : ''That by his })roclaru*a- 
tiori, by which they were now called, the law for four delegates is sufii- 
ciently dissented to, and that otheiVise, he would gratify their re- 




s for fllliiig lip vacancies," The lower house 
lite with the upper house, with thair members 
then present, and to proeeed to businesB. 

The lower house refused. Thereupon the Proprietaryagreed that 
■writs might be issued for supplying the Tftoancies for the present, 

Sirovidfld the lower house would aoknowleilge it tts a fuvor from his 
Drdahip, and so enter it upon the ioumxJa. 

Seeing the opportunity by a stroke of policy to seenre a principle, 
the lower house consented to make this entry on their joum&l, and to 
agree to the election ot two representatives Irom each county, pro- 
vided his lordship would ooDsent that iu all future vacancies, the 
r.ker should have the right to issue his warrant to the aecretarr of 
province to order elections to fill such vacancies ; otherwise they 
declared tlieir nnanimous reBolution, "to stand to, and not to reoede 
from the substance of their address, "and for the right of their speaker 
to issue his warrant in case of vaoaucies, and that they liad "maiieall 
the oondescentions they can, without appareut violation of their 
privileges," and they hoped that the upper house would concur 
therein. The upper house refused to granl this outhority whieii they 
thought "aimedat things whollynewandunheard of in thisprovince. 

The lower house answered this by declaring it a "denyalof the just 
and reasonable proposalls of this house tor the future election of 
deputies, &c.," and passed a unanimous vote, "that it was the un- 
doubted privilege of this house, that the speaker of this house issue 
hi; warrants," &c., and considered it "a very unsafe, ili precedent to 

firoceedanyfurther in the business of the session, and request his 
ordship to ap|>oint some person to whom said warrants should be 
directed." 

The olianoellor thereupon was sent by his lordship to the lower 
house to acquaint them "that be cannot but wonder how the lower 
house of assembly assume to themselves a power here that is not only 
new to us, and unheard of before in this province, but not practiced 
in Virginia, Barhadoes, orany other of his ma jesties plantations, " &a. 
"tlis majesty hath thoisole power to dispose of his conquests upon 
terms he pleases, &o., and desired to know their positive answer, 
whether thev would Join them in the dispatch of business, promising 
K they would, he would immediately issue writs to fill up the house 
with four delegates from each county." 

The lower house resolved, that if his lordship caused writs to issue 
as promised, that t.Tey would "'proceed upon such matters as shall be 
recommended to them from his lordship. But at the same time, they 
aaserted "their rights and privileges, rather from thu rules of England 
l^ian the imperfect proceedings of the nominated colonies, the first 
■ herent right— yea, and birthright, though born in this 

"To liken us to a conquered people, we take very heavily, and wish 

•tre had not heard, and do wonder it should pass the upper house. 

But, if the wonl eonr[iieat intends that wo are subjects to arbitrary 

laws and inipositior.s, then we humbly take leave lo believe that 

thev are not his lordship's words, but the result of strange, if not 

evil council. 

'■That his majesty has reserved for us the rights and privileges of 
1, is that we iuJst upon." 
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The Lord Proprietary, in reply to the last message from the lowef 
house, disclaimwl any intention to liken the freemen of Maryland to » 
conquered people, or subjec!; to arbitrary laws or impositions, and 
hopes that they may no way deserve that severe reflection, and assures 
them that lie luid always **])een reiuly to oblige and show his kindness, 
to tie good peot)le of this province ;'* and, as a further testimony of 
it, if..ates his williu?:ness to issue writs as desired, if the lower h..use 
will isk it of him "as a thing that will oblige (at this time) the in- 
habitants of this province, of whom they are represenUtives,'* &c. 

Th-rf lower house accordini^ly m?ule the request, stating tht ir will- 
ingness "to leave oif all disputations about words," Siiying, it **will 
be a matter of great content and rejoicing among to the ^ood people 
of thitJ pronnce,'' &c.* 

Thu;? the "freemen of Maryland," as they were called, proved 
theiiiseives worthy of their honorable title, and gave abundant evi- 
dence of that love of lil)erty and courage to enjoy it which have char- 
acterizevl the English speaking race, at all times, the world over.

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CHAPTER XIV. 

Providence Changed to "The Town, at Proctor's/* 

[1683.] Providence seems to have changed its name sometime be- 
tween 1056 and 1683, for by an act of the Legislature of the last 
named year, chap. V,* it was spoken of y-s "The Town at Proctor's," 
and made a port of entry of the province. 

The commissioners appointed by this act to execute its powers were^ 
son. crime before the 25tli of March, 1684, to meet on the respective 
lands, and to agree with and purchase of the owners 100 acres of con- 
venient lands, and cause the same to be surveyed, marked and stake ^ 
out, and divided into convenient streets, lanes, and alleys, with open 
places to be left for erecting church, chapel, market-house, or other 
public buildings, and the remaining part of the said 100 acres, to 
divide into 100 equal lots, marked on posts. 1, 2, 3, &c., to 100, of 
which the owner of the land, to have his first choice for one lot. No 
person to piu'chase more than one lot, during tour n.onths after the 
25tli of ]\Iarch, 1684, and the lots to be purchased by the inhabitants 
of the cou ty only. But if not taken up by them within the said 
four montlis, then to be free to any person whatsoever, to take up the 
sjime, paying the owner proportionably. 

If the owners refused, or were disabled by legal incapacity to sell, 
the co'nmissioncrs were empowered to issue their warrant to the 
sheriff, to summon a jury to value the lands, and the damage by them 
assessed, was to be paid to the owners, by the parties taking up lots, in 
])roj7ortion to their lots. 

• iiacou'S L;iw.«. 
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The commissioners were empowered to summon the SurveyoivG-en- 
erai, or his Deputy, in the county, to survey and layout the "100 
fl,cres aforesaid." and to mark and stake out the same into 100 equal 
lots, with streets. 

After such survey, laying-out, and valuations, any i>erson making 
choice of a lot, and making entry thereof, with the person appointed 
by the commissioners, to keep the book of entries, and paying or giv- 
ing security for payment of such sum, as should be by direction of the 
commissioners, rated upon such lot, and payable to the owner of the 
land, and building on such lot one sufficient twenty foot square house, 
at the least, before the last day of August, 1085, 'each respective lot 
to be held of the Lord Proprietary, his heirs forever, under the yearly 
rent of on-^ penny current money, for each respective lot ; the same, 
or any other manner of settlement or building thereon, according to 
the directions of Ihe act, was to invest the said taker-up and builder 
with an estate of inheritance in the stiid lot to him, his heirs, and as- 
signs forever. And also, upon tender of payment and refusal, the 
said buildings as aforesaiJ, with proof of such tender ard refusal, were to 
be binding to all intents and purposes, against the said parties so re- 
fusing, their heirs, &c. 

The commissioners for each respective county, named in this act, 
were to appoint a person to keep a book, wherein to enter down each 
^an's choice of any respective lot. 

The Surveyor's fee was to be 801bs. of tobacco for each lot, to be 
paid by the taker-up. 

In case the taker-up of any lot should refuse or neglect to build 
within the time by this act appointed, any person whatsoever, might 
jtake up the same, paying the tobacco first set on such lot, to the com- 
missioner of the county, or to the person by them appointed to receive 
the same, for the use and benefit of the said town, provided such 
second taker-up begin to build such house, as was limited in the act 
within one month after such his entry, and finish the same within six 
months, which house, so built, should give and settle au estate of in- 
heritance to him and his heirs forever, on said lot. 

Lots not taken up in five years were to revert to their original 
owners "as in their first and former estate." 

All ships and vessels trading with the'province, after August, 1085, 
were required to "unload their respective goods and merchandise at 
such towns, ports and places only," as were in the "act before set 
down and appointed, on penalty of forfeiting all such goods and 
merchandizes by them landed, at any other places whatsoever, one- 
third to his lordship, one-third to the benefit of the next adjacent 
town in the county where such offence shall be committed, and one- 
third to the informer. 

No merchant, factor, mariner, or other person, trading into the 
province, whether foreigner or inhabitants, was allowed to traffic, 
sell, or barter away any goods but at some of these legally appointed 
ports and towns, but it was allowed for workingmen's wages to be 
paid, and the inhabitants were permitted to buy at their own planta- 
tions, necessary provisiins for their families, with any goods, &c., 
bought at any the ports, or with goods by them purchased, imported, 
and landed at any of the ports. 

All goods and wares, of the growth, production, or manufacture of 
the province, intended for exportation, had to be brought to one of 
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these ports for shipment, and all store-honse keepers, having room for 
storage, were required under penalty, to allow goods brought for ex* 
portation to be stored, under rent of 10 lbs. of tobacco per hogsheads 
The store-house keeper acted by this receipt of goods as insurer of 
the goods, casualties by fire excepted. 

**This effort to enlarge the "Town at Proctors,*' it appears, proved 
futile, for, in 1694, commissioners, with similar powers, to those given in 
the act of 1683, were re-appointed to do these *first works over again. "^ 
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CHAPTER XV. 

The Impeachment of Major Thomas Truman. 



[1675.] The Susquehannock Indians, at one time one of the most 
powerful tribes in Maryland, had to retreat before the advance of 
the ferocious Senecas, and, in 1675, the former located themselves in 
the country of the Piscattoways at the head of the Potomac. 

Several murders having been committed by these Indians, Mary- 
land and Virginia united in sending a force against them. The troops 
invested a fort occupied by the Susquehannocks, from whicli during 
the course of the siege, five Indian cliiefs were induced, under offers 
of friendship and {)romises of protection, to come into the oolonial 
camp, in which they were treacherously murdered. 

Tliis base conduct aroused the indignation of tlie people of ^Fary- 
land, and Major Truman was impeached and tried for murder in 1()76. 

The first article of impeachment declared : 

"Articles against major Thomas Truman exliibited by the lower 
house of assembly to the right honourable the Lord l^roprietary. and 
uf)per house of Assembly.-'- 

*'We, your lordsliip's most humble, true, faithful and obedient peo- 
ple, the burgesses and delegates in your lower house of assenil)ly. be- 
ing conslraincd, by necessity of our fidelity and conscience, in vindi- 
cation of the lionour of (xod, and the lionour and welfare of your 
lordship and this province, do complain and shew tliat the said major 
Thomas Truman, late commander-in-chief upon anex])edition a;rainst 
the Indians at the Suscpiehannah forte, liatli. by many and sundry 
ways and means, connnitted divers and sundry enormous (crimes and 
f)flfences, to the dishonour of Almighty God. a.u^ainst the laws of na- 
tions, contrary to your lordship's connnissionand instructions, and to 
the greiit enchingering of your lordsliip's ])eace. and the good and 
safety of your lordship's i)rovinc(\ according to the articles liercafter 
mentioned, that is to sav : 

''Wefind. upon reading your lordship's counnission and instructions, 
and the aifidavits wliich we herewith send to your lordship and u])per 
house of assembly, and which we humbly submit to you lordship's 
examination and serious consideration.'

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"The first. That the said major Tminan hath hrolten his corninis- 
aion and instnictiona thus ; that the said major Thomas Tniman hav- 
ing received six Indians sent out by the .Sasqnehannaha as embassa- 
dors to treat with him on the Sunday after the arri val o( the Mary- 
land forces, aiul received their paper and meddall.t by wliich we find 
they were received as friends, and in amity with us, and had liberty 
of going back to the fort, and were assured that no intention of force 
was to be used against them, and that no damage should be done to 
them, their wives, or children, and that they did, that night, go into 
the forte, and the next morning ilid return again with the like num- 
ber, only one Indian changed, and supposed to cofne on purpose to 
tre*t, and not in any hoatUe manner, yet the auid major Thomas Tru- 
man, without calling any eouneil of warr of your lordship's officers 
under his oommand, as he ought to have done, did, in a barbarous 
and cruel manner, cause five of the said Indians to be killed and mur- 
dered, contrary to the law of God and nations, and contrary to your 
lordship's commission and inatructionB." 

The upper house after a "full hearing on liotli sides, end after read- 
ing of tne said major's commission and instmctioua from his lordsliip 
and council," found Major Truman guilty as impeached, and ordered 
a messanger to lie sent to the lower house to draw np a bill of at- 
tainder against him. 

The lower house prescribed in the bill a fine as punishment. The 
upper house objected to a fine being levied for "such broad crimes," 
and said ; "it will be much wondered by those who shall hear and view 
our proceedings thereon, what shall be the cause why the same hath 
been past over with 50 sleuder and slighta punishment, being n" more 
than what urimes of a moro jnftirior nature iniglit have deserveil." 

The lower house replied to this by saying "that the said Major 
Truman, for his crime does not Reserve death, in regard that several 
circumstances that appeared at bis tryall, extenuated bin crimr very 
much, as the unanimons consent of the Virginians, and the eager im- 
patuoaty of the wlinle field, as well Marylanders, upon the siglit nt 
the Chnatiiins murdered nl, Mr. Hinson's anl them very 1 I t 
that were there killed, being proved to lie n irderere 1 tl T II n 
and several other Christians ; and in rpgard also that t a| f ar 
this house that the said crime was not malic ously parpotrateti t 

nt any design to prejudice the province, bnt merely out of ignora ce 
and to pri! vent a mntiny of the whole amy is well \irginitti a-* 
Jfcrylandfirs ; wUereforo, this house do iint tl k fltt to reoed fr ra 
their former vote.''

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[11)04.] Plant a ca]dtal on any site, and if 
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its t(Mnlrils, and takes root in the l>o<ly politic and in the atfections of 
the people. Time increases the deptli of these roots, and diminishes 
tlie clianees of their transplantin*;. History establishes the fact that 
eaj)itnls are not easily removed from one place to another, and that a 
JState «linys to tlie site of its ancient capital with alnjost religious 
venonition. Catholic Ituly, for a time deprived of its early 
seat of ijovernment, at tlie favonihle moment, put its armies in 
motion, and headed by a son of the Church, thrusts the Pope into the 
narrow confines of the Vatican, and seizes upon its ancient capital to 
the joy of ji Catholic jjcople. 

Maryland, since her Si»ttlement as a colony, has had but? two sub- 
stantial changes of her capibil. Several temporary removals of the 
place of tlie meeting; of the General Assembly and the sessions of the 
Courts liave taken plao(\ but from 10^34, the year of the settlement of 
Maryland, to 108^3, "St. Mario's," in St. Slary's county, remained 
Icirally, and, most of tlie time, really, the venerated capital of Mary- 
land. 

The first evidence St. Mary's Imd that its treasuro<l prerogative, the 
possession of tlie cajutal, could be taken from her, was in 1654, after 
the jiarliamentary coinraissi(mers, Bennett and Claiborne, had reduced 
the colony to obedience to the commonwealth — to which authority it 
was never overtly disobedient. The Assembly, called by the Puritan 
prtnincial authorities, met at one llichard Preston's ijouse on the Pa- 
tuxeni Kiver, to which place the documents and records of the colony 
had been removrd. In 1056, whilst St. Mary's remained the residence 
of Tjord Baltimore's Lieutenant in the Province, Gov. Fendall, Pa- 
tuxeiit still continued the place of the regular meeting of the General 
Assembly. St. Mary's, in the year 16")9, was fully restored to all her 
ancient prerogatives, and, in that year, the session of the General As- 
sembly was held there. 

St. 'Mary's remained undisturbed in her re-acknowledged honors 
until l6vS:J,' when, through the remote-.ess of the town from the rest 
of the province, its inccmvenience, and expense of access, which had 
always In^en "felt and often com.plaiiicd of," she was once more tem- 
porarily shorn of her laurels. The will of the Proprietary and feel- 
ings oH he people conspired to sustain the privileges of this ancient 
city ; l)ul the former, in 1683, yielded to the desin^sof the long-suffer- 
ing })e()ple, and the Assembly was removed, with the courts and pro- 
vincial otfices, to a place called the "Ridge, "in Anne Arundel county. 
One sessi(^n only of the General Assembly was held here. The poor 
accommodations of the Ridge drove them hence, and the peripatetic 
capital took u|) its abode on Battle Creek, on the Patuxent River, 
from whenec, after a session of three days only, it was again removed 
to its old site, the city of St. Mary's. The Provincial Court found it 
necessary to adjourn* also from the Ridge, from the want of necessary 
accouunodaticms. 

. Oiico luoic settled at St. Mary's, the Proprietary gave the inhabitants 
of that town a written promise that the capital "should not be re- 
moved again during his life." Resting under this assurance the peo- 
ple of St. ]\rary's had reason to feel secure in the possession of the 
caj»ital of the [)rovince, at least, for the uncertiiin duration of the j)ro- 
prietary's life. Subsequent events proved the vanity of human calcu- 
lations upon this tenure.

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Providence, evidently, had a desire for the location of the seat of 
government within its limits very early in its history, for in 1674, when 
the Legislature was considering the propriety of erecting a State 
House, prison, and office, at the Ridge, a member of the lower house 
stated, and the house sent the message to the Governor and Council 
that "there are sevemll persons of qualitie in Anne Arundel county 
that will undertake to build a State House, prison and office at there 
own charge onlie to he repaid by the countrey when the buildings are 
finished and to build a House for his Excelency, at their own proper 
costs and charges." The Lower House showed that it was fully ripe 
for the innovation by voting "that it be necessarie and this house doe 
petition his Excelencie accordinglie." 

The Upper House gave a sharp reply. It returned "answer to 
which vote the Captaine General signifieth to the Lower House that 
he, having l)y writieing allreadie declared his choice and the public 
faith being allreadie passed, and conceiving that this Last Paper is noe 
answer to the last message of this House tuching the Buildings, doth 
not thinke fit to take anie further notice of the said Paper ; but that 
the Lower House be desired to signefie to this House of what dimen- 
sion the said Buildings are to. be and then some persons will offer 
themselves as undertakers of the same." 

In 1089, William of Orange mounted the throne of Encrland, and 
Protestantism became the ascendant religion in that kingdom. Lord 
Baltimore received instructions to proclaim William and Mary, as 
sovereigns, in the province of Maryland. He promptly obeyed the 
command. His orders, liowever, failed to reach his agents in Mary- 
land in proper season, and, waiting to hear his mind in the matter, 
the Proprietary's "timid deputies lost him his government by shirking 
in a moment of emergency above the ordinary restrictions of law, 
from the exercise of powers not nominated in their commission, "f 

The instrument of the revolution in' the province was an organiza- 
tion known as "An Association in arms for the defense of the Pro- 
testant religion, and for asserting the rights of King William and 
Queen Mary to the province of jVIaryiand and all the English domin- 
ions." John Coode was the leader of the association. After a brief 
struggle, the association, in August, 1G89, obtained entire possession 
of the province, A convention was immediately held in the name of 
the association, and a full account of the proceedings and purposes ot 
the organization was submitted to the King. 

The King approved the revolution, and the province remained under 
the authority of the convention until April 0th, 1692. At that time, 
in accordance with the wishes of the convention. Sir Lionel Copley, 
who had appointed the first royal governor of Maryland, assumed 
control of the affairs of the })rovince. He convened the Legislature 
immediately. Notwithstanding the governor counselled moderation 
in legislation, the General Assembly commenced its work by throwing 
a fire brand in the province, in thanking the King for redeeming them 
"from the arbitrary will and pleasure of a tyrannical. Popish govern- 
ment under which they had so long groaned." A most gratuitous 
and unwarrantable assertion. They followed up that charge, with 
the establishment of the protestant religion in the ])rovince, and pro- 
viding for its support by general taxation. Lord Baltimore's agents 

t A|('M»ii»ou'8 M.iiyiand, p. 2Sn. 
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were then prohibited from receiving port duties, and his collection of 
his land rents was grievously interferred with. 

The old city of St. Mary's, around which clustered all the historic 
associations of early settlement, and which had been the permanent- 
seat of government since the existence of the colony, was immolated 
in turn upon the altar of revolution. The town at this time, 1694, 
contained about sixty houses — a number it had reached a few years 
after its settlement. It had soon obtained its full growth. Stunted 
in its early energies, its vital powers were sapped, and, at the period 
when the removal of the capital was suggested, had become **a mere 
landing-place for the trade of its own immediate neighborhood." St. 
Mary's had several disadvantages that presented the town unfavora-^ 
bly to the body of Legislators. Situated at the southern extremity of 
the province, it was remote from the rest of the inhabitants, and the 
expense and inconVenience, in those days of incommodious traveling, 
attended access to, and egress from the place. Besides its local dis- 
advantages, it had one feature to discommend it to the partizans of 
that day. Its people were Catholics, whilst the Legislature was pecu- 
liarly Protestant, at least, as far as illiberal men could represent 
protestant principles. With all these against it, there is no wonder 
at the result, although a State House of respectable dimensions at St. 
Mary's indicated what expense would attend the loss of one capitol, 
and the building of another. 

The place contemplated as the new capital was the "Town at Proc- 
tors," now Annapolis. This place, as we may judge from an almost 
contemporary description of it, was not so large even as St. Mary's 
but, by an act of the Legislature of 1688, it had been created as a town 
and port of entry. In 1094, previous to the removal of the caj)ital. it 
was named, "Anne Arundel Town," and was made the residence 
of the district collector, the naval otTicer, and their deputies, "for the 
dispatch of vShipping." Passintc ahead of the period of which we are 
writing, we quote a description of the town })enued about six years 
later. It reads, "Col. Nicholson has done his endeavor to make a 
town of that place. There are a))out forty dwelling houses in it, 
seven or eiijfht of which can altord a s^ood lodginti: or accommodations 
for strangers. There are also a State House and a free school, built 
of brick, which make a great show among a parcel of wo(xlen Infuses, ' 
and the foundation of a church is laid, the onl ybrick church in Maryland. 
They have two market days in a week ; and had (lov, Nicholson con- 
tinued there a few months longer, he had brought it to perfection. '".■j: 

The })eople of St. ^Mary's were not disposed 1o let this valued 
treasure slij) from their grasj), without making the most sii-enuous 
elTorts lo I'etain it. Tliev turned theii" eves toward (fov. Nicholson, 
lifted up tluMr hands, and, casting themselves at his feet in an 
agony of desperation, as their only'hope, prayed him for succor in tliis, 
the day of tlieir calamity. Tliey directe<l a petition to liim as '"his 
Excellency," and as**(,'aptain (jen<M*al and Uovernor in chief, in and 
over this, their Majestys' province and Territory of Maryland." The 
address bf^iran. "The ]\rayor, liecorder, Aldermen, ('ommon Council- 
men, and Freemen, of the city of St. ]\[ary*s in the said province, ar^d 
principally, from the bottom oi their hearts, they rejoice in your Ex- 
cellency's happy accession to this, your Government : and sincerely 

t ()Ic!m xon> Hi-t'>rv of Viryiiiia. 
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pmy for your peaceable and (juiet enjoyment thereof, and long and 
prosperous contiDuaiice therein for the Glory of G-od, their Majaatya' 
service, the good and lieneflt of their subjects, and your own particu- 
lar comfort Bnd stttistaction." 

The petition tlien proceeds to supplicate the Governor to continue 
to the petitioners "their ancient trancbises, rights, and priviiegea, 
granted them by their charter with such other benefits and advantages 
as hath been accustomed and generally allowed, and, from time to 
time, continue*! to them by your predecessora, nilers, and governors 
of the province, humbly uffaring and proposing to your Excellency 
these following reasons as motives iniluciiig thereto. 

These reasons were classed under sixteen heads. The Brat, in full : 

"Imprhnun, As that it was the prime and original settlement of 
the province, and from the first seating thereof for abpve sixty years 
hatn been the antient and chief scat of Government." 

The second reason was beca se Lord Ba t more had conferred on it, 
IS demt on of the ix) e foot esp lal pn leges.

The siith and seventh paragraphsreeounted the removal of thi-Leg- 
islatnri! and Conrts to tile Ridgc in 1883, unil iho-w innonvenienoes 
Ihiit lir'iDijIit again the capital to the "antient seat of government." 

Tlip r'i;;li(.h i-eosion given was that, for tbr eiicoiiragement of Iho in- 
liiibitnnis i f St.. Mary's to make jimvision ftir the acoomuioiiolion of 
I In' p'^i'^iiis who would be ciiUeii to the town bypublic bnsineaa, Lord 
ItnltimiJi'f promised the seat of government should not lie renmvert 
from St. Miuy's durinB his life. 

The nintli seftion st-ates that "upon which encouragement Kiven, 
savoral of the Inhabitantsof the said city have laiuiphedoiit. disbursed 
considerable estates to thoir great impoverish in ent and almOBt utter 
nun, if they should be dofeat«d of sLich, their promised eucourage- 
mont, and not only so, but divers others the inhabitants for seveml 
miles nliout tiontigunus anil adjacent to the said county, upon the 
same eiicom-asement of his LoiSship, have seatwl themselves upon 
mean and indifferent lands, aTul laid out their estates, anil made im- 
|irov.>niPiiis theroon, barely for the raising of stuck wherewith to «up- 
]ily tlif Niid I'ity for the end and pBr(K>se afoK'Said. which is noffbe- 
•■rime lUi'ir whole and only dependence for their future support and 
tiuint«naiu?e." 
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The tenth panij^raph kid down the advantages of St. Mary's, as to 
its convenience for masters of vessels and others cominjiT in and ffoing 
out of the province, for the dispatch of letters and expresses, its ae- 
cessibleness from Patuxentand Potomac Rivers, and the "Main Bay/* 
and the colony of Virji^inia, ''with whom" tlie petition affirmed, **mu- 
tual intercourse and correspondence is most undeniably necessary and 
mat(5rial." 

Th(; eleventh reason given announced that the capital should not be 
removed because Grov. Copley had been required to enter upon his 
gubernatorial duties at St. ]Mary's I 

The twelth set forth that ''scarce any jirecedent can be produced of 
so sudden a change, as the removal of the antient and chief seat of 
government, upon the careless siiggestion and allegation of some par- 
ticular persons for their own })rivate interest an advantage ;" and evi- 
dently to array Gov. Nicholson upon the side of St. Mary's, the peti- 
tioners flattered him with the soft impeachment that the removal of 
the capital was invested with him as their majestys' representative, 
and, at his Excellency's "feet, "continued the petitioners, "we humbly 
cast ourselves for relief and support against the calamities and ruin 
wherewith we are threatened, and wholly relying upon your Excel- 
lency's grace and favor therein, with whom, we also conceive, should 
be good manners in all persons first to treat and interceed, before they 
presntne to make any peremptory result, in case of so high a nature 
as this may be." 

The thirteentli and fourteenth paragraphs reminded the Governor 
that, in 1692, "it was put to the vote of a full house, whether the 
holding of the Courts and Assembly at Saint Mary's were a grievance, 
or not, and carried in the negative," and they, the petitioners "hum- 
bly conceive that house did well consider all difficulties and outlays, 
losses, anl expenses to be incurred in moving the capital, besides the 
hazards and casualties of removing and transporting the records from 
one ])lace to another, of which alreiidy some experience hath been 
had." 

To meet all tlie objections of inconvenience of travel to the "antient 
and chief seat of government," the petitioners offered to provide as 
soon as possible "a coach, or caravan, or both, to go at all times of 
public meeting of Assemblies and Provincial Courts, and so forth, 
everyday, daily, between St. Mary's and Patuxent Eiver, and at all 
otlier times, once a week, and also to keep constantly on hand a dozen 
horses at least, with suitable furniture, for any person, or persons, 
having occasion to ride post, or otherwise, with or without a guide, to 
any port of the province on the Western sliore." 

Th(; sixteenth and concluding paragraph argued tliat the objection 
that St. Mary's was not in the centre of the province, and, therefore, 
not suitable as the capital, was conspicuously untenable from the 
fact tliat the Imperial Court is held in London, "as far from the cen- 
tre of England as St. Marie's in this province : Boston, in New Eng- 
land : Port Royal, in Jamaica ; Jamestown, in Virginia ; and almost 
all other, their Majesties American ])lantations, where are still kept 
and continued in their first antient stations and places, the cliief seat 
of irovernment and courts of judicature." 

Then follow the names of the Mayor, Aldermen and Councihnen of 
St. Maries, with the freemen thereof, among the latter being that of 
John Coode. 
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After the signatures comes an especial sop for the governor's vanity, in 
which the same parties hoped that the reasons and motives herewith 
offered to his Excellency and the Council will prevent their assent to 
the contemplated law, and affirmed that they placed their reliance on 
**his Excellency's known experience, assisted by so worthy a council.'* 
They urged again that it was a royal prerogative only to change the 
seat of government, and when that authority was invaded "the State 
is in a confusion." Knowing their Majesties' respect for the rights 
of their subjects, as "sufficiently evidenced by their placing a person 
of your Excellency's known regard to the same at the helm of the goV' 
ernmenty the petitioners do humbly conceive that it is not consistent 
with the rules of gratitude for so great a blessing, as .to pass a law 
which your petitioners are well informed, is an apparent incroach- 
ment upon their Majesties' prerogative." 

They supplemented their lengthly review of the case with a prayer, 
which shAjwed how solicitous the people of St. Mary'^s were for the 
reputation of the State. "Least," said the petitioners, "the province 
may be so blamed as to have it said that it was the first of the Ameri- 
can plantations, that offered violence to the prerogative of so worthy 
a prince," they ask that the governor will reject the bill, imtil, at 
least, leave be first obtained from his Majesty. An apology for putting 
with so much freedom his Excellency in mind of a matter which they 
knew was his "chiefest care to preserve," concludes the paper. The 
Goveruor sent the petition to the lower house. 

The quaint and jeering reply of that body to this petition was found 
in a yellow and musty MS, at the Land Office, Annapolis, Md. It is 
quoted entire : 

"By the Assembly, Oct. the 11th, 1694. 

"This House have read and considered of the petitions and reasons 
of the Mayor, Aldermen, and others, calling themselves Common 
Council and Freemen of the City of St. Maries, against removing the 
Courts and Assembly of, from this Corner and poorest place in the 
province, to the Center and best abilitated place thereof. Although 
wee conceive the motives there laid downe, are hardly deserving any 
answer at all, many of them being against the plain 7natter of fact, 
some against reason, and all against Generall good and wellfaire of 
the province ; yet, because your Excellency has been pleased to lay 
them before us, wee humbly returne this, our sence of the same, that 
as to the 1:2:3:4:5:6:7: and 8 : Reasons, relating to what his 
Lord Proprietary has thought fitt to doe to the city of St. Mai^ies, it 
is noe Rule, nor Guide to their Majesties, your Excellency, nor this 
house. Itt seemes in some parts to reflect on his Lord . Proprietary 
more than this house believes is true, or deserved by his Lord Proprie- 
tary. 

"3. As to the 9 : this house say that it is against the plain matter 
of fact, for wee can decerne noe Estate, either laid out, or to lay out 
in, or about this famous City comparable with other parts of this pro- 
vince. But they say, and can make appeare that there has been moore 
Money spent here, by three degrees or more, than this city and all the 
inhabitants for tenn miles round is worth, and say that having had 
60ty-odd years experience of this place, and almost a quarter part of 
the province devoured by it, and still, like Pharoah's kine, remain aa 
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at first, thoj are discouraged to add any more of their substance to 
such ill improvers. 

**As to the Tenth and Eleventh, wee conceive the being of St. 
Maries soe neare Virgiiiia, is not soe great an advantage to the pro- 
^'ince, as the placeiug the Courts in the Centre and Richest part of 
the same, which is noe great distance from thence of Virginia either, 
and nearer New York and other Governments which wee have as 
much to doe with as Virginia, if not more, and the place as well 
watered and as Commodious in all respects as St. Maries, which has 
only served hither to cast a Blemish upon all the rest of the province 
in the Judgment of all discerning strangers who, perceiving the 
meanness of the head, must rationally judge proportionably* of the 
body thereof. 

"To the 12 : 13 : and 14 : they say that they doe not hold themselves 
accountable to the Mayor and his Brethem for what they doe for their 
countrey's serWce, nor by what measures they do the same, nor what 
time they shall take to doe it in, nor for what reasons ; and are, and 
will be as careful! of the records and properties of the people, as the 
proprietary. 

*'To the 15th : the house say the petitioners offer faire as they have 
done formerly ; but never yet performed any, and this house believes 
that the Generall welfare of the province ought to take place of that 
sugar plum of all the Mayor's Coaches, who, as yet, has not one. 

**To the 16 : this house conceive that the citty of St. Maries is very 
unequally rankt with London, Boston, Port Royall, &c. 

**A11 which wee humbly offer to your Excellency's juditious Con- 
sideration." 

All the honeyed words of flattery that fell from the lips of the pe- 
titioners upon the ear of his "Excellency," were also unavailing. On 
the reception of the answer of the House of Delegates, the council 
tersely recorded its view of the matter, in this brief paragraph — **This 
Board concur with the said answers made by the llouseof Burgesses." 

The removal was (consummated the ensuing winter, and the Assem- 
bly met first on the 28th of February, 1094, (old style,) in its new 
capital. 

The archives of the province, wliioh wi^ro the objects of such disin- 
terested solicitude on the part of tlie people of St. Mary's were ordered 
to bo carried *4n good strong bags, and to be secured with cordage 
and hides, and well ])a('ked — with guards to attend them night and 
day, fo he, j^yi'otcctcd from aU (fccldejihf (I) and to bo delivered to the 
Sheriff of Anne Arundel County at Anne Arundel Town." These re- 
cords reached Annapolis in the winter of 1094-93.

ClIAPTKUXVII. 
ClIIlOMCLES OF AXXAPOMS FIJOM l(>i)4 TO 1700. 



[1094.] By chapter S, acts of 1094, ])assed Oct. 18th. tlie name of 
"Town-Land at Proctors." now Annapolis, was (;hanged to tlie ''Town 
and Port of Ann-Arundol.'' The commissioners by the act of 1094 
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■were Major Joliii Hamiuond, Major Edward Dorsey, Mr. John Ben- 
nett, Mr. John Dorsey, Mr. Andrew Korwood, Mr. Philip Howard, 
Mr. James Handera, and the Honorable NieholaaQroenhurj, Esq. The 
concluding section ot this act, appointJng the comnussiooerfi, says: 
"That, at the Town and Port at Severn in Anne Arundel county, shall 
be bought or valued by the Jur^ as belore in this act is mentioned, all 
that parcel or neok of Land within Leary Neck-Cove" and Acton's Covet 
lying and adjoining, or near, to the said Town as aforesaid, or so much 
thereof aa by the cummissioners shall be found eon venient, to be fenced 
in and oalled The Town Cohhon, or Pastitre, and paid for, and fenced 
in at the Public Charge; Aiid shall belor the public use and service, 
when need shall require, and that the inhabitants of the said Town 
shall not raise any of cattle or hogs, horse's or sheep, more than what 
they can contain and raise upon their respective lot or lots, and sot 
more, at the discretion of the commissioners." 

This same act also constituted Ann- Arundel town a port of entry 
and place of trade, and made it the place of residence of the collector 
of the district, naval olHcer, and their deputies, "for the dispatch of 
shipping." 

[1G05.] Dignified with the seat of government, Annapolisputonits 
honors with the stir of a new vitality. The Legislature ordered one 
or more places to be laid oat and reserved as ship-yards, and passed 
anaotgivingAfineArundel the Town the more euphonious title, of An- 
napolis, "Chap. II of this session enacting that the port shall for ever 
hereafter be denominated, called aiid known by the Ifaine and Port of 
Aunajulis, and by no other Name or Distinction whatever." 

The first session of the Legislature in Annapolis was held in the 
honaeof Major Edward Dorsey, bcglnlng on February 38, I(iQ4, 0, S.. 
(orlfiS5,N. S.) 

Ouc day during this session, the Iiegislature adjourned in a body to 
an ale-house, if, tor other than the inferentialreason, is not stated ; but 
the affair excited the indignation of Governor Pranciji Nicholson. 

Brick clay of gotvd quality having been discovered near Annapolis, 
contraets were made with Casper August Herman, a burgess from 
Cecil, for building the parish church, school-house, and Stadt-house.* 

This Assembly voted "that a publique ferry be kept upon Severn 
river at Annapolis, for the accomiflodation of the publique." Allen 
Bohinett was appointed keeper of the ferry and was reqiiirtil to reside 
in Anuapohs. and for his services was paid 9000 pounds uf tobacco 
a year, out of the public revenues. This ferry was maiiituined by thf 
Anne Arundel county authorities to the year 1887, when it was super- 
seded by a bridge. 

In the act of 1605, "lor keeping good rules and ordersin the Port of 
Annapolis," it was enacted that "for encouragement of all sort* of 
tpadesmeii, or men of calling, to fame and inliabit the town aforesaid, 
• c 9 E I t[j^t when any iwtker, brewer, tailor, dyer, or any HUoh 
tradesmen, that, by their practice of their trade, may any ways annoy, 
or disquiet the neighbors or inhabitants uf the town, it shall aiid may 
be lawful for the commissioners and trustees aforesaid, to allot and 
appoint such tradesmen such part or [ttirtel of land, out of the pre- 
sent town [lasture, as to the said cuQimissioiicrs shall seem meet 
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and convenient for the exercise of such trade, a sufficient distance 
from tlic said town as may not be annoyance thereto, not exceeding^ 
the (quantity of one lot or acre of land to any one tradesman afore- 
said. And proN'ided, tlie same trade and lots of land for that use, 
may be as near tojj:ether and contiguous as the nature of the trade will 
allow, without hindering or annoying one another, which said ap- 
pointment and parcel of land aforesaid, allotted by the commissioners 
and trustees aforesaid, shall be to sucli persons, tradesmen, and their 
heirs for ever, and to the maintenance of such trades and not others." 

[1090.] In this year, the Legislatiire passed an act for "keeping 
good rules and order" in tlio town of Annapolis, and Gov. Nicholson, 
the Honorable Sir Thomas Lawrence, the Honorable Nicholas Green- 
bury, the Honorable Thomas Tench, ]\Iajor John Hammond, Major 
Edward Dorsey, Mr. James Sanders, and Captain Richard Hill, or any 
five of tliem, were made the body cori)orate for the town. The same 
act gave Governor Xicliolson a lot of land within the town common, 
* 'for planting or making a garden, vine-yard, and summer-house." 
This land comprised all that part of tlie town beginning on the north 
east side the present dock, (then called Nicholson's Cove,) running 
with a straight line to East street, with the said street to State House 
Circle, with the Circle to Francis street, then down Francis to Church, 
down Church to the south east side of the dock. There stood within 
the lines of this lot, until fifteen years since a house, for many years 
occui)ied l)y Mrs. Richard Ridgely, which tradition says was the house 
where the first Governor who lived in Annapolis resided. That Gover- 
nor was Francis Nicholson. The house stood on the comer of Hvde's 
alley and Cornhill street and was of frame and of an architecture 
curious and ancient. 

It appears from the same act that Mr. Richard Beard had made a 
map, or plot, of Annapolis. 

The commissioners were authorized to erect a market-house and .to 
hold a market once a week, and a fair every year. 

At the same session it was proposed to have a Bridewell, **if any 
person would undertake to build and keep it that all idle and vagrant 
perpers may be taken up and put to work there." 

The house declared, "that such Bridewell, or house of correction, was 
very necessary and convenient, but that the present ill circumstances 
of this province will not admit the beginning or carrying on of any 
new building then already undertaken." 

For the improvement of Annapolis, it was proposed and adopted by 
the house "that ye townes poeple be empowered to purchase a com- 
mon, and for the commissioners of the said town to make bye-laws, 
with power to Ifyne any persons, inhabitants committing breach 
thereof in such summe to be ascertained . " "To assess ye conduit made 
at the publique charge. That the common be well cleaned with ye 
points of land, and ye place dividing the common to be well ditched." 
"That an handsome pair of gates be made at ye coming in of the towne, 
and two triangular houses built for ye rangers." "To have the way 
from the gate to go directly to the top of ye hill without the towne, and 
to be ditched on each side and sett with quick setts or some such thing. "* 

"That part of the land which lye on ye creeke,t by major Dorsey's

It was proposed this session to. build a ol a 

committee was appointed to ' ' inspect into th ho 

Major Edwftid Dorscy, from the committee, reported 'that there was 
in Banck for building the ohiirch at Annapolis, £458 sterling. That 
they had diseotuved workmen, and the carpenter demands for his 
work £250 — the bricklayer, having all sftijf upon the place, £220 — the 
brick'maker £00 — tliat they find no other racans to raise money there- 
tor without the assistance of some charitable disposed persons. That 
the charge of building the said church wiU amount to £1,800 steiv 
ling." 

An was act passed the same day imposing a tax of "three pence per 
himdrcd on tobacco, to eoutinne and be in force until the 13th day of 
May, which shall be in the year of our Lord God, 1698. and to be ap- 
plied to the building of ye church at Annapolis." The architect ol 
this church was Thomas Fflelder, 

Ttiis year a Mr. Gaddess arrived at Annapolis, "being sent, out by 
his liordsliip the Bishop of London and the liouae appointed him- U> 
read prayers in some vacant parish, and made a provision for hia sup- 
port of 10,000 pounds of tobacco.'' 

The legislature at its May session, in I(iS6, passed the act, establish- 
ing at Annapolis the famous "King William s Scliool," "for the pro- 
pagation of the gospel and edin:ation of youth in good letters and 
manners." At this school the distinguished William Pinkiiej was a 
student. 

Mr. Pinkney was a native of Annapolis, and his renown is naturally 
linked with that of another distinguighed lawyer and son of Annapo- 
lis, Reverdy Johnson, who foUowed him in the classic halls of St. 
,Tohii'3. the lineal descendant of King: William's sohool. These two 
men, whose talents and renown have been the glory of the nation, 
oocht to have barbed lliearrows of derision that eonceitod minds have 
ofwn aimed at tiie age and size o[ the ancient city. When the long 
roll of America's iUuatrions names is caUed, the little hamlet on the

who had been appointed by the Bisliop of London, commissary of 
Maryland. This convocation, tlie first held in America, is memora- 
ble for originating' ''the first missionary effort made by any part of the 
church on this continent." The field selected was Pennsylvania — the 
people the Quakers I Three cler«rymen appeared at this convocation 
from Anne Arundel. They were Henry 11 all, of St. Jame's, Herring 
Creek : Joseph Col bach, of All Hallows ; and Edward Topp, of An- 
napolis. 



CHAPTER XVIII. 

The First State House in Annapolis. 



[1696.] "The foundation of the First State House in Annapolis 
was laid April 30, 1696.* 

[1697.] On the 11th of June, 1697, the Legislature passed the fol- 
lowing:! 

"Whereas, this Province hath been at great charge and expense in 
the building of a State House, or Public House of Judicature, at this 
Port of Annapolis, which is now almost finished and completed, and 
to the end that the said House and the several rooms and apartments 
therein, may in time present and to come, be applied and appropriated 
to the uses and purposes the same was designed for, and no other. 

"II. Be it enacted by the King's Most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the present General Assembly, and the 
authority of the same, that the said State House and the several rooms 
and apartments therein, for the time present and to come, be, and is 
hereby appointed and appropriated to the uses and purposes hereafter 
mentioned, and no other, that is to say, 

"HI. The great room below stairs, for courts and assemblies to sit 
in ; the little room below the stairs to be for a magazine for everything 
but powder to lie in ; the two rooms on the right hand above stairs, 
lor jury and committee rooms ; the two rooms on the left hand, to be 
for provincial and land-office records to be kept ; and the fore-porch 
to be for the commissary's office, and records of probate of wills and 
granting administrations, &c., to be kept in; the two rooms on the 
right hand in the upper lofts, one for the counfy clerk to keep the 
county records in, and the other for Annapolis town clerk to keep his 
papers in ; and the other two rooms on the left hand, one of them for 
keeping the records of the Chancery court, and the other for keeping 
the records of the Governor and Councils in one part of it, and another

ockets and other naval papers, transmitted from the Collectors and 
Naval Officers of this province. * * * * The room above the 
back-porch to be for the Clerk of the House of Delegates to keep the

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Journals of Proceidiiij^^s of that Rouse in ; and the loft above the fore- 
porch over the Cominissary's office to be for hanging a lanthora out, 
and for a committee room." 

Thus disposin.s: of the apartments, the Assembly enacted that the 
*'rooms be fitted ii]) witli all necessary and convenient boxes and 
shelves, desks, and ta])les to write on, and at the door of every office a 
bar be made, within whi^^h no person shall come, but the clerk of such 
office. n»il(^ss upon urofent and uTcat occasion." 

"His Excellency. Francis Nicholson, his Majesty's present Governor 
of this province, the Honorable Sir Thomas Ijawrence, Baronet, his 
Majesty's Secretary, and the Honorable Henry Jowles, Esq., Chancel- 
lor of the province, and the Honorable Kenelm Cheseldyn, the Com- 
missary General," were made a committee to carry out the provisions 
of this act. 

[1699.] This State House had a brief and trairic history. On the 
journal of the House of the 18th of July. 1699, is the following : 

"Memorandum, that on Thursday, July 18th. about four or five of 
the clock in the afternoon, a violent flash of lisrhtning broke into the 
State-house at Annapolis ; .the House of Delegates being there sitting, 
which instantly killed Mr. James Crauford, one of the members of 
Calvert eounty, and hurt and wounded several other members, and 
shattered and broke most part of the doors and window cases belong- 
ing to the said house, and sett ye siiid State House on fire in one of 
the upper chambers, and several other damages ; but the fire was 
presently quenched by the dilisrence and industry of his Excellency, 
Nathaniel Blackistone, his majesty's governor. "j 

[1704.] Tn 1704, the State Flouse was burned down. From what 
cause it was ignited is left to conjecture. Gov. Seymour in his mes- 
sage on the subject said : 

"The late melancholy accident might have been prevented had my 
often admonitions took place ; for I never saw any public building 
left solely to Providence but in Maryland. I hope this sad experi- 
ment will awaken your care for time to come, and in the interim your 
best considerations to secure the laws and records of your country for 
the advantage and quiet of future generations. What is proper to be 
done in rebuilding your Stadt-house, so very necessary for the accom- 
modation of the public, I leave entirely to your own serious debates 
and decision, for I have no other aim than the true interest and service 
of your country. " ** 

This State House had been ordered to be built by the Legislature of 
1694.t

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CHAPTER XIX. 

St. Anne's Parish.* 



1692—1887. 



[1692.] This parish is one of thirty which were established under 
the Act of Assembly, of 1692. The loss of the first twelve pages of 
the parish records has robbed us of much of its valuable history. In 
the returns, however, of the several vestries in the province to the 
Governor and his Council in 1692, St. Anne's was designated by the 
name of Middle Neck Parish, and consisted of the territory between 
South and Severn rivers. 

The destruction of these pages of the records of the parish has left 
to speculation the origin of the name of tlie parish. There is, however, 
hardly any doubt but that it was named in honor of the reputed mother 
of the Virgin Mary, St. Ann ; and so designated because it wasa happy 
coincidence with the name of the Princess Anne, afterward Queen 
Anne, of England. 

[1694.] On the 8th of October, 1694, the Governor proposed to his 
council that, at the port of Annapolis, a lot belaid off for the minister 
nigh to where the church is to stand, and that the minister be obliged 
to read prayers twice a day. On the 7th of May 1696, Mr. Coney, 
supposed to be the incumbent of St. Anne's Parish, preached before 
the assembly, and this sermon he was desired by the assembly to have 
printed. 

[1696.] When St. Anne's returned its proceedings, as required by 
ch. 2d, acts of 1696, under the name of Middle Neck Parish, the taxable 
persons in it were stated to number 374. The vestrymen of the parish 
were given as : Thomas Bland, Richard Warfield, Lawrence Draper, 
Jacob Harnass, William Brown, Cornelius Howard. When King 
William's school was established the same year, 1696, Rev. Peregrine 
Coney, the supposed rector of St. Anne's, was one of its trustees. 

On September 30th, the Lower House sent to tlie Upper the follow- 
ing message : "To show our readiness to contribute to the utmost of 
our abilities to the service of God, in building a free church and school 
at Annapolis, we have proposed and resolved, that out of the revenue 
raised for the charge of the Province, by 3d per hhd, on tobacco, one 
year's revenue so raised be for defraying the charge of the church at 
Annapolis. ' ' 

The Lower House, preparatory to passing this Act, appointed a 
committee to inspect the proposjlls for building the church ; which re- 
ported that there was in bank for this purpose £458 sterling. This 
had arisen from the sale of the tobacco which had been collected. 
They also reported that the church would cost X1200 sterling, about 
$7,000. 

These were busy times in Annapolis. The State House, King Wil- 
liam's School, and St. Anne's, for, on the 2d of October, the Governor

was selected Ijy the council to cmtiloy workmen to build the church, 
were all in course of erection. 

This was the first brick chucoli in Maryland, but not the first place 
of worship in AnnupoUa. There was a meetiug-houae of the Purituns 
in Annapolis thirty years before this and the records show there was 
also a house dedioated to the serrioo ot Gcod on Greenbury's Poiut that 
also antedated St. Anne's. 

[1897.] On the 30th ot June, 1607, a petition from Ruth Gregg was 
laid before the Governor and hiseouncil. Rev, Peregrine Coney was 
defendant. This document, with Mr. Coiiey'a defence, was ordered to 
be given to Mr, Carroll, "the said Ruth's procurator." The nature 
of the complaint has not come down tous, but Mr. Coney appears to 
have enjoyed, and never to have lost, thefiillestoonfidence of Governor 
Nieliolsoii. uiio gdve liiin the duty of issuing marriage hcenEOB. His 
wrti ■ ', ■ 1. ■ I I ■■ i;ii-iitly asked for publication by the Assembly.

[1704.] HcT. Mr. Topp followed as the swiond roetor of St. Anne's 
and Rev. James Wootten was the third, and. in 1704. the vestrympn 
were recorded as Col. John TTammond, Mr. William Bladen, Mr. Wil- 
liam Taylard, Mr. Amos Garrett, Mr. John Preeniaii, Mr.^ Samuel 
Norwood. An entry on the parish records, ordering payment for 
filtering the gallery seats, shows that the chiirch was finished, Thomas 
Ffleldor was the architect of the edifice. The entriesiu the parish re- 
oords also discover to us that the Srst St. Anne's had both bell and 
belfry, and a golden ball adorned the spire. 

The church was build in the shape of a T. and was neatly finished 
inside. The priiicipal entrancu faced east, that is toward the State 

[1700.] In 1706. the General ABsembly.cvermindfulof St. Anne's, 
directed that, of the three lots originally laid out within the city, one 
should be for the rector of the Parish, one for the Sejfton, and a third 
for the clerk of the vestry and commissary's clerk. The revenues of 
St. Anne's were further eshanced by au order requiring 40 shillings 
for every corpse buried in the church yard. This was the ground 
about the ehnreh and is embraced in the present circle. The grave- 
yard extended beyond its present limits into the streets as excavations 
within its beds painfully proved a few years since. 

The revenues at tbiR period were exceedingly meagre, and it ia es- 
-tiniated that in 1717 the rector did not receive over $350 per annum. 
1 May 15, 1710, the vestry of St. Anne's iaidbefore the Lower 
t Aswrobly the grievance's under which the parish labored. 
ui of their burden was that the parish church, by being

E reaches among then], a great nurt of thi'm would be without the 
inefits ot a minister ; that to add to this difficulty the church is much 
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too little for II pari sli chiinh, many of the j>arishomTs being obliged 
to stay at honu' for want of room, l)nt that tliis is most visible at pub- 
lic times, as we Imnibly (•()nc*('iv(^isappar«'nt to the constant experience 
of this ll(Miorable House, that tlierc is no visibh' way to remove the 
first of these diniculties, but by contracting the parish into narrower 
bounds, or dividing it, nor is thcn^ any means to remove tlie latter 
but by enlargiiuc tiie church, l)ut no both tliese are rendered imprac- 
ticable to us by some other dilliculties which we shall take the liberty 
of naming to your honors." 

The first remedy was open, tlie report continued, to the objection 
that the benefits of this parish are already so small, that it is but a 
bare supi)ort for "a single man in a parisli," but to that is added that 
being "Cha[»lain to the public," he **is unavoidably ex])0sed to much 
greater expense than the bcnfits of the parish can defray" which has 
often been tlie cause of the parish l)ehig wit hoi. t a minister. 

The .second remedy could not l)e apjdied as the vestrymen had no 
means wit!i which to enlarge. The Legislature took no notice of this 
P'.inted applications for an increase of revenues. 

At this time one family came thirty miles to church, having ta 
drive on Saturday into the neighborhood, so as to be able to reach 
Church on Sunday. 

[1728.] :\Iay 7th, 1723, Alexa:ulria Prazier, llobt. (Gordon, Thomas 
Worthington, Vachel Denton, Joshua (Jcorge and William, obtained 
permission to build at their own expense a gallery at the west end of 
the church. 

[1727.] Ai)ril 4th, 1727, several parishonersof St. Anne's, V. Den- 
ton, Tlionias Wort!:ingt(m, John l>eall, and Phili}) Hammond, with A. 
Frazier, rector, obtained permission to I uild a chapel in the upper 
part of tlui parish. This \> as asked on accoinit of the niconveniencc of 
reachi:;LC Anna; olis for cliurch. The site selected was the head of 
South Kivci . 2So churcii, or chapel could l)e built in tiie province 
without til" pe"mi-sicm of the Lord Proprietory, and he had delegated 
his power to his Governor, Charles Calvert, who gave the requisite 
license. 

May 2nd, 1727, i)ermission was granted to Mr. Richard Claggett 
"to erect a i)cw where tiie font st-'.od," and on July 4, the vestrymen 
granted i)ermission "to erect a gallery over the pews appointed for the 
gentlemen of the Assem])ly." On May 7, 1728, the following petition 
on the same ful)ject was presented to the vestry as the humble peti- 
tion vf some of the i)arishoners of said Parish : 

[1728.] "That, in consideratio 1 of the s.iiallness of the parish and 
tha*: there was muc i want of room, you were pleased to encourige 
your parishioners by giving them leave sometimes since to build a 
gallery tow irds the north-east end of the taid church, and your peti- 
tioners mado provisions according thereto, but some vestries after, we 
understood you were inclined to enlarge the said gallery by making it 
extend from near tlie pulpit all over the assembly pews and over the 
chancel, until it should reach near the Governor's pew, a design very 
much wished for nv.d of a general good and service, and by these con- 
trivances the church may be made to hold almost as many above as 
below. And we are humbly of opinion, as we believe all good and 
considerate men will be likewise, that the be^t ornament to a church 
is a good pastor and a large flock, we thank Go«l we are blest with the 
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one, (Rev. John Humphrey,) but want of room ob:?tructs the other. 
In consideration of which, we with patience waited to know your reso- 
lutions, and, at lenc^th, being ordered to go on with your first direc- 
tion which we did accordingly till we were prevented by Mr. John 
Beale, who told us not to proceed any further until further orders 
We, therefore, having been at considerable charges, and loss of time 
in proceeding with the said work according to your orders, humbly 
hope your honors will take it into your consideration.' And we beg 
leave to know your commands, being fully persuaded that il will be 
most consistent to the honor and praise of God, and to the great benefit 
and advantage of the said church and people. In hopes of which 
with humble submission your petitioners as in duty bound shall ever 
pray. 

^'Richard Tootell, Simon Duff, Peter Werard, Wm. Ghiselen." 

The vestry ordered the petitioners to proceed with the erection of 
the gallery. 

[1740.] In 1740, St. Anne's wa? enlarged, but this enlargement did 
not accommodate its increasing congregation, and, in 1741, leave was 
given to build a gallery to hold eleven pews. 

[1750.] In 1750, the assembly passed a tax bill to raise a 
sinking fund to protect the colonists from border ravages by the 
InJians. In the taxables were bachelors. A list from eacli parish 
was ordered to be returned to the Government. The list in St. 
Anne's Parish included Gov. Sharpe and Rev. John McPherson, the 
rector of St. Anne's, who, not caring to determine whether they came 
under the list of taxables, or :ot, the vestry settled their status for them 
by ordering them on the list. AH over 25 years of age, assessed under 
£300 and over £100 were taxed five shillings eacli, and the law re- 
mained in force six years. Joshua Frazier, Richard Green and 
Allen Quynn paid till 1751, Baldwin Lusby paid for 1756 ; Caleb 
Davis and Emanuel Marriott for 1756-7, and Rezin Gaither, at the 
head of Severn, for 1756-7-8. 

[1756.] Those assessed over £300, were taxed 20s. each and Wil- 
liam Stuart, John Ridout, John Gilliss, and Daniel Wolfstenhome, 
Stephen Bordley, and Charles Carroll, barrister, paid it for six 
years. James Maccubbin, Beall Nicholson, of Annapolis, William 
Gaither, head of Severn, Charles Hammond, of Philip, and John 
Griffith paid it for five years. Col. Benj. Tasker and Lancelot 
Jacques ; paid the tax for four years. James Johnson, John Leadler, 
and Zachariah Hood ; paid it for three years. The last was the stamp- 
officer in 1765, and had to flee the city before the wrath of the people. 
Moses Maccubbin and John Davis paid the tax for two years ; and S. 
Lowe, Charles Cole, William Thornton. Charles Carroll. Esq., Dr. 
Upton Scott, Robert Stram, Robert Conden, Benj. Beall, and John 
Bennett paid it for one year. 

Non-attendance upon the services of the church about this time be- 
came such a serious evil, that on March 6, 1751, the wardens of St. 
Anne's gave this public notice in the columns of the Gazette : 

"The Church wardens of St. Anne's Parish, in Anne Arundel 
county, do hereby signify that we shall be under a necessity of ob- 
serving the Laws of this Province, and the Statutes of England, re- 
lating to religious worship ; and more particularly the 14th section of 
the first Elizabeth, Chap. 2, which oblige all persons, not having law- 
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fill excuse, to resort to their Purisli Church, or Chapel, on every Sun- 
duy, and other days onhiiued and used to Ik* kept as Holy Days, and 
then and there to abide in decent manner, during the tune of common 
prayer, j)reachinjr, or otiier si»r vices of G(k1 ; and therefore request all 
co.icerned to take notice. 

^'Sainufl Howard, Canialiul Hutler, Church Wardens/' 

On the 29th of June 1701, an organ loft was ordered, the first men- 
tion looking to the use of an organ in the church. 

On the 2nd of February, 1708, the vestry ordered a search for the 
deed of the parsonage, lot K in Annapolis. It was found, and was 
dated 1759. It was from IMiilip Key, of St. Mary's and Theodosea, 
his wife, to the Uev. Ahjx. Williamson and vestry; consideration 
£20. The lot is described, as lying on the Southwest side of Hanover 
St., running South 150 feet, and Northwest 190, the whole correspond- 
ing with the parsonage used until the present decade, and which is 
now owned by Mrs. Owen A. Iglehart. 

[1707.] It was at this period that St. Anne's had a notorious pas- 
tor, the liev. Bennett Allen, the s'eventeenth incumbent. His was a 
spirit born to intrigue and violence. A graduate and fellow of Wad- 
ham College, Oxford, April 20, 1707, he presented his letters of intro- 
duction to the vestry from Gov. Sharpe. Mr. Allen was a particular 
friend of Lord Baltimore, who wrote Gov. Sharpe to give him what- 
ever he wished in the province. Mr. Allen had his eye on All Saints 
Parish, in Frederick, which was worth nearly $5,000 per annum, and 
whilst he was waiting for the aged rector to drop into his grave, he 
accepted St. Anne's. For a year all went well, the rector being held 
in general esteem, and with lavish hand spending a whole year's in- 
come to improve the glebe house. On the 24th of October, Mr. Allen 
received from the Governor, a license as curate of St. James, Anne 
Arundel, and the rector soon after dying, he received letters of induc- 
tion and became its rector, wr.ilst still holding on to the rector- 
ship of St. Anne's with the consent of both vestries. This permission 
he obtained by unfair means, and for it received a challenge from one 
of St. James' vestry. He also became involved in a quarrel with Daniel 
Diilany, Esq., it is said, who visited him with personal chastisement 
in the streets of Annapolis. 

[1708.] In June 1708, the rector of All Saints being dead, Mr. Allen 
was presented with that parish. He was mobbed on the very first Sun- 
day of his appearance, under the influence, he said, of the Dulanys. 
Mr. Allen resigned St. Anne's and after holding on to All Saints one 
year resigned that also. 

Allen was a tory ar^d, as by the bill of rights, the support of the 
clergy ceased in November, 1770, he returned to England. Thereon 
the l*8th of June, 1782, he challenged Mr. Lloyd Dulany, formerly of 
Maryland, but then in London, and killed him. It is said of Allen 
that he died in wretched poverty, being intemperate and degraded about 
the streets of London. He is said to have been a man, not only of 
finished scholarship, but of fine personal appearance and address. He 
was, however, destitute of principle and piety, profane, grasping and 
haughty ; *'poor wretched man ! '* 

[1770.] Nothing went on in Annapolis at this time that escaped the 
eye or ear of the observant Eddis, who arrived in Annapolis, 
t.Allen's Hislori' of St. Aiine'j*. 



.Septeiiib?r4th, 1770. "Umlprstuniiiiig" he vrrites, "tliat I wasiii time 
for ilirine service, I availed myself of an imtniMiiate opportunity to 
offer up my fervent acknowlcdgemont at the throne of grace. * * 
■ • The exterior of tte church, [St. Anne'a,) hai hut little to 
recommend it, but the oongregntion was numerous. The solemn 
otBces were performed with a becoming devotion, and my mind was 
in perfect unis'Jn with the iiuportant duties of the day." 

[1771.] St. Anne'a waa the only nhurch in the city and notwith- 
standing ib was the protege of the State, it was allowed to fallintoa 
ruinous condition. Its minister often remonstrated with his congre- 
gation and urged the repairing or rebuilding ot it. September 5, 1771, 
the following poem appeared in the Maryland Gazelle, addressed ; 
"To the very worthy and respectable inhabitants of Annapolis, the 
Jhnmble petition of Che old chnrch, showeth : 

"That, late in century the last, 

By private bounty, here were placed, 

My saci'od walls, tho', in tiutht 

Their style and manner 1)e uncouth ; 

Yet, whilst no structure mot mine t 

That even with my self ctould vie, 

A goodly edifice I seemed. 

And pride ol all Saint Anne'a was c 

How changed the times ; for now, a 

Unnumbered stately piles abound, 

All better built, and looking down 

On me quite auteqnated grown. 

Left unrepaired, to time a prey, 

I feel my vitals fast decay ; 

And often have I heard it said. 

That some good people an; afraid, 

Least I should tumble on their heads. 

Of which, indeed, this seoms a proof — 

They seldom come beneath my roof.

The poem accomplished what the pastor could not. The congrega- 
tion resolved to erect a new church. 

[1774.] The Geneml Assembly was appealed to for aid, and at its 
March Session. 1774, Chapter il, the General Assembly a])pointed 
John llidout, Samuel Chase, William Paca, Upton Scott, and Thomas 
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Hyde, trustees, for building in Annapolis, an elegant church adorned 
with a steeple. It was to cost £6,000, and £1,500 was to be received 
from the State. In return for it, there were to be provided a pew for 
the Governor, a large one for the Council, one for the Speaker, all to 
be properly ornamented, and other pew^s for the members of the Lower 
House, one for the Judges of the Provincial Court, and one for 
strangers. One wa^also to be for the incumbent, one for the Wardens, 
and one for the Provincial .Juries. "When completed, the subscribers 
were to choose their pews, preference being given to subscribers of the 
largest amounts ; no one who subscribed loss than £20' being entitled 
to a pew. Then twenty pews were to be sold to the parishioners by 
auction. There was to be a common gallery for the parishioners, one 
for servants, and another for slaves. July 1775, Mr. Woodcock was 
allowed £80 a year as an organist. The revolution prevented the 
erection of the church, and the theatre was used to worship in. 

'*It was now," says the faithful chronicler of St. Anne's, '*a dark day 
for the church in Annai)olis. Her church edifice had been taken 
down, her congregation scattered, her minister deprived oi his sup- 
port" and the Parish was vacant. 

"In the last twenty-six years, St. Anne's had the services of eleven 
clergymen, not averaging two-and-a-half years to each one, yet no 
one of them had died while hi the service of the parish. It seems to 
have been the Point-Look-out of the church in the province. All save 
one had continued in the parishes, of which they became the incum- 
bents on their leaving here, till their death, or till the present time. 
Malcolm, Keene, and Voucher were certainly eminent men in their 
profession. One was indeed a bad man, and perhaps, two others were 
of doubtful character. But Myers, McPherson, Edmyston, Mont- 
gomery, and T. Lendrum, all were of fair, if not, of excellent standing. 
Still, what had been gained, for the church. The pojjulation of the 
parish had increased probably one-third during the period under re- 
view, and wealth also had increased. But the theatre had been in- 
troduced, and horse-racing, card-playing, dancing and drinking had 
became unrestrained, and (.rovernors and office-holders had upheld 
and patronized tiicun, not less than did the proprietaries themselves, 
and the church had shown itself powerless. And now,' it was in the 
dust, a time of retrioution had come, and everything was dark." 

[1792.] The church was finally completed in November, 1792, eigh- 
teen years after it was commenced. It cost £0,000, nearly $80,000. 
The church was 110 feet long, and 90 broad, and was surmounted 
with a tower. On the outside were pilasters, which divided the wall 
into panels, and long windows gave it, with its time-colored bricks, a 
sombre and religious appearance. Inside, the church was frescoed. 
This church, with its modern panels and posts, in green and white, 
encircling the yard, remained until the night of Sunday, February 
14th, 1858, when it was destroyed by fire. This originated 
[1858.] from the furnace below which ignited the flooring. About 
eleven o'clock the ringing of the bell of the cliurch 
summoned the citizens to the destruction of this ancient edifice. At 
first the bell seemed to be only the nine o'clock curfew ; but the dole- 
ful cry of "fire," resounding through the dark and quiet streets told 
another story. For two hours the flames, unseen and inaccessible, 
lay hidden in their lairs, pouring forth volumes of stifling smoke. 
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This slumber, that deceived the hopeful, suddenly ended with the 
flames flaring into the ceiling, darting from the roof, and leaping to 
the tower. The faithful bell, that had not ceased from the beginning 
of the tire to peal its own requiem, broke the stilly atmosphere with its 
doleful knell, the crackling timbers joined the dirge, the pitiless heat, 
sweeping through the organ, touched its keys with fiery fingers and 
made it sing its own death song, whilst a passing steamer's sympa- 
thizhig bell and faithful women's tears attended the unexpected 
calamity. In a few hours only the bare walls of St. Anne's remained. 
The laborers employed to remove the rubbish from the site of St. 
Anne's unearthed a tombstone bearing the following inscription : 

*aiERE LYETir THE BODY OF JOHN THE ELDEST SON" OF 
EVAN JONES AND MARY HIS WIFE WHO DYED THE 2d of 
7tber ANO d m 1716 AGED TWO YEARS. 

Pe diuch nag wyluch yn gaeth 

Dyfaruch 
Darfu tv milwrneih 
Ilyn o gnawd i hynny gwnaeth 
Prudd alwodd i pridd eilwaeth.' 

The latter part of this inscription was in the Welsh language, and 
was cut on the stone in very rude characters in lines perpendicular to 
the lines of the first part of the inscription. Mr. Joseph II. Bellis 
translated it. He said it was a verse of Welsh poetry : 

"Do not, do not grieve to much, 

Repent ; 
I have finished my course. 
This flesh of mine for that was made. 
Earth called to earth again." 

The stone was of rectangular shape, about three feet long, one-and- 
a-half feet wide, and four inches thick, with bevelled edges. It was 
steatite, and in excellent preservation. 

The following was copied from a stone which had been lying at the 
east end of the church for many years : 

*'Here lieth interred the body of Mr. Amos Garrett of the city of 
Annapolis, in Anne Arundel county, in the Province of Maryland, 
Merchant, son of Mr. James and Mrs. Sarah Garrett, late of St. Olive 
street, Southwork, then in the Kingdom of England, now a part of 
Grate Brittain, who departed this life on March the 8th, 1727. 

^tatis 50." 

The stone was of white marble, and the inscription is below a coat 
of arms consisting of fleur de lis and a griffin rampant. 

This inscription possesses interest to Annapolitans, from the fact 
that Mr. Garrett was the first Mayor of our city. He kept a store in 
the house on Green street, now occupied by the Public School. It is 
said that after his death his body was arrested for debt, and kept for 
seven days, as was allowed by an old law of England. 

The third St. Anne's was rebuilt the same year the second was de- 
stroyed . 

Hon. George Wells, president of the Farmers' Bank, and formerly 
presiding officer of the Maryland Senate, was one of the Wardens of 
St. Anne's when the furnace was put under the church. He remon- 
strated against it, and when the edifice was burned, he declined to 
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ohurch. The (jood-hearted warden had kept Ma vow and also showed 
hiB f^uerons spirit. 

[1887.] A cliango has coToe over the spirit ot her dreams ainoe the 
days when Bt. Anne's dragged paltry tithes from unwilling tax-payers 
nr threatened callous citizens with, public proseontion unless they at- 
tended church serrioes. 

It is ill the front rank ot );ood works and charitable deeds ; its 
numerous sneieties for the benefit of its parishioners attesting' its geal, 
its piety, and goodly walk. 

From th« re[>ort of the rector of 18811. Rev. W. S. SouthBate, it is 
Found thik). St. Anne's has a Parish Church and two Chapels, <t Sunday 
Schools. 44 teachers, 396 scholars. During the year there were Bap- 
tisms 00 ; Marriages 21 ; Burials 44 ; (;oraraunicants 350 : Contribu- 
tions for the year (including completion of Chapel ftud repairs of Boc- 
tory) $11,430. 

St. Anne's Chapel, East Street, was begun in 1877 ; lower story 
being used for scrTices iii 1878. The Building was oompleted, as a 
memorial of Alexander Randall, in 18H6. Total cost about $U,000. 

St. Philip's Chapel — a plac« of worship for colored people — origi- 
nally built by Zion Baptists, waH bought n few years agoandStCed up for 
the colored congregation nownaing it. Ithasabout 35 communicants, 

The bell, given by Queen Anne's, perished in the fire of 1858, but St. 
Anne's retains one proof of its honorable age. The set of communion 
vessels, now used in St. Anne's Ohurch, eonsists of five pieces made 
in London by Francis Garthome in 18115. They are all of solid ^ver 
and engraved with tliQ arms" of William III. 



CHAPTER SX. 
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r 17, of the fcleneral Assembly of Maryland; providadthat "plae 

places tor a tree school, or place of study of Latin, Greek, writing, and 
the like, consisting of ocie master, one usher, and oui> writing master 
or scribe, to a school, and one hundred soiiolars, more or Ici^s. aeccinl- 
ing to the ability of the said free school, may be made erecteil fnundod, 
propagated established under vour Royal patronage." This act was 
aililressed "to his moat Excellent Majesty, ftc, Ih-ead Sovecdgn," 
William the Third of England. 

This law further enactei^, "that the most reverend Father in God 
Thomas, by divine Providence Lord Archbishop of Canterbury, Primate 
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and Motropoliteui of all Enjiljind, may be Chjin«*ellor of said schools 
and tliat, to perpetuate the ineinory of yo:ir majesty it may be called 
KUv;^ William's School, and manai^^ed by ctTtaiii trustees, tol)echoseii 
and a[)poiuted by your sacred majesty to wit : as also by the following 
trustees nominated and appointed by this pres^'iit (leneral Assem- 
bly, That is to say, by your ^bij<?sty's said(fovernor, Francis Nichol- 
son, Es([., tlie Honorable Sir Tho.nas Lawrence, Baronet, Col. George 
Tiobotliau, Col. Charles II utchins. Col. .b)hu Addis(m, of your Majesty's 
nonoral)le Council on this province : the Reverend Divine. Mr. Pere- 
errine Coney, and Mr. John Hewett, toirether with Robert Smith, Kene- 
linCheseldyne IlenryCoursey, l^dward Dorsey, Thomas Ennals, Thomas 
Lasker, Francis Jenkins, William Dent, Thomas Smith, Edwanl 
Boothy, Jno. Thompson, and John Bi<?ger, ij:entlemen, or the great- 
est part, or the successors of them, upon and in a certain j)lace of this 
province, called Anne-Arundel Town, (now Annapolis,) upon Severn 
River." 

The trustees were given power to hold land to the value of £1500 
sterling and to acce])t all other personal effects giveij for the support 
of the various schools to be established under this act. The ollicial 
title of the boards of management of the various s 'hools was **the 
Governors, and Visitors and Trustees," who were limited to twenty 
and of whom "one discreet and fit Person shall be called rector." One 
hundred and twenty-i)ounds per annum was voted to each free school 
thus established. 

In the proceedings of the House of Delegates, July 3, 1G99, the follow- 
ing is found : 

"The new elected members of this house give to the use of the free 
schools, to wit :

This evidently went to King Williams school since these members 
were to be discharged from "subscriptions in their several countyes." 

"Mr. Anthony Workman came before this house, (the same day) 
and gave £150 sterling to the building of a house upon a lott which 
his excellency had already given togther with tenn pounds sterlings 
towards building the said house, whicli is to be enjoyed by the said 
Anthony Workman during his natural life, and remayned over to the 
use of the free schools. Also, the said Mr. Workman promised to 
leave all improvements upon said lott in good and sufficient repair.*' 

This house was built and King William's school succeeded to the 
ownership of it. 

King William's school was thus established at Annapolis. Gov. 
Nicholson gave a lot and upon this the trustees immediately began 
the erection of a brick school house. This was on the south side of 
the State House, or court-house as it was often called, very nearly, if 
not on the site of the De Kalb Statue. The name of School street, the 
street that connects State House and Church circles — is doubtless a 
memento of this ancient seminary of learning. It was a plain building, 
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emilainiog l-wsiiles sohool-rooras, apartments for the teiieher and 
his family. It was cnmpleted fn the year 1701. The Bishop of Lon- 
don, sent over Sir. Andriw (Jecldess to take charge of thu school, bat, 
he, not finding it ftiiiahed was .sent to All Saints, Calvert county. The 
earlirst inention of an officiatitig master of the achool ia found in the 
recordsof St Anne's |»rish. Tiicy record, "Died, Nov. !)th, 1713. Eev. 
Edward Butler, reetorot St. Ann's, and master of the free achool, 
Annapolis." Mr. Butler was selected as reotor April 14, 1711, and 
the fact, that he was a resident of Annapolis before tiiat period, has 
laiseil the presumption that he had been master previous to being 

Unfortunately information regarding this InteMstiog seminaty, 
which edncated the celebrated William Pinkney, is exoeedingly 
meagre.

By the same act anv b 
board were empowered to transact 1 s ness n the ab>ii 
The re^i^er of the school, also by the same act w 
penalty iif f 30, to give notice to every member ( 
m Aniiiipolis or any mcmlier whom he knows happens to-be iki jiu- 
na|H)lis, nf any intended meeting of the corporation. This sag- 
gests tlicre may have been secret asspiTiblies ol a clique of the trustees 
for special purposes, andthisaotwas to checl: these ancient "ways that 
were dark and tricks that were vain.' ' 

The new political condition of the province required in 1778, the 
passage of a law enacting that any number of the visitors, not leas 
than three, who have taken the oath of fidelity to support the State, 
may manage the aiTairs of the school, and exeoute all the powers of 
the eorporatiori. until some three, or more, shall have met and elected 
BO many other visitors as are required to complete their full number. 
This election they were enjoined to make on or liefore the ISth of July 
following, out of the inhabitantsof the State, "duly qualified who have 
taken the oath aforesaid." 

By act of 1785, chap. 38. the property and funds of King William's 
School were conveyed to St. Jolin's College. Among the chatties 
passed to the college was a number of "quaint and curious volumes 
of forgotten lore," which still remain in the Library of St. John's. 

Few of the rectors of the school have come down to us, but about 
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1756, and for nine years after, Mr. Isaac Daken is mentioned as mas- 
ter of the school. On the 17th of August 1784, Rev. Ralph Higgin- 
botham was appointed master of Knig William's School. 

The record of the graduates of King William's School is lost, but 
one name remains — that proves its right to existence — William Pink- 
ney's.

CHAPTER XXI. 

The Second State House in Annapolis. 



1706 1769. 



After the first State House was burned in 1704, a committee of the 
Legislature reported that the old walls could be built upon in "form 
and manner as before,*' and it was rebuilt by Mr. W. Bladen, the ar- 
chitect of the other buildings. The price was not to exceed £1,000 
sterling, Mr. Bladen was given the benefit of all *'the materials saved 
out the fire which appertained to the old court house."* 

During the erection of this building the House of Delegates held 
its sessions in the house of Colonel Edward Dorsey, in Annapolis, 
the assembly meeting twice a day, from 8 o'clock to 12 A. M., and 
from 3 to 4 P. M., and was called together by the beating of a drum. 

Mr. David Ridgely, who wrote the "Annals of Annapolis" in 1841, 
says : 

"This house," (the second State House,) "was finished in 1706, 
and is recollected by soiue few of the present inhabitants of this city 
— and stood where the present state house now stands. It is de- 
scribed as having been a neat brick building. It was in form an ob- 
long square, entered by a hall — opposite to the door of which was 
the judges' seat, and on each side there were rooms for the jury to 
retire. Over the judges' •seat was a full length likeness of Queen 
Anne, presenting a printed charter of the city of Annapolis. In 
this house the G-eneral Assemblv held its sessions. A handsome cu- 
pola surmounted the building, surrounded by balustrades, and furn- 
ished with seats for those who desired to enjoy the beautiful scenery 
around. The portrait of Queen Anne, just mentioned, is said to have 
been destroyed during the revolutionary war — when everything bear- 
ing the semblance of royalty was in bad odour with our republican 
sires. 

"About the same period, an armory was built near the court-house, 
on the north side of it. It is represented to have been a large hall 
with seats around it, above which the walls were covered with arms, 
tastefully arranged. It was often used as ball room — from the vaulted 
roof was suspended a wooden gilt chandelier, which, when lighted up, 
produced a brilliant effect by the reflection of the li^ht from the arms. 

* The State House vvjis often called Court i^ou^'e. 
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Tlie walls ot tlio hull wore also deuomted with full lori(jtli portraits n[ 
(jiieen Anne uiid Lonl Baltiruarp. The sovernor ami uouncil helil 
their sessions in one o! the apartoients of this building. 

"On the simth side of the court -house, stood the memoratile academy 
of KinEWilliam."t 

In the TreftBory Buildinf- the Governor and Council also held their 
sessions, nnd, 8.t onetime, Inth Houses of the Legislature met there ; 
Iirohahly when the iirosent State House was izi uonr.ie of erectiun. 

October tst. 1769. Mr. Bdiiis wrote of the State-house, then calleil 
the Court House.J 

"Thf iiiurt-house, situated ou an eminenne at the back rif the 
tdwii, I oiTiiiiflwls a variety of views highly interesting ; the entrancp 
to the Severn, the majestio Chesapeake, and the eastern Bh< .re of Mary- 
land, being all united in one resplendant assemblage. Vessels of va- 
rifin,': si;!os iinrt figures are continually floating Imfore the eye : which, 
w)iile they add to the beauty of the scene, excite ideas of t::e most 

"Ui tlie c'ourt-house, the repmsoutativeB of the jieople asaemble, 
tor the dispatch of pmvincial business. The courts oC justice are 
also held here ; and here, likewise, the public offices are established. 
This liuilding has nothing in its appparance esprossive of the great 

fiirposes to which it is appropriated : and by a strange neglect is snf- 
erai to fall continnally into <li'cay ; being, Imth without and within, 
an einblera of public iiovprr)-. niiil iit Iho smne timea severe reflection 
on the government of thi-^ r-uimin'. whiL'h, it seems, is considerably 
richer than the generality iif lln- Ann riiHo [iroviuces. 

"The council ehambpr is inii'tiulnd Imilding. adjacent to the former 
•on a very hnmblo scale. It contJiiiis one tolerable room, for the re- 
■eeption of the governor and iiis council, who meet here during the 
sitting of the assembly ; and whose concurrence is necessary i[i pass- 
ing all law.-!." 

It was dorinff this samn year that the Legislature became imbued 
with sentiments similar to those entertained by Mr. Bddis, and de- 
termined to remove this " severe reflo'tiou on the government, " and 
the second State House was pulled down to make room Cor the third. 



CHAPTER XXII. 

The Attfmi't op Kich-VRu Clabki;, i,\ 1T07, to 

Burn Annapolis. 

[1707.] In the address of O iv. Joh'i Si.'y'n)Lir, midn to the Hi'isf 
•of DelegAti!8 ol Maryland, on March 37th, 1707. he st.itcdthataming 
Other duUes the members of the Legislature would lie called upon to 
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perform, would be that of ouilawing "Eichard CUrke, whose crimes 
are so notoriousl7 aggravated, they cry »loiid for justice." 

On Mareli Slst, Col. John Contee, Mr. Robert Bradley, Mr. Willimn 
Prisbey, Mr. John Wattera, and Ckil. Pearee, were appointed a oom- 
mittee to iuYBstigate the oriraeB against Clacko. 

Annapolis, at this time, was the most important town in the province 
of llarytand. A plot that struck at it was no small conspiracy. 

On April 4th, the Lower House, in its reply to the eieoutive, made 
in aocordanca with ouatom, said to Gov. Seymour: — "Wp are very 
sensible of the Great and dangerous desi^s which hare been carrying 
on by wicked people, eaoniys to Her Majestja Goverftinent, to destroy 
the records, arms, and ammunition, ottliistown, and all that was neces- 
sary to render this Govemment safe and secure, and we doe, in a very 
deep sence thoreof, ruturue you our hearty thanks for the great oftre 
and prudence you have showed in the preservation ot all those things, 
and the preventing the effect of aoe dangerons a conspiracy, and we 
doe hunibly pray that your Excellency would he pleased to give order 
to the Attorney Generall to prosecute all such persons as now are, or 
sliall be f onnd to be, in the said conspiracy. ' ' 

On the same day the committee, appointed to investigate the a%aoot 
Clarke, elected Col. John Contee, chairman, and Mr. Richard Dallam, 
clerk, and after esamining a large mass of testimony, worded in the 
quaiut phraseology of those timss, and given at length in the manu- 
script copy of the proceedings of theLowerHouseof Maryland of 1707, 
and prt'siTvcd in the Iiaud ofhce at Annapolis, made the following re- 
port to the House : 

'■The Committee having fully heard and considered the aforegoing 
dpcUmtions. doc humbly report to the House, that they And there was 
a dpsiLCu fraro'd by Ricliard Clarke, Daniel Wells, and a certame par- 
son who tcrm'd himself a saylor, to take some vessell, and get what 
assistjincf they could, in order to disturb her Majestys peaoe and gov- 
ernment, here, to make an attempt upon the Town of Aniia|>oli8, and 
bum some iiouses there, and, whist that consternation continued, to 
seize the magazine and powder house to furnish themselves with arms 
and nbiinunition to goe a pririitrering : that they so farr prosecuted 
their dciiifjiic as to gain scvei'iil b"u-!i>kct:j]cvs of di^sperate fortunes, 
and other ilisiiffected persons to their |iftrty. iind lliat Clarke, by his 
pfHlistiiitv in disbursing iiiid ^pn'iiLliiif: Eilmut thi' ronnterfeit money, 
(wliicb be"hadcoinodhiiUM.ir,j hud so iosiiiimti'd himself into tlie minds 
ot several servants belonging to persons in and near the Towne of An- 
napolis and elsewhere, to joine with them in their cursed and wicked 
designe and intent ; 

"That they had caballs together especially at AnnapoUs. where a 
time for their goeing was prefis'd to be some time in Ma reh last . 

"That they had agreed to take Mr. Buff's bnate and if that (was) 
Kot sufficient, Mr. Erana Jones' Shallup, or any other vessell fit for 
their tutne, as soon as they had done their mischief here, to go to 
Carolina. That Clarke was assisted ont of Sonth Ri vor by Daniel 
Wells and him, called the Saylor, who afterwards came to Annapolis 
to prepare the others, bat Wells having broke some of Clarke's money 
was in fear of being ajiprehended, whereupon he, the saylor and 
(William) Simpson had a meeting at the house of Smithers iu An- 
napolis, and then Wells and the Saylor went o If in a boat and pursued 
a shnllop, wherein was Mr. Jacob Lookcrraa ii, Jr., anci one Edward

The committee also reported that William Simpson, whose deposi- 
tion was before tho oormnittee, was one of the "chiete actors in the io- 
tended designe of Clarke and bis aoconiplicics against her Majesty's 
Government, also that Wells ami the pnvateer followed Clarke, came 
to TiOng island in tho Bay where Clarke had been the day before, and 
inqnired after him, that they were in a small boat wall armed, that 
Wells oarryed jwwdor and shot with him from home, pretended they 
were in. pursuite of Clarke by order of Major Wilson, that Clarke pre- 
tended himself a merchant going to settle in News River in Carolina, 
said many people of Marylauil were following him, and used many 
arguments to perswade the inhabitants about the Islands to goe with 

The House ooncurrwl iu tho report. 

Clarke's personal appearance was not prepoBsessing. He is de- 
scribed as "having a mit nose, peaked chinn, and under jaw outsetting 
the upper." He was also addicted to dnmkermeas. 

The bill for tho attainder oC Clarke was passed by both Houses on 
tho 9th of April. 

But this mas not the only prooeedings had in the Legislature in re- 
gard to this nefarious plot. Tho records of the two Chambers show 
that tho General Assembly was most intensely onercised over this- 
conspiracy, which, if comsummated, would have been exceedingly in- 
jurious to the eoloi^. 

Capt. Sylvester Welch, on April 3rd, was callod before the Council 
to answer the charge of selling the country's powder to Clarke's ac- 
complices, Capt. Welch replied that "he did spare Itaniel Wells 
powder, but it was of his own — being asked what he had done with 
the country powder he had of his Excellency, ho said what was left 
was at his house and the rest he had ltr£d away in the summer." 

"His excellency was ploAsed," continues the record ot the prooeed- 
ii^ of the council of 1707, "to tell him that he did not believe him, 
auddisoharged him from his command, and ordered that he should give 
good security for his behavior." 



John Spry aitd ThonuiB Brereton, the former tbe professed" skipper 
of the slooj) Murgarec's Industry, lately anired from Yir^iaia in 
Siiuth ^ver, after the goods of some of the conspimtor?. The pro- 
ceedings say "neither of the said persona offering to make an Ingen- 
ious confession, but trifling with his Excellency and the board, wera 
ordered to be committed to the custody of the Sheriilof Anno Anin- 
del county until! his Excellency and the Board had further leisure to 
Bxftraine thera." 

It was, however, gathered that Clarke was at ''Little Wicomico, in 
Virginia,'' awaiting the return of thesloop. It was also discovered, 
probably from the same source, "thatOlarlte liaunta Cartcwrights, at 
the Rosey Crowne, in Norfolk Towne." 

Suljaequently Brereton and Spry, in council, under oath, on the 7th 
ot April, confessed that they had been sent by Clarke, after his wife, 
children, and household goods, with an open letter to Mr. Hill, who, 
iu accordance with the paper, had jiiven them assistance. 

On the 8th of April, Thnraas Tench, Esii., entered the House ot 
Delegates and deUvercd a bill of attainder against liichard Clarke 
and the following nieasage from the council : 

"The bill herewith sent to House for the attainder of Richard 
Clarke is thought reasonable by this Board, since this is the second 
time your House has ordered the Attorney Generall to prosecute him 
and his accomplices, and that hath bean ineffectual, and although 
there are now actually four bills of indictment found by several grand 
juries of this provuiee against him. yet divers evil persons have pre- 
sumed to receive, comfort, and aid him, whereby ho has been able to 
avoid justice, according to his demerits, sonllcing withiu tenn miles of 
this place, tiie seat of goTemment, and practicing and oarryingon his 
trutorous and wicked designs." 
The paper was read and referred for further consideration. 
It was on this evidence that the following proceedings were had : 
On the 0th of April, a warrant was issued by the council, directing 
the Sheriff of Anne Arundel county, to arrest Joseph Hill for treason, 
and to keep him in custody until ' ■such time as he shall be deli vered by 
due course of, law therefrom." This process was recommended, orap- 

f roved of, by the Attorney General. Mr. Hill was arrested on the 
Dth, and brought before the council to make his defence, six mem- 
bers of the House appearing to represent it ; Messrs. Major Iiow, 
Mr. Young, Col. Greenfield, Mr. Hall, Mr. Spinner, and Mr. Maeall, 
The Governor opened the interview by telling Mr, Uill, that ha little 
expected a man of his status and character would be guilty of aid- 
ing, and corresponding with those that were enemys to her Majesty's 
Government, and disturbers of the peace thereof. The depositions of 
Sp^ and- Brereton were read to Mr. Hill, who then, "denyed ever the 
evidence mentioned Clarke's name to him, and says tluit he has not 
seen him for about twelve months, nor does ho know where he now is." 
B£r. Hill denieil ever receiving a letter from Clarke by the two wit- 
nesses who were called in, confronted him, and affirmed that they had 
delivered to hira the letter in question. The Council concluded their 
inquiry by informing him that they would at present have nothing 
further to say to him, as he had given bail. 



On the 11th the depositions were sent to thn Lower House, and Mr. 
Hill was desired to withdraw from it as " the House find' ' the deposi- 
tions relate "some high urimes and misdemeanors auppose<l to be com- 
mitted by Mr. Joseph Hill, a member of this House. The aoensed 
withdrew, and the House att<ir fully considering and debatiiift the sub- 
jeet resolved that Mr. Hill be expelled from the House "till he be 
cleared of what is lay'd to ids charge." The espelled member was 
then called into the House, and informed of its action, when he with- 
it seemed that the House wished the evidence of Spry, Brereton, 
and Thos. Eiohctts entered on their Journal, probably as a justiflca- 
tion of their actions. The Comicii only {(ave consent to put it in at 
the end, as they did not wish to have the Queen's Evidence Divulged 
before trial, as "thpy were unwilling to trust to Mr. Taylard, their 
Clark'e integrity, in that ho may give out aoopy." The House did 
not agree to this, and sent a message saying that they ought tn be in- 
serted the sumo day they were read in the house. The Council agreed 
to this on condition to whieh the House consented, that they "bcclose- 
sealed up untill Mr. Hill's Tryall was over." 

What punishment was meted out to the conspirators, their abettors, 
and sympathizers is not known. The Court records of Anne Arundel 
of that period have not been discovered after research. The act of 
attainder which passed this session npon Clarke, and which set forth 
that he "had ob^inateiy refused to surrender himself to justice," was 
not the first measure that had tieen taken against him. In ITOQ, he 
had been outlasi^ for the same character of ofiences. It is very 
probable, as our records and histoir are so silent upon the subject, 
that Clarke himself never suffered the penalty of tho law for hia 
treasonable designs. 



CHAPTER XXm. 
Ansapoi,i8 is Made a Citv. 

On the 10th of August, 171)8, Annapolis received itsoharter as a city, 
which was granted by the honorable John tjcymour, tho royal Gover- 
nor of Maryland. -'It appears to have been one of his favourite de- 
signs, and was proposed by tum to the assembly, as early aa 1704. No 
measures being adopted by the latter to carry his wishes into effect, 
he at length conferred tho oharter by virtue of the pramgativa of hia 
olHoe. Under this charter, besides the powers and privileges relative 
to the organization and exercise of its municipal government, the city 
of AnnapoJis obtained the privilege of electing two delegates to tha 
general assembly."* 

Tlus privilege the city retained nntil 1838. That year it wai 
duced to one representative, and filially, in 1840, it lost this remnant- 
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of its ancient importance, aiul was merged into the county'ot Anne 
Atnndel. By tlie act ot 1840, Aminpdlis was eontinuedaa the Capital 
of the State and tlie place of holding tho tViurt ol Appcala for the 
Wesleru Shore, and the high Court ot Chaneety. The net ol 1837, 
iiiiide it the reaidenue of the Governor. Those hoiiors have been in- 
cortioiated in the orgauio law of the State and are part of the present 
Constitution adopted in 1807. 

Tlic tollowiug was the petition presented to Governor Seymour, by 
the Mnyor.iificorder, Aldermen. ttommonConnci], and soiidry citizens 
ot Annapelis, asking a charter for the city : 
"To His Excellekcy, John Skymour, Esq., 
"The humble pet icion of theCor^oraoionof theCittyot Annapolis, and 
the greater parts of the inhabitants of the same, humbly showeth: 

"That, whereas, in her moat gracious majesties in behalf of y«r. Ex- 
cellency, for the bentfitt of her dutifull Eolijects, inluibitaiits in this 
Elaoe was pleased to grant them a Charter, incorporating thereby this 
bte toxne of Annapolis, into a Citty, it haveing formerly hajl the 
honour in Hemambrauoe of Princess Anne, now our good Queen tfl be 
erected into a t^wne, and va aa much as it is the seat ot Government 
the best situated and most convenient place tor trade, wherein are a 
greater number of inhabitants than inaiiy other place in this her ma- 
jesties Province, B-bonrcdesirous that that parte of her majesties grant 
to Uiis Citty, imjiowi'i-irig the Mayor, Recorder, Aldiirmen,' anil flye of 
the Oiiriiiuiji (.'oTineillii.i^n, to ellect and send two represantatiyes to 
the Generitll ABscnibly, to servo 03 Burgesses, for this Citty, may be 
jnlargwl Mayitth fo e jiea ey E c 11 ncy B"ef rrtoenlarge 
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of the said Cltty. all the freemen, inhabitants, as aforesaid, may have 
a free vote in the elleoting of another Common Councillman, or Com- 
mon Couneillmen, to serve in this or their place and stead ; aud it is 
further luosthumbly prayed, that noe person or persons— after the 
next Generall Asseir.blv, (notwithstanding, being made freemen ot the 
Citty, ) shall have an ellection yoyce iT> the ohuseing of Burgesses, or 
Bepresentatiyes, for this Citty. untill they have been made free three 
months, which is thehumbledesireof yourpetjtioners, the subscribers, 
and as in duty bound wee will ever pray. &c. 

"Amos Garrett, Mayor ;WomeIl Hunt, Recorder ;Wm, IHaflon,Johii 
Freemen, Benjamin Fordham, Evan Jones, Thoinaa Boai'dley, Josiah 
Willson, Aldermen. 

"William Haughton, Charles Crowley, Wm. Ellott, Rjchard Thoiiip- 
t\fOD, Samuel Ncwi]l, Wm.

The petition was acted upon immediately. Tho reeorda bear the 
-annexed endorsement :

"Anno, by the Grace of God, of Greate Brittain, France, and Ireland,

Maryland, Groeting, whereas, there isa very iileasant, healthful and 
eomoilius place for trade, by act of the Genemll Assembly of this our 
Province, laid out (or a towne and porte. called Annapolis, in honour 
I -of us, which said towne and porte, liath in few years (especially, since 
accession of our trusty and well lieloved John Seymour, Esq., our 
•Capt. Genenill and Oovernour-in-Chiefe, of this our Province, to 
the Government thereof,) very considerably encrcsed in the number 
of its inhabitants as well as buitdinea, both public and private, soe 
that it escelleth all Other townes and ports in our said province, and 
for that our present seate of Government, within our province afore- 
said, is &TBdatt the said porte and towne, whereby the same is become 
the chiefe mart of the whole eountrey, wee, being willing to encourage 
-ill our good and faithfull subjects as well ntt present, resideiiig anct 
inhabitting, or which hereafter shall, or mayinbabitt, or reside within 
the said porte of Annapolis, of our Rojall Grace, good will, and meer 
motion with the adrice of our Couiicill. in our said province, have 
thought fitt, and doe by these our lottsre patients, constitute and 
erect the said Towne and porte of Anna[M)liB,togetherwiththe circuits 
and presincts thereof, includeing the lands heretofore laid out for the 
said towne and porte of Annapolis, Dublick pasture, and towne eon- 
mon togtrther, with tho Biver and Creeks adjacieut, into a Citty, by 
the name of the Citty of Annapolis, and doe grant to the inhabitauts 
of the said Citty that the same CittyshallbeincorporatedaCitty, con- 
sisting of a Mayor, one person learned in the law, stiled, and liearing 
the office of Recorder, of the said Citty, and six Aldermen, and tenn 
other persons to be Common Conncillmcn. of the said Citty, which said 
Mayor, Recorder, Alderioen, and Common Councillmen shall be a 
body incorporate, and one comunity forever in right, and liy the name 
of Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen, and Common Councill. of the said 
Citty of Annapolis, shall be. able and capable to sue and be sued att 
law, and to act and execute, doe and performe as a liody incorporate, 
which shall have succession forever, and to that end to have a com- 
mon seale, and that Amos Garrett, Estir,, one ol \)Vb 'iriMftWASv'ui <ft- 
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the said Citty , shall for the present he. and be mimed Mujor ot the 
saidCiCtf, for the eosueing je&r, and Worneli Hunt, Es<jr., liecurdec 
thereof, and William Bladen, Joliri Freemen, Beiiiamm Fordham, 
Evan Jones, Tho. Boardlej, and Josiah WiUson, Eat[rs., inhabitants 
of tlie said citty, shall be Aldermen thereof, soo lone as thef Bhall 
well behave themselTes therein, haveing Qrst taken and subaciibed the 
test and wverall oaths for security of the Government, «8 by Law ea- 
tablisbed and allsoe the oath appointed by us or our present Qover- 
iiour, to be taken hy the Mayor, Kecorder, and Aldermen of the Cltty 
of Annapolis, aioreiiaid ; Which shall lie itdniitiistered to them by our 
(iovemour-in -Chief e, keeper of the greate scale of this our province 
for the time being, or by such other person or persons as wee, our heirs, 
and suci^eHKors. or our Gov. aforesaid, for the time being, shall, from. 
time 10 timu, authorise and appoint t) administer the same, and wee 
);mnt that the said Mayor, Keeordei and Aldermen, or the Major parte 
of thpm shall ellect and choose some others of the most siiflicient of 
the inliabitauts uf the satd City, being freeioen thereof, to be of the

to be Mayor. Kecorder, Alderman or Aldermen of the said Citty in 
the pU(H! ftud places of such person or persons soe deceased or re-

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iiftteil, or aiij throe nf then], wliereof the said Mayoi' dr Recorder, Tor 
the time being, shall be nne, shall have, within the preeincts ot the 
said Citty, tiiU power and authority to make Ccin«tables and other 
neaBeseary oflicers, and t« rule, order, and govern the inhabitants' 
thereof, an justices of the pence, are or shall be authorized to doe, and 
shall have [lowor to execute all the Laws, Ordinances, and Stittutes, in- 
that behalfc, made as fully and amply as if they were authorized 
l.hcri'tci, by express, corntnission, named thereiii, willing and ooni- 
mandiiig that noe other justices ot the peace or quorum within our 
said county or province, doe att any time hereafter, take upon them 
or any ot them to execute the offlee of a justice of peace within the 
aaid (Jitty, or in the presincts thereof ; not withstanding any comissioii' 
at large, authoriseingthem thereunto, saveingtheauthorityaud jurls- 
diotion of her majesties' justices of oyer and terminer and (ioale de^ 
liver, now or hereafter to be asaigued, dureing the time of their holde- 
ine their aeverall respective Courts in the said Citty, and furtlier wee' 
will and grant unto the aaid Mayor, Kecorder, and Coicinon CounoiU 
of the said Citty, for the ticne being, fuU power and auiliorityj after 
the space of six years, to ellect a Sherrifl for the said Citty, but that 
until! then the bherrifF of Anne Ariindell county for the time being, 
shflll be ShirriQ of the said county and to make, order, and appoint 
such by-lawH and ordinances among themselves, for the regulaeion 
and good Qoverument of Trade and other matters exigences and 
things within the said Citty oud presincts, as to them, or the major 
parte, shall seem meet to beconsonantto reason and not contrary, but 
as near as conveniently may be agreeable, to the Laws and Htatutea- 
uow in force, which >aid Bye-laws, shall be observed, itept, and per- 
formed by all manner of persons, Tradeing and Resideing within the 
said Citty, under such reasonable pains, penalities, and forfeitures, as- 
shall be impost by the said Mayor, iteootder. Aldermen, aud Com- 
mon Counoillmen, or the major parte ot them thenassembled from time 
lo time, not esceeding forty shillings sterling, the said pains, penal- 
tjs and forfeitures to lie raised by distress, and sale of the goods of such- 
person offendin-r. and to lie emiiioyed for the publick benefltt of the 
said Citly att tlu'ir diacroKsiou ; aud further, wee doo gront and give 
full power, lyeente, prerilUdge, and authority, to the Mayor, Recorder,- 
Aldermen, aud Common Councillmen of the aaidCitty, for the time' 
being, and their ijiiceessurs forever, and alsoe all free-holders ot the' 
said Citty, that is to say. all persona owneing a whole lott of land- 
with a house built thereon, aeoording to law. and all persons actually 
resideing and inhabittiug in the said Citty, baveing a visable estate ot 
the valine ot twenty pounds sterling, att the least, andlikewiae, all per- 
sons hereafterwho shall serveHvo years toiiny trade within this Citty, 
and shall, after the eipiraciou of their time, be actually housekeepers 
and inbahitanrs in the same, to send two cittizens and delegatus to 
every niie of our assembly or assemblys, hereafter to be hidd, or att 
any time or tiuies, hereafter to be called, to be held for this, our said 
Proviiiije uf Maryland, to be ellectM and chosen out ot the inhabit- 
tAuts. iu'tually being and resideing within the aaid (.itty, hareinga 
freehold or risable estate of the vallue of twenty pounds sterling 
therein, by the said Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen. Common Couucill- 
meu. Freeholders, and Freemen as atoresiiid, or the major jiarte of 
them being present, by virtue of our writt or writts of action lo be- 
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sent to them [or thst purpose, wliieh said writt or writts, wee doe here- 
by grant, shall be issued out and sent to the said Mnyor. liecorder, aod ^ 
Aldermeu, 9oe ofteu as occasion shall reiiuire ; provided, tliat all sucb. J 
ellector or voters as aforesaid, doe take an oath tn be true to the in- J 
terest o[ the said Cittj before they he admitted to suoh vote ; and pro- 1 
Tided, bIsob. and att all times after the eud of the next Generall As- J 
semblj, to be held for this proviKce, noe Freenian, as aforesaid, not ^ 
tieinga freeholder as aforesaid, shall have the libertie of such voteaa 
aforoiiaid, until free three months, after such his freedom olitained ;

jurialiction and holdplen of trespass and Gectraent for any lands or

"From the period of the grant of its charter by governor Seymour, 
Annapolis was eontinnally on the advance. It never acquired a 
larfje population, nor any great degree of commercial eonsequeiKe ; 
but long before the American revolution, it was conspicuous aa the 
goal of u'M<,lth and fashion ; the Insurious habits, elegant aocomplish- 
menls. Hiul profuse hospitality of its inhabitants were provertiially 
known t lironghout the colonies. It was the seat of a wealthy govern- 
ment, and of its principal institutions ; and as such, congregated 
around it many, whose hberal attainments eminently qualified them 
foraoeiety."t 

A French writer in speaking of this city as he found it during the 
American revolution, thus describes it : "In that very inoon side roble 
town, standing at the mouth of the Severn, where tt falls into the 
bay. of the few buildings it contains, at least three-fourths may be 
styled elegant and grand. Female luxury here esceeds what is 
known in the provinces of France. A French hair dresser is a man 
of importance amongst them ; and it is said, a certain dame here hires 
one of that craft at one thousand crowns a year. The State House is 
a very l*autiful building, I think the most so of any I have seen in 
America." 

This forms a striking contrast to the account given of it at a much 
earlierdate.aud wtiichis to be foimd in a satire, called, "The Sot-weed 
Factor, or a Voyage to Maryland ;" in which Js described the laws, 
government, courts, and constitutions of the country ; and also the 
buildings, feasts, frolics, antertainmenta, and drunken humours of the 
iiihuliil.ftiits of that part of America. In burlesque verse, by Eden 
CiHjk. gent., pnblished at London in 1708.

Annaprjlis is tliue inentioued id one part of this quaint work ig 
"To try the cause, then (iilly bent, 
Up to Annapolis 1 went : 
A city situate on a plain, 
Where searcB a house will keep out rain 
The buildings franietl with cypress rare ; 
Rcseiiiblo much our Southwick bir ; 
But strangers there will scarcely meet 
With market place, exchange, or street ; 
And, if the truth I may report. 
It's not so iai^o as Tottenham eonrt, — 
St. Mary's tince was in repute. 
Now here the judges try the suit. 
And lawyers twice a year dispute — 
As oft the bench moat gravely meet, 
^me to get drunk, and some to eat 
A swinging share of country treat ; * 
But fi8 for justice, right, or wrong. 
Not one amongst the numerous throng 
Knows what it means, or has the heart

Mr. Jonas Green reprinted this poem in 1731, but took care to telP | 
the readois it was a description of Aniinpolis twenty years before. 



CHAPTER XXTV. 

The ANNAPOLIS DEI,EfiATES DENIED ADMITTANCE tO- ' 

THE Hors; 

The Lower House considered that the power to areet cities and-J 
grant charteni was a prerogative that could be exercised only by tllaV 
crown itself, and when the delegates from Annapolis made tnoir Bp>^a 
peftrftt:C6 at the September Session of 1708, that body denied tbe-^ 
authority of the esecutlve "to confer the charter and eipelled thft 
delegates elected under it. Astonished at a measure so bold and uo- 
expeetod, the governor, at first, attempted to win it to his purposes by 
concilifttiou. Its members were summoned to the Upper House, 
where they were addressed by him in language disclaiming all inten- 
tion to interfere with their nghts and privileges in determining tho-J 
election of their own members ; taut claiming fof himself also, thafl 
oompetency to judge of his own prerogatives, and they were urged tr 
return to their house, and rescind their resolution. In justlBeatlon a 
themselves, they replied that the course pursued by them was founded.'^ 
upon the oomplaint of some of the freeholders and inhabitants of An- ' 
nftpolia, who conceived that it iffeoted their rights as freemen, e 
pwtioularly as to the pririlegeof voting fordelegates ; that the right, i 



tu erect cities, whb not espressly vi'stcd in the K^venior. and ought 
iiol tiereTora to be exercised, until the Queen's ploaaure waa known ; 
lint that they would cheerfully concur with hioi in granting the 
charter, if &ll the inhabitants and freeholders of the plnce desired, 
and were secured in their equal privileges, t« which they were entitled 
by the laws of England, and the pnblic lands and buildings secured 
to the uses for w iich they were purchased. The Governor now tried 
the usual expedient with a refraet'-ry house. The Assembly was dis- 
sdlvcdand a new house immediately summoned, which he at Grst found 
quite as unmanageable as the old. Their first measago desired him to 
inform them, if he had received from her majesty any instructions 
authorizing the grant of charters and the erection of cities whiuh were 
not contained in his commission ; and if so. to communicate them. 
His brief reply was, 'that he had no doubt ot iiis own right and it the 
exorcise ot the pnwer was unwarranted, he was anawenible to her 
majesty, and not to them,' To bring this difference tri a close, a con- 
ference was now liad lietween the two houses ; whiuli terininaied in a 
comprr.mise. and in the passage of the act of 1708, chapter Tth, to 
carry that compromise into effect. 'Bj this act. the charter of An- 
napolis was oonfirnted, under certain reservations as to the public 
buildings, and restrictions of the municipal riower.""" 

This wsB the act the Assembly passed to settle and confirm the 
cltarter of Annapolis : 

"Whereas this present General Assembly have taken into their con- 
sideration the Chartir lately Granted to the City of Annapolis, and 
being desirous to give all due encouragement to coiiabitation, liave 
resolved to confirm the same Charter, and to explainand restrain sonie 
clauses anid grants therein contained, they humbly pray that It may 
be enacted; 

"11. And His Itereby unacted. By theQueen'smostEscelientMaiesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of her Majesty's Governor, Coun- 
cil, and Assembly ot tliis Prorince, and b; the authority of the same, 
Tliat the said Charter to the City ot Annapolis, bearing date at the 
said City on the twenty-second day ot November, Anno 1708, in the 
seventh year of her Majesty's Keign, Sealed with the Great Seal of 
this her Majesty's Province, and signed with the Sign Manual of his 
Escellenoy John Seymour, Esq., Captain-General and Governor in 
- Chief thereof, incorporating the inhabitants of Annapolis into a City, 
and Body CorjHJrate, and the several Articles, Clauses, Grants. 
Powers, Authorities, and Privileges therein contained, shall. b^ virtue 
Ottilia Act, be held, taken, stand, remain, and be firm, and valid to all 
intents a^id pnrposes whatsoever, within the same Charter mentioned 
and expressed, subject nevertheless to the several restrictions and ex- 
planations herein specified and declared, (ttiat is to say,) That it 
shall in no wise be intended, construed, meant, or taken, to infringe 
the liberties and privileges ot the pablie, either in regard to the pub- 
lic lands and buildings by them heretofore purcliased and built : but 
that the sanie aliall he reserved and ccmtinued forever, to the usesand 
purposes to which they have already been allotted : And that all and 
every the Judges and Justices oi the several Courts ot Judicoture 
which have usually held their Courts within the same City, in the 
public Court-house thereof, shall and may continue so to do ; and the 
■ MoMahon'H M 1. p. ai8. 
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Justices, Commissioners, and Sheriff of Ann-Arundel County shall 
have, hold, and exercise their Jurisdiction, in as full and ample manner, 
to all intents and purposes, in the Port of Annapolis, as heretofore 
had been usual. 

* 'III, And be it further Enacted and Declared^ That the Bye-Laws, 
to be made by the said Corporation, shall not affect or be binding to 
any other the Inhabitants of this Province, but wholly restrained to 
the Inhabitants and Residents of the said City ; and that the Clause 
in the said Charter, impowering the Corporation to set toll on horses, 
cattle, and other commodities, to be sold on the two fair days, of the 
first of May, and of St. Michael the Arch-Angel, yearly, shall not, in 
any wise, enure, l>e construed, or extended, to impowering the Cor- 
poration to assess any toll or impost upon Cattle, Goods, Wares, or 
Merchandizes whatsoever, to be sold therein, if the Q-oods, Wares, or 
Merchandizes should not amount to the value of twenty shillings cur- 
rent money ; but if it exceed twenty shillings value, and not above 
five pounds current money, then the sum of six-pence shall be paid 
for tne lee or toll thereof ; and for all Goods, &c., exceeding in value 
five pounds current money, then it shall be lawful to assess the sum 
of twelve pence current money for the fee or toll thereof, and no 
more. 

'*IV. And Whereast the Citizens and Burgesses of the several 
Boroughs in England have formerly been allowed but half wages, in 
respect to the salary of the Knights of the Shires ; Be it therefore En- 
acted, That the Citizens, representing the City of Annapolis, shall 
only be allowed half the wages to the Delegates and Representatives, 
as is and shall be allowed to the Delegates of the several Counties of 
this Province, and no more. 

"V. And v)hsrea8f Wornell Hunt, Esq., the present Recorder of the 
said City, is not yet qualified for that trust, by reason he hath not 
been resident in this Province during the term of three years ; never- 
theless the said Wornell Hunt, by virtue of this act, shall be deemed, 
and is hereby qualified and enabled to hold and execute the said 
OlTice of Recorder of the City aforesaid, any Law, Statute, Usage, or 
Custom to the contrary in any wise notwithstanding. 

'*VI. And be it enacted^ by the advice and consent aforesaid. That 
the Land called the Town-Common, be reserved and remain to the use 
of the proper Owner or Owners, unless the Citizens can make it appear 
to have made satisfaction for the same, the next Session of Assembly." 
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CHAPTER XXV. 

The First Newspaper in Maryland. 



[1727.] In August, 1727, William Parks, printer to the Province of 
Maryliind, made the first venture in Mtiryland journalism. Ho be- 
gan at Annapolis "The Maryland Gazette.*' It was printed on a 



sheet A litelo larger than foolscap ; had two columns to the pa^e. and 
tour pages to iin issue. It was piibliBheil once a week. Th« first 
numbers of this interesting relic of Harjlsind histnrj aro lost to tho 
State, aa well as the concluding Issues. The Maryland EistoricBl 
Society, however, is the fortunate poaaessor of some twenty copies of 
the (Jazelie, beginning with number 65 of the issue, dating from 
Tnesda;, Dec. 3, to Tuesday, Dec. 10, 1728. The last number it 
has is Tiumber 87, of date of Jtily 33. 1739. On eitlier side of the head 
oJ the paper, was an excellent cut, and below the caption was a 
space left, in which the names of the several suhscriberB were written 
to take the G-azette dm its way through the post to its destination. 
At the bottom of the fourth page was the annonnoem en t— "Annapo- 
lis, printed by William Parks, by whom advertisements and subscrip- 
tions are taken." The paper Wbs made up of copious extracts of 
foreign newij, a few local Items, and sometimes one page of advertise' 
ments. There were frequently long eommiiniBations written in the 
semi-classic style of the period. In No. 06, there were four local 
items, all relating to the shipping of the port of Annapolis. On 
Jauuary 1, 1739, is a notice recounting that a negro, belonging to 
William Eobinson, of the county, had impudently and without provo- 
cation struck William Smith, carpenter, during a. dispute over the 
fighting of their dogs, and that for it the said negro had his ear 
cropped which the Gazet/tt said it noticed, Iwoause it was the first 
case under the law, and it published it as a warning. We can hardly 
believe that the said negroes intended to be forennmed by this Chan- 
table admonition were assiduous readers of the Gavstte. 

In No. 89, there were pubUshed three advertisements , in one of 
which notice was given "tliat there is a ship arrived in South River 
with about two hundred choice slaves, which are to be sokl by Daniel 
Dulany, Richard Snowden, and Peter Hume." 

Mention is made in the issue of June t6, 1739, that "on Tuesday 
last, George Pkiter, Esq., was married to Mrs Bebecca Bowles„the 
relict of JainesBowleB,Esq.,ageiitle woman of considerable fortune."' 

Prom the issue of June 34, 1739, are the following extracts made : 

"On Friday lost, died James Carroll, at the House of Charles Car- 
roll, Esq., in this city. 

"OnFriday last, the Hon, PatrickGordon, Esq., Govemorof Phila- 
delphia, attended by several gentlemen of that province, arrived here 
to visit our Governor. His Escellency received them very kindly, 
and they were saluted with the diseharge of our great guns, colors 
flying. &c,, and their entertainment has bean made as agreeable aa 
this place could afford. This morning his Honor, the Governor of 
Pennsylvania, departed this city under discharge of our guns. &o. 

"Annapolis, SGirch 4th, Saturday last, being the birtS day of our 
most grauiouB Queen Caroline, was celebrated here in the manner 
following ; His Excellency, Benedict Leonard Calvert, our Goreruor, 
invited the gentlemen of this city to a very handsome entertainment 
at dinner, and in the evening there was a ball at the Stadt House. " 

The price of the ffrtj«(/e was fifteen shillings a year, and advertise- 
ments, no rule as to length, were "tobe inserted in it at three shillings 
for tie first week, and two shillings for every week after." 

When the ffmetle ceased publication, we are left to conjecture. The 
[ii'obability is it was discontinued in a fi^w years. Mr. Parks, elected

[1707.] In 1707, the LegisUture passed a supplementary net for the 
sdvaiieement of trade. In this law it was ensctal that "all tht' 
towns In Italtiinore and Anne Anindcl Comilios, with the River, 
Creeks, (Invea, tliereimto bebnftinjr, {savins: i" PatiLtent Uiver) tu be 
members iii tlie Port nt Annapnlifl." 

[ITUO.] A"ProspecttciAnnapolis" was laid off May 24, 1730. It 
■compriscl two lots of croiind, one willed Durand's Place, the other 
Woodohuroh's Rest. It was ro-sarveyed for Benj. Tasker. It lay oti 
the North Side of Severn, t 

[1715.] By act of 1715, oh. IV. the IjeKisIftturo reitemted its fturee- 
ment with Anthony, alias William Workman, in reiwrd to pivine him 
the privilosP of huiUlini: oti the lots beloiiping to Kins' William's 
.School, n house which wris to revert to the School at Wcirkmftii's diTtth. 
The m-l ili'itiovers thiit \)\i--t- three luts, that the sohonl was possessed 
of. In; "ti) the foot of the Stmlt House Ilill, on the Eastward there- 
of," .■irjd that Workman was an inn-keeper, and that, forereotinB and 
po doniitirifi the house allud d to the General Assembly, had erantoil 
him lilieHy and license "to keep an ordinary in said ITonsc, durinjt his 
nittnnU life, free and discharged from the payment of fine, then im- 
pose! liv law therefor." Workman came fmm Kent Island, then de- 
clared to he "in the county o( Talhot." Williiiin Fro.'nwn, brick- 
layer, of Philadelphia, in Pennsylvania, bnilt the honse. The same 
act, aJter reciting the difflonlty of getting the hiard of Rector, Gov- 
ernors, and Visitors of King William's School toeether to transact 
l^nsines?, enacted that five at the Inard on special occasion, could exe- 
cute the powers of the school. 

[1718,] In 1718, -th? Honorable Colonel William Holland. Colonel 
Thomas Addison, Capt. Daniel Mariarteo and Mr. Alexander War- 
field" were made Commissioners hy Act of Assembly, at the petition 
of the Oiri)or8tion of Annapolis, to lay ont ten acres of pnhlia land 
into half iiera iota "for the Better encouragement of poor Tradesmen 
to come and inhabit within the said city, and carry on their respective 
trades therein." These were laid off on Powder-Honse Hill and wert 
to be donated to any person or persona not an owner of property in 



who would build tt dwellind-hoiise upon the shiiih. If the 
lota were not takeu upnt the end of two years, UienuwnerBof property 
in the citj were allowtd to hnvo them. 

This addition wns culled "New Town." 

The GBiittml Asaemhly. by the Fame Act, appointed Jftinen ?Stoddard. 
Esq., to aorvey and Iny off the city of AiinapoliH. us the orifniial 

flat of the town which had lieeii majie by Kiehntd Beard, had baeii 
uraed when the State Ilnuae was destroyed by fire iiv 1704. 
Mr. Stoddard's survey made thi? town eoniain oue hundred and 
forty-two KorPM ; one hinidred and Gfty-tiiree square perohea, and two 
hundreil, nine and three quarters square feet. The State Hoiiae Cirale 
was laid down as eontaining 218.088 square feet, with a diameter 538 
(eet and a circumference of IISO. The Ohnroh Circle contained 94,- 
026 square feet, with a diameter of 340, and a ciromnferenee of 1087 

lOBt. 

Amonff those who were the first to liave lots surveyed, haslMen well 
preserved by records in the Land Office. After the i'ublie Circle, (State 
House Cirele, ) Church Cirele, and Market Space had been surveyed. 
Dr. Charles Carroll had resurveyed his lot lying on the north west 
side of Duke of Gloiioester street, and runninu to Market street. Thos. 
Maonemara had the second lotreaurreyod. It laid on the southwest 
side Duke of Gloucester street. He had five other lots resurveyed, all 
on the southwest side of Duke of Gloucester atreet. Thomas Bladen, 
Patrick Ogleby. Robert Thomas, Amos Garrett, Benj. Tasker, James 
Carroll, Samuel YonuK, .lohn Baldwin, Catherine Baldwin, CuL. 
Sam'l. Young', and Philip Lloyd are among the lot-ownera Ity the re- 
surrey of 1718. July 35, 1718. a lot was resurved tor St. Anne. It 
lay between Temple street and Doctor atreet. Temple street has 
pftSsed from memory, but Doctor street reinaius. 

[1730.] In 1730, an Act of Assemblj' was passed giving further 
time to the several tradesmen who originally took up the new lots 
within the addition to the raty of Annapolis, to inuiro'.e the same; 
and at the same session a grant was made to Mr. Edward Smith of 
oue hundred and twenty feet of ground in the City of Annapolis for a 
savryer's yard. 

[1733.] In 1733, the Assembly passed an Act "for the encourage- 
ment of learning and erecting schools in the several counties within 
this ProTinea." Under it Rev. Mr. Joseph Colebatch, Col. Samuel 
Tonng, William Lock, Esq.. Capt. Daniel Mariartee, Mr. Charles 
Hammond, Mr. Richard Warfleld, and John Beale, Esq.. were made 
the visitors of the schools of Anne Arundel. 

[1727.] In 1727, Mr. William Parks, of Annapolis, was authorinod 
to print a compilation of the laws of the Province. To this date there 
baa been no printer. Mr. Ridgely who wrote in 1841, says, "this col- 
lection of the laws of Mairland is' now nearly out of print — but few 
copies remaining — and is held by the few that own a copy of it as a 
rare and curious body of laws passed by our early legislators." 

[1728.] In 1728, "Henry Ridgely, Mordeooi Hammond, and John 
Welsoh, gentlemen," were empowered to lay out a lot of land, 60 feel 
in breadth on the water, 300 feet in length, and 3.^ feet wide at the 
bead of the land, being a part of a. lot formerly allotcd on which to 
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build a custom house. The corporation was given the fee-simple to 
the lot provided it built a market house thereon. This lot is the site 
of the present market house. 

[1733.] In 1733, the Legislature passed an Act giving £3,000 for 
purchasing convenient ground in Annapolis, for the use of the public, 
and for building thereon a dwelling house for the residence of the 
Governor. This was for a temporary residence. The Executive, 
Samuel Ogle, does not appear to have used the fund, and a further 
sum of £1,000 was added in 1742 to this, and Governor Bladen, era- 
powered to purchase fo\ir lots in the City of Annapolis, and to erect a 
building thereon as a residence for the Governor. From this act 
sprang McDowell Hall, St. John's College. 

[173G.] In 1736, Charles Hammond, Philip Hammond, Yachel 
Denton, Daniel Dulany, Esq., and Mr. Richard Warfield were em- 
powered to purchase a piece of ground within the town for a public 
school in Annapolis ; to contract for material and to employ workmen 
to build it. £1,500, current money, was voted by the Legislature 
for this work. 

[1740.] In 1740, is found the first Act of Assembly that brings to 
public a name that will be forever linked with the history of Maryland. 
Chapter 4, Acts of 1740, *'was for the speedy and effectual publication 
of the Laws of this Province, and for the encouragement of Jonas 
Green, of the City of Annapolis, printer."' For twenty-eight years, 
and until his death in 1768, Mr. Green continued the printer of the 
Province. He was a man of ready wit, large benevolence, and suc- 
cessful enterprise. His journal, the Maryland Gazette, is one of the 
fullest and most reliable sources of history left the State by the cor- 
roding touch of time. 

In the act that made Mr. Green the State Printer, he was required 
to print, stitch, and deliver a copy of the public laws, speeches, and 
answers made at the various sessions, and was directed to make 
marginal notes to the laws of the Legislature. He was also required to 
reside in Annapolis. Each county court was obliged to lay a tax of 
£15 yearly in their respective counties for the support of the State 
Printer. The office was for two years. 

The Legislative Records of this period contain numerous acts for 
the relief of languishing debtors lying in prison for their debts. There 
was quite (s, number so discharged from the Annapolis jail. 
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CHAPTER XXVII. 

The Second Newpapp:r Printed in Maryland. 

In that repository of archivovs — the IMaryland State Library — will be 
found nearly one hundred volumes of ''The Maryland' Gazette y*^ the 
second newspaper printed in Maryland. The dimensions of the Ga- 
zette were exceedingly modest, its pages, but four in number, 
measuring only nine and a half inches m length and seven and a half 
in width. 
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The Grst issue of (h« GazMe was dated Thursday, January 17th, 
1743: thi' luililishcr tmirig "Joubb Green, Post-raaster, tit the Printing 
office ill Charles street." who aimolinGed that it eontoinod "thetresll- 
est advices — Foreisrii jind Domestic." These advices were from Lon- 
don in thy pri'peiiins Angust and from Amsterdam, Frankfort, and 
Paris ill tha same moatb. and from Conatantinople as far back as 
Jnly. News from Boston bore date of November 12th. 1744, and that 
from New York was exactly one week later. 

In the news from Paris of Augnst 17, old style, was this item: "Sis 
of the most noted Fish-woiuen of this city, took the trouble to go to 
Metz as soon as tbey heard of the King's Illness, and made his Ma- 

S' sty a present of a Shirt and Night-Cap, which they had tonch'd to 
IB Shnno of St. Geneveve ; his Majesty slept in tham very comforta- 
bly, and the nest day found him mnch better. No doubt Shirt and 
Night-Cap toach'd by the Shrine of so preoions a Saint, contriliutwi 
much towards his Majosty's recovery." 

The last sentence appears to be the OazelWe. 

Then, as now, editors like Presidents, felt incumbent upon them 
to offer nn 'iiaugural address. Mr. Green, in mak-ing his bow to 
the public, said "the advantage of a newspaper • * * Ijeing 3i> 
nniveraally known, renders it unnecessary to recommend a thing of 
the kind: however, since it might be looked upon as unfashionable to 
usher niie into the world without a word or two by way of introductton, 
we shall * * * • givesoraeaceoontof ourdesign." "Onrintent," con- 
tinues the editor, "therefore, is to give the public a weekly account o( 
Cheinns[rejniLr][atQeoceuiTence8,foreignand domestic, which shall from 
tinit' to lime, come to our knowledge ; having always aprincipal re- 
gard til suth articles as nearest concern the Americftn Plantations in 
general, and the province of Maryland in particular ; ever observing 
The strictest justice and truth in relation of facts, and the ntmust 
disinterestedness and Impartiality in points of controversy. 

"And. in a dearth of news which, in this remote part of the world, 
may sometimes reasonably be espected. we shalL study to supply that 
defect by presenting our readers with the best materials we can poasi- 
hly collect : having always, in this respect, a due regard to whatever 
may conduce to the promotion of virtue and learning, the suppressioti 
of vice and immorality, and the Instruction oa well as entertainment 
of onr readers." 

The advertisements of the first issne were four in nunilier — one 
ofEering a reward for a strayed orstolenstallion: the second, advertis- 
ing a computation table for merchants ; the third placed on sale a 
work entitlrai, "A Protest against Popery, showing the purity of tha 
church of England, and Errors of the church of Rome." This adver- 
tisement is quoted entire ; "Lent sometime ago, but to whom is for- 
iot, a bound Book in Octavo intitled, News from the Dead, or True 
atehgence from the other World : On a Leaf preceding the title 
page is wrote: 'The Wicked borrow and never return.' The person 
who has it, is hereby dsstred to consider that Test, and I'estore the 
Book to the right owner." 

The subscription to the Gazette was twelve shillings, Marylaad 
curreuey, per annum. When the paper was furnished sealed and 
directed, two shillings additional were charged. "Advertisements of 
moderate length," were inserted at five shillings each ; subsequent 
insertions at one shilling each. •

volume, it wan able to eularge ; aud it coiitinueil to prosper and in- 
creasti in size duwa to ISiJB, when it had become a joiiroal of very 
resppatablo ditnensioiis. It was, in tbnC year, discontinued. 

Its pages reflect the history of the province ; ils columns show the 
ways nnd thoai;hts ot the early IHUrylandors. 

The Brsi volume (lontaina maoy advertisements for rnn-awar aer- 
vants. such as "a negro boy, named Edward Mills," "an Irisn ser- 
vant-mim, Alexander McCoy." The rewards for their capture ranged 
from "being well rewarded," to tea pounds. The descriptions of 
runaways ivere pointed, and did not mince matters. Sarah Manro 
advertised EUzabetli trijwdor, a mn-away, "as an English convict 
servant, =■ * • upwards-ot forty years o£ age, pretty tall and round' 
shouldered, her liuir very grey, and lias been lately cut oQ ; but, it 
is supposed, she lias got a tower to wear instead ot it." Thomas Wood 
was advertised as being "3 feet, ten inches high, lias a fresh com- 
plexiou, short brown hair, and one of his teeth broken. • * • He 
goes by the name of John Wilson * • • « and has got a puss which 
he has forged, of which he is very capable, as he flrrites a good hand, 
and is a sly ounning fellow." John Jones, "a mulatto fellow," was 
advertised as "about 30 yiiars old, hasa deep dimple in his chin and 
a likely pleasant look, aud isa mighty singer." The descriptions of 
their wearing apparel were as minute. 

An advertisement in October, 174^, auiiuiinced, "next Spring a 
caravan will be set up to go from said places, (Charlottetown and 
Fatapsoo,) to York, Tiancaster, and Philadelphia^ for the conveyenoy 
of Passengers, Goods, letters, &c." Six months public notice was 
thus given of a journey that now can be made from those points to 
Philadelphia in six or eight hours : 

Nostrums were duly advertised in those pastoral times. In the issue 
of September 13, 1T45, one, Francis Torres gave out in a flaming 
adviii'tiseinent, a page aud a quarter in length, that he had possessiou 
of certain Chinese stones and powders which had cured "Bheumatism, 
Qout, Bite of Venemous Snake, Cancers, Swellings, Pleurisy, Tooth- 
ache, Headache, and numerous other diseases, simply by an outward 
application of the remedies." The announcement was followed by a 
long number of cortiHcates of persons, (which practice continues antil 
this day,) who had seen cures made, or had themselves been healed, 
by these "chemical compositions," Some uertifled to seeing six per- 
sons cured of rattlesnake bites, one of lieing cured of tooth-ache, one 
of pain in the feet, one of a cancer being cured, and thus, throughout 
the list, the marvelous healings ran. 

But "Monsieur Torres" was not allowed to sell in peace his Chinese 
cure-alls at twenty-five shillings per stone and bag. A correspondent, 
in the Oazelfe, of November 6, stated that "if any one could not afford 
the price charged for these articles, they should go to a cutler's shop, 
there you will find a remnant of buck-horn, cut oS probably from a 
piece that was too long for a knife handle, saw and rasp it into what- 
ever shape you pleaso, and then burn it in hot embers, and you will 
hare Mons. Torres. Ctiinese stones which will stick to a wet finger, a 
fresh sore, &c., &c., &c., and have all the virtues of — a new tobacco 
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The Gazette, paid some attention to local mutters ; coneiderably more 
tf> legislative prooeedings. Its ooiumos, in 174B, contnined the 
corrpspondBiicB between the Governor aiid the Legislature when tbey 
were at variance abant the imposition of a tax on to^oco, vhicb the 
(rcw-emor and council of State had imposed without Eheauthorily of the 
LegiBlaturo. Several sharp mpsaages uwscd liotween them, ftod contro- 
versy ended in the dissolution of the iiegislatnrB by the Executive. 

The marvelous pervaded the columns of newspapers theu as well 
as in thew times. Thus we hear from Dorchester wiunty, that, in th* 
great snow in December last, a poor man standing upon the Umb ol a 
tree, with a broad axe in his hand, cutting off some boughs for fire- 
wood, his t'lot slipped, and he tumbled down, and fallingiipon the edge 
of the axe, (which was kept uppermost by the snow,) liia breast was. 
cut open quite the whole broiidth of the axe, and his lungs came out. 
A surgeon, being appUed to In a few days, made a perfect cun of, him." 

In the date of June 3, 1746, the (iazetfe. published this item : "The 
following article, having been transmitted wilh a desire to have it in- 
serted in this paper, it is therefore, without any alteration, submitted 
to the judgment of the people : 

" 'On Sjttiirday, May 34. 174*!. twa men of repute, fishing off Kent 
Island, at)out four o'clock in the afteruoon, the weather clear and 
calm, they ^w to their surprise, at a small distance, a man, about Qve^ 
feet high, walking by them on the water, at if on dry land. Ha 
crossed over from Kent to Talbot county about the distance of four 
miles."" 

The attention that was paid to foreign news was very great. Al- 
most the entire [laper, number after uumljer, was filled with news 
from important plttocfi of the old world. These clippings show a de- 
cidedly Protestant cast of sentiment. The following is an account ot 
a procession observed at Deptford, Bngkmd, in 1745, honor of the 
Kmg's birthday; 

"I. A Highlander, in his proper dress, carrying on a pole a pair of 
wooden shoes, with IJiis motto : 

The Newest Make From PisiB. 

"II. A Jttsuit in his proper dress, carrying on the point of a long 

flaming sword, a banner with this inscription in large Capital letters : 

IsquisiTioN, Flames, and Damkation. 

"III. Two Capauchin Friars, properly shaved, habited and ac- 
coutred with ilogging iioloa, beads, and crucifixes, &c. fhie or them 
bore, on a high pole a bell, 'Slassboolt, and caudles, to curse the Brit- 
ish nation with ; the other carried a large standard with this inscrip- 

fsDULeescES Cheap as Dibt. 

Murder Nine-pence. 

Adultery '. Nine-pence half pence. 

Reading the Bible A thousand poundii. 

Fornication Four pence half penny (arthing. 

Perjury Nothing at all. 

RebeUion A Beward or draw-back of thirteen pence halt 

penny Scots money. 
"IV. The pretender with a ribbon, a nosegay, &c., riding upon an 
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ass, supported by a Frenchman on the right, and Spaniard on left, 
each dressed to the height of the newest modes from Paris and Madrid. 

**V. The Pope riding upon his bull. 

**The procession was preceded and closed by all sori;s of rough 
music, and after a march round the town, the Pope and the pretender 
were committed to the flames according to custom, but not 'til they 
had been first confessed, absolved, and purged with holy water, by 
the Jusuit. The several actors played their parts with great drollery, 
and the only token of affection to popery which the spectators gave 
was a liberal collection to the money-boxes of the begging friars.'* 

The character of the education, then available in the Province of 
Maryland, is learned from an advertisement in the *'Gazette." Mr. 
Peter Robinson advertised that at his school in Upper Marlborough, 
Prince George's county, reading, writing, arithmetic, geometry, cos- 
mography, astronomy, merchants' accounts, "or the art of book-keep- 
ing after the Italian manner," and algebra, were taught : also the 
description and use of "sea-charts, maps, quadrants, forestaffs, 
nocturnal protractor, scales, Coggershalls' rule sector, gauging rod, 
universal ring dials, globes, and other mathematical instruments." 

The hard, persecuting spirit of those times is evidenced by a para- 
graph taken from the same issue in which Mr. Robinson's advertise- 
ment appeared : 

"Annapolis : — Last week some persons of the Romish communion 
were apprehended, and upon examination were obliged to give 
security." 

The same mind was shown in the needless cruelties inflicted upon 
criminals. 

In the issue of Friday, June 14, 1745, was this item : "Last week 
at Talbot County Court, a Negro man was sentenced to have his right 
hand cut oil ; to be .^.anged, and then quartered ; for the murder of 
his overseer, by stabbing him, a few days before with a knife." 

Another — "On Friday last Hector Grant, James Ilorncy, and Ether 
Anderson were executed at Chester in Kent county, pursuant to their 
sentence for the murder of their late master. The men were hanged, 
the woman burned. They died penitent, ac'knowlodi2:ing their crimes, 
and tlie justice of their i)unis]inient." The latter sentence commends 
itself to the sainted murderers of today. 



CHAPTER XXVIII. 

Annapolis in 1745. 



The members of the House of Delegates for this year from Anne 
Arundel were Major Henry Hal!, Dr. Charles Carroll, Mr. Philip 
Hammond, and Mr. Thomas Worthington. For Annapolis City, 
Capt. Robert Gordon, and Dr. Charles Stewart. 

On Wednesday, May 15th, 1745, James Barret was executed at An- 
napolis for the murder of John Cain in Baltimore county, perpetrated 



xtaAfir tho [c)llowins; cireumstaiiceB ; Cain, Barret, ami another man, 
all three irf them convicts, were engaged ia petty tliievinE, and Cain 
was employed to Bell Bome wool for them. He did it for eighteen 
pence ; and, on his refusal, after several demands to give hia compftn- 
JOBS their share of it, they drew lota who should kill him. It fall 
upon Barret, and he in&oted a wonnd npon him with a knife, from 
which he died in nine weeka. Barret appenred at his trial about the 
first of April without remorse, bnt, at his esecution, he "seemed peni- 
tent for his Kns ; implictUy confessed the fact for which he suffered ; 
admonished the apeotators to avoid drunkenness and possiou, and de- 
clared he forg^re, and died in charity with all mankiad."* 

Slave eatohiiig thrived in the province in these times. The records 
tall of one John Irwin, who was well koown in the province, "particn- 
larly for his wonderful dispatoh and integrity in taking up runaways, 
and his remarkable good nature in sometimes helping them off. It 
will be left to a certain class of moralists to determine which of these 
traitsled him to vommit a robbery and murder on the public highway 
in Scotland, whieh he expatiated by his lite atEdinbnrg, Nov. 1744." 

On Tuesday the llith, of July, 1745, there were great demonstrations 
of joy, such as the "Bring of guns and drinkings of healths Sm." 
made at AunapoUs over the reduction of liouisburg by tlie New Eng- 
land and English troops. The newspaper of the capital gave great 
space to the account of this capture, showing how keen an interest 
tne people felt in the iwhievement. 

On the 4th ot August, 1745, Sunday, a severe storm passed over An- 
napolis doing great damogu to it. A house was struck, and a man 
ana his wife severely injured ; other persons, in and near the town, 
were also hui't. Several nattle wereMlledin the country. The storm 
was particularly severe towards South River. Id this seotion three 
riders luid just leit their horses standing under a tree and had retired 
to the house for shelter, Vhen all of the horses were struck by light- 
Iiing and killed. 

On the ISth of August, a lad, aged 12 years, William Watson was 
knoekod overboard by the boom of a schooner within Qreeubury's 
Point and drowned. On the 2r)th of the same month two "servent 
man," one belonging to Mr. Tootell and one to Mr. Inch were upset 
in a canoe on Spa Creek, and drowned. 

On the 13th of September, James Briscoe, of St. Maiy's county, \ 



t. Gordon. Esq., was chosen mayor of the city in October. 
In this year the ship William and Anne, ot Annapolis, Oapt- Stra- 
«han was captured — it is supposed by the Preucli — tnen at war with 
Elngland — on her passage to London, and ransomed for 1,500 guineas. 
On Thursday, Deoeraber, 30th, a flrebroke outaboutmidnightinthe 
residence ot Mr. Gibsi)n, in Annapolis, whioh. notwithstaniling all possi- 
'ble assistance, ontlreiy eonsumed the same, with all the furniture 
weariug apparel, and out-houses. Two negroes, a man and a woman, 

Srish^ in the flames -, the rest of the family narrowly escaping with 
eir lives. "It ia thought tiiis melancholy aQcident was oocasioned 
by the negroes carrying coals up stairs to hght their pipes with." 
Friday, Decemlier 7, Hobt. Gordon, Esq., and Walter Dulany were 
■ Marvliuid a>ietle. 
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unanitDOUsIf okctod dulegntes to the General Assoinblj to represent 
AnmtpoUs. 

On Atondnj, August 5th, 1745, the Ifarjiand Legialntiire began n 
called session in Annapolis. A greater number of delegates na 
never knuwn to l» in attendence at the first ^Ay of tUe sesHion. CoL 
Gdward Sprigg was unanimoualj elected speaker und Major WilliAm 
Tilghman appointed t^krk. The Goremor, Thomas Bladen, Esq., ap' 
proved their election. It is thus seen the Oovemor hn<l an important 
prerogative in the ITouae — the re]'octioD o( its elected olBeera. 

"The session," said the Governor in his speech to the House, "was 
ooottsionod hj a letter I luive received from the Governor of Neir 
England, whieh shall be litid before you. You wilt find by it, that 
ne are called upon to give our asaistanne t-owarda securing to thU 
obedience of our Sovereign the late acquisition of Onpe Breton." 
After expressing his belief that the body trould not be wanting in 
patriotiam in the matter, Gov. Bladen ooncludBd.his speech, with 
"This service requiring the first place in consultations, and thd 
speediest dispatch, 1 shall postpone the mention of any other Matters 
to you, 'til we tiavo disoharfred onr dutieB upon this point." 

The Upper House of the Legislature in a brief address assured Govj 
Bladen the were ready to give all assistance in their power to aid iu 
securing Louisburg orCape Breton to obedience to their common sov- 
erign ; and were ready to show on all occasions their duty and zeal tot 
his Majesty's caiLse. 

GrOT.Blailen briefly replied tothe Upper House ; "Gentlemenoftho 
Upper House of Assembly, I thank you for your address, whioh oa":-' 
not but be very agreeable to me. as it conflrras mc in the good opinion 
I have of your duty and afEection to his Majesty, and zeal for hla 

On Wi'dniisday the 7th, the Lower House, or House of DelegateB 
inade tlieir reply. The peculiar phraseology oE the first fiart ot the 
Bret, sentence is noticeable. "May it please youb Exoellbncy, We 
his Majesty's must dutiful and loyal subjects, the Delegates of thtt 
FreiTucn of Maryland, in this present Asseii.bly convened, take teava 
to afiknowk'dge the favour ot your excellency's speech at the opening 
of this sessi.m, and yonr goodness in communicating to ns Gov. Shir- 
ley's letter, whereby we have the pleasing news of the Reduction of 
Xionisburg or Capo Breton, to his Majesty'soliedienoe." They added 
although exempted from the call for troops, they would proceed to- 
raise a snpjiort, and promised to give this business their first atten- 

On Friday, Gov. Bladen returned this brief answer: "Gentlemen of 
the Lower House of Assembly. It is a real satisfaction to me to find 
by yo'ir address that you are resolved to act like good subjects, faith- 
ful reprusenratives, and true lovers of your country." 

Thus tar all was well ; but behitici the Governor's anxiety to secure 
an appropriation for supplies for Louisburg wasanoxocntive skeleton* 
He wanted the supplies voted at once. That was all, it appearB.- 
that he desireil. then he had the Legislature in his power. He had 
the right of diasoluiion in his hand. So, if the Legislature waa tur^ 
hulent afterward, he could prorogue them, and not disappoint his 
wishes, but to send themembershomebefore the supplies were granted 
wonUldefeat the very object for whieh they were called together. The 



Lowei' Ilnuse, on whioh its soeHiB (IbvoIvbiI the biirdeu and the honor 
of defpTiiliiiff tlie riKhta of the "Freeraeii of Maryland" were as wb!l 
aware ot this pitfall, as was the Governor who set it. They did not 
intt'ud to stop in it. 

On the evening; of the 7th, probably aEter the other mild and agree- 
able address had been presented t« Gflremor Bladen, the following ad- 
ditional one sraa passed hy the Lower House : "'May it please yonr 
Bxeelloney, J t appearing to this House, that there has been assessed 
and levied by order of yonr Eieejlency and cnunoil, the sum of one 
pound of Tobacco, on every taxable person withui this Province ; and 
to force the collection thereof an. esecntion hath been put into the 
hands of the respective sheriffs : But in as much as it is not known 
to this House, hy what Power or authority yonr escellency and their 
Honors have done th^ rarae, we hnmbly pray your exoelleney will 
please to order to be laid before this House, the authority by whioh 
the said tax hath been assessed, levied, and execution issued for the 

On the I3th another address was sent to his exoelleiicy. It read : 
"May it please your Excellency, We bog leave to represent to yoiu-ex- 
oellency, that, as the several Naval OfliGers of this province do. hy vir- 
tue of sundry acts of Assembly. coUeet larpe sums of Money tor the use 
nt the public, we pray your Excellency will be pleased to acquaint ua 
whether they give any bond for tlio due execution of their trusts in 
their oQlijes, and if any, where lodged. As also to canse the same, or 
authentic copies thereof, to be laid before the House." 

The Governor ignored for a time these twoaddrassesfrom the Lower 
House, but sharply rebuked that body on the 13th 1iy the following 



"Gentlemen of the Lower House of Assembly, You have now sat 
above a week, and no hill has yet been offered tome, or by whjit I canr 
ftnd, sent to the Up|>er House for the pnrpose, 1 so earnestly recom- 
mended at our Srst meeting, and which brought us together at thia- 
season ol the year. This Delay is the most extraordinary, as yon 
have, in your address iTi answer tfl my speech at the opening of the 
seiision, made the greatest professions ot loyalty to oui gtaoious eov- 
erign, and zeal to the common cause, and you cannot but know, that 
the greatest dispatch is absolutely necessary, to render wtiatover you 
shall think Dt to cotitributc. of real use. This is a truth not to be de* 
nied, and, therefore, it is that I postpone the mentioning any other 
(natter to yon 'till we shall have discharged ourduties upon this Point ; 
which might very easily have been done in two or three days. I am 
sensible that what is passed cannot bo remedied, and that all I can do 
is to remind )»on of your duty : therefore I earnestly exhort you, aa- 
yon regard his Majesty's honor and service, and your own reputation, 
to discharge it without farther loss ot time." 

Undismayed hy attacks upon their loyally to their sovereign or in- 
sinuations against their personal reputation, the members of the 
Lower Housh, nndei' date of the 15th, made this manly reply ; 

"May it please your Excellency, Whatever constmction you are 

tiletiaed to put upon our actions, we assure you. that our unfeigned 
oyalty to his Majesty will never permit ua to give the least delay to 
anything that relates to his service, and this is apparent hy the early 
IS resolve of onr House, to raise a sum of money for the 
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support of his garrison at Cape Breton : And accordingly a bill to 
that end is in as great forwardness as the subject matter would ad- 
mit, and will, with the utmost expedition, be sent to the Upper House. 
Were we inclined to think of any other than a fair and upright be- 
havior in your excellency, we conceive there is equal room to suspect 
a delay on your part ; as you have had before you our address relating to 
the authority by which your excellency and his lordship's council have 
levied upon the people one pound of tobacco per poll, near as long as 
the affair for support of Cape Breton hath l>een under our considera- 
tion, and we should think it less difficult for your excellency to say 
by what authority that tobacco was levied, than it is for us to find 
out ways and means effectually to answer the service of his majesty 
with the greatest ease to the people. 

"As what we are about to do for the service .of our most gracious 
sovereign is the result of our own free will, we are determined not to 
be diverted from that method of proceeding, whereby we hope to 
render it most useful and agreeable." 

The quarrel was now fully itiaui^urated and the irate Governor was 
not long in making a reply to this independent address. The next 
day, the 16th, Gov. Bladen sent this message to the Lower House : 
**Were I to judge of your address by the reasoning, language, and 
style of it, I should put no other construction upon it, but that you 
were at a loss how to defeat the service you are met upon, and that 
you were resolved to treat me with the utmost indecency and ill man- 
ners, merely to furnish yourself with a pretence, that you were di- 
verted from the method of proceeding that would have rendered your 
services most useful and agreeable to his majesty. 

"But, as you say, you are determined not to be so diverted, let 
your proceeding's give evidence of the sincerity of your words, and I 
shall rejoice at it, and shall willingly lose the remembrance of your 
extraordinary behavior towards myself in the pleasure I shall receive, 
when I shall see your actions correspond with the prof ession you make 
of duty to his Majesty and affection for his service : This is the great 
point you are met upon, and I must say, you have already let so much 
time go by, that you have no more to lose, if you really mean to act 
like good subjects and avoid an odious distinction that must inevita- 
bly be made between the behavior of a Maryland Lower House of As- 
sembly and that of all the other colonies, who have been applied to 
on this important business. 

"As for not giving you an answer to your address in relation to the 
levy of one pound of tobacco per poll, I have deferred i; purely in 
respect to his Majesty's service which ought to have en.G^rosscd our 
whole attention, and which, if it had, would have sav^d the pain of 
answering an address of so strange a nature as what you have sent 
me this day, which 1 know to be the i)roduction of a few. So to a 
a few, very few, do I impute it." 

Three days after, the Legislature voted £1,000 towards the support 
of the garrison at Cajje Breton. They had before made an appropria- 
tion to this service of £2,01)0. Thus they showed their loyalty to 
their sovereign, whilst they maintained their rights as freemen. 

Once in the arena, the Freemen of Maryland, by then* representa- 
tives, were dis])osed to bring their recalcitrant governor to the torture 
block, and to answer for real or imaginary delinquencies. On the 21st, 
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•after reciting in an address to the governor that the people of Mary- 
land were **burthened with many taxes and charges, they reminded 
.him there were certain fines, forfeitures and amerciaments, which 
•ought to be appropriated to the support of the government, and, as 
there have been no accounts been rendered to the House of Delegates 
-for many years, they desired accounts of them from "1715 to this 
time." 

On the 23rd of the month, the delegates of Maryland sent his ex- 
cellency another address. It was brief and pointed. It read : 

**May it please your Excellency, You not being pleased hitherto to 
give us an answer to a former address of this House, requesting you 
would order to be laid before us, by what authority your excellency 
And his lordship's council have caused to be levied on the people of 
this Province one pound of tobacco per poll, we humbly presume to 
renew our application to your excellency for that purpose. 

**And we do hope this request will be the more readily complied 
with, as it is the desire of the whole representative body of the people 
of Maryland." 

That day Gov. Bladen sent three messages to the Lower House in 
reply to the addresses of that body. In the first he said that the tax 
of one pound of tobacco was levied "by virtue of an act of Assembly, 
for the ordering and regulating the militia of this province for better 
defence and security thereof, which you will find in the bodv of laws, 
page 101." 

In regard to the naval officers' bond, the Governor said they were 
^*lodged" with hira, and he had ordered copies to be laid before the 
House. 

As to the fines and forfeitures paid since 1715, that were appro- 
priated by the Legislature for the support of the Goverinnent, the 
governor said that he took it ''for granted, that the agents, who re- 
ceived them, have accounted for them to the Lord Proprietary, to 
whom only they were accountable." The same reasoning and man- 
ner of reply was made as to the fines and forfeitures of common law. 
The Governor closed his communications witli "and if there was any 
occasion to lay such accounts before the Lower House of Assembly, 
as you desire, which I think there is not, it would be a very difficult 
task on me to procure such accounts, because several of the gentle- 
men who have been agents, are dead, and I am not acquainted with 
their executors or administrators. The same reasons will reach the 
amerciaments, and, therefore, I need not add anything more relating 
to them." 

The governor's replies in regard to the l)onds of naval officer, and the 
fines, forfeitures, and amerciaments api)ear to have been satisfactory ; 
but not that in regard to the levying of the tobacco tax by himself 
and council. 

On September second, the Lower House sent the longest paper of 
the corrcs[)ondence to the Governor, in which it recited the act by 
which the governor claimed to lay the tax, and stated that, as this act 
was one supplemental to one enacted to be in force for three years, its 
authority had long since expired. "And although," the address con- 
tinued, "this be our opinion on that point, we take leave further to ob- 
strve to your excellency, that if the said act were in its full force, yet 
it does not appear to us, that your excellency and the honorable 
board, have acted agreeable to the letter, meaning, or intention thereof. 
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"It gives us great coneuni to liave soy cause of coiiiplatiit aigaiiist 
or difference with your exoeUencj, aud that honorable board, and 
theretore truly «i<ih and hope to find, that the welfare and ease ol 
the people may. and will. l>o the measure and rule of acting. 

"We, therefore, hope you will agree with ua, that it is a high in- 
Iringement on the liberties of the people ol Maryland tj) lev^ anjr 
tAxes oD them umkr color of law, aa not only wo, but our constitu- 
ents generally conceived has been done in this oase.'*"

CHAPTEB XXIX. 
AssAPOiJS A Centdry Old. 

[1749,] Mr. Allen, in his brochure of St. Anne's Parish, says o( 
Annapolis at this period ; 

"At this date ^1749,1 one hundred years had passed away since the 
emigraijtH from Virginia had settled m the territory of tins parish. 
And it may be worth while to take pasaitig retrospect of the ohftuges 
here during this period. The orignuil inhabitants, the Indians, were 
all^one. The Puritans, they too, as such, were no longer heard of, 
their places of worship were desolate, and their graveyards— where 
^re they ? At their Proctor's Landing, a city had grown up ; it was 
the seat of Government for the province. The State Uonse, theChurch, 
the School Houses, and magiiiliaent dwellings, some of which still re- 
main," had taken the place of the log-hut of the emigrant and the 
wigwam of the Indian. Luxury, faahiou, and commerce, with their at- 
tendant dissipations and extravagance, had taken the place of the 
seTBre and stem simplicity of the early settlers. The battles and 
w»re of its first days had Iwen forgotten, and the full congregations 
worshipping at the Parish Church and the Chapel at the head of tha 
Serem, show that Puritanism had passed away. And this last men- 
tioned change what had produced it 7 The descendants of the early 
Puritans were not a tevr, aud many of them were still here ; but were 
they Puritans? How came all this? Was it that there were lacking 
in Puritanism the elements of perpetuity? True, in reluming to the 
chntch which their fathers Lad left,- they sacrificed no doctrinal belief ; 
still, the ecclesiastical government and the forms of worship, winch 
their ancestors had called by such harsh names, and so ntterly repu- 
diated, were the same. Certainly, then we are left to the conclusion 
that while the Church of England did embody whatever was neexlfuf 
to self-preservation and purig', the system which had here pfiaseil 
away, did not possess them. For could earnestness and zeal and de- 
votion have preserved them, they had continued to flourish." 

As spiritual changes hud taken place in the Church — so in material 
rndtters, marked transitions hfld nooiirred, A hmiilred years hiul 
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-gisun tlie inatfihlock ot tha Marylamier for the iiuiver ot the Indian ; 

-the pinnace for the carine : the printing press for pictorial ohroniclea : 
skilled tillage fur 'lie niitlirifty hunt ; Alriean slavery for savaffe 
liberty : tho mee-i^uursc fur the wrestling match ; the sohoiil for the 
wur-daiiee : siilistftul iai (■iliBtes for the wiffwam : the grand ritual of 
a mighty Church for the artiBss appeal to the Great Spirit : the busy 
throli of an important Capital for the still-bunt of the SBvajfe. 

The oiit4ook of the oity was fair and promising — its merchauts had 

. secured the chief trade ot the province : ships from all seas came to 

itsharlwr; its endowed bcUooI educated its citineiis lor iriiportaut 

esitions ', its thought made the mind of the province ; the «ayety ot 
inhaWtants and their love of refined pleasure had developed the 
race-course, tlio theatre, and the ball-room ; — their love nf Ipariiing 
the t/azeltf and King William's School : — creations and enterprises 
that made the province famouH, in after years, as the cientre of the 
social pleaiiirts, of tbeoultiire, iindol the refinement .if the American 
»i«lonie» 
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[1740.] .faiiUHry 38, the ship Aurora, Captain rickemiiu, from Hol- 
landi arrived at Annapolis with nearly 300 Palatines. t Four died on the 
passage of twelve weeks. 

Saturday. Match 8, from 10 to 12 o'clock, there wast a romarkabis 
Aurora boreslia at Annapolis. "It extended a full quarter of the 
compass, and in some places resembled a red-hot ov(!n. The corusca- 
tiioas, or streams of light, which were uumerous, and continually 
shanging shape and situation, reached near 50 degrees towards the 

KEIlitll." 

The importance of Antia{jolis in the province at this time can be 
seen from the fact that Baltimoreans wore obliged to do their adver- 
tising in the Annapolis paper — thedaielle, — ^the only journal then 
printed in Maryland. 

On Tuesday, ;he Gth uf May, the long boat of the ship Richmond, 
was upset about three miles from ToUey's Point.and the b<«tswain, gun- 
ner, and three others were drowned. About a week afterwards their 
bodies washed ashore near Annapolis.

1. To prevent nuisances. 

8. To ascertain the allowance to jurias for verdicts. 

S. To oblige officers to attend to their duties. 
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4. To prevent the dangers which may happen by the firing of chim- 
neys. 

5. For security of the peace. 

6. To prohibit keeping sheep, hogs, or geese, or useless cattle, or 
horses within the town fence ; except in styes and inclosures. 

7. To prevent accidents by fire. 

8. For the encountgeraent of tradesmen. 

9. To prevent vexatious suits for small debts. 

10. To subject such persons as shall hereafter be elected Sheriffs of 
Annapolis to a fine, if they shall refuse to undertake the execution of 
said office. 

11. To prevent the dangers and accidents which may arise from 
building, beaming, or graving ships, sloops, boats, and other vessels. 

12. To prevent the entertaining and harboring of slaves 

13. To prevent sundry irregularities within the city of Annapolis. 

14. For repair of the 'public streets and other purposes therein men- 
tioned. 

15. To repeal all former by-laws 6f this corporation. 

June 13, tliree persons were fined £20 each by the Anne Arundel 
Court, held at Annapolis, for drinking the Pretender's health. 

On July Gth, the schooner Peggy, bound for Annapolis, with pas- 
sengers, was struck by lightning near Sharp's Island, the mainmast- 
was rent from top to bottom. Ten persons lay for some time as dead. 
On recovering their conciousness they were seized with violent vomit- 
ings. The cabin was filled with a sulphurous smell. 

The Gazette^ of the issue of July 15, says : "The gentlemen belong- 
ing to the ancient South River Club, to express their loyalty to his 
Majesty, on the success of the inimitable Duke of Cumberland's ob- 
taining a complete victory over the Pretender, and delivering us from 
persecutions at home, and popery and invasion from abroad, have ap- 
pointed a grand entertainment to be given at their Club House on 
Thursday next. An example worthy the imitation of all true loyal 
subjects." 

On Wednesday night, September 2nd, about midnight. Dr. Charles 
Carroll lost a warehouse by fire, **the third disaster of the kind," 
which had befallen him in eight months. Loss £600 sterling. 

On the 15th of September, three companies set sail, in high spirits, 
from Annapolis, to engage in the contemplated reduction of Canada by 
the English. The Captains were Campbell, Croftis, and Jordan. 
The men had attained great proficiency in drill. The practice of ap- 
pealing to the ruler of the universe for success in arms was in vogue 
in Maryland. The editor of the Gazette says of this embarkation and 
enterprise : **This important affair must excite, in every true subject, 
a hearty zeal and ardour in his prayers, that the Great God op Hosts 
would crown their enterprise with success." Small caps are the 
editors. 

Monday September 29, Michael Macnemara was elected Mayor of 
Annapolis. 

Wednesday, November 5th, the great Whitfield visited Annapolis. It 
was a day of thanksgiving. He preached a sermon from Prov. XIV, 
28 ; "Righteousness exalteth a nation." As the service ended, the 
ornament at the back of the Speaker's pew, gave way, and struck ' 
several gentlemen. Two were hurt severely. The fall was occasioned 
by a heavy gust of wind. 
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During ihis year tlio fiUwp Molly, of AHtmpoliB, ChiirlHS Giles, com- 
mander, bound to Barbadoos, waa eaptured by a Preneh privateer. 

[1747.] TufiBdajf, JanuarrB, waslauneheda very fine andlareeHhip, 
belonging to Mr. William Robert; of Annapolis. She was called the 
flumiipy and Long, after the names of the Builders, and would carry 
700 hogsheads of tobaciio. 

On January 29, Sheriff William Thornton, by order of Anne Arundel 
County Court, offered lor sale to the highest bidder, two men in his 
enstody. for hia fees. 

The Maryland Gazette, of March 3, says, "on Monday last week, ar- 
rived in Patusent, Capt. Isaac Johns, from London, which place ha 
left the 13th of Deeomber last. We have not yet learned of any ni 



whom were the Captains German Cole for Patuxent, and Grindell and 
Creagh for Patapsco. He also brings advice, that bis Excellency 
Saranel Ogle, Esq., with his Lady and Family, is on board the same 
Man of War, bound hither, with a eomniiEsion to resame the Govern- 
ment of this Provinee ; his Escellencythe present Governor designing 
for Rajrland this Spring." 

On ilaroh !), Thomas Williamson, advertised that "he gives good 
eiicDiiragemeiit to [nea, women, and ehildren, that can be aiding and 
assisting In the business of making diu^k and osnabrigs : especially 
spinners,"' 

By letters from London, the ifatetie, of Marcli 17, aays, we [earn 
that the Snow Glasgow, Capt. Montgomery, and the Ship Prince 
George, Capt. Coulter, both bound hither, were taken the 10th of 
September last, about 50 leaguea from the Capes, by four Frenchmen 
(rf war from the West Indies, who, after they nad taken out the goods, 
burnt both the vessels. 

Stephen West, Jr., advertisedinMarchoI this j'ear for persons who 
"are skilled in spinning of Hemp tor sail-cloth, osnabrigs, sacking, or 
cordage ; and weaving of sail cloth, &c.. or laying of rope, having all 
materials iu readiness for earrying on the hnsineas. ' ' 

A tonoh of Baltimore's growing r^>iiirneiviftl importance was felt at 
this time, the fj-azeiiv of TuesiUiy, Mnrch 24, iirgumentatively saying : 
"Last Saturday sailed out of Severn KJver, the Ship Britannia, Capt. 
John Hutchinson, for Loudon, having on l«ard 1004 hogsheads of to- 
bacco, consigned to Mr. John Hamburg. The great dispatch which 
has been made in the loading of that large ship, being but Uttle more 
than two months (all our navigation being stopped for many weeks iu 
the winter,) and the dispatch which those ships that load in that 
river commonly made, is enough to make one wonder that so many^ go 
further up the Bay into Patapsco to load, where the navigation is so 
much more difficult, and nmat consequentljr take much longer time ; 
and where we are well informed the worm bites as bad as in Severn." 

The Brig, Raleigh, late the Raleigh Privateer, Capt. Samuel All vne, 
from Annapolis, with 5,QW bushels of wheat for Madeira, ran ashore 
and bilgul on Willoitghty's Point in Virginia, on the Slst of Maroh at: 
night. The vessel and cargo were lost, and the crew saved with much, 
difficulty. 

During April of this year, "some villians broke into the Conneil 
House in this city, and stole some of the arms. His BxceUeuoy, thw

On Thursday nisUt the 13th or May, "died hpre.aftera short illness. 
Miss Anne OkIb. eldest danghter of his Escelleney, ourGoi'ernor, a 
very hopeful and proDiisirif; young lady, eudowed with a surprising wit 
and every endearing quality, beyond most of her lender years ; andis 
greatly lamented." 

Wednesday May 1, a negro man, named Tom. was cxer^u ted here for 
a burRlary, of which he had l)*en convicted at the preeeeding County 
Court ill March. 

On .Sunday, July 13th, last, two very hopeful ohiliiren, the eldest 
sons of Mr. William Reynolds, hattur, of this pbu'c. one of them T. 
the other 6 years of age, were drowned. Their hoilies were soon after 
taken up. 

Among the Acts, passed at the late Session, wa^ one "for repairingaiid 
ninendiug the puhlic and county goal, in the city of Annapolis." AIm, 
one for the speedy and effectual publication nt the Lawn of this 
''Provinces and for the encouragement of .Jonas Green, Printer." 

On Tuesday, ,lnly 28th last. "Mr. Nicholas Maccubbin, of Annapo- 
lis, merchant, wnit married to Miss Mary Carroll, only daughter of 
Dr. Charles Cdrroil, a young gentlewoman blessed with every good 
qnaliftcatiou, having a handsome fortune." 

A number of the Bebeh, imported in the ship Jnhiisim, into Ostord, 
were brought to Annapolis ahput this time and were put upon sale. 

On the 3rd of August, the body of Bliaha Witliams was touud 
drowned — servant to John Senhouae. An inquest was held, the 
coroner, at the time, charging "the too often rigorous usjige and Dl- 
treatment of masters to servants, whereby it very often happened, 
that such ill-usage was the causage nt many servants matiiug an end 
of themselves one way or other." The jurj^lhen took evidenoe. 
What was the exact result of their labors it is (HtBoult to say, as the 
only record there is at hand is the (fazetWa aocnunt given in the fol- 
lowing clouded style ; "The jury gave the following yetdiet ; viz: 
That by his having been lately ill-used by Hannah Senhouse. his mis- 
tress, he went voluntarily into the water and was drowned, whether 
his having been ill-used, or expectation for the future to be BO, was 
the cause of this drowning is left to a Grand Inquest for the body of 
this county to enquire into; and we are informed, that the transgres- 
sor, as well as the evidences, are bound over to the next Assize-Court. 
It is, therefore, to be hoped, and it is the intent of this (bein|; in 
print,) that all masters may, and will, for the future, use their ser- 
vants according to their deserts, let the consequenoe ol this case end 
in whatever manner it will." 

At this period Nicholas Clouds kept "boats and hands at Broad 
Creek, on Kent Island, to cross the Bay to Annapolis with gentlemen 
and their horses, and like wise from Annapolis to Kent Island." 

The Annapolis Company. Capt. Campbell, showed the white feather at 
Saratoga. Lieutenant Joseph Chew of that company, and who waii 
taken priaoner, stated : "We were indeed orer-matched, yet our men 
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behaved ill ; somo tlirnw awiij their pieces without ever Bring of them ; 
others Bred onoe, ami fell off." 

OnSovomber Ittth, a negro man, named York, was cnnvieted of 
horse-atealing in Anne Arundel uoimty, and sentenced to death, 
and, on Wednesday, December 0, wasexeeated at Annapolis, In con- 
tradistinction to the great parade made today in the newspapers when 
a criminal is hung, the Maryland Gazette summed up the whole mat' 
terin two lines. 

December 14, the General Assembly was convened in extra session 
by Got. Samuel Ogle. A quorum not appearing, the Assembly was 
prorogued until Monday the 31st. On the 22nd, the Governor made' 
his speech to metnbeis, excusing the necessity of calling them together 
at that season, but he added he "thought it my indiapensible duty to 
obey his majesty's commands, which I shall lay before you." He 
further stated what his tnttjesty desired was that money he raised to 
support their own colonial troops in the war against the French until 
the whole expenses could be laid before Parliament. 

The Upper House expressed its willingness to do all it could to de- 
monstrate their loyalty to their sovereign ; the Lower House, the im- 
mediate representative of the people, was more cautious in its ex- 
pressions. After stating the inconvenience with which they had as- 
sembled, they exiiressed their willingness to do alt in their power to- 
answer "his royal espcctatioris." They also informed his Escellency 
that they would take the subject into their "serions oonsideration ; 
and determine thereupon, agreeable to the present circumstances of 
tha people we represent." They were not long in coming to a eon- 
closion. On that very day it seems they made a further address to 
the Governed, in whiuh tliey represented "that the vast charge and ex- 
pense the people of this province have already been at, in lodging, 
maintaining here, and transporting to Albany in the province of New 
York, the place of general rendezvous, and further supplying those 
levies ^th provisions there ; together with the heavy taxes, and other 
difficulties, under which the people we represent now labor ; have 
rendered it altogether impracticable for us to raise or advance any sum' 
tor payment of the said forces. And as no further business lies beforn 
this House, yre pray your Escellency will please to put an end to this 
meeting." 

The Governor replied to the Lower House, "I wish with all my 
heart you could have thought of any way of answering his majesty's- 
expectations at this time, in relation to our own levies, agi'eeable tO' 
the zeal you have hitherto shown upon the like occasions ; but as you 
represent it impnietieabloforus to raise or advance any further sum 
tor the payment of the said forces, nothing remains for me to do, but; 
to pat an end to this Asaembly." 

The Legislature was prorogued to the second Tuesday in May en- 

On the 37th of December, Mrs. Baldwin, aged 90 or 100 years, died 
near Annajiolis on her son's plantation. She is said to have been bom 
in Anna Arundel which would make her birth about the settlementof 
the county. She left behind a numerous progeny. 

[1748.] Information arrived at Annapolis early in this year that the 
schooner Hopewell, Capt. Coulhon.of Annapolis, had. l>een captured 
by the French.

The Judicial Proceedings ot the province throw great light iipo_ 
the principles of the early Marylandere. We tiim out of the Ifcy fe 
take a case from Baltimore count}-. On the second of that assize "one 
Bevis Pain, an old grey-headed sinner, was tried for lilasphem^. His 
alwmiiiably wiekeil esprc&ion (to vile and horrid to repeat) wftB 
fully proved upon him, and the jury soon found him guilty, and be 
was sentenced to be bored throUKh the tongue, and to paj' twenty 
pounds Ht«rling ; the Srst part of the sentence being iiamedrntely pal 
in excc\itian, and he committed to t^o Sheriff's custody 'til he [wld 
the fine. "J 

At the April Anue Arundel Court, "One William -Philiips, alias 
Gormond, was indicted for burglary and felony. Cleared ot the 
liurglary, but found guilty of the felony, he was branded with the letter 
B iu the hand, and theu committed tor the wnnt of security for his 
good behaviour." 

On the second of June, one of the Kent Islandferry boats, that plied 
between Annapolis and the former plane, was overset neiirthe shore by 
& gale. Wm. Vickera, of Talbot connty, Benjamin T. Fish, and John 
Donnahoo were drowned. One person sayed himself by swimming 
ashore and another by holding on to the boat until lie was taken off. 

The captures, by the French privateers at this time, made an 
armed merchantman a valuable carrier. Thus, in July, the Ship 
Winehelsea, Thomas Cornish, commanding, lying in Sevem River, as 
a carrier, advertised as an inducement to shippers that she carried 18 
gnnsand 40 men. 

On the I8th of August, Capt. Loyallfrom Madeira, arrived at An- 
napolis in a sloop that had been taken from the French by an English 
Man of War. Because the sloop could not be condemned at Maderia, 
a, court of vice admiralty met on the 2Snd, at Annapolis, and con- 
demned her and her cargo as a legal prize. 

In August of this year, the Annapolis prison was guarded every 
night bya strong watoh, as numerous prisoners were in it who were to 
be tried at the next assize for capital offences. For all that, on Satur- 
day morning, the third, in broad daylight, about 8 o'clock, Mark 
Pirr, one of the prisoners ehargeil with robbery, and "remarkable for 
his many infamous rogueries, having found means to get oS his irons, 
scaled the prison walla, and wilkcd off. He was seen walking 
through the town by several persons who did not know him. It was 
stated shortly afterward, how correctly we are unable to say, that his 
<leBd body was found in back woods.""* 

On Thursday, the 15th ot September, court ended for Anne Arundel 
■county. On that day "Joseph Humes ; ot the city of Annapolis," 
Jeweler, for a burglary and felojiy, in breaking open and entering the 
store of Mr. Lj^e Goodwin, merchant in this city, and stealing from 
thence several things ot vali.e ; Mathew Iiapear and Charles Higgin- 
fion, for breaking open and robbing the store ot Dr. James Walker, 
near Patapsco Ferry, were sentenced to death. On Wednesday the 
2l8t ot September, Higginson was reprieved, but the other two on 
that day were executed at the gallows near Annapolis. It would 
seem from the Bxpression "at the gallows" that this horrid instrument 
■was in such constant use it was kept continually erected. Hnnies 
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And L^pwir "were attemleri la tlie place of esficiition liy a 
crowd o[ spectators, implioitly oonfessed the faets for whieli thev 
suffered, Ixiliavedwitli great decency, and deokreil they died in charily 
with all ihe world."t 

On Thiirwilfty. the 93!id of Septeinljer, thp Ship Winchelaea, Capt. 
■Thomas Cornish, sailed out of Severn River with 050 lio^heads of to- 
laoco. oonsiRned to John Hanhnry, merchant, of London. 

fhi Thursday, the 39th of September, John Roas, Esq., was chosen 
Major of Annajiolis. 

Two fatnl speideiitj ona vessel in Sonth River is recorded on the 
6th of October — a l>oy belonging to it feU down the hold and was in- 
.sbtntly killed ; and in the evening one of the crew of the game ship, 
fell overboard and was drowned. 

Felons weiw imported in the province as late af this porii>d — for 
the G'B3ei/fl notea that this day (the 2flth of October,) theSnow Mary. 
Capt, Brown, arrived in nine weeks from London, with 53 felons. 
'Ihf same paper contains an advertisement for their sale for a tt^rm of 
seven years. They consisted of men, women, and t)oya. 

On Tuesday. November iHt. Capt. .lolm Carpenter, died at Annapo- 
lis. He "had long l>cen a worthy inhabitant of this city, and wac 
many years coinraamler of a ship from London, in the tobaflco trade : 
;Bnd who, by a diligent apnlicniioii and honest industry, had acquired 
a eonsideraiile fortune, with a fair character.'' 

[1749.1 On Mftreh 3nd, Robert Giordon, Esq., and Mr. Walter 
Dulany, former represcntfttivea, were unanimously rechosen delegates 
to the Legislature for Annapolis. 

On wSnesday, March 28, "the Rev. Andrew Lendrum was i::- 
'.dnoted into this jarish — Annapolis — in the room of the Reverend and 
Ingenious Mr. John Gordon, who is removed to the great grief of his 
parishioners, to St. Michael's parish, in Taibot county."! 

On the night of the 271;h of March, the night after the county eleo- 
■tion, at a tavern in Annapolis, "some persons being more merry than 
wise, and not considering that Qolden Rule of Doing: to others as' 
they would they should do unto them, made themselves sport with 
Mr. Vincent Stewart, one of the company, (who had been a little too 
iree with liquor,) by throwing and tumoling him about whereby he 
got very much hurt and bruised ; and last week he died. The coroner 
■has had an inqneat on his body, which is adjourned some days. It ia 
« very melanoholyaftair, as he has left a sorrowful wife and six help- 
less children." 

On Saturday, July 39, Wm. Rogei-s, Esq.. n gentleman who had 
held miLnj' posts of honor and trust, died at Annapolis, in theSOtU 
■year of his age. Ho was, at the time of his death, one of the Alder- 
men of Annapolis. 

At the B;isize for Anne Arundel county, which ended September 13th, 
■Charles Elliott received sentence of death tor stealing a mare. 

On the 2Sth of September, John Bullen, Esq., was elected MajoroF 
Annapolis. On the election day a race was run on the race-course 
near Annapolis, "for the late Mayor's Plato, £30, which was won by 
,Mr. Butler's horse, Calico.'* At night there was o ball, where there 
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Joseph Wilain and Isaac Wright, in October, were sent tn Jail toC 
connteneiting bills nf credit of the provliice. The eounterieitiitg waS- 
Morly exeented. They were sent to Cecil county for trial, where 
Wilson was soon after tried and reoeivetl sentenoe ot death, Wi^ht 
having turned State's evidence against him. Wilson, howereti, sab- 
sequeutly broke jail and escaped. 

OnWednesday, the 8th of November, the Ship Chester, Capt.Sedgley, 
from Bristol, arrived at Arinapolifi with about 30 passengerp and k 
nnmber of indented servants and some conviots. 

On Wednesday, November 29th, the Ship Thames Frigate, Oapt. 
James Dobbins, arrived at Annapolis, with 120 convicts on board. 

il750.] It will be observed by the following advertisement ia the 
'arf/ltmd Gaietle," of the 7th of February, that the I'aerrants" or 
time-service men were somotiines men of ordinary eduoation : — "To bb- 
SOLD. The time of a servant man, who has abont six years to aerva, 
understands arithmetic, writes a good hand, and would do well for a 
teacher of children in the country.

Joseph Wilson, the counterfeiter, who escaped jail in 174B from 
Cecil county, got into j, fracas in New Jersey, was wounded, and 
afterward recognized and re-arrested.

On Tuesday night, July 3nd, a bold robbery vraa oommitted in An- 
napoiia. Two armed men pluoed a ladder up to a dormer window of 
the house of Mr. Charles Cole, merehaiit, and one entered the room of 
Mr. Cole, with a dark lantern and pistol. Preaenting the weapon to 
the head of Mr. Cole, ho threatened, if he made a st!r or noise, to blow 
hia brains out. The robber proceeded to tie him, bruising hire during 
the operation, and telJiughtm his money he wanted, and that he would 
hare. Mr. Cole's serrant-man John, who was in a house adjoining, 
heflridg II noise, looked out and seeing the robber's acoompliae below, 
was told by aim if he made a noise he would shoot him. The faithfnl 
fellow, not deterred from duty by this threat, proceeded to get Ins 

C, and fired out of the window at the roblior, but, missing him, was 
[ uponin return, Iwrely Escaping being shot. The robbers, being 
thns aUii'med, made oft. A reward of £80 current money was offered 
to the accomplice if he would inform who broks into Mr. Cole's room, 
wid the certainty of a patdcn. 

Sub8er[uently, about the middle ot August, John Conner, a conviot 
servBiUt, confessed he was the accompuoe who was engaged in the 
robbery of Mr. Cole, and that Thomas Bevan was the one who entesed 
the room. Both were captured and lodged in jail. On being put on 
his trial Thursday, September 12th, Beran pleaded not ^utl^y, and 
■when his acoomplioe was put on the stand agaiust him, he objected to 
him gi^iDg evidence as contrary to the laws of England. On beibg 
told that there was a law of the province which allowed it, he "cour- 
teously,'' beggedjiardon for giving bo much trouble, and entereda 
plea nl guilty. He was sentenced to death, and was eieouted at An- 
napolis on Friday, November 2nd, manifestinff muchcontritionforhiB 
«Til life, and, in an address on the scaffold, warning others by his bad 
life and sad fate. He was transported from England tor crime. 

George Wilson was in September found guilty of the murder ot 
^pt. Smith, near St. Mary's, and reoeired sentence of death. He 
iraa afterward reprieved. 

Bicliard Whalen, a resident of Annapolis, about this time was 
.drowned in Bohemia River. 

It was DOW that the authorities become thoroughly alarmed in 
regard to the conduct ot convict servants, and the magistrates of 
Anne Arundel, during August, ordered that, (or every convict servant 
hereafter imported in that county, there should be £50 security given. 
It was understood that other counties would do the same. The OazetU 
pnns on the fact that those people were sent to America for the better 
peopling of the colonies. 

[1753.] Green street was laid off in 1T53 fn>ra Church [Main] 
etreet to Duke of Gloucester, by Dr. Chares Carroll.

Benjamin Tasker, Esq., as the Erst person named of 
his Lordship's Council, assumed the Govornorshiji of the province 
after the ileath of Governor Ogle. Governor Ogle had served three 
iterms as Governor. 

On Friday, May 13th, James Powells was hung at Annapolis, for 
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burglary and robl>erjf committed in Somerset county. Ho fwntotl at 
the gallows, it was sujiposed, hj the stagnation ot blood cansed by 
iiis bands being tied >io tightly. "Oti hie coming to himself, he de- 
sired the esecutioner to make haste and, amidst some private e jaoula-- 
itioQs.w as turned off." 

liecjarain Tasker, Jr., and Christopher Lowndes offered for sale in 
Aniiapolis, by public adi'ertiscment a parcel "of healthy slaves, oon- 
sisting of men, women, and children," directly from the coast (f£ - 
Africa, in the Elijah, Cuptaia James Lowe. 



G at Annapolis were not all due t . 
the people at Anne Arundel, but the practice was to execute all ths 
criminals of the province at the Capital- 
Several times in July a large wild bear was seen in the woods on the 
North side of Severn, visiting .plantations, and stealing hogs, and 
other domestic animals. 

Septemlmr 7th, Robert Gordon, Esq., died, aged 77, who for manyyeara 
WHS- ■ n repuuible inhabitant of this city, having held the offlces of Alder- 
inan, iteprpseiitative to the Lower House of ABsombly, Judge of the 
ProvinciulCourt, and Commissioner of Land Office, which Iruata he 
axecnted with diligence and industry." 

December 6th, Hon. Daniel I>iilany, died. He had been Coramis- 
sary General, one of the Council of State, and Recorder nt Annapolis. 
"He was very eminent in the profession of law, and in all his several 
stations, acquitted himself with strict equity and unwearied diligeuee." 
This was Du^sny, the elder. It was the other Daniel Dukny that WM 
so prominent for his ability. 

[1754.] November 28th, Messrs, WnlterDulanrandStephenBordley 
were chosen to represent the ciiy ot Annapolis in the ensuing Oenertu 
Assembly, 

[1755.] March 13th, at the Anne Arundel County Court, Edwarf 
Vinn was con vie ted of stealing a grindstdne for which he was stood in the 
Pillory and received thirty lashes at the whipping poist, well laid on, 
"which convinced him of having had a hard bargain." 

Ponelope House waJ twice whipped and twice stood in the Pillory 
for shop-bfting. 

February 3Sth, died here Mrs. Elizabeth Marriott, widow, who keps 
the Ship Tavorn in South East street. She had property valued at 
upwards of £3.000. 

February 28lh, was landed here "from on board the Good, Captain 
Chew, lor thi> use o( the city, a very ibie engine, made by Newtheitt 
andReagg, No. 1800, London, which the itdiabitants laBt year gener- 
ously Bubscril)ed for. It threw water 156teet perpendicular." WsB 
not this the city's present heirloom, "Thb Viotoby ?" 

October 30th, Jonas Green was elected Cojimon Councilman in 
place ot John Brice, Esq, 

November 5th, the Pronoh and Indians were drawing so near the 

Cvince that it was deemed expedient to fortify Annapolis. The cele- 
ted Fort Frederick, still standing, was then built in Washington 
county. 

November 18th, about i o'clock in the morning, a shook of an 
earthquake was sensibly felt by inanv. 

[:i755.] On the Erst of December, 1755, five vessels arrived at An- 
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napolis lottdeil with tlioso unfortunate exiles — that LongCellow lias 
immortalized in vorse. The people of the town were at first osercised 
at the thoiightofhavinga number of "FreiicliPupistB" among them — 
the mixture beini; a double portion of foreign and religioua evil. The- 
poor Aoadians proved objects of elm.ritr rather than of fear, acid food 
and raiment were promptly supplied them. Three of the yesselH were 
despatched to other points in Maryland to distribute the exiles among 
the people. One ship remained at Annapolis, and, no doubt, thedeacea- 
danta of these unfortunate people are with us to this day. It is to be 
regretted that the names of the exiles are not known to uh that their

iin;; ft plensura for which even our sturdiest Republicans hiive the 
keenest zest. 

[nSil.] Ii'ebruary 5th, Mr. Iiaunoelot Jaeques, merchant, was 
chosen Common Councilmen, in placeof Dr. CharlesCarroIl,dect;ft9ed. 

February 17th, the birthday of Lord Baltimore was celebrated by 
the Oovemor who ga^e an elegant entertainment- In the evening a 
public ball was given at the Council House. 

Match B3nd, Col. George Washington passed through Aunapolis, 
en route tor Virginia. 

June 24th, there was a violent gust of lightning, thunder. haU, 
and wind. The lightning struck the Court House, and set it on flrfe, 
but, by the assistunoe of the inlittbitunts and the fire-engine, it was- 
apeedijy put out. 

July 8th. a Tannery was set up at Annapolis by Thomas Ilyde. 

Wednesday, the 10th of November, was celebrated at .Annapolis its 
the birth-day of the King who, on that day, entered his 27th year. 

[1757.] June 28rd, a uumlwr of yoiin^ gentlemen of the place, 
armed, vent as volunteers from here, to join what other force might 
be raised for immediate defence of the colony against the Indians. 

This is the style in wliich the fait were puftod one hundred years 
ago: 

"On Saturday last (January 1st, 1757,) Wm. Mmdock, Esq., of 
Prince George's comity, was married to Mrs. Hamilton, of this city, a, 
most agreeable widow lady, of excellent aceomplishmentfi, and a happy 
temper," 

During the preceding tall and present winter Annapolis was infected 
with the small-pox. Inoculation was practiced upon one hundred 
persons ; all of whom recovered ; whilst of those who had it in the 
natural way, one out of every six died. The family of Jonas Oteen 
was aSlicted to such an extent that many of his customers were afraid 
to take the "Gazelte," lest they would catch the disease. Mr, Green, 
whilst he expressed a doubt as to paper cartying the disease, aubse- 

ritly stated that people "need not tear to catch the sraall-pos from 
paper, as it was kept all the time a good distttnoo from the lioiiBe, 
and beside the diseasu was now eradicated from his premises." 

On Match 10th, the trazeile announced that. "As almost all the in- 
habitants ot this city, who were liable to that distemper— [Small -pox, ) 
have either had it, or are now down with it, we hope in a very little 
time the town will be quite clear of it, and business be carried on as 
nsual." The smaJl-pos was so bad on the 37th of Maroh that the 
Legislature would not meet on that day in Annapolis, but was pro- 
rogced by the Giivemor to meet in BaltiuLore on the fifth of April. 

February 14th, Col, George Washington stopped in Annapolis. 
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[1738.] Marcii 33, "at night, at two minutes before ten, when the 
oir was very calm and serene, wo had here a very considerable shock 
otan earthqnake, but through God'a mercy, it has done no daniAKe 
that we hftvo yet heard from. For about J of a minute, before the 
ehock. there was a rumbling sound, not unlike that of carriage wheels 
on pavements or frozen ground, at a distance, which inorcaBod until 
the shaking, and that lasted about half a minute."" 

September 7th, Walter Dulany and George Stowart, Esqrs., where 
chosen to represent this city in the Legislature. 

The price of lodging at this time was about $1.00 per day, daring 
the session of Assembly. 

November 7th, during an inquiry into n contested election afteotiog 
a representative from this city, the question as to whether aldermen 
had a right to vote in the election of delegates was decided in the 
negative. 

December 81, the election of George Stewart, Esq., one of there- 
turned members of the Le^slature f rom this city, was set aside, anda 
writ issued for a new election. 

[175a.] August 20th, Mr. Thomas Jennings, Chief Clerk of the 
liand OfGce died here. He wassucceeded by Mr. Wm. Stewart. 

Burin^ thisyear, many dead bodiesof men, were, at intervals, found 
floating m the dock. They were supposed to have been thrown orer- 
Iward Iiy captains of vessels, to escape the trouble of interment. 

[1760.] On April I7th, a negro man, named Bristol, died at An- 
napolis, aged 135. 

A handsome colleetion was made MarSSth, in the Episcopal Church, 
for the sufferers by the late great fire I'n Boston. 

The Windmill, built on Wind mill -point, in this town, liegan to 
grind September 1st, and was reckoned to be the strongest and best 
Dnilt mill in the country. It ground, with a middling wind, 13bushelg 
in an hour. It was built of stone and stood on the site of the Haral 
Academy. 

In November, a Stocking Manufactory was in operation in this city. 

[1709.] On May 11th. a servant of Richard Maekubin madea con- 
fession that he was one of a gang of miscreants who for some time 
past liad been plundering smoke-housos, warc-liouses, cellars, etc., 
which they entered by false keys. Eleven of his companions were ap- 
prehended and committed to jail. 

October 34th, a man, supposed to be intoxicated, went into a house 
and demanded grog, which being refused, he drew a sword, and stab- 
l)ed a Mrs. Cumberford, who bl«l to death before assistance could be 
rendered. 

In the Act, entitled "an Act for emitting bills of credit and other 
purposes therein mentioned," passed during the Session of 1760, and 
a sum of money not exceeding £7,000 Stirling, was appropriated to

John Hall and William ?aca. 

In an "espooial Court" haldtera, Tannaiy 17th, onBperEOuwaBliumt 
■in the hand., two ordered to he whipped and stood in the Pillory. 

Morris McCoy and negro Daniel, the former for the murder of his 
roastfir — were eieonted .Tannary 23nd, on the gallows near this city, 
pursuant to their santences : McCoy's body was from thence removed 
to a place near which his master was murdered, and there hung in 
-chains, on a gibbet erected for that purpoae, in sight ol the road lead- 
ing to tiie lower ferry on Patapseo Kiver. 

As an instance of the curious uiatter deemed of such importance as 
to warrant publication, there is published on yebruary 28th, a notice 
of the inoculation of the Oovemor's two children and their safe re- 
toy cry.

[1773.] A slight shocfc of earthquake was felt in Annajiolis on April 
SSth. 

Captain Dnnlop, on board of a schooner boond for the Eastern 
Shoru, was seized \riih a frenzy on November 11th, and leaped OTer- 
■board, near Grcenslmry Point, and was drowned. 

[1773.] On Tuesday, April 1st, as a youug negro was digging away 
:a hank in a geulleioan'sganlen, he undermined the earthtosuohan 
extent that it fell upon him, and killed him Instantly. 

The same day, a dispnte arising lietween a man and woman, Iwtli 
imder the influence ot liqiior, the woman gave the man several blows 
■on the head with a broomstick, from the effects of which he died in a 
few hours. 

November 14th, Mr. Eobert Pinkney was killed by a fall from his 

It was at thin period the national feeling of the Annapolitans was all 
aglow. The famous dispute between the brilliant Dulany and the 
learned Carroll had taken place in the Mart/land Gazette. Loving the 
mother country with all the loyalty of a patriotic people, the citizens 
■of Annapolis were yet more loyal to their rights, liberties, and sacred 
privilegcB. The author of the letters of "The First Citizen," who 
snstaiued the extrcnie American side of the stamp act controversy, 
was entirely unknown bnt so grateful were the people to the author, 
that they instructed the memlxsrs ot the Legislative Assembly of Mary- 
land, to return their hearty thanks to the unknown wriior, throu^ the 
public prints. This was done by William Taea and Motthew Ham- 
mond. When it tiiinspired that Charles Carroll, of Carrolton, wastha 
author of these let tore, numbers of citizens went to him and expressed 
their thanks personally. The knowledge of this authorship elevated 
him at once in public laror.

countenance which in obedience to the mysterious mechanism, peers^ 
over and dodges behind the dial plate with lunar punctuality ? 

**He must needs have been an oddity. The only record of his life, 
his will in rhyme, turns up from the dusty pigeon hole of a dead law- 
yer's office desk, legally endorsed, W. Farris, watchmaker at An- 
napolis, Maryland, his will — composed by Miss Charlotte Heselius, 
first wife of Thos. Je* nings Johnson, Esq., and daughter of Heselius> 
the portrait limner.' " Here is

. **01d Farris one day, as he sat in his shop 
Revolving the chances of dying or not.

Then there w 
and the shopB with its luftny toola and few books, nnd its half oentury 
iiocumtUatJoiiB ; prominently hanging among them all the trophies ol 
his dental skill, strung together ; for trades mingled in those colonial 
days when 'apueialities' were unknown. His three sons had distinot 
individuality, and hia datightere Nancy and AWpal were nntabla 
girls. He had a thrifty wife and hia friend Hatry woodcock was a 
ne'er-do-well genius. He rememljers liJol Mogg. the aeiton, and does 
not forgot to put on record his irrepressible dislikes. In that brown 
coat with its silver buttons, ids corduroy breeches, and silk stockings, 
'if the walkinfr be dry,' silver shoe buckles, cocked hat, cane and 
queue he paraded the town on Sundays, and on the King's birthday 
(bra loynl subject of King George, was he, the reproduction in lbs 
Colony of a London craftsman, and a reader of "The Maryland Ga- 
zette" for the latest news, only three months old, from Europe, and in 
that venerable journal this advertisement for a runaway servant or 
apprentice : 

"Kun away from the subscriber living at Annapolis, on the 27th of 
this instant August, 1745, a servant man man named John Powell, 
alias Charles Lncus, a Londoner born, by trade a clock and watch 
maker ; he is a short, well set fellow, has full goggle eyes, and wears 
a wig : He had on when he went away an Osnabrigs shirt, a pair of 
buckskin breeches, a pair of short wide trousers, two pair of white 
hose and a well-worn broad-cloth coat with metal buttons. 

"Whoever aecures the anid runaway so that heCBn behad again, 
shall have 3£ reward, besides what the law allows ; and if brought 
home, reasonable charges: — " bnC hi the nest number we find that 

"Whereas John Powell was advertised last week in this paper as a 
runaway ; but being only gone into the country a cyder-drinking, and 
being returned arain to his Master's Service ; these are tlieretore to 
acquaint all gentlemen and others, who have any watches, or clocks, 
to repair, that they may have them done in the l)est manner at rea- 
sonable rates." 

Between one hundred and Bfty years ago and and today there is no 
greater change thitn in the matter of a gentleman's dress. "In the 
male sex a fear of color and a elouuh^ negligence of attire charac- 
terize the nineteenth century ; in the eighteenth the porta and bear- 
ing of a man indicated his social rank and a 'giintleman' was sup- 
posed to lie accomplished in all knightly eiercisea. The dress more- 
over exacted attention to mein and bearing, as any lack of muscular 
development was at once apparent and exposed the unfortunate weak- 
ling to ridioule from the fair. We of today are disposed to measura 
dress and manner by the narrow standard of utility and to forget that 
ofttimes "manners make the man" and that an attire expresses as 
mach as words. Perhaps the old-school exaggerated the needs of 
courtesy and deportment, but, when wo consider what a time and 
twuble a fuil dress toilet must have cost my gentleman, may we not 
pardon that frailty of human nature which sought to display his arli 
to the best advantage F 'To the complete gentleman dancing and 
fencing were as indispensable parts of education then 'as the use of 
the glolies,' and a man's legs and spine were objeotsof critical soru-

Dorainiek I£og»n, a mnaway Irish servant, 
wears a brown great coat, a blue jacket, shirt, and trousers, and "has 
an Iron colhtr about his neok." A highland Scotch serTant wears a 
■red pea-jtcket, a double breasted white flannel vest, wliite ribbed 
stockings, a cap, a white wig, and a felt hat. Another, "a white 
Whitney coat and breeches, a green callimanco jacket without sleeves, 
white thread stockings, a fl-ie hat and a large brown wig." 

"An English con net servant woman, named Elizabeth Crowder, by 
tnule a qiiilter, she is upwards of fourty years of age pretty tall and 
round shouldered, her hair very gray and has lately been out oil, bnt 
it is supposed she has got a Iweer to wear instead of it. She had on 
when she went away a dark stripped cotton and silk gown, a blue 
quilted coat, blue worsted stocking?, and black shoes newly soled. 
She hod with her a large bundle withsundry things iu it, particularly, 
B sprigged linen gown, shifts, caps, aprons, etc. 

"A convict servant man, imported in the St. George, naraedHugh 
Roberts, is a thick, likely, full faced, middle sizeil fellpw bnt stoops a 
little ; had on a short black wig, a full trimmed, open-sleeved, blue 
.cloth coat, almost new ; a full trimmed scarlet waistcoat tvithadonble 
■TOW of buttons, red plush breeolies, and diced yarn stockings. H« 
was born In Shropshire, has been used to farming and malting, and 
can write a little. Whoever takes him up and returns him to the ship 
shall have four pounds reward and rcasonatile uliarges from Captain 
James Dobbins. 

"28 July 1747. A number of rebels imported in the ship Johnson, 
into Oxfoiii, (Md.) are brought over here and are now upon sale." 
These were Scottish patriots who, having risked their livesiu the cause 
of the "Young Pretender" of '45, were transported as tiieir reward. 
23 March, 1753, "Just imported from London in the Brigantine Grove, 
Caj)t. Robert Wilson, and to be sold by the subscribers, on board the 
said brigantine in West river, for sterling or current money. A par- 
.ori of healthy indented servants ; among whom there are tradesmea 
and husbandmen. Samuel Galloway." 

Of the Ladies, except in their praise, the Qazettt has little to say, If 
we eioept a "protest against stays." which met with the writer's un- 
qnaliHed disapproval, and a "history of female dross'' in which says 
toe author, "my biisinesa today is ehioBy with the ladies, on whos» 
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6rcEs I intend tu treat with tlie saiuo delicacy uiid tcndorness as I 
should UBe in my approach to theirprctty persous." 

A English lady's dress of that d&j is thus deaoribed. "A black silk 
pettiooat with a red and white calico border ; clierry colored stays, 
trimmed with bine and silver ; a red and dove oolored gown, floweretl 
with Inrge trees : n yellow satiii apron, elaborately trimmed ; a muslin 
bead-dress with lac^e ruffles ; a black silk scarf ; and a spotted silk hood 
or 'oapnchin.' " 

"To judge by cotemporary records and portraits the fashions of the 
colonies were no ways behind those of "home," as they persistently 
called old England. In those days fashions did not so rapidly vary as 
nowadays, and the materials were subsUntial, asnotably the damasks 
and liroi'tides, that dresses of necessity became heirlooms. We will 
not dwell upon the feinale costume of the time as we are all more or 
le?s familiar with the comparatively graceless dress of that day, the 
dress wus stiff and graceless in those iiays. The stiff ami unnaturally 
elongated stays, the immense cspaiise of skirt, sustained by the hoops, 
the high heeled shoes and the towering head gear, the short sleeve 
with immense cuffs, borroweti from the male dress, with the wealth of 
lace falling over the arms. At that period, when, in the history of 
every style, it seems to attain its perfection, the male dress was emi- 
nently graceful, stately, and ample, and displayed the Sj;ure to groat 
advantage ; the female fashion for a while yielded to some harmony 
with nature and the natural "hair was worn of becoming length, the 
hoops somewhat cmtailed and aprons, even in full dress, became the 
vogue. This was about 1*50. 

"Annajiolis had then been the Capital of Maryland over flfty years, the 
gflvemment having been removed from St. Mary's, the place of the 
orignal settlement, in 1604, thus supplanting that ancient city in the 
lienors and emoluments of olBcial patronage and with thegovoniment 
ttonsferring the commerce of the colony. Annnpohs was now 
the tallying point of the cleverness and culture of such small popula- 
tion as then existed in separate colonies or provinces. Opulent men 
built costly, elegant houses as their city dwellings, if, as was commonly 
the case, they l^d large plantations or manors, where they dwelt at 
other seasons, superintending Maiyland's grand staple of that time — 
Tobacco. Tobacco from America became smoke in the old world, but 
bronght back very solid revenue, together with all the luxuries of life. 
Troops of slaves, docile as in the Orient, supplied service. Lumbering 
equipages, or very rickety stage-coaches, but generally auperi/iorsM, 
bofetheoolonistsaboutthe country. In town they visited in sedan-chairs 
borne by lacquers in livery. They sat on carved chairs, at quaint 
tables, amid piles of ancestral silverware, and drank punch oat of 
vast, costly bowls from Japan, or sipped Madeira, half a centnry old. 
At Annapolis theylaid out the best race course in the Coloniesandbnilt 
certainly the first theatre. Here the best law-laaruing of America 
ivas gathered— the Jennings, Chalmers, Rogers, Stones, Pacas, John- 
sons, Dulanys. Dulanr's opinions were sent for even from London. 
They built a superb ball room which a British traveller called 'ele- 
gant.' 

"The clergy were commonly men of culture sent from England, and 
portioned on the province by the proprietary. Generally they were 
men of excellent education and manners, seldom would one of 
• different character be tolerated by the high-toned men who 
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composed the vestries. These clei^ymen did not alajidon their classio- 
pursuita when they crossed the sea, and fainiliartv wrote Latin notes' 
to their boon companions of AnnapoiiN, whose caltnre, in those dnji, 
enablad them to answer in the same Inn guage. The; were free heartT" 
livers, importing and reliahiug their old Madeira ; and it was in An- 
napolis that soft crabs, terrapins, and eanvass-back ducks first ob- 
tained their renown as the greatest delicacies of the world. 

"The style of the time was iu winter, to enjoy the capital, hut, in 
milder seasons, to travel a social round among the great estates and 
manors — until the principal families of Calvert, St. Mary's, Chailes, 
Prince George's, and Anne Arundel counties, and across the Bay, on 
the Eaatera Shore, were visited. Tliey were bold riders, espert in 
hounds and horse flesh ; and the daily fox-chase, in season, was as 
much a duty to our systematic ancestors as it was to go to the parish 
churcli with proper equipage and style on Sunday. 

"With races every fall and spring ; theatres in winter ; assemblies 
every fortnight ; dinners three or four times a week ; a card pari? 
whenever [Josaible ; athletic fox-hunting ; private balls on every festi- 
val ; wit, learning, and stately manners, softened by love of good teU 
lowship, it is not surprising to hear this character recorded of An- 
napolis in 1 775: 'I am persuaded,' says a British traveller, 'thereis 
not a town in England of the same size of Annapolis which can boast 
of a greater number o( fashionable and handsome women ; and, were I 
not satisfied to the contrary, I should suppose that the majority of tha 
belles possessed every advantage of a long and familiar iutercoursa 
with the manners and habits of your great metropolis.' 

"Between the old colonial mansions of the Xorthemand Southern 
colonies a striking contradiction seems to oxist-while those of New Eng- 
land were invariably wooden structures with little use of either briok 
or st^ne, in the colonies of Maryland and Virginia we find brick build- 
ings of remarkable solidity and considerable architectural pnitousions, 
wdl developed and worthy examples of the stylo of Queen Anne and 
the Georges. These interiors recall to ustheDutch taste of WiUiam 
and Mary's day as seen at Hampton Court, and Inter we trace the in- 
fluence of Sir Christopher Wren and the French architects of Louis 
XV and XVI. In solidity and honesty of construction they shame 
the insincerity of the builders of our day and raook the shallowness of 
our modem pretension in their deep capacious window seats and noblo 
hearthstones — which measure the tniclmess of the walls. Toolimbto 
the attic and study the joinery of the roof would delight the heart ol 
a tme artisan. A atairway is sometimes concealed In these thiotc 
walls and suggests secret chamlnrs behind the panelled wainacoatiiiK. 
The stairways, ascending from hulls that greet you with spacious wu- 
come, gUde rather than climb to the floor above where a large upper 
hall or ball-room is oftea found. The walls are always panelled in 
wood or stucco and the carvings which frames the high chimney pisoeB 
and relieves the shutters and doors are evidently old-country work ot - 
the school of Grindling Gibbons, and the decorators of Hamptoa 
Court. The cornices both ost*rior and interior are borrowed from 
Italian designs. A noble hospitality is expressed in the great mansiona 
of this time— and a similar arrangement was adopted by most builders 
to insure this end. The central or main building lodged tha family 
sod^nests and two wings or out-buildings, connected by corridors. 



served tor kitchen, ollices, and servants' quartern. The strange ab- 
Eence ol verandah and porches in our climate can onlj bo explained 
hj the Englishman's tenacity to English custom and refusal to 
acknowledge that the snn vras'other than the siin of England. With 
onr independouco wa twgan to develope a atyle in accordance with our 
alimiLte and copied from Italy the piazza, portico, and verandah. In 
tbeleta imposing houses, the homes of the people, the "hipped-roof" 
was almost universal, in our day revired as the Mansai'd or French 
roof. There is a look of cosy comfort in these old homes of the 
hurghets, arranged very compactly and worthy of imitation, even if 
the ceilings be lowand the chimneysquaintlypkced in the comer of 
the room or windows opened with charming disregard of oonTentional 
symmetry. And can we forget those burnished brass knockers, the 
housewife's pride, so eminently respectable in their tdze and rich 
curvature, in their varied device and eipiession ; nor the fi by 4 panes 
in thebroad sashes, the doimer windows with their heavy cornices, 
the noble stacks of chimneys ; memorial pyramids of generaus life, — 
and the gardens that environed all 7 

"An old fashioned (Jueen Anne's garden would now be ratheraprim 
aSair with so much box-edging and the walks so straight and Dutch- 
like, but the oid fashioned flowers would redeem it. There you would 
find plenty ot lilacs and snow-balls, then known as the golden -rose, 

E rivet and holly in the hedges and borders. Larkspurs, wallflowers, 
oliyhocks, periwinkles, snai>dragons, candytufts and daffodils would 
abound. A damp, shady comer would be given to a bed of the lily of 
the valley, and ten to one, but you would find a bed at chamotnil* 
growing hard by a bed of lavender or sweet basil. Of course there 
woidd be balsam, (only called 'lady's slipper') and rooketunder the 
name of 'dame's violet,' pansies known as ladies' delight or 'hearts' 
case,' pasque flower and cowslip, and raeadow-sweet, and groundsel, 
and feverfew, and milfoil, yarrow, thrift, spurge, loose-strife, honesty, 
Adanrand Eve, drop-wort, dittany, daises, jonquils, monk's hood, 
innocence, wind flower and moss pink and the Joseph's lily and la- 
burnum blooming in the most lilieral and splendid way. 

"Fancy the delightful irregularity of the quaint roofs and chimneys 
outlined against the warm blue sky ; the sparkling leaves and soft 
glow of the flower beds, and listen, while you rest in the shady arbor, 
to the cooing of the pigeons, the whirr and twitter of the swallowi 
aud martins, and the defiant crow of chanticleers, heedless of tho 
moving shadow of the sun-dial on the chimney side. 

"In the streets you find no pavements, they are still country roads- 
edged with green grass, and the rights ot foot passeujjers maintained 
by rows of posts. Here and there a more enierprising citizen may- 
have laid bricks and a curb-stone. Bookishness had not then blunted 
the intelligence ot vision, and the mind was still addressed by direct 
appeals to the perceptive sense in the shape of signs of evety' descrip- 
tmn of imitative art. The dangling key, the pendant awl. the golden 

EBStle and mortar, the hammer wielded by a swarthy arm ; the sym- 
ols of good oheer, as the 'heart in hand,' or maybe cheap boarding 
oijiressed by the 'spider and the fly. ' A inbilant negro, a jolly tar, 
or a taciturn Indian, the master work of tne ship carver, guarded th» 
tobacconist's dbor and 'the thistle,' and "the ship' 'ne&c Ite ■sis,'^ 
gate,' invited the sailWas'did the sign ol'tKo 'tap-saivV-AifeeiV'AiwK 
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near the market. The 'three blue-balls,' » rival ut 'tlir Uuke of 
Cuniberliktiil' and 'the Indian King.' was ft Uveni of Church street, 
and there must have been n 'golden hgree,' a 'black beor,' and a 
'white swan,' to creak in oouEert of a storm;r night. The 'Aiuiapo- 
]is cuffee-lmunc' wbb the reeort of the gentry. Prom the '(fatttla' 
■we read that, 'what a grievous thiiij; the law is shown by a ^n that 
once hung iu ihe rolls of liberty in London ; on one side a man all in 
rags wringing his hauds with a label importing that he had /ml hi» 
suit, and on the other a man tliathad not a rag left, but stark naked, 
capering and triumphing that he had gitiw-d his sawn; a Hue emblem 
of going to law and the infaLuating madness of a litigious spirit.' 

"Many of these signs indicated the amphibious character of the popu- 
lation of Annapolis, and were evidently inspired by nautical aHSooia- 
tions complimentary to the sea-faring strangers who treqneuted th« 
port.forthe 'ancient city,' had its custom hou8e;a stately briok, 
ret standing, but no longer the receipt of hla majesty's customs. The 
Maryland fleet under convoy of British men-of-war and themselves, 
forthe moat part, well-arnira gathered here as their port of destina- 
tion, and many is the tale related by our old journal of their combats 
with the French men-of-war and privateers, a prolific nursery of 
sailors' yarns, told in sea phmse, and recording British piuck and 
contempt of the Freuehman. 

"The two fair days o( the annual fairs were the gala daysof the peo- 
ple, as the high days and holiidays of the gentry were the birth-daya 
of Prince and Proprietary. May-day, Whitsuntide, Michaelmas 
and Christmas, Militia traiuin^, and muster-days also broke the 
monotony of daily duty. At the 'Sairs' horse-races were included 
AB a principal attraction and in one advertised for 'Baltimore- 
town, a bounty was offerred of forty shillings to any person that pro- 
duces 'the best piece of yard-wide country-made white linnen, the 
piece to contain twenty yards. On Saturday, the third day, a hat and 
ribbon will be cudgelled lor ; a pair of puraps wrestled for ; and a 
white shift to be run for by two negro girls." " 

A triplet of advertisements farther illustrate the times : 
"John Wallis, chimney-sweeper, who served his time to John Kent, 
Esq., his most excellent majesty, King George the second, his chim- 
ney-sweeper in Loudon ; and understands that curious and difScult 
business as well as any man, lives near the gtite in Annapolis and will 
aweep chimneys in the best and cleanest manner. * * Any gentle- 
men, or others, who shall be pleased to employ him may depend on 
being served with fidelity, care, and dispatch by their humble 
aerrant. 

'Richard Wagstaffs, Peruke and Lady's tate-maker, and hair-cutter, 
will soon settle in Annapolis and follow the said businofta, and will sell 
hit goods at reasonable rates. He also intends to teach reading, 
irriting, and accounts ; and will take in youth to board and educate at 
twenty-three jiounds per year. N. B. He has a few perukes ready 
made which he will dispose of very cheap, suchtts Ramilhes, Albemarles, 
*ad Bobs, &c. 

"John Lammond, musician, at the house of John Lansdale, shoe- 
maker, hereby gives notice ; that if any gentlemen should want music 
to their 1)alls or merry-makings, upon application made, they ^11 be 
diiigently waited on by their humble servant. The said iJammond, 



liaviiig a, good alile horse, will undertake journeya to ftiiy part oE the 
province, witli the utmost expedition, and Qdelity, to tlio full aatis- 
Iiietiim of any gentlemen who are pleased to employ him. 

"The duties of a servant are shown by one who ofers himself 'to wait 
at table, curry horses, clean knives, boots and shoes, lair a table, 
shave and dress wiKS, carry a lantliom, and talk French ; is as honest 
as thu times will admit iind as sobfr as can be." We can lancy this 
mmwf-all-wiirk conductinjj; bis master hoirie from some oonvivia! 
moetiiis, tbf hiiithnni swiiying to and fro as ihe faithful domestic ad- 
just? the iild ^'i.'rillemtin's wi^iiiid oouked hat and guides his moaiidor- 
iiig foolstops thro' tlio uupaved and tiuliglited streets of the provin- 
cial capital,'' , 

The club, invention of modern days to avoid the rigor o[ prohibi- 
tion, was no new thing in Annapolis. It was for quite a different pur- 
pose, yet being tocial, after the mannerof the people of those days, it 
embraced a lar^e amount of drinking. 

The South River Club, near Annapolis, survived almost to the 
present day, and of the Tuesday Club, of Annapolis, it has been said 
■"if its roconls h^vebeen accurately kept, at least deserves so to have 
survived. The latter was an a.ssetnblage of wits, who satiri?^ ever; 
one, and did it successfully." 

Some of their wiuibs and portraitures even now pass current, and 
the iacomplote memorial of their transactions is among the moat 
interesting originals preserved in the Maryland Historical Society. 

When it is read what were the prooeediiigs of tlie Tues- 
day Club, opinions will differ as to its right of survival. The sameau- 
ithor* in a foot-uote on the same page says : 

"The Horaony Club, founded later, was more or less political la its 
membership, and purposes, but the Tuesday, the Independent, Thni'S- 
-day, and most of the other clubs, were exclusively social, and, as the 
Jadies, who were generally eiclnded from their sessions, complained, 
were usually organizations of men to encourage steady smoking and 
hard drinking. The records of the Tuesday Clnb, which extend over 
the space of ten years, are that of a society of the most distinguished 
and influential men of the ancient capital, graduates of the British 
UniversitiBs, and wits of the Grst order. They kept 'high jinks,' 
after the manner of that society to which Guy Mannering was intro- 
duced in his pursuit of Lawyer Playdell; but their records, most faith- 
fully and elaborately kept, abound with example of steadfast pursuit 
.of wit ami foes. The club met at the houses of members in regular 
alternation, and each member was bound to provide his own sand-box 
as a spittoon, in order to save the carpet. Offensive topics of conver- 
sation were dealt with by the 'gelastic' method and laughed off the 
'floor. At suppers, it was ordered that the first tonst should always 
be 'the ladies ; after that, 'The King's Majesty ;' andafter that, 'the 
deluge.' There waa much singing, some of it protably very good ; 
And Parson Bacon, the learned and venerable compiler of the laws of 
Maryland, * • » * was elected to honorary membership, on account 
,ot his accomplishments as a fiddler, thus becoming, as it were, the 
iPriar Tuck, of this jovial society, the mottoosof which were — 'lib»rta» 
tt nalale V)lam,' and 'cotieordia rea parvae creaeunl.' It is to be re- 
.gretted that we are farced to add that there was a great deal of dog- 
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gerel in the club's poetry, and of indelicaoj in itsconiuiiili'iiuisaud 
jokes. The age was coarse and the club accurately reflected it." 

The onlj permanent olub left is the Anindel. It is oF i'«c(iDt date, 
having been orsitni7ed in 1883. It admits none but males to itsraem-' 
bership and f osti Htieq, Its diversions are suppers, billiards, oaida, 
carrent literature, social converse and potations at the will ol the ia- 
dividnal member, as itisarule of the club that no one shalllM invited 
to drink. There seems to be mi exception tn this in favor of visiting 
stmagers. 

To return to the Tuesday Club, let the records of its Secretary tell 
of its witty sallies and boochnnalian pleasures. 

The history of the Tuesday Club, preserved in the rooms of tho" 
MaTTlatid Historical Society, Baltimore, is dedicated "To the venerable 
the Ohancellor of the ancient and houorable Tuesday Club aud hia 
Bueeessors in that honorable office," and dated from the author's 
study September Bth, 1754, and in quaint stylcacknowledges all dedi- 
cations to be "at best but paltry stuff, " io which truth is warped 
"either by the power of flatteiror by the pestilent inclination to 
party, or pussillanimous fear of the niiger and resentment of men ta 

The first volume contains the first decadoof tlie transactions of that 
society comprehended in 339 sederunts, viz : from May 1745, to May' 
1755, inclusive, with the heads of the honorable the President, and 
the principal officers and members, and also flgiires of the most 
material transactions of the club — with an appendix ot the olub muda 
composed by Signor Lardini, the most favourite songs useil in cjnbs, 
etc. Tbc laws provide that the club shall meet weekly at each other's 
dwellings by turns, every Tuesday, throughout the year, tha: tha 
member appointed t<j serve as steward shall provide a "gammon of 
liBcon," or any one other dish of vittlesand no more. That no fresh 
liquor shall be made, prepared or produced after eleven o'clock at 
night and every member to be at liberty to retire at pleasure. 

The Club in Session. 
"Long live the Tuesday Club, so wisely framed 
That "mongst all those great Addison has named, 
Not one so great — long may the members stand 
And still maintain their badge of hand in hand." 
"It is established as a rule of the society," "That immediately after 
supper the ladies shall be toasted, before any other toasts or healths 
go round. It is consented to — that such as are bachellor members of 
this society may be permitted to have a cheese instead of dressed 
vittles. 

"Sederant, June 18th, 1745. This night the great cheese or haehel' 
lor's vras produced upon a side board. Passed into a law, That if any 
subject of what nature soever be discussed irfiich levels at nartymat- 
ters, or the administration of the Government of this Province, or be 
disagreeableto the club, no answer shall be given thereto, but after 
such. discourse is. ended, the society shall lanigh at the member oflend- 
ingin order to divert the discourse." 

"June 35th, the nitiutii; lawwasthisnight pnt in eseoution against 
Mr. Secretary Marshe, who got into a prolis harangue about the con- 



jiciencrs of lawyers. Onlered, that Mr. Secretary Mareho entertain 
this society upon Tuesday, the 3nd of July next ensuing." 

July 35, 1745, "Resolved, Thiit oheeseisnot any more to be deemed 
tk diah iif Tittles. Therefore the use of it as such in the club is forbid.'* 
' 'July 33(1 . This night the society before breaking up was entertained by 
Mr. Charles Cole, steward, with a large bowl of rack-punch, and a 
catch song, "The Great Bell of LlucoIii," 

Ab the society develojieil, the insignia of office and various 
ftdjuneta of ceremony were adopted, badges of silver, double gilt, anil 
.engraved with the device and mottoes of the society were procured 
from London. 

Here are some of the club's orders; 

"There shall be a ball held at the Stadt-house for the entertain- 
ment ol the Indies at the oommoii expense. of the club, etc." The 
terra ''Stadt-honse," points to the Dutch reign of William and Mary, 
and ia still termed the "State House." 

"Ordered, That Wm, Thornton, Esq., frame a discourse to the 
society next meeting, upon that trite text "Omnia Vincit Amor." 
Next meeting or sederunt, Mr. William Thornton delivered a dis- 
course to the society upon the subject proposed last meeting, which 
met with the approbation of the society, and was so well liked, that he 
was desired to deliver it a second time, which he very eornplaoently 
did with a singular good grace. 

"Ordered, That the Rev. Mr. John Gordon prepares discourse to he 
.delivered to the societyat next meeting the subject, Ad libitum — other 
"orders" follow nn such subjects as 

"Government," "ohearfullnesa," "charity," "clubs," or "pru- 
dence," — "wi sdora . ' ' 

The entry is made that Wm. Thomtjin, Esq., on account of his un- ' 
ooramon talent in singing, was by unanimous conseiit of the club ap- 
pointed proto-musicus or chief musician, and It is ordained that as 
often as he votes in club he is to sing his vote in a musical manner, else 
it is to go for nothing. 

"The secretary delivered a speech the purport of whiuh was an ac- 
>CDSation of Mr. Speaker Dorsey, of negligence in office, as not dis- 
playing his talents in oratory to the clnb, on such oco^sious as de- 
manded his elocution, but tlie club let him go without censure. The 
Bev. Mr. Gordon congratulated the Secretary upon the late event of 
his marriage, which speech the club approved of, etc. Then our 
Speaker Dorsey, rising- with that gravity and action which is his pecu- 
liar talent on all such oacasioiis disoonrsed, but little upon that sub- 
ject, delivering chiefly an encomium upon Mr. Gordon's discourse, in 
a nervous and elegant style which is natural to that gentleman upon 
all occasions. "June 33rd, 1747. The chief musician was aeoused by 
the Secretary of negligence in his office, which accusation was slurred 
■ over by the President and club on account of that gentleman's good 
performances at other times. As acknowledgement of the favour, he 
.entertained the club with two excellent new songs, the one solus and 
'the other in concerto with another voice, after which he had the 
privilege conferred on him of commanding any member of the club to 
after having flrat sung himself."

"The hnaorable president was pleased to declare that he woidd grant 
this petition as far as lay in his power." 

The BUiiiversaries were occasions of great ceremony. The inenibera 
wearing their ha/ices pruceeded to the house of the President. "As 
thfv imirhcil iiloiiij in n solemn and stutelyraannerthey were honored 
hy . .iv.ii ■r.L!!'. -iiiifators of all sorts and ranks, and when thoyoame 
nil ■ li the honorable the president's gate, his honor

Esij., hiiLdiJi;; lip the anniversary ode in his right hand, waved it 
around his head in a very graceful manner by way of fialutation to W» 
honor, who made several low bows which were respectfully retomed 
by the master of ceremonies, Sir John, and the Chancellor. Tlieu hia 
honor toking his ploee between the two latter, the procession marched 
into his honor's court-yard, the way being all s^Bwed with flowers 
and the ensign or dag displayed as usual. After some time sitting in 
ite court 'yard the members assembled in his honor's great salooii. As 
hia honor went to take the oliair with a grand pas, a martial time was 
played by the chief mufiicion or proto-musieus, and he took Iho choir 
with a plaudite." 

The Secrctaiy in his speech reflects the sentiment of the elub. 
"This is not a time to speak much, but to act well — that our discourse 
and conversivtion be regular, orderly, free, humorous, and jocose, 
without reflexion, without passion, without reserve, without olainor, 
without noise, — let our songs be in tune, our puns and repartees 
apropos, and not too poignant or satirical, onr toasts loyal and 
amorous, our stomachs keen to relish our fare and our pnnch-bowlB- 
always replete with nectarious liquor, tor this cordial juice taken with 
temperance and moderation heightens tiie spirit, enlivens the wit, and 
will conduce not only to moke me a more fluent orator. Ijiit, more jolly 
and 1>enevolent, long-standing members.

Mr. Jonas Green, the printer of the MaTylimd Gaztlte, in acknowl- 
edging; the honor of admission to the club says :

Although the oireumspeot ami dignified Maryland publisher ad- 
vanced to higli position In the club and "his titles were expressed in 
the manner of the ancient Romans by five oapital p's, P. P. P. P. P, 
iinportaut sundry otScera of trust and dignity, viz. poet, printer, 
punster, purveyor, and punchmaker, he did not escape indictment 
duly preferred in law-latin and a formal trialand conviction. "After 
readiui; the sentence during which Jonas Qreen. Esq., stood up. His 
lordshin knocked upon the table with a little mallet after the manner 
of Sir Hugh MuCarty, Esq., Lord President of the Muiiday Club, of 
iVeui Tbrk, aud this signal being given the Sergeant at Arms imme- 
diately took Jonas Green. Esq., into custody and he was confined for 
a fall half hour, a languishing prisoner in a remote corner, of the 
room, being deprived of all oomtort and assistance from the spark- 
ling aud enlivening board, a woeful and lamentable spectacle and a 
warning to all loyal members to be upon their gnod behavior." 

What pleasure there oould be in alt this except only that of eating 
and drinking '. 

"After all impediments are removed and the clubforms itself again 
around the great table to smoke and drink how dull and sleepy are 
the members, how Hat their conversation, what yawning, what gap- 
ing, what nodding, what -ileeping, what snoring I How much brtter 
to have spent the tiriio in witty conversation, such as punning, fmm- 
ing of quaint conunidrums, cracking sly jokes, telling comical stories, 
singing old catches or composing quaint rhymes ; but alas ! all this is 
only preaching to the wind, and beatins; tlie air in vain for one may 
preach to eternity and never reform the manners of elnbs. 

"These quaint and lively volumes are embellished with rade draw- 
ings, not without merit in their sense of oliaracter, representing the 
most huuiorous and important events in the club's history, its anni- 
versaries, its frolics, and its disputes. There is a series of portraits ot 
the members in which the likenesses are evidently, in the words ot a 
certain limner, 'strong as pisen.' " 

Before the Revolution the people of Annapolis were intensely loyal 
and preeminently convivial. The slightest pretext suf)lce<l for an es- 
hibiUon of the one and the enjoyment of the other. 

Wednesday, the 33rd of April, 1740, being the festival of St. George, 
was observed "by a numljer of gentlemen of English birth, desoeut, 
and principle, in an elegant manner. The same day the exit of the 
rebellion (lately occurred in England,) was celebrated by firing o£ 



guns, drinking loyal healths, aiiti other J on. oust rations of joy. There 
was a ball iji the evening, tlie whole city wns illuminated, and a great 
quantity of punch given amongst the populace at the hunfire. on this 
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It *'as again on October 30tli, 1T4(S, when this patriotic convidahty 
was esMbited, wliich the "Gazete" announced "as being the 
annivorsery of the birth ot his most sacred Majesty, oar only rightful 
sovereiffn, King George the second, (who God long preBerve,) when 
his majesty coioplcted his <l3rd (a grand climaterical) year, the same 
was ol^rved here (Annapolis) with firing of CEiQnon, drinking loyal 
healths, &c. &<;." 

The domestic circle, as uow. furnished the local column withitems. 
Only then t,ie stately oourtesy of sentiment and expression united to 
smooth down the indBlioaey that has invaded the reports of modem 
joumalism. On December 23rd, 1740, the editor of the "Gazeile" 
&nnonnce<l : "At the dawn of the Slst instant, the wile of the 

Srinter o( this paper, to the great joy of her husljand. was safely de- 
vered of a son ; who is to have the honor o! being named after that 
great general, his royal highness Duke William." 

The arrival of dignitaries in the city was made the occasion of 
public and private courtesies and patriotic demonstrations. The faith- 
rul publisher of the capital, says in March 1747 : 

■'On Tuesday last, arrived within our Capes his Majesty's Ship, 
the Fonlkstone, Cant. Greger, with Samuel Ogle, Esq., and Lady, on 
board, who, some snort time after, disemliarked, and went on board 
the Neptune, Capt. Grindall, bound for this place, where he arrived 
abonl ten in the evening, and was received at his Landing by a num- 
ber of gentlemen, &c., and saluted by the town guns, and from on 
board Sundry Ships in the river. And yesterday morning, hie honor, 
Btteiideil by his Excellency Thomas Bladen, Esq., then Governor, and 
his Lordship's honorable Council, &c., went to the Council Chamber, 
where his commisBinn, appointed him Lieutenant-General and Chief 
Governor of this Proviiioe and Avalon, was opened and published. 
After which his Excellency was pleased to issue his Proclamation for 
continuing all ofllcerB, both Civil and Military, in their' respective 
otlloes. until further orders." 

Although the bill of rights had not been written and the Maryland 
Code published, t.-^e Maryland Courts of the last centuij had an 
innate ik'sire to adjudicate a!l causes before them "aocortting to the 
very right and equity ot the jnatter." For example; 

On Tnesday, June 19th, 1747, "at the County Court, held here last 
Tuesday, Mr^. S. C. of Patapsoo, was filled the Biim of one penny, for 

whipping the R d Mr. N 1 W a with a Hickory Switch, it 

being Imagined by the oourt that he welt deserved it." 

In the same spirit, no doubt, the sword of justice was unsheathed 
in September 1747, when two servants, "Rebels lately imiiorted," 
were found guilty of drinking the Pretender's healtn, together with 
"some other treasonable expressions," being incapable r.f paying fines, 
were "well whip 'd at the whipping post, and were stflod in the 
pillory. 

The times were writ, when during the second week in January, 1747, a 
negro man in Annapolis had one of his ears cut oil by the sentence of 
the peace, "for oSering to strike his overseer. 

The fiiurt then alioweil no triiliiig wUh B.\aA'j'ateaX\W4'i, »&■«»» 
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proved on the 12th ol April, 1748, when "ft great case" was tried at An- 
napolis, "wliorein n young gentle wouian was plaiiitiff and ft gentle- 
nmn defendant for breach of a promise of inarrfiii^e. The triut Iftuted 
about nine hoitrs, when the jnry went out, and after a shirt stay, re- 
. tuiTiiiig with a verdict for the plaintiff and XSOdaniagiys.'' 

OnMaySnJ, 1753, Mary W n obtained from Joseph W d, 

after a long trial and the examination of numerous witneusea, £oO 
ilamngex for a breach of promise of marriage. 

Klectricity had its devotees nearly a century and a half ago, who- 
had made some pro^^ress in the subtle saiene, as was proved on Friday, 
June flth, 1749, when a ^witlenmn with an electrical machine made 
some interesting eKpenineiits in Annapnlia. He placPd it on tho 
South side of a creek, supposed the Spa. "and having set some spirite 
of wine in a small vessel, r>n a inble an the North side, he caused a. 
spark of eleetneal Bre to dftrt across in an instant, through 300 yarda- 
cj water, which set the spirits in a blaze in the flret attempt, and 
several times afterwards ; and discharged a buttery of eleven gnns, to 
the surprise and great satisfaction of the spectators. "• 

The Ancient, Free aud AocMited Masons were established in the 
cilj- lit this early date, and "on Wednesday, the 37th of December, 
174!'. the festivulof St. John the Evangelist, and the anniversary of the 
Ancient and Honorable Fraternity of Free and Accepted Masons, the 
Gentlemen of the Brot.herhooil, connected with lodge in Annapolis 
with several of the order from the country, celebrated the day. 

At lao'elock, the whole company, 30 in number, "went in pro- 
cession with white gloves and aprons, from the House of their Brother 
Middlaton, lieing preceded by their master, Wardens and Gt«nd 
Stewards to the church, whero an eTcellont sermon, adapted to the 
occasion, was preached by their brother, the Ttev. Mr. Brngdan: 
After Hermon, they returned in the same manner [n>ra Church to the 
Indian King, where having dined elegantly, they elected their master' 
and officers for the ensuing year, and then proceeded in the above 
order to the great Council Room, where they made a hall for the en- 
tertainment of the Ladies, and the evening was spent with innocent' 
mirth and gayety." 

The hearth-stone again furnishes the Gazette with a local note. Ob 
Wednesday, January 34th, 1750, it says :

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On October 10th, 1753, the ship Friendship, Capt. Jaini"s Lucre, 
nrriveil at ^VniiajinlU, with 300 GoTnian paeeengors called Palatines, 
who were conaigaed. to Mesara. Alexander LawaoiiandJames Johnson, 
niprc hunts, AnionR tliern were husbandmen and tradesmen, who 
well' ()ffi'rftd (or sale at Annapolis on the l*th of October to pay thair 
pn,s*a|!;e money. 

frum InisineBs to pleasure tiie Annapolitans of the last century 
tuvrifid with a keen Kest ; and the Annapolis Theatre is now found in 
fidl ofieration. Among the pieces played were The Busy Body, The 
Ljiiig Valet, Thn Beggar's Opera, The Beaux Stratagem. The 
Virgin ITiiraasked, Recrmting Officer, The Beau in the Side, The' 
London Merchant, The Ijalliid Opera, Diimon and Pythias. King 
Bichard 111 was advertised to be played. Mr. Wyrell took the part of 
Richard. 

In the early part of NoTeinber, of the same year. 1752, Ricliard 
BuckeD & Company exhibited at Annapolis, three wax flgnrea, the 
que«n of Hungary, her son, and a pandour in his military drefia, alscr 
a curious brass piece of ordinanoe. that could be discharged twenty 
times in a, minute, together with piutures of places nf note in England, 
Scotland. France, and Italy. 

A i'oiirt incident oceurredabont this time that does not reflect n\uch 
credit ujion the wL-men jury system. At a lata Provincial Court, 
Mary Perry, sentenced t« die, pleaded that she was with child. A 
jury uf matrons was summoned to examine her, "the foreman, being 
an psperionoed midwife, which pronounced her not (juick. A few 
daysaftBrwardainQueen Anne's county jail, she gave birth to a lusty 
bor.'" 

The intense loyalty to all that was British was constantly shown by 
the people of Annapolis. Siaturday. the 17th of Febmary, 1753, the 
birthday of Lord Baltimore, at which time he attained his majority, 
twenty-one, was warmly celebrated at Annapolis. "Atnooneannoua- 
were discharged, in the evening the President of the province gave a 
public ball whern there was a handsome appearance o( gentlemen 
and ladies. Thel.oyal Healths, Lordship's Prosperity to Maryland, 
&c., &c.. wei-e dnink, and Ihe town was beautifully illuminated. 
There was a bonSre near the dock, and a hogshead of punch was ^ven 
to the populace." 

Again, on November 1st. 1759, their loyality cropped out when 
there was great rejoicing at Annapolis on account of the taking of 
Quebec. — guns were fired, ilhiminations made, and a public ball was 
given by the Goveninr. Much regret waa felt for death of Gen. 
Wolfe. 

The -wenea shift, and the bright picture of liliiil affection is marred 
by the iJtninoiw clouds of disapproval on thebrowa of the Freeman of 
Maryland who had nei'er submitted, and were determined never to 
submit, to the levying of any taxes upon them eseept such aa were 
laid by their own deputies. 

Oil December 31. (1789,) "at ten o'clock at a numerous meeting, by 
beat of the town-drum, at which were many of the gentlemen com- 
mittees from the several counties of this province, who in July laat, 
entered into the articles for non- importation of British 3u^ra.uiti<j*, 
and for promoting frugality, economy, SAidlhowseol iiTnw\!MiKL^wsK>s-- 
-" -'- I, raaolved unanimously, tluitthe «a\d&Tt\i\«s>Mim'«*'*^wi'*M 
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ftilhtrBJ tM imd proBervprl inviolate ; and tliiit 
man. present at this nieetilig, will use bis uti: 
laudable ei:da." 

This mosaic of sentimuiit, politics, and festivitios presents Annapolia 
as it was a luindred years ago. 

It was at tbis period that Eddis, tbe English Snrre/or of CustomB 
flt Annajiolia, wrote ; "I am pereiiaded there it! not a towiiin Kttgland 
or tbo sanio size as Annapolis, wbieh can boast at a greater number o( 
faebionable and bandsoine women ; and were I not satisfied to the OQn- 
trarf. 1 should snppose that the majority of our belles poasei^sed every 
advantage ot a lou^ and familiar intercourse with the manners and 
bsbita of your great (London) metn)poli?." 

During the winter these lovely ana accomplished women had op- 
portutiity to display their graces in fortnight Italia. The rooms for 
dancing, (the present Assembly Rooms) were large and of elegant 
constniutiotl, and were illuminated with great brilliancy. At eaah 
end of the room were apartments for the card tables, "where select 
companies enjoy the circidation of the party-colored gentry, without 
having their attention diverted by the sound of fiddles, and the evolu- 
tions of youthful performere." 

It is 10 the credit of the citizensot Maryland that, during the gloom 
nnd distifas occasioned by the Hevolution, the eonveiitiou prohibited 
balls throughont the province. The public mind, however, did not 
seem to need the legal prohibition fur it was engaged in too serious 
bnainosB to pursue the phantom of social pleasures. 

One g[ the most faithful pictures oE Annapolis life immediately pro- 
ceeding the beginning of the hostilities of the Revolution is drawn by 
the pen of Mr. Eddis who was part of what he described. In hu 
cheerful and entertaining style, under date of January IH, ITTl, he 
writes from Annapolis : 

"In a former letter, 1 attempted to convey some idea of the truly 
picturesque and beautiful situation of our little capital. Several of 
the most opulent families liave here established their residence ; and 
hospitality is the characteristic of the inhabitants. Party prejudices 
have little influence on social intercourse ; the grave and ancient en- 

EY the bleSEiings of a respectable society, while the young and gay 
Lve variiius amuaemeJits to engage their hours of relaxation, and to 
promote that mutual connexion so essential to their future happi- 

"Yon well know, tliat I liavo ever been strongly attached to the 
rational entertainment resulting from theatrical exhlbitious. When 
I bade farewell to Englaiid. 1 little ex[jeoted that my passion for the 
drama could havo beuri gnvtiUed, iu any tolerable ctogrec, at a diatance 
so remote from the great mart of genius ; and I brought with me 
strong prepossessions in behalf of favourite performerE', whose merits 
were fully established, by the universal sanction of intelligent judges. 
My pleasure and ray surprise were therefore excited in proportioo, on 
finding performers m this county equal, at least, to those who sustain 
the bujt of the first characters in your most celebrated provincial 
theatres. Our governor, from a strong oonvicHon that the stage, 
under proper regulations, may be rendered of general utility, and 
made auliservienttothe great intei'estsofreligionand virtue, patronizes 
the AmBrican Company ; and as their present place of exhibition 
/s oa u staaU soak, and iiiconveiLieatL} eUuntAd, a subscription, 



by his example, has been rapidly cuniplBted to erect a new thoatre, 
on a commoUioqs. if not an elegftnt, [ilan. The manager is to do- 
liver tickets lor two seasons, to the amount of the respeotive sub- 
scriptions; and, it is imagined, that the money which will be re- 
ceived at the doors, from non -subscribers, well enable him to con- 
duet the business without difflculty ; and when the limited number ol 
performances is completed, the intire property ie to be vest«d in him. 
This will be a valuable addition to our catftloguo of amusements. Thff 
building is already in u state of forwardness, and the day of opening 
is anxiously expected." 

On November 2, 1771, Mr. Eddis introdiioes another scene in An- 
napolis life. To his correspondent in Enciand, he says : 

"In this remote region, my dear friend, the phantom pleaaifre is 
pursued with as much avidity as on your side of the Atlantic ; and cer- 
tainly with OS much gratiBcation except by the injudicious herd who- 
form ideas of happiness from comparison alone. 

"Our races, which are jusl concluded, continued four days, and 
afforded excellent amusement to those who are attached to the pleas* 
uresof the turi ; and, surprising as it may appear, I assure you thers- 
arc few meetings iti England better attended, or where mare capital 
horses are exhibited. 

"In order to encourage the breed of this noble animal, a jockey club- 
Ims been instituted, consisting of many principal gentlemen in this 
and in the adjacent provinuea many of whom have imported from Bri- 
tain, at a very great expense, horses of high reputation. 

"In America, the mild beauties of the autumnal months amply ooin- 
pensate for the fervent heats of summer, and the rigid severity of 
winter. Nothing could exceed the charming serenity of the weather 
during these races ; in consequence of which there was a prodigious 
concourse of spectators, and considerable sums were depending on the 
contest of each day. On the first, a purse of one hundred guineas 
was run for, free only tor the members of the club ; and on the three 
following days subscription purses of Gf ty pounds each, Acsembliee, 
and theatrical representations, were the amusements of tlie evening, 
at which the company exhibited a fashionable and brilhant ap- 
pearance. 

"Our new theatre, of which I gave youan account ina former letter, 
was opened to a numerous audience the week preceding the races. 
The structure is not inelegant, bnt, in my opinion, on too narrow a 
scale for its length ; the boxes are commodious, and neatly decorated ;- 
the pit and gallery are calculated to hold a number of people without 
incommoding each other : the stage is well adapted fordramatic and 
pantomimical exhibitions ; and several of the scenes reflect great credit 
on the ability of the painter. I have before observed, that the |ier- 
forraers are considerably above mediocrity ; therefore, little doubt can 
be enteriained of their preserving the public favour, and reaping a 
plenteous harvest." 

Mr, Eddis was disposed Co give the country of his choice credit for 
every virtue it jiossessed. In these glowing sentences he depicts the 
conservatism of their sentimentsand thebeantyandaccoraplishmeutS' 
of Amerir'AU women, which latter opinions werefoundedeentirely by the 
Maryland and Virginia ladies he had met and chiefly those of Annapolis, 
sii]Gc Mr. Eddis appears to have lieen in no other parts of thia cn^^- 
nent. On December 24, 1771, he writes Itom Ciie aHai^Xai^ (^.-^NJo^'. 
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"Whatever yuu Lave henrdreklivc to tUe rigid puritftiiical principleH 
nnd uiiijiOTDicul iialnts ot lur American bnjtlireti, is bj no mvaiis true 
wlicu up|i1ioil ti) the inbiibitants of the southern provinces. Libentlity 
of r'ciitiiLicut, aud geniiino hospitality, are every where prevalent; 
iiuil 1 iim persuaded they too frequently mistako jirofnseneBS for 
^uiii'riisily, and impair their health and their fortimeB, by splendor of 
oppeai'iiuce and magnifleence of eutortaiumentB. 

"The r[uiok importation of fasldons from the mothpr country is really 
ABtanJBhing. I am almost inclined to believe, that a new faahion is 
adopte<i earlier hy the polished and affluent American, than by many 
opulent persons in the ftreat inetmpolis ; nor are opportunities wautine 
to display suiMTJor- i4fi;!i.iiic'. We have varied amusoments, and 
nnmerous partic-^, "Ijnii (iiynnl to the young-, the gay, and the ambi- 
tious, an e\ti.ni=iM' tii'M [iTiin[,'[i(i in the race of vain and idle oompeti- 
tion. Inshorl, vi'ry liirli- lUtk'ience is, in reality, ohaen-able in the 
manners of the wuiUliy uoliMiistaiid the nealthy Briton. Qood and 
bad habits pruvail oji both sides the Atlantic. 

"It is but justice to eonteas, thar the American ladies possasa a na- 
tural ease and elegance in the whole of their deportment ; and that 
white the^ assiduously cultivate external aocompUshmeut, they are 
•still ansiously a'tentivo to the more important embellish merits of 
the iniud. In conversation they are generally animated, arid en- 
tertaining, and deliver their sentiments with affability and propriety, 
jn a word, there are, throughout these colonies, vary many lovely 
. women, who have never passed the bounds of their respective pro- 
vinces, and yet, I am persuaded, might appear to great advantage in 
Ihe most brilliant circles of gaiety and fashion. 

"In this country the marriage ceremony is universally performed in 
the dwelling houses of the parties. The company, who are invited, 
assemble early in the evening, and after partaking ot tea and other 
refreshments, the indissoluble contract is completed. The bride and 
bridegroom then receive the accustomed eongratulations : cards and 
dancing immediately succeed ; an elegant supper, a cheerful gkss, and 
the convivial song close the entertainment. 

"Therearefew places whereyoungpeopleare more frequently grati- 
fied with opportunities ot associating toother than in this country. 
Besides our regular assemblies, every mark ot attentionis paid to the 
patron Saint ol each parent dominion ; and St. George, St. Andrew. 
St. Patrick, and St. David, are celebrated with every partial mark of 
national attachment. General invitations are given, and the appear- 
AQoe is always numerous and splendid. 

"The Americans, on this part of this continent, havelikewiseaSaint, 
whose history, like those of the above venerable characters, is tost in 
fable and uncertainty. The first ot May is, however, set apart to the 
memory of Saint Tamina, on which occasion the natives wear apiece 
of a buck's tail in their bats, or in some conspicuous situation. Dur- 
ing the oourse of the evening, and generally in the midst of a dance, 
the company are interrupted by the sudden intrusion of a number of 

Srsons habited liked Indians, who rush violently into the room, sing- 
j the war song, giving the whoop, and dancing in the style of those 
people ; after which ceremony a collection is made, and the retire 
well satisfied with their reception and entertainment. 

"In this province there are scarce any vestiges of the original inhab- 
itaats, but it does not appear that their numbers have been reduced 
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liy any inluimftn or imlirep! pmctieeK oE the British settlers. In Dor- 
set oouiity, on tte eaatem shore ol Maryland, there are imleetl the re- 
inninsof a nation, once popnlous and powerful, who, to this day, re- 
tain constderablo trtu^ts of valuable land, for which they I'cccive aa 
annual condderation, tint by no means equivalent to the real valne. 
When every other Indian nation thought it uec^ssaryto retire beyond 
the range of the European settlements, those people it seems dcter- 
inineil lo ciiiiliiiin' im their native spot. But neiiig precluded from 
theirfninwioceunationsandporpuits, they became totally indolent and 
■■"""'■■" : and a different habit ot living, a violent propensity tr — '- 



to such a degree, that at this time not twenty of their descendants 

Pohtios is the child ot eovemment. America had its politics and 
Maryland a noted part nf it before the Revolution. It !md not reached 
exact national deliiioation before the throes over the Stamp Act 
bejfan, lint in Morylond there was a one line of poiicy which the 
citizens, on all oocasions, "in season and out of season" pursued, and 
that was to resist with manly couraBeaHinfrmgements of their rights 
by the Crown's officers. Mr. Eddis, seeing with aJi Bnglishinau'a 
eve, portrays this deter en inat ion in the following extract from An- 
napolis, Feb. 17,1772: 

"The annual revenue ot the proprietary, arising trnm the sale of 
lands, and the yearly quit rent, after deducting all the various clinrge* 
-of government, averages ot twelve thousand five hundred pounds per 
annum. AH offices, excepting those in the service of the customs, 
■are in his gift, or in the gift of bis representative for the time being. 
This patronage includes a very extensive range of lucrative, and re- 
spectful stations ; and consequently throws greot weight and influ- 
«ioe into the scale of government. 

"This influence is considered by many, a

nial. The delegates roturned, are generally persons ot the greatest 
^KHisequence in their different counties ; and many of them are per- 
fectly acquainted with the political and conunercittl interests of their 
constituents. I have frequently heard subjects debated with great 
powers of eloquence, and force of reason ; and the utmost regularity 
and propriety distinguish the whole of their proceedings. 

"During the sitting of the assembly, the members of both houses 
receive a stated sum for their attendance on public business ; and the 
namber of days being properly oertifletl, they are regularly paid their 
respective claims at the conclusion of each session." 

"Provincial and country magistrates are appointed by the gover- 
nor. The former are eoraraissioned to try capital offences, and im- 
portant causes relative to property ; the latter preside in the county 
«ourts. They have likewise, individually, power to determine causas 
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of the value of forty shillings ; and to inflict punishment on serrants, 
complaint being regularly made, and the matter proved by their em- 
ployers. 

*'The governor has a discretionary authority to pardon persons capi- 
tally convicted ; and by the principles' of the constitution, he is 
obliged to sign all warrants for the execution of those who suffer 
agreeable to sentence. 

**A litigious spirit is very apparent in this country. The assizes are 
held twice in the year, in the city of Annapolis, and the number of 
causes then brought forward, is really incredible. Though few of the 
gentlemen who practice in the courts have been regularly called to 
the bar, there are several who are confessedly eminent in their pro- 
fession ; and those who are possessed of superior abilities, have full 
employment for the exertion of their talents, and are paid in due pro- 
portio!'i by their respective clients. 

**The natives of these provinces, even those who move in the hum- 
bler circles of life, discover a shrewdness and penetration, not gener- 
ally observable in the mother country. On many occasions, they are 
inquisitive, even beyond the bounds of propriety ; they discriminate 
characters with the greatest accuracy ; and there are few who do nofc 
seem perfectly conversant with the general, and particulr interests of 
the community. An idea of equality also seems to prevail, and the 
inferior order of people pay but little external respect those who 
occupy superior stations. 

By October 3rd, 1772, there was another color in the political cur- 
rent. This is the sneering and inappreciative language which Mr. 
Eddis uses, evidently with the sincerest belief that he fitly described 
them, towards the patriots who were in the van in opposing British 
encroachments upon the just rights and liberties of the colonies ; 

**Under pretence of supporting the sacred claims of freedom, and 
of justice, factious and designing men are industriously fomenting 
jealousy and discontent ; and unless they are stopt in their progress 
by the immediate and determined exertions of the wise and moderate, 
they will aggravate the dissention which is become but too evident, 
and involve this now happy country in complicated misery. ' * 

In the decade preceding the Revolution and part of that contem- 
poraneous with it, its life of fashion and frivolity reached its height at 
the capitol. Wealth gave leisure and education ; education and 
leisure created the desire for refined and fashionable pleasures. The 
presence of a large number of officials, part of whom had come from 
the realm of "Merry England,*' and had imported its follies and 
pleasures, not only added to the repertoire of social amusements, but 
the emoluments of office gave the means of gratifying their tastes.^ 
These enlarging the fund of native resources of society, not only did 
the fame of the elegance and enjoyment of life at Annapolis extend to 
the utmost bounds of the Province, but it invaded the sister com- 
monwealth of Virginia, and one of the frequent visitors of Annapolis, 
and participant in the pleasures and excitements of its race-courses, 
its card-parties, and its balls, was George Washington, then a colonel 
in the service of his State. 

The only place in Maryland that offered to the devotees of fashion 
the opportunity to gratify a refined «nd cultivated taste for social 
pleasures, it became the rendezvous- of 4^ gay atodr voluptuous society. 
The very emptiness of their minds and lack of useful employment be- 
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eat a. longing for these trivial pleusuraSj which thej called enjoyment 
because it relieved "from the oniiui of the moment, even by occupa- 
tion in trifiea." The seat of a wealthy government, the diily life of 
its iahahitants was softened by the reHiietnciits of art, the iudolenoe of 
wealth, and the substantial benoflta of opulence. The furniture of 
their houses was couBtrncted of the most costly woods and the most 
valnoble marbles, enoh enriched by the elegant deTicesoI the painter's 
and sculptor's arts. When they paid thefr social debts, or gathered 
for the stately aiiaiiet, thoy came in eijuipages light and handsome, 
drawn by fleetest coursers, and managed by livried slaves in richest 
apparel. Three-fourths of the dwellings of the city, b)^ their style 
uud elegance, gave proof of the wealth of the people whilst the em- 
ployment of a French hair dresser, by one lady at a thousand crowns 
a year, was an out-cropping of that luxury which made it the home 
of a gay and haughty circle of giddy voluptuaries and social aiito- 

Nor was tlie element of evil wanting in this dwarfed prototype of 
Kuropean social life. Youth, beauty, wealth, and intelUgeiiCD soon 
chastened the rigors u£ the primitive virtues of the settlers of the pro- 
vince and city into the refinement of continental manners. The fas- 
cinating and dangerous attractions of gayety, whilst they earned for 
Annapolis the title of the Athens of America, the chronicles of those 
times warrant the belief, that "her pleasures, like those of lux- 
urious and pampered lite in all ages, ministered neither to her happi- 
ness nor her purity. ' '* 

After the Revolution, its lite of fashion subsided, its commeroe de- 
parted, wealth gradually took its flieht from Annapolis, and the city 
fell into a somnolent state. In its days uf dreamy slumber a Naval 
Commission reported that "A polar expedition is useless to determine 
the Earth's Axis. Go to Annapolis rather. It should be called the 
pivotrcity. It is the centre of tne universe, for while all the world 
around it revolves it remains stationary, Ono advantage Is that you 
Rlways know where to find it. To get to Annapolis you have but to 
cultivate a colossal calmness and the force of gravity will draw yon 
towards the great centre — once there, there is no certrifugal force to 
displace you. and you stay. By natural evolution your hands disap- 
pear in your breeches pochets and you assume the most marked char- 
acteristic of the indigenous Annapolltan. No glove merchant ever 
flourished there. Annapolitans m heaven have heads and wings, 
their hands disappear. On old tombstones you mav see them as An- 
gels, on earth they resemble exclamation points, aU heads and tails, 
like the fish they eat. Natuntl evolution devolopes itself in a taste for 
-oysters, as they need no carving, and a phosphorous diet swells the 
brain ; the; tallc polirics continually. Annapolis keeps the Severn 
river in its place. This will be useful when the harbour of Baltimore 
dries up. Annapolitans are waiting for this. They are in no hurry, 
they don't mind waiting. Two or three centennials will.doit." 

A fair specimen of the raillery Anna|K>lis has outlived. This face- 
tious description, once well-nigh historical, n" '""'»— ~ 
napols of toe present which begins to stir i 
profound.

The F1R8T ANfERicAN Theatre Erected ih 

AN-NAPOLIS. 

1753—1887, 

The Brst theatre in America was huilt at Annapolis. In the Maryland 
Gazette, of June iBth, 1753, appeared the following advertisement ( 

"By permission of his honor tlve president, (BeniaminTftsker.Esq., 
then president or governor of the province,) at the new theatre in 
AnnRpolis, by the company of comedians from Virginia, on Monday

The company played wMlst 
in AnnapoKs, "The Busy Body," "Beaus Stratagem," "Recruiting 
Officer, "London Merchant, "Cato," "Richard III," and other 
dramas. This company afterward performed at Upper Marlborough

Bncknell and company exhibited some curious was figures, represent- 
ing the Queen of Hungary sitting on her throne, and the Duke, her 
son, and courtiers in attendance.

The company then went to Upper Marlboro' and played several 
weeks. 

On Saturday, the lath of February, 1769, anew theatre was opened 
by the American company of comedians vrith Romeo and Juliet. 
The company then consisted of Messrs. Hallam, Jeflerson, Verling, 
Wall, Darby, Morris, Parker, Godwin, Spencer, Page, Walker, (S- 
bome, and Bnrdett, Mrs. Jones, Walker, Osborne, Burdett, Malone, 
Parker and Mrs. Hailam. This company was held in high estimation 
in Aniiapolis, and espeoially for its performance of Richard HI. 
Miss Hallam escited the admiration of tne poets, and the Muse's flama 
was kindled in her honor. One of the stanzas to this atar of the- 
stage ran : 

"Around her, see the Graces play. 

See Venus' Wanton Doves, 
And in her Eye's Pellucid Ray, 
See little Laughing Loves, 
Yb Gods I 'Tis Cytherea'8 Face." 
It was thistheatifi that Mr. Eddis, the ever-faithful chronicler, so 
(juaintly described in his letter dated from Annapolis, November 3nd, 
1771, and printed in the preceding chapter: 

This theatre stood on the present site of the Adams Express OfHce, 
West Street, and was pulled down over fifty years ago to make room 
for the present building, whicli was erected by the Hutton Brothers, 
as a wagon manufactory. 
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The theatre iu AnnApelis wa^ tb« miniature of the progress of 
dninatic art the world over. Here ms the devotioa t« actresses kod 
ben was displafed their hsughly t^rrann j wlmi th^r royal higbnesses 
irere displeased bj an exacting aod rapricioas pablic. This haDtenr 
ns pcdntedlj evinced on the kst night of a season's perfornianoes b^ 
the Old American Companj ut Comedians. Daring the eveuing tha 
Aodience desired a Mn. Heniy to perform some part oC the programme 
which abe refosed to do. A local correspoudeDt wrote u> the OattfU 
that "pitf it is that lictng so <reLI satisfied with the cotapanr in gear 
«nl, the Annapolitans should at last have their indignation excited 
ty the eoiitemptuoua and ungratetul behavior of Mrs. HeorT, who not 
O nl J obstinately refuseil to gratit; them in the only way in which she is 
superiorlj qualified to please, but had not even the compliance to 
offer an apology for denying their request. But if we regret that onr 
good humor should, at length, have been tired out 1^ the insolence of 
this princess, we lunieiit still more feelingly that our displeasure ahonld, 
even in appearance, have fallen on two performers so deservedly pos- 
sessed of our tavoT and esteem as Mrs. Morris and Mr. Wignell while 
the audience were bent on hearing Mrs. Henry sing." 
In 1828, another theatre was built of wood on Duke of Gloucester street, 
onthepresentfiiteofthc Presbyterian Church. The corner-stone of this 
theatre was laid on the 14tb of August. 1828, by Richard I. Jones, 
Esq. A l^en boi, containing a Gst of the names of the Building 
Committee, a copy ot each of the newspapers printed in this city, and 
a copy of the will of Genera! Washington, wasdepoaited under it. An 
appropriate aildross was delivered by James F. Brice, Esq., in the 

KBsence ot the Committee, and a respectable number of citizens, who 
d assembled to witness the ceremony. It is deserving of remark, 
that the stone used for the eomer-stono of this edifice, was the corner- 
stone of the theatre which formerly stood on West street, and which 
was palled down alwut 1818. 

Of this theatre_ Mr. Da vid Ridgely wrote in 1841 , it "is rarely opened 
not having votaries of the dramatic muse sufficient to sustain it even 
forn season." 

Annapolis since that period has hod no regular theatre ; but is indebted 
to occasional vitjita of artists of genius, among them John E. Owena 
and Madame Jannesshcck, with a plenitude of strolling companies of 
indifferent ability — whose place of performance is the Masonic Opera 
House. The amateur talent of Annapolis has been occasionally dis- 
played So the signal credit of performers and the pleasure of the pub- 
lic. Frequent dramatic performances at the Naral Academy have 
«nliTenud the monotonous duties ot military life, and the eshibit of 
town-talent at the Masonic Opera House in 187B and 1881 in the refiro- 
duation of the cantatas of Belshazzer and Joseph reflected the High 
mtisical talent and dramatic skill of our citizens, and afforded unusual 
pleasure to Urge and cultivated audiences. 



CHAPTER XXXllI. 
Thf. Stamp Act in Axn^ 
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Boston, on the 14tbDf August, 1T6S, hung and burned theeffigiesoC 
Bute and Qrerille. Thirteen days later Annapolis to show its "detes- 
tation of, and ahhorrence to, aome late tremendous attacks on liberl^ 
and their dislike to a. certain late arrived officer, a nalice of this 
propina P' "curiously dressed up the figure of a man, which they 
placed in a one-horse oart, male-faetflr like, with some sheets of paper 
in his hands before his face. In that manner they paraded through 
the streets of the town, till noon, the bell at the same time tolUng a 
solemn knell, when they pioceedeil to the hill, and after giving it the 
Mosaic Law at the wliipping-post, placed it in the pillory, from whence 
they took it and hung it on b gibbet, there erected for that purpose, 
and set fire to a tar-lniiTol underneath and burnt it till it fell into the 
barrel. By the many significant nods of the head, while in the oart, 
it may be said to have gone ofl very penitently.'" 

The proceedings were under the direction of "a considerable num- 
ber of people" calling themselves "Asserters of British American 
privileges," who had assembled from all giarts of the State, amongst 
them being that bold and aggressive spirit, Samuel Chase — in 1776, 
one of the signers of the Detdaration of Indepeudance from Maryland. 

The man who was the appointed instrument of oppression for Mary- 
land, was a native and merchant of Annapolis, one Zachariah Ilood, 
who happened to be in London at the time the stamp act was passed, 
and who, thus early at court, and too far from home to know the dangers 
of the office he desired to fill, sought and received the royal gift. 
McMahon photographs him in one sentence : "fie was a willing instru- 
ment in the hands of a tyrannical ministrv for the oppression of the 
people amongst whom he was horn andhaa lived." 

The announcement of this appointment was made in a letter from 
London, published in the Gazette at August 33nd, 1785. "We are 
credibly informed," says thewriter, "thatH — — h H^ d, kte a so- 

Snming merchant of the city of Annapolis ; but, at present, Z— — h 
d, at St. James', has, for his many eminent services to the King 

and country dnriiig the late war, got the commission of Distributor of 
the stamps of that province. This gentleman's conduct is highly ap- 
proved at here by all Court-cringing politicians, since lie is supposed 
to have wisely considered that if Ms country must be stamped, the 
blow would be easier borne from a native, than a foreigner, who might 
not be acquainted with their manners and institutions." 

On the arrival of fiood in the latter part of August, or the first of 
September, with his stamps, he was met at the City Dock by the citi- 
zens of Annapolis who had repaired in a body to resist his landing. In 
this they were successful, and, in the scuBIb which ensued, Mr. 
Thomas MoNeir had his thigh broken — the first patriot injured in the 
struggle for Air.eriiau rights. The names of two others only who 
took part in this rally for liberty have come down to us. They were 
Mr. Charles Farris and Mr. Abraliam Claude— the latter, the gmnd- 
fatherof our estimable Mayor, Dr. Abram Claude. The landing, ^le- 
vented at the City Dock, was claiidestme\^ roaieaV wan^XNtt v=*®^- 



and palled down & liOQSO which Hood was having rejinired for tae re- 
ception of a cargo of goods. TerriBed at such auggMtive proceedings 
at the hands of his former friends a::d the populnce generally, Hood 
intimated to GoTemor Sharpe that if he thougtit tbitt his resjgnation 
as stamp distributor would reconcile his countrymen to him, and would 
advise him to take that step, he would throw up the commission of 
his tormenting office. Governor Sharpe was imwilHng to take this re- 
sponsihilit^, and, as Hood and his rclatioaa felt that he would sot be 
eafe in his or the GoTernor'a house, ho retired "for a few weeks to 
New York.'' Before he went, however, he declared the office had 
been solicited by Thomas Ringgold, a member ot the Legislature from 
Sent. Ringgold indignantly denied this by advertisement in public 
print, and s&ui if the ofRco had been asked for him br any one, it was 
without his knowledge. In the same issue of the Gazelle, Benjamin 
Welsh gaTe public notice that he would ' 'vB,y no tax whatever but 
what is laid upon me by my representative. 

Uood did not purchase peace by fljght. On the 38th of November, 
a party of citizens ot tlie neighborhood, aurroundedthe house on Long 
Island, in which Hood was concealed. As escape was impossible, he 
"endeavored to excuse his conduct and desired liberty to rekte his 
case, anil read the letters ho liad wrote to reconcile himself to his in- 
censed country. The request was granted. He said that some con- 
siderable service that he had done or designed his contitry. together 
with his long absence from it and his friends, on his late return from 
England to Maryland, had given him expectations of the most agree- 
able and ondeanng receptiou, and the pleasing views of a genteel sub- 
sistence for life. But that on his arrival he was every way so totally 
disappointed that he was really an object of compassion rather than 
resentment — that he was obliged to leave all his afi'airs in the greatest 
confusion and fly for the preseiTation of his life. That his absenea 
had occQsioned great losses, and that his life was still in danger should 
be offer to return. That he had been in a state of continual painfid 
anxiety ever since his arrival in America, that even his enemies might 
pity." He begged that he might resign uijon his honor, without 
oath, and "that he might be allowed to hold his office if his country- 
men mi^ht hereafter desire it." Neither request was granted, and 
under threat of being delivered to the multitude, Hood agreed to exe- 
cute, and subsequently, did, under oath, a complete and abject resig- 
nation. 

The mob, its indignation now changed to gratiScation. cheered Hood 
and invited him to an entertainment which he very naturally declined 
on the ground that "ho was in sucha frame of body and mind that he 
would be unhappy in any company. " 

Whilst the Annapolis stamp-officer was undergoing such severe 
treatment in New York, the citizens of his native place remained as 
siQcerely in earnest in their intention never to submit to the stamp- 
act as when they mot Hood on the wharf of the City Dock and pre- 
vented his lauding. 

On the 31st of October, a sii|)pleni6nt to the Maryland Gazstle ap- 
peared in deep moumin);. The editor announced liis intention ot su8^ 



pending publicatiuii, rather than submit to the "intoleralile ami bur- 
-thenaome terras." impose'd on all newsuapers by the stamp -act, de- 
claring, "The times are Dreadful, Diamal, Doleful, Dolorous, aud 
PoUerlBSS." 

Oa the 10th. oC December, "an apparition of the late Maryladd 
Oazette'' appeared, the editor determuiing to resurrect his paper 
"under the firm belief that the odious stamp-act would never be car- 
ried into D)>eratioii." Ho aimoimced that the Oazttle "shall be, as it 
had been, sacred to liberty and conseiiuently to virtue, religion, ami 
the good and welfare of its country." Here was a noble example of 
the fearless and conscientious editor who, whilst receiving' the patron- 
age of the erown oHices, boldly defended the rights of the j>eople. 

Thuattatks of tlie G-azette upon Parliament were incessant, and 
came often in pithy paragraphs and pointed allusions that carried 
greater weight than extended argumenb!. 

The final passage of the stamp-act it had conveyed to the people tu 
this paragraph : "Friday evening last, between nine aud ten o'clock, 
we had a very fiinart thunder gust, which struck a house in one part 
of the town, and o tree in another. But we were more th^tnderstTuck 
last Monday, on the arrival of Capt. Joseph Richardson, in the ship 
Pitt, in sa weeks froniDuwns, with a certain account of the stamp-act 
teing absolutely passed," 

The people of Maryland had never intended to submit to the stamp- 
ftot, and this determination culminated iti March, 1760, when the 
"Sons OF LiBKRis," from Baltimore, Kent and Anne Arundel couu- 
ties met at Annapolis and made a written application to the Chief 
justice of the Provincial Court, the Secretary and Commissary-Qen- 
titaX, and Judges of the Land OfBee, to open their respective offices, 
and to proceed as usual in the execution of their duties. This request 
was granted and tlie stamp-act became a rigid corpse in Maryland. 

The presence of his Majesty Sloop Hawke, which arrived in Decem- 
ber, 17((5, with the stamped paper for Maryland, did not cool the 
ardor of the patriots. There was no person to receive the paper, and 
Governor S ha rpe had ignominiously to return three boxes of it to Eng- 
land by a merchant ship, the Bmndou, Capt. MoLachkn, in Decem- 
lier. ITGO. 

Hood himscK afterward returned to Annapolis and conducted busi- 
ness without molestation. 

On the 5th of April, 17((S, the glad news was received by express 
that the stamp-act had been repealed. The city responded to the 
good tidings, and the afternoon was spent by the people in mirth and 
congratulations, in wliich "all loyal and patriotic toaats were drank." 

On the 11th of June, by proclamation of the Mayor, the day was 
given over to reioioing and festivity on account of the "glorious 
news" of the absolute repeal of the stamp-aet. At night the city was 
brilliantly illuminated. 

[17fl5,] A few nights after the mob destroyed Mr. Hood's intended 
residence in Annapolis, a British officer and a Mr. Hammond had a 
dispute about their pmwess. Midnight was the hour, a puhhc house 
the place, a large company tlie spoctators. The disputants agreed to 
decide the debate by a bout at boxing. Mr. Hamraimd was worsted, 
.and so much so that he had to leave tlie company. Theiwi'^Ti.ft.'iTi 
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arose that Mr. HamiiionJ. hatlbeen killeil liy the olTienrB. WTioreupon 
B mob gathered, and the British offioera otlheHonict, it seems lying off 
the town, were in diingcr ot being murdered upon the strength of the 
false crj. The gentlemen of the town intertcrrad, and the partici* 
pants in the mob were afterward ashamed to acltnowle'lgs their con' 
neotion with it. 



CHAPTER XXXIV. 
Gov. Ej)i-iN, OF Maryi,and, thb Last English Grov- 
ERNOK TO Leave the Revoi.tkd Colonies. 

176B— 1776. 

Robert Eden becanie Governor of Marylanil in 1780, under ths 
grant of Charles the First to Lord Baltimore. lie was alikp the last 
of the proprietary GovBrnors of Maryland nnd the last English Got- 
eraor to leave the revolted Coloiues. It was under his hoapitaWe 
roof that Wa'ihin^ton was guest when at Annapolis and where lis 
displayed tlrnt native dignity in conversation and broad liberality ill 
opinion which so eminently distinguished his lofty character. 

It was in the lovely month of June when Gov. Eden landed. At 
this season the picturesque scenery of Annapolis ispartinularlybeimti- 
(ul. On the fifth of the mojith the ship hearing Gov. Eden, wife, and 
family arrived in the iiarbor. On coming to anolior tlie ship fired 
seven guns which number was returned by the citziens. In the 
afternoon when the Governor landed he was met by all the members 
of the Governor's Council then in town, and a great number of oiti- 
zens, tlie gims of the battery making the Severn resound with its 
salvo of welcome. On Tuesday morning, about ten o'clock, he went 
up to the co:mci1 house, attended by his lordship's honorable councU, 
wliere his commission was open and pablished, 

Th-^ royal Governor was a gentlemen, "easy of acceas, courteona to 
all, and fascinating by his acconiptishments,' and so too Mr. 'William 
Eddis found him, tor when he arrived in Annapolis, September Brd,. 
1769, to take the position of English Collector of Customs and made 
his appearance before the Governor. He says: "My reception was 
equal to my warmest wishes. The deportment of Governor Eden. 
was open and friendly. He invited me to meet a party at dinner, and- 
I took leave till the appointed hour, with a heart replete with joy and 
gratitude. On my return to the Governor, he inti'odueed mo, in 
the most obliging terms, to several persona ot the highest respecta- 
bility in the province. He treated me with the utmost kindness and 
eordiaiity ; assured me ot liis strongest dispfjaition to advance my fu- 
ture prosperity and gave an unlimited invitation to his hospitable* 
tabled' 



Not oiily tu the select circle oF a. private coinpHDj of his intimate 
friends did Govtnior Edpn dispense his generous hospitality, but whea 
the little citj appeared ill ail its splendor on ihe auaiversarv ot tha 
jiroprietair'a birth, ho "gavea grand entertainment on the occasion 
to a numerous party ; the oompany brought with theoi every disposi- 
tion to render each other happy : ami the festivities concluded with 
cards, and daiidug which engaged the a'tcntioii of their respootivo 
votaries till an early hour." 

Although the Governor led in the festivities ot the province, he was 
not unmindful of the weightier cares of SlAte. Mr. Eddis, who 
spoke with the unction ct a grateful heart and sanguine temperamEnt 
said of him: "He appears competent to the (iischarge of hisimpor- 
tant doty. Not ouly iti the summer, but during the extreme rigour 
o£ &o American winter, it is his custom to rise early ; till the hour of 
dinner he devotes the whole ot his time to provincial concerns j the 
meanest individual obtains an easy and immediate access to his person ; 
he investigates, with Hccutacy. the I'ompliciited duties of his station ; 
and discovers, up<m every occasion, alacrity in the dispatch of huM- 
ness ; and a perfect knowledge of the relative connexions of tho 
country." 

Not only was Gov. Eden movedby motives of principle and personal 
welfare to promote the well-being of the province, but DeiDRabrolhet- 
in-law of Lord Baltimore, his family interests urged him to make the 
commonwealth prosperons. He was not wanting in any public enter- 
prise to further the happiness ot the province. A patron ot the 
drama. It was by his liberal example, sufficient funds were raised to 
erect a theatre in Annapolis on a commodious plan. He was beside 
the friend of education, and throiigli his exertions a Seminary was es- 
tablished "which as it will be conducted under ascUent regulations, 
will shortly preclude the necessity of crossing the Atlantic for the 
completion of a classiiail and polite education/' 

In June, 17*4. Governor Eden made a visit to England. He re- 
turned early in November. 

In the meuntiiiie the Peggy Stewart had been burned. 

On the 8th of November, Eddia wrote ; "The Governor is returned 
to a land of trouble. He arrived about ten this morning in perfect 
liealth. He is now ('(iiMruenced an actor on a busy theatre ; his part 
a truly critical one. To stem the popular torrent, and to conduct his 
measures with consistency, will require the exertion of all his faculties, 
The present times demand superior talents, and his, 1 am persuaded, 
will be invariably directed to promote the general good. Hitherto 
his co:iduct has :woure<i to hirri a well-merited popularity ; and his re- 
turn to the province has been expected with an impatience which suf- 
ficiently evinces the sentiments of tho public in his favor." 

The bearing of the Governor during this trying period is described 
by his ever faithful admirer, Eddis, who, March 13. 1775, wrote—"lt 
is with pleasure I am able Ui assert, that a grejiter degree ot modora- 
tioti appears to predominate in this province, than in any other on the 
continent, and lam perfectly assured we are very materially indebted 
for this [leculiar advantage to the collected and consistent coniluct ot 
our Govonior, whose views appear solely directed to advance the in- 
terests of the community ; and to preserve, by every possible metttod., 
the public tranquility. ' ' 
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On Jlay 13, Mr. Eddis wrote ; "Tiie Govamor eoQtiiiiies to stand 
fair witli the people of this province ; our public prints declare him 
.to be the only person, in his statiou, who, ia these tumultuous times, 
has given tlie Hduiinistmtion & fair and impartiul represeututiou of im- 
portant occurrences ; nud I can assert, with the strictest regard to 
truth, that he conducts himself in his arduous department, with an 
Jnvuriable nttoiitiou to the interest of hia royal master, and the es- 
sential welfftre of the jirovinee over which he has the honor to pre- 

Whon the regulation went forth that all must join the association 
ftgainst British importation and for kindred measures of opposition, 
' Gov. Eden and his family alone were accepted. 

Ii^ptember 3Sth, Mr. Eddis found the Governor iu coznpany with a 
few select loyal friends ; where "politieal oi-currenoes engrossed their 
-.oonversfttion iu which hojits appoiired to ojidrfttu but weakly, with re- 
spect to the eventful trausactions o( the Umes." 

There was one proof in spite of the Governor's title and popularity, 
that he, after all, was but a royal prisoner with a show of authority — 
all his letters had to pass the ordeal of examination by the piovincial 
authorities. He continued, however, "to receive everj estemal mark 
of attention and respect ; while the steady propriety of his conduct 
.in many trying exigencies, reflected the utmost credit on liis modera- 
tion and midcrHtandiiig." 

But the times were growing too troublous for matters to remain in 
this placid state with the Governor. In the early part of April, 1776, 
B. vessel containing a pncket of letters from Lord George G«rmaiue, 
Secretary ol State for the American Department, wa^ seized by an 
armed vessel in the provincial st " ' " 

Lord George Gerraaine's lette 

itioil which the administratioi 
was assured "of hm Majesty's entire approbation of his conduct ; and 
was directed to proceed in the lino of hi duty with all possible ad- 
dress and activity." 

This packet was forwarded to General Lee, who had the command 
oC the southern district, hywhomit was imniediately dispatched to 
Maryland, with a strong recommendation to seize the person' of the

The von, 
most 111 nXei 

liismiiuiicrs and his evident dispoation to promiito the interests of 
the tirmiiiee, had conciliated universal regard. They, therefore, 
uvoidi'd |iroceeding with that precipitate vigour so strenuously on- 
joinpil ; and only required him to give hU parole, that he would not 
take any measures for leaving the continent, till after the meeting of 
the ue.tt convention. 

This requisition the f!:overnor, for some time, warmly resisted : bit, 
on cduvictionthat the measure was unavoidable, he thought it neces- 
sary to comply ; therefore, on the sixteenth of April, gave every satis- 
factory assurance. 

On the seventh of May, the eoiiTention assembled, and on the 23d, 
-came to a determination respecting the Govenior, when it was 
resolved, "(fiat hie longer continuance in the province, at so critical 
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a perioil, might be prciudicial to the eauae in which the coloniea were 
unanimously engaged ; and that, tharetore, his immediate departure 
for Eti^lniid was nbsolutelyneoessary." Ad address was accordingly 
(liract.i'd to be drawn up, and presented to his BKoellenej, wliieh was 
delivered tu him the next evening by a eommittee of that body. 

In this address the sentiments of the convention were expressed in 
liberal leritis : they acknowledg^Hl the services re .dcred liy the gover- 
nor to the country, on many former occaEfioiiB ; imd they expressed 
the warmest wislits, that "'when the nuhappy disputes whic-h at pres- 
ent prevail, are constitutionally accommodated, ho may speedily re- 
turn and re-assume the reins of government." ■ 

The Continental Congress urged the seizure of Gov. Eden's person, 
and the Virginia convention passed tho following resolutions against 
the convention of Maryland : 

"Resolved unanimously, That the Cammittee of Safety be directed 
to write a letter to the President of the Convention of Maryland, in 
answer to his letter of the twenty-fifth instant, espreasing the deep- 
est concern at the proceedings of that Convention, respecting Gover- 
nor Eden ; and our reasons for not becoming at^ceasaiy thereto, by 
giving him a passport through this colony, of the bay adjoining : that 
we wdiiki witli rchictaiii'B, hi any cause, intermeddle in the affliirs of 
a sister colony, but in this matter we are much interested ; and the 
Convtintioii of Maryland, bj| sendir.g their proceedings to the Coni- 
mitteo of Sntoty, has made it the duly of the Convention to declare 
' their sentiments thereon

The appeal of Virgink to shJkp Gov. Eiien, of Matrlaml, addod to 
the Tiolence ol the uoopio ; and the Whig club ot ftiltiinore londly 
proclaimed the absolute iiucesgity to capture the Oovemor, as a pledge 
o( public safely, nud it was asserted that a plan was in agitation to- 
accompiisli that purpose in deSanoe ot the legialatnre. Gov. Bdea 
did not appear uonoomed, but relind on thb honor of the convention 
which hail solemnlj pledged his safe departure. 

On ynndnj, June 23, 1776, the frigate Powe^, Capt. George Mon- 
tague, arrived for Gov. Kden, and tne first Lieutentant of the ship 
came on shore with a flag of truce. Every moment now brought 
ehanfeE, the militia were under arms, and, a general confusion pre- 

Under date ot June 21). 1778, Mr. Bddia wrote from Annapolis : 

"Till the moment ot the governor's embarkation on the 23d, there 
was every reastm to apprehend a change of ilisposition to his prejudice. 
Some few were even clamorous tor his detention. But the council of 
safety, who acted utidor a reajlve ot the convention, generously rati- 
fied the engagements of that body ; and after they had taken an af- 
fectionate leave of their late supremQ magistrate, he was conducted 
to the barge with every mark ul respect due to the elevated station 
he had bo worthily filled. 

■'A few minutes before his departure, I received his striot injunc- 
tions to be steady and cautious in the regulation of my condtiot ; and 
not to abandon my situation, on an^ consideration, until absolutely 
discharged by an anthnrity which might, too probalDly, be erected on 
the ruins ot the ancient constitution, I promised the most implioit 
attention to his salutary advice ; and rendered my grateful acknowl- 
edgements for the iuniimerable obligations he had conferred on me ; 
at the same time I offered my most fervent wishes that hisfuture hap- 
piness might be full proportion to the integrity of his condact, and 
the benevolenoc of his mind. 

"In atiout an hour the barge reached the Powey, and the governor 
was received on board under a discharge of cannon ; his baggage and 
provisims were left on shore, to be forwarded in the course of the en- 
suing day, 

"During the night, some servants, and a soldier belonging to the 
Maryland regiment, found means to escape en board his Majesty's 
ship, which being almost immediately discovered, a flag was sent off, 
witn a message to Captain Montague, demanding the rcsUtution of 
the men, previous to any further communication. 

"Captain Montague, in reply, acquainted the coimoil of safety, 
"that he could not, consistently with his duty, deliver upaay persons < 
who, as subjects ot his Britannic Majesty, had fled to him for refugo 
and protection j he had strictly given it in charge to such officers 08 
might be sent on shore, not to bring oit any of the inhabitants with- 
out the express permission of the ruling powers; but that the case 
wos estremely different respecting those who had, even at hazard of 
life, given evidence of their attachment to the ancient constitution,' 

"This message not being deemed satisfactory, a letter was dis- 
tiatciied to the governor demanding his interference in this orttioal 
business, with an intimation, that the detention of the men would he- 
considered as a manifest breach of the regulation under which flogV - 
a/ truce are esMblishBd. 
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"QoTemor Erien received the oRicer whioh pi'opcr uttention, but re- 
plied, he had only to obsorve, that on hoard his Slajosty'a ship, he had 
not the least authority ; and that Captain Montague was not to hii 
influenced by his opinion, as he acted on principles which he con- 
eeired to be strictly consistent with the line of his duly. 

"The event of this negotiation was disagreeable in its uonsequenca 
t« the governor, The populace wore esoefidingly irritated, and it was 
thought eipedient not only to prohibit all further intercourse with the 
Fowey, but also to detain the various stores which the goyemor had 
provided for his voyage to Earope. This resolution was intimated in 
express terms ; and, on the evening of the S4th, Captain Montague 
weiplicd anchor, and stood down tne bay, for his station on the coast 
of Virginia." 

The property, the Governor had left behind, was confiscated. In 
1783, he returned to Annapolis to obtain the restitution ot his prop- 
erty. He died soon after his arrival in the house now owned and oc- 
cupied by the Sisters of Notre Dame, on Shipwright street. He was 
buried, says Mr. Ridgelj, "under the pulpit of tne Episcopal Churoh 
on the north aide of Severn within two or throe miles of this place. 
This church was some years since burned down." 

I have tried by diligent inquiry to locate this church. The nearest 
approach to the truth is found in the fact that, on the farm ot Mrs. 
Winchester, near the track of the Annapolis and Baltimore Short Line 
Railroad, is an ancient graveyard — the site ol an Episaopal Churoh 
that was burned down nearly a hundred years ago. There is a grave 
in this cemetery, faarked by a cross of bricks — and the tradition is 
that an English liord lies buried here. It would not take Jnany 
repetitions of oral history to change an English Governor to an Eng- 
lish Lord. 



chapter xsxv. 
Shipyards, Race Courses, and Indians. 

In 1747, a large ship, belonging to Mr. William Roberts, was built, 
launnhed, and called after the names of its builders the "Rumneyamd 
LoHO." This is the year a shipload of rebels commonly called "the 
King's passengers," were landed in Annapolis. 

The first shipyard, of which there is any record, was located a few 
feet below the culvert on Northwest street where it crosses Calvert, 
n made up beyond the }ail, Its name has been lost and 
the water has receded a quarter of a mile since then. 

In other sections of the city the water has given place to land — 
notably where a cove came up Church street as far as Mr. James 
Munroe's store, and there is a lady living who has heard a gentleman 
aay he used to tie his Ijoat to a stake driven at tlie loot <A.Qi»Wi.«.t<«li.- 
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Holland street and tlie property adjaceat to the oyster-houses between 
Prince Georfre and Hnnoyer streets are evidences that nuule ground- 
grows Tery fast under aiv impetus o( business or improveraent. 

The owner of tlio Rnmney and Long built and lived in the honw 
now owned by Mrs. A. Owen Iglehart. He had a blacksmith's shop- 
north of his residence, on which was a steeple in which was the only 
bell of the city until 8t. Anne's nrrived — the ana tradition says was 
presented by Queen Anne, and which was destroyed by fire in 18S8. 
Below this shop wero sailmakers' lofts, and other workshops neceasary 
in shipbuilding. Messrs. Kirkwell and Blackwell, ship -builders, were 
also in his employ. 

Tradition tells us, that they built the "Brig, Loveiy Nancy" — at 
the launch of which the following incident occurred: "She was on 
the stocks, and the day appointed to place heron her destined element, 
A large conoonrse of persona assembled to witness the launch, amone 
whom was an old white woman named Sarah MoDdniel, who profess^ 
fortune- telling, and was called 'n witch.' She was heard to remark — 
'The Lovely Nancy will not see water today.' The brig mored 
finely at first, and when expectation was at its height to see her glid» 
into the water, she suddenly stopped, and could not be again moTed 
on that day. This occurrence created much excitement amongst the 
^ectators ; and Captain Slade and the sailors were so fully persuaded, 
that she had been 'bewitched,' that they resolved to duck the old 
woman. In the meantime she had disappeared from the crowd ; they 
kept up the soarchfor two or three days, during which time she lay 
concealed in a house." 

"The 'Lovely Nancy,' did afterwards leave the stocks, and is said 
to have made several prosperous voyages. 

"There was, at a later period, another shipyard on the Southwest 
side of the city, at the termination of Charles ^reet, where the 'lUa- 
s owned by 
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tilda,' and the 'Lady Lee' were launched- 

Samuel Chase, Esq., and the latter by Governor Lee."" 

At the foot of Maryland Avenue, about 1840, Benjai 
built the Severn, a largo schooner, for John S. Selby, 
merchant. It was a very fine vessel. Ship-building has s 

declined in Annapolis. There was a small shipyard ne 

east side of the dock in which t>ay craft were built, and one 
Southwest side. The first commenced about the year 1859, and oon- 
tinned to 1860. It was also owned by Benjamin Liuthicum. *The 
Marine Bailway, now owned by Haller and Matzon, was the out- 
growth and conUnuance of Linthicum's shipyard. 

About 1750, a jockey club was established at Annapolis, consisting 
of many "principal gentlemen in this, and in theadjaaent pro\-iitoeB, 
many of whom in order to encourage the breed of the noble animal, 
imported from England, at a very great expense, horses of high repu- 
tation." This club existed for many years. "Theracesat Annapo- 
lis were generally attended by a great concourse of spectators, many 
coming from the adjoining colonies. Considerable sums were bet on 
these occasions. Sutecription purses of a hundred guineas were fpr a. 
long time the highest amount run for, but Hubsetfueutly were greatly

hlftcksmith shop, ombraciDg a circle of one mile, taldng in all that 

Strtion of the town now ocoupied by the AnnapoUs, Waahington and 
altimore railroad depot and the lands adjacent. 

Severe'a blaeksmitli shop stood whera Henry B. Myers' feed ware- 
house and coal yard, on Calvert street, are now located. 

On the 20th of September, in 1700, a race was run on this course 
between governor Ogle's Bay Gelding, and Col. Plater's Grey Stallion, 
and won by the foni^er. For next day six horses started, Mr. Watera' 
horse Parrott, winning, distancing severalof theninning horses. "On 
the same ground some years after, Dr. Hamilton's 'horse Figure,' won' 
a purse of fifty pistoles — beating two, and distancing tliree others, 
'Mgure' was a horse of great reputation — it is stated of turn that, "he 
had won many fifties— and in the year 1783, to have received pre- 
miums at Preston and Carlisle, in OldEngland, where no horse would 
enter against him — he never lost a race." Subsequently, the race 
course was removed to a Held some short distance beyond the city, on 
which course some of the most celebrated horses ever known in America 
have run. It was on this latter course that Mr, Bevaiis' hay horse' 
"Oscar," so renowned in the annals of the turf, first ran. Oaear waa- 
bred on Mr. Ogle's farm near this city — he won many races, and in 
the fall of 1808, it is well remembered, he beat Mr, Bond's "First 
Consul" on the Mtimore course, who had challenged the continent — 
running the second heat ia 7 m. 40 s., which speed had never been 
excelled, t 

"Old Ranter" was "Oscar's" great, great, grand sire. 

To these races Gen. Washington used to repair, and in Iiis diary 
naively recounts his gains on the bets on the successful pacers. 

These stirring seasons have long since ceased to occur — and the 
memory of thera no more excites the garrulity of tradition. In 1884, 
an attempt was made to revive the race course, in conjunction with 
agricultural fair grounds ; but the effort was abortive. 

Twenty-one years later, 1771, "The SaintTaminaSociety," waain- 
angurated in Annapolis, and continued its anniversary celebrations for 
manjr years. The first day of May was set apart in memory of "Saint 
Tamina," whose history, like those of other venerable saints, is lost 
in fable and uncertainty. It was usual on the morning of this day, 
for the members of the society to erect in some public situation in the 
city, a "May-pole," and to decorate it in a most tasteful manner, 
with wild flowers gathered from the adjacent woods, and forming 
themselves in a ring around it, hand in hand, perform, the Indian war 
dance, with many other customs which they had seen exhibited by 
the children of the forest. It was also usual on this day for such of 
the citizens, who chose to enter into the amusement, to wear a piece of 
buck's-tail in their iiats, or in some oonspicuons part of their dress. 

"The first lottery drawn in this [irovinee," was at Annapolis, on 
the Slat September, 1753, for the purchase of a "town olook, and 
clearing the dock." The highest prize 100 pistoles — tickets half a pis- 
tole. The managers were Benjamin Tasker, Jr., George Stewart) 
Walter Dulany, and ten other gentlemen of this place. 

On the 11th of August, of this year, Horatio SharpB.Esfj,, governor 
of the province, arrived here, in the ship Molly, Captain Nieholal 
Coxeti, from London.

On the Sii April, 1755, Genera! Braddook, Governor Dinwiddie and 
Commodore Keppel arrived here, on their way to Virginia. On 
tiiellthandl2thof the same month, there arrived Governor Sherley, of 
Boston, Governor De Lancy, ot New York, and Governor MorriB, of 
Philadelpliift, with a numlier ot distinguished gentlemen. They Irft 
hereaccoiBpaniedbyGovernorSharpe.forAlexandria, andonthe ITth 
they returned to Annapolis on their way to tlieir respective goveni- 
meuta. A few days alter, Governor Sharpe set out (or Frederick 
Town. 

This period, which just preceded the defeat oi General Braddock, 
near Fort Du Queen, appears to have been a busy time with their ex- 
cellencies. 

On the 2Bth ol September, of this year, Dr. Charlea Carroll departed 
thia lifu, aged sixty-fonr j-ears — ho nad resided in Annapolis abont 
forty years. For some years after his coming to this city, he "pnuitised 
physio with good success ; but laying that aside, he commenced trade 
and merchitndise, b; which he amas^d a very oonsidemhlefortuno.'' 
In 1T3T, he was chosen a member to the Lower Uouse of Assembly, 
in which station he is said to have spared no pains or application to 
render himself serviceable to the country and his constituents, to the 
time of lits death. He is represented Co have been "a gentleman ot 
good sense and breeding, courteous and affable," and was held inhigh 
esteem by his tellow-citizeiis. Dr. CfLrroll owned all of the ground on 
the lower part of Church street, on the Uonth side, extending back to 
the Duke of Gloucester street. 

Mr. Green says in his Gaztile of the 6th of November, of this year, 
"we are no vr about entrenching the town. If the gentlemen, in the 
neighborhood of Annapolis, were to send their forces to assist in it, a 
tew days would complete the work. " 

This measure, it would seem, was taken by the citizens, in eon- 
sequence of the "dreadful murders and inassacrea" committed 
by the French and Indians upon the border country, and se- 
rious apprehensions wore entertained by the iidiabitants that 
AnoapoUs would fall into the hands of their "politic, cruel, and 
cunning enemies." It was asserted by a writer for the ffaeelie, 
that the Indians "were but little way from tlieoity,Rnd that so entire 
was their defenceless situation, that even a small party of twenty or 
thirty Indians, by marching in the night and skulking in the day 
time, might come upon them unawares in the dead of night, bum 
their houses, and cut their tliroats, before they could put themselves 
in a, posture of defenoe." Other writers of thoday, seemed to think 
that there was no more danger of "Annapolis being attacked by the 
Indians than London." The fears of the inuabitants were soon quieted, 
by the return of several gentlemen who hud gone as volunteers to the 
westward, and who reported they bad seen uo Indians, except one, 
.and he was "very quiet," for they found him dead. 

The last Indiatis to visit Annapiolia lived on the Potomac rirer. 
Their name has not como down to us. They exchanged their lands 
with the Oalvort family tor lands in Baltimore county where game was 
■Butre plentiful, and, as the wliite population advanced, the tribe re- 
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(ired to the SuBquelianiia, The Kastern shore tribes dccasionally 
visited Aniiftpolia, and aa late as 1840, there where some few reaidents 
of Annapolis who remembered the Tiaits of King Abraham and his 
^iieen Saroh.

The Market Houaeof thecitTwas demolished 
by the same equinoctial gala, during which the tide rose three feet 
perpendicularly above the common level.

The architect was Joseph Olarke. Thomas Dance who ojteciited tha 
stucco ftnd fresco work, fell from the scaHold just aa ho had flnished 
the centre piece, and waa'killed. 

The State House is situated upon a marked elevatioTi in the centre 
of Anriapolis. The eraineTice rises in gradual terraces to the edlfloo, 
which, though simple in architecture, has a lottyand majestic ap- 
pearance, ami iias in iiU times ''elicited alike the admiration cj the 
citizen, thi" sojuimicr, mid the atrnnger for the beauty of its structure." 

T?lin main building is of brick, the dome o[ wood. Prom the dome 
of the State House, 135 feet from the top of the Hill, a most delight- 
ful Tiew is obtained. The majestic Chesapeake and a hundred tribu- 
taries, their bosoms covered with endless variatiee of basy water craft ; 
the ancient city ; its environs ; the Naval Academy — its ships of war; — 
the nontiguoas country with its sloping hiUaandyariogated plains, fop 
an extent of thirty miles, gratify the eye of the delighted spectator. 

The main entrance of the State House is through a modest porch, 
facing southeast. It opens iutoaspaoioua^hall, beautifully oniaraentecl 
with stucco work wliich was made from plaster brought from St, 
Mary's county. 

On the right hand is the Senate Chamber, 30 by 40 feet. Its ceiling 
and walls are handsomely oniaraenteil, and rich carpets cover its 
floors. It has accommodations for twenty-six Senators, and a contracted 
lobby gives room for a small number of auditors. Portraits at full 
length of Charles Carroll, of Carrollton, Samuel Ohase. William Paca, 
and Thomas Stone, signers of the Declaration of Independence from 
Maryland, adorn the walls. 

In 1878, this chamber was improved by order of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works. The old gallery that linked the room with the ^reat [tast 
was toni down and carried to the cellar, and the State acquiesced in a 
proGination it had never ordered. 
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In the room adjoining the Sernito ia a portrait of the older Pitt, in 
which Lord Chatham is represented at full length in the attitude and 
costume of a Roman orator — decorated with emhilemsof his lofty prin- 
ciples. This portm.it was pnintetl by Charios Wilson Peale whilst in 
Inland and presented by him, in 1794, to the State. 

The Senate Chamher'a highest title to renown is that in it Washing- 
ton resigned hia Military Commission after the Reyoliition, and became 
again a civilian. In this room also was rattHed by Congress in 1784, 
the treaty of peace with Great Britain, which treaty rocogivized Ameri- 
can Independence. 

In September, 1786, at the suggestion of Qeneral Washington, it is 
thought, as the scheme was concerted at Mt. Vernon, a oonventioa 
assembled at Annapolis to propose raeasurea to maintain harmonious 
commercial relations Imtween the States. This body met in the Senate 
Chamber. Five States were represented. The Commissioners who 
arrived were from 

New Tore — Alexander Hamilton and Egbert Benson. 

New Jersby — Abraham Clark, William 0. Houston, and James 
Schnreman.

Hamilton made the report that was adopted by the convention. It 
propose*! to the several Statea the convooation of a oonvention to take, 
into consideration the situation ol the United States. 

The Annapolis convention was the parent of the great convention <rf 
1767, that framed the federal constitution. 

On the left of the mfhnila is the Hall of tlie House of Delegates. It 
has seating capacity for 111 members. Three small lobbies give ac- 
oommodations for visitors. On the Northeastern wall hangs a paint- 
ing, representing Washington, attended by General LaFayette and 
Col. Tilghraaji his Aidea-de-camp, and the Continental Anny passing 
in review. In Washington's hands are the articles of capitulation at 
Torktown. This picture was painted by Charles Wilson Pealein pur- 
suance of a resolution of the Logialatare, and is one of the beat por- 
traits extant of the immortal Yirgmian. 

Opposite the entrance of the Stats House is the Library, containing, 
dnplicatesineluded, 80,000 volumes. These are chiefly works<Hi law and 
public documents, but a handaome proportion of them is a vaJjiabla 
collection of works on art, science, hiscory, and Qction. The library 
was established in 1884, and the building was enlarged in 1850. Be- 
fore the inanguration of the State Library, the room, occupied at its. 
establi aliment, had t>een used by the General Court of Maryland. In 
1804, that conrtwas abolished. 

On the second floor to the left of the staircase is the suite ot rooms 
occupied liy the Court ot Appeals. On the right of the stairway tha 
room of the Adjutant General (formerly the State Armory, ) the pri- 
TBta office of the Governor, and the Executive Chamber are located. 

In the Executive Chamber the portrait of George Calvert, the first 
Lord Baltimore and England'a Secretary of State under James and 
Charles, is seen. It is a copy from the painting by Mytena, now in the' 
gallery of the Earl of Vamlam at Glastenbury, England — and was 
presented to the State by John W. Garrett, ot ^Itinuiie, ea ■4. x«wi»« 



at the researches anil eSorta of Mr. F. B. Mayer, of Annaijnlis, to in- 
ftu^urate a gallery of the OoTeraors of Maryland. A full length por- 
tmt of Charles, third Lord Baltimoro, was fixchanged by the city of 
Annapolis tor the sisjiortraits of GovBrnors Paca, Smallwood, Stotte, 
Sprig^, Johnson , and Plater. These with the fnll length of Frederick, t b« 
mxthaud last Lord Baltimore, and a recent gift of a portmit of Governor 
Robert Wright, and one of John Eager Howard, are the only portraits 
of her Governors owned by the State. 

In the Senate Chamber is a large picture by Edwin White, repre- 
aenting "Washington's Resignation of his Commission," obtained 
under an order of the MaryUnd Legislature in 1856. 

The basement of the State House is occupied by the furnace tor 
heating the building, the steam ventilator, and committee rooms. 

An Annex to the State Library was oidered by the Legislature of 
1880, a building long needed by reason of the over-erowdod condition of 
the library. 



CHAPTER XXXVn. 
Annapolis in the Declaration of Indkpe.sdence. 

[1770.] The dramatic arraigiiraent of George 111. iii the Declara- 
tion of Independence, contains two counts that Annapolis helped to 
make in that unique indictment. The Fifteenth Count that gives aa 
one of the causes which impelled the colonies to dissolve the politioaJ 
bands that had connected them with Great Britain, reads; 

"For protecting them, (armed troops) by a mock-trial, from pun- 
ishment for any murders which they should commit on the inhabi- 
tants of these .States." 

This was literally done at Annapolis iu 17S8, when, in a dispute be- 
tween some soldiers and citizens ot the town, two citizens were killed, 
As the homicides were marines, belonging to an armed vessel lying 
near, they were in time of peace, on complaint of the citizens 
arraigned before the Admiralty Court (or murder. The whole a&ir 
assumed the character of a solemn farce, so far as justice waj 
■cemed, and, as might have been expected, the ruiscreants wer 
quitted.* 

Another count, the IBth, was: "For quartering large bodies ol 
armed troops among us." 

The Maryland Assembly had been slack in voting money to keep 
Port Frederick and Cumberland in the condition the provincial goT- 
• emor, the representative of royal authority, wanted, and in Decem- 
ber, 175T, five companies of the Royal Americans were quartered 
apon the citizens of Annapolis as a penalty for the contumacy of the 
'GenerBlABsembly. They remained there untO March 23ud. IT.'IS. Qor- 
-ernor Sharpe expostulated against the severity and injustice of the 
measure which punished the inhabitants of one town for the supposed 
sins of a State.

CHAPTER XXXVIII. 

AxNAroi.is DiiRisci the Revolutionary War. 

The seeds ot the American Revolution had been sown in 1785 by the 
passage of tlie Stamp Act. The eoiiBtant and determifted support, 
Annapolia gave to the patriot cause, had been plainly foreshadowed by 
its resistance to the attempted enforcement of this odious le^slation, 
audits summary treatment of Hood, the Biitish distributor of stamps, 
though Maryland was loath to break those political ties that bound, 
her to the mother country. 

When the news ot the blockade of Boston Harbor reached Annapilia, 
a meeting of its citizens was called. On Wednesday, the 26th day of 
May, 1774, the people convened, when it was 

•'Esaolve'], That it is the unanimous opinion of this meeting, that 
the town of Boston is now suffering in the common cause of America, 
and thai it is incumbont on every colony in America, to unite in oi!eo- 
tirnl measures to obtain n repeal of the late act of parliament, for 
blocking up the harbor of Boston. 

"That it is the opinion o( this meeting, that if the colonies come 
into a joint resolution to stop all importation from, and exportation 
to. Great Britjiin, till the said act be repealed, the same will preserve 
North America, and her liberties. 

"Resokeil, Therefore, that the inhabitants ot'this city will join ia 
an association with the several counties of this province, and the 
prinoipalprovinces of America, to put an immediate stop to all ex- 
ports to Great Britain, and that, alter a short day, hereafter to be 
agreed on, there shall be no imports from Great Britain, till the said 
act be repealed, and that such association l« on oath. 

"That it is the opinion of this meeting, that the gentlemen of the 
law of this province bring no suit for the recovery of any debt due 
from any inhabitant of this province, to any inhabitant of Great 
Britain, until the said act l)e repealed. 

"That the inhabitants of this city will, and it is the opinion of this 
meeting, that this province ought immediately to break oft al! trade 
and dealings with that colony or province, which shall refuse or de- 
cline to come into similar resolutions with a majority of the colonies. 

"That Messieurs John Hall, Charles Carroll, Thomas Johnson, Juo., 
William Paca, Matthias Hammond, and Samuel Chase, be a commit- 
tee for this city to join with those who shall be appointed for Balti- 
more Town, and other parts of this province, to constitute one genei«l 
committee :and that the gentlemen anpointedfor thiscityimm&iately 
correspond with Baltimore Town, and other parts of tliis province, to 
effect such association as will secure American liberty." 

William Eddis writing to England three days after this meeting 
said : "all America is in a flume ! I hear strange language every day. 
The colonists are ripe for any measures that will tend to the preserva- 
tion of what they call their natural liberty. I enclose you the re- 
solves of our citizens ; they have caught the general contagion. 

"Expresses are flying from province to province. It is the' universal 
opinion here, that the mother country cannot support a contention 
with these settlements, if they abide strictly to the lettet wv4. «ij\t& 
of their associations." 
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Several citiKens ot influence having expresaed tUe'opioioQ, that H 
the Beose oC the people had been properly taken, it would not ftppenr 
that the whole of the prnceedingB of the meeting of the 25tli received 
their approval, the fnends of Amerioaa liberty mot the statement by 
distriburing hand-bills, earneetlj reqaesting another general meeting 
of citixcus. The aeooad meeting was held May 37th, when the pro- 
ceediiiKS <>t the 38th wore fully approved. The opposition, however, 
did not Htiip here. On Monday, May 30th, a protest, signed by one 
huiuircd and thirty-five .citizens, araongatwhorn wore aome of the best 
names of the town and vicinity, made its appearance. 

The protest wiis ; 

"To The- Pbistehs. 

May 30th. 1774. 

"A pu'ilicntion of the enclosed protest, supported by the names of a 
consldeiuble number of the inhabitants of the city of Aniiapulis, will, 
it i^ jircsinned, furnish the most autheutie grounds for determining 
thi' sense of the Tna jority, on a question of the last imporlauce. 

''Wo, whose names are subscribed, inhabitants of the city of Annapiv- 
lis, conceive it our clear right, and most incumbent duty, to express 
our oordial and expliolt disappi-obation of a resolution which was car- 
ried by forty-seven against tnirty-OMe, at the meeting held on the 37th 
instant. 

"The resolution against which we protest, in the face of the world, 
is the following ; 

" 'That it is the opinion of thia meeting, that the gentlemen of the 
law ot this provinoe, bring no suit for the recovery of any dobt due 
Irom any inhabitant of this proviuoe, to any inhabitant of Great 
Britain until the said act be repealed.' — DUmntient. 

"FiBS'i — Because we are impressed with a full conviction, that this 
resolution is founded in treachery and rashness, inasmuch as it is big 
with bankruptcy and rnin to those inhabitanta of Great Britain, who, 
relying with mdimited security on our good faith and integrity, have 
made us masters of their fortunes, condemning them uniieard, for not 
having interposed their influenue with parliament in favor of the town 
of Boston, without duly weighing the force, with which that influence 
would probably have operated ; or whetlier, in their conduct, they 
were actuated by wisdom and policy, or by comipHirtt and avarice. 

"Secomoly— Because whilst the inhabitants of Great Britain are 
partially despoiled of every legal remedy to recover what is justly 
due to them, no proviaion is made to prevent us from being harrasaed 
by the prosecution of internal suits, but our fortunes and persona are 
left at the mercy of domestic creditors, without a possibility of extri- 
cating ourselves, unless by a general convulsion, an event ia the con- 
templation of sober reason, replete with horror. 

"THiRni.Y— Because our credit, as a commercial people, will expire 
under the wound ; for what oouQdeace can possibly be reposed in 
those, who shall have oxhibitod the most avowed and most striking 
proof that they are not bound by obUgationa aa sacred as human in- 
vention can suggest.'

A meeting of the committees appointed bj" the several coiintiei'ffi 
t.ne province of Maryland, was hew at the city of Annapolis, on the 
S2nd of Juno, 1774. There were present tor Anne Ariiudel ooun^ 
and the city of AnnapoliR, Charles Carroll, Esq., barriater, Messrs. B. 
T. B. Worthington, Thomas Johnson, Jr., Samuel Chase, John Hall, 
William Paca, Matthias Hammond, Samuel Chew, Johu Weems, 
Thomas Dorsey, Kezin Hammond. 

The letter and vote of the town of Boston, several letters and papers 
from Philadelphia and Virginia, the act of parliament for blookmg up 
the port and harbor of Boston, the bill depending in parliament mb- 
versive of the charter of the Massachusetts Bay, ami that enabling 
the governor to send supposed offenders from theucetv another colony 
or England for trial, were read, — and, after mature deliberations 
thereon, it was • 

"Reaolved, That the said act of parliameut, and bilia, if ijasaed into' 
acts, are cmei and oppressive invasions of the natural rights of the 
pei»le of Massachusetts Bay, as men, andof their constitutional rights 
as Bullish subjects ; and that the said act, if not repealed, and the 
said bills, if pissed into acts, will lay a foundation for the utter de- 
struction of Briti^ America, and, therefore, that the town of Boston 
and the province of Massachusetts are now su&ering in the common 
cause of America. 

"Resolved, That it is the duty of every colony in America to unite 
in the most speedy and effectual means to obtain a repeal of the said 
act, and also of the said bills if passed into acts." 

The third resolution was to the effect to stop all importations froni 
and exportations to Great Britain. 

The fourth resolution asserted that this province will join in an as- 
sociation with the principal and neighboring colonies to stop all bx- 
portAtioaa te, and importations from, Great Britain, to g< ' ' ~ * 
OB some duf ugiKod upon by the coloMsta. 
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The fifth rcsiilutiou instrufted the ilPimtii'S from this provinea to' 
agree to any restrictions upon exports to the West Indies, dee-ced 
necessary hy the colonies in the general cdngress. 

The sixth rerolation authorized the deputies from this province to' 
lulmit and provide for the importation o[ particula,r artioles from 
Great Britain as arc supposed to be indispensable. 

The seventh I'esolution recommended to raerohants and vendors of 
goods not to take advantage of the resolve for non-importation, but 
to sell their goods at the rate sold within the year provions. 

The eighth reaointion provided for a subscription for the relief of 
the inhabitants of Boston. 

The ninth resolution espresseii thanks lo the friends of liberty in- 
Great Britain. 

The tenth resolution appointed Matthew Tilghman. Thomas Johii-- 
son, Jr., Boljert Goldsborough, William Paea, and Samuel Chase. 
Esq., deputies for this province io attend a general congress, which 
waa recommended to be held on September 30th. 

The eliventh resolution asserted that this province will break off 
trade and dealings with that colony, province, or town, which shall 
decline the common plan which may lie adopted. 

The twelfth resolution directed that copies of these resolutions be sent 
to the Committees of Correspondence, and be puiilished in the Mary- 
land Omelle. 

The strong, loyal opposition to English measures, existing in An- 
napolis which cropped out. at this period, lias made the ancient city 
renowned in American history. 

The burning of the Peggy Siewart was one of the most remarkable 
events o( the Revolntionary period. 

The valor ot this extraorfinary conduct was heightened by the- 
presence of two local English ofGcers, and a strong English senti- 
ment. Mr. Eddts, the English Custom House officer, quaintly says : 
"I attended the whole progress ot the business, and was active in mf 
exertions to prevent the extremities to which some frantic zealots 
prooeeded." 

Mr. Eddis further declares that the owners did not burn their ship 
willingly, but were forced to destroy it by the citizens. 

Accoiding to adjournment, the State Convention met on December 
6th, and continued to the 'Bth. There were present 85 members. Mr. 
John Hall in the chair, Mr. John Duckett, clerk. The proceedings- 
of the Continental Congress were unanimously approved, and it was 
resolved that every person in the province ought to carry into effect 
the association agre^ on by the Continental Congress, and the most 
stringent measures were ailopted to repress by force the invasion of 
their rights. 

It was now apparent that the dispute between the colonies and the 
mother coiuitry would be settled by ar. appeal to arms. Annapolis 
mode ready for the conflict. In compliance with the recommendation 
of the deputies of the several counties of the province, at their con- 
vention in June, that the gentlemen, freeholders, and other freemen 
of this province, as are fron: sixteen to fifty years of age, form them- 
selves into companies, and to select their officers, a " umber of the 
citizens of Annapolis met on December 14tb, and chose their officers 
agreeably to the recommendation. The compwrics -wcte, wraiY^isRfe, A 
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all rauks ol men in 
commoD soldiers. 
Gazette added : 

"It is said that there are a sufBeient number of citizeus to form 
ftitother coupaiij which it is hoped will^ iru mediately done." 

Whilst the peiiple wuro ardent ill their fidelity to the Ameriuiti 
cause, yet such was their love of liberty and their respeel for personal 
rights, in February, 1TT5, Mr. EdiUs is found arging through the 
public prerin. the cause of peace, and the wisdom of retaining their 
piilitic;il (iffiliatioD with Eugkiul. The times ohanged rapidly. In 
.(illy, i.f thy sujne year, Mr. Elddis plaintively wrote:

"Bnaolved, That it is the sense of this meeting, that the gentlemen 
appointed to represent the county and city, in the late provincial 
oonveution, together with Charles Carroll, of Carrollton, ought to at- 
tend the next provincial meethig on the 31st inst., and have full 
power to represent this county andcity." 

On Friday, the 14th day of October, 1774, the brig I'ei/g!/ SUwart, 
Captain Jackson, arrived at Annapolis from London, "having on 
board seventeen packages containing 3,S20 pounds of that detestable 
weed" — t?je taxed tea. On hearing of its arrival, the Anne Arundel 
tioanty ootanAUee, which took cogmzanceot aac\vin&l\«i»,vnun«AN&tely 



'oonrened. It whb then three o'oloek in the afternoon. The commit- 
tee was informeil that the brig had been regolarl; entered that morn- 
ing, "aiid the duty on tlie ten paid to the collector by Mr. Anthony 
Stewart, one of the owners at Mid brig,'' This wits fuel to the flame 



but let the questioEi take an orderly solution. Pour only of the o( 
mittee were present, and the remanider, reaidents of the county, were 
inaocessihle in this emergency. The committee, therefore, called a 
nieetiti;; of the citizens of Aunajxtlis, to be held at fire o'clock the 
same aflternoon. As the Provincial Court was in si'ssiiin nt Annspo- . 
lis at the time, a number of persons from Anne Arundel, Baltimore, 
and othiT (iounlies. who were in attendance on the court, joined the 
citizens of Anmipolia to miswer the question, ' 'What was to be done 7" 
The assembly proceeded at once to busiiiees. The iraporters, the cap- 
tain of the brig, and the deputy-collector of the port were called he- 
fore it and esamineil. The consignees. Messrs- Thomas C. Wil- 
liams & Co., sent the following letter, which was read : 
■'Fniuiv MottMSti, 10 o'clock. 

Ol'TOBEH 14, 1771. 

"This is to inform you that the brig P^gsD Stewart, Captain Jack- 
son, is just arrived from London, and nEreeablo to our order of the 
14th of May last, Iiavo got many goods on board (or us, among which 
Are a tew chests of tea. Although agreeable to our order, yet it's con- 
trary to our expectation, as we was in great hopes the t4* would not 
have been shipped ; hut as it have unluckily come to hand, and are 
sensible the sale of it, at this time, will be disagreeable to our friends 
and neighbors, we are, therefore, willing to leave to your detormina- 
tion what is to be done with the said tea, and will readily acquiesce 
in any measuru» you may sngsest, cither in landing and storing it, 
reshipping it to London, the West Indies, or otherwise," 

From the captain of the brig and the deputy-collector, it was learn- 
ed that the duty on the tea 1^ not been paid. The question was 
then put, ''Shall the tea be kiideil in Aioarioa?" It was iinani- 
mosly decided in the negative. A committee of twelve persona was 
appointed to superintend the discharge of the brig's cargo, except the 
lea, and the meeting adjourned to Wednesday, the ISth, 

On the succeeding Monday a proposal was made to the consignees 
by Charles Carroll, one of the committee, that they should destroy 
the tea thtniselvea. which he thought would satisfy the people. The 
consignees readily agreed to this, ofFering to destroy the tea in any 
way that was thought proper. But the matter had gone too far for 
such a settlement to be satisfactory. They rejected the offer ; and in 
the meantime handbills wore industriously circulated through the 
county, notifying the people of the arrival of the tea, and, requesting 
them to meet on the following Wednesday. The principal mover in 
the affair, on the part of the jiatriots, appears to have been Mr. Mat- 
thias Hammond, of whom the consignees complained afterward that 
he made no mention in said bills ''who gave the committee informa- 
tion of the tea being arrived." This intimation that the consignees 
themselves notlQed the aominittee of the arrival of the tea is sustained 
by the date of their note of Friday ■'morning at lawQWocV' tts&.\?i 
the conSHDtiu^ witness of silence on the part ol ftift cOTQm*.'«», w» 
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never ileiiied the a^tsertiou. This was Bdouhtful omission li^ tlic oom- 
mitlee, hut it in no respect lessens the honor due the {>eople of Amie- 
Aiundel ftnd Annapolis, who were kept in ignorance of the tnie facts, 
and saw only iu the Sffirar/ and her cargQ ft defiant attempt to in- 
fringe their most cherished rights. 

By eight o'clock on the morning of WediiCBday, Mr. Carroll re- 
ceived a letterfrom the conaignees further esplanatory of Ihearriralor 
the tea, which was read to the cornmittee on their meeting at ten 
u'clook. The explanation was that the tea was shipped on anordeFof 
the 14th ot May previous. The consignees eontinaed : "We, in 
October, 1773, (as others did), imported tea, that being the first time- 
we ever imported any from Great Britain, and finding it to meet with 
a ready sale and no objection to its importation, we nlso. with oor 
neighbors, ordered tea in our spring cargo, which arrived in April and 
May last ; and then (there still being no ohieotion to its importation) 
we, on the 14th of May, did also irder the tea now iin Fortunately ar- 
rived in the Peffgij Steivart We did not think till about the 

beginning o£ July importation of tea would be stopt But socm 

after Angnat we wasaouvinoed that if the tea ordered was shippad it 
would not be allowed to be landed or the duty paid ; and from that 
time was determined, in case it should arrive to give it up immediately 
to the disposal of the ciinraittee, to do with it what they thought pro- 
per. This we told many people before the tea came, 'which, we be- 

Mr. Thos. Harwood and Mr, Hodgain well remember 

On the arrival of the Peggy Slevmrt here with the tea, we immediately" 
made the committpe acquainted therewith, and expressed our readj- 
neas to abide by their determination with reB[)ect to it ; and on Mr. 
Stewart's application to us for money to pay duty on the same, we 
absolutely refused it, or doing anything concerning it initil the com- 
mittee had resolved wliat should he done with it. And we further' 

■declare tliat the vessel was entered at the cuatom-hoiisp and the duty 
paid without our knowUlge or consent." 

The consignees expressed their willingness to gi ve the utmost satistao- 
tion, and mth a view to mollify the exasperated feelingsof the people, 
declared that they had had no intention to infringe the resolutions, 
entered into by the province of Maryland nor to import tea, nor were 
they "actuated by any sinistei motives either in favor of ministerial 
power, court, court-party or otherwise." In a subaec[uent letter to- 
the public, the consignees stated tliat the committee expressed them- 
selves satisGed with their conduct in the matter, except in regard to- 
the large quantity ordered. This statement was denied in public 
print by Mr. John Duckett, clerk to the committee. 

The payment of the duty on tea. which had been done since the- 
meeting of Friday, was a matter the people could not lightly over- 
look. The general indignation excited by thisa«t caused Mr. atewBit 
topublish a card explanatory of his patt in transaction. He said v. 
"When the brig arrived, the captain informed me she was very le&l^, 
and that the sooner she was unloailed the better. I told him to enter- 
his vessel, but not the ten, which 1 found on inquiry of the eoUector- 
eould not be done. Under these circumstances, the brig leaky and 
fifty three souls on board, where they had been near three months, I 
thought my self [bound,] both in humanity and prudence, to enter 
the vessel and leave the destination of the tea to the committee. The- - 

jnyjntpn'et^ofsoonring the duty did not then occur to me; neither 



JiJ 1 know the tpa would be auffered to be lodged as a security Cortho 
pa/nieut. I had nothing in view bnt t« save the vessel from a seizure, 
And of having an opportunity of releasing the passengers from a long 
and disagreeable conDnement." Captain JackMn added to this card 
ftQ afSdavit in which he stated that the tea had been pnt on board tiie 
brig in London without his knowledge. Neither card nor afitdarit, 
which hod been published in handbill form two daje previous to the 
Wednesday meeting, calmed the [Xiiiulur indignation. 

Where the committee's action ended and the people's began, it i$ 
difficult to determine, owing to no deSnite distinction being made as 
t« the respective parts played by each in this curious drama ; but it 
appears that the committee privately heard the letter of the Messrs. 
Williams read, then took action upon it, and adjourned to the public 
meeting where the proceedings Following were enacted before a large 
assembly of people. The first was the reading of the annexed letter 
signed by Anthony Stewart, Joseph and James Williams, in which it 
will be seen sentiments were expressed by these gentlemen very dif- 
ferent from what they had previously given out. Mr. Stewart and 
the Messrs. Williams read their recantation. It ran: "We, James 
Williams, Joseph Williams, and Anthony Stewart, do severally ac- 
knowledge that we have committed a most daring insult and act of 
the moat pernicious tendency to the liberties of America ; we. the 
said Williams, in importing the tea, and said Stewart in paying the 
duty thereon ; and thereby deservedly incurred the displeasure of the 
pleople now convened, and all others interested in the preservation of 
the constitutional rights and liberties oi North America, do ask pardon 
for the same ; and we solemnly declare for the future, that we never 
will infringe any resolution formed by the people for the salvation of 
their rights, nor will we do any act that may be injurious to the 
liberties of the people ; and to show our desire of living in amity with 
the friends to America, we do request this meeting, or as many choose 
to attend, to be present at any puce where the people shall appoint, 
and we will there commit to the Sames or otherwise destroy as the 
people may choose, the detestable article which has been the cause 
■of tnis our misconduct." 

The Williamses smarted under this compulsory self-condemnation, 
and, in the issue of the Gazelle, at Annapolis, of the ITth of October, 
justly and bitterly complained of this card as "a most ungenerous 
[Mece," which "was drawn up by Matthias Hammond, wherein not- 
withstanding our candid behaviour, we are most cruatly made liable 
to the same degree of censure as Mr. Stewart who paid the duty ; 
which piece was afterward produced, and we were called upon to read 
and acknowledge in the midst of an incensed people, wholly unacquain- 
ted with our conduct in the affair." 

The indignation of the people was centered chiefly upon Mr. 
Stewart, for what they considered his cheerful compliance with the 
act of Parliament taxing the tea ; and some were very much "disposed 
to present him with a suit of tar and feathers." A diversity of senti- 
ment sprung up as to what ought to be done. Some contended 
that the offer to destroy the tea was sulHcient reparation ; others 
favored the destruction of the vessel that had brought "the 
detestable weed" to American shores. A division took place 
on the question. "Whether the vessel should, ot a\lo^:^, i\(A.'^]>t 
.destroyea?" It was carried in the negative bj a, \s,t%« ma.Yi^\S.i. 
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The citizens of Annapolis generally were averse to using violence 
but the minority, mainly persons from a distance, some of great 
fluence in their respective neighborhoods, avowed their determinatioi 
to collect a body of men to accomplish the destruction of the Stewari 
At this juncture, under the advice of Charles Carroll, of CarroUtoi 
Mr. Stewart offered *'t() destroy the vessel with his own hands." Thi 
proposal was gladly accepted. The people assembled in crowds 
the water-side to witness the conflagration. Mr. Stewart and th' 
Messrs. Williams the former accompanied by several gentlemen t». 
protect him from personal violence, repaired to the brig. Her sail _ 
were set, and, witli her colors flying, she was run aground on th*. 
shore between the Gas-ITouse and the northwestern wall of the Navs 
Academy. It was brought up to this point that Mrs. Stewart, th*. 
invalid wife of the owner of the vessel could see the conflagration .flzs 
from the window of her residence, the house on Hanover street, noii^r^* 
occupied by Mr. Charles S. Welch. Mr. Stewart applied the matcMT^: 
to the vessel, and, as an offering and atonement to the offended peo^:> 
pie and an open defiance to the Crown, the Peggy Stewart and the 
obnoxious t(;a-chests were, in a few hours, reduced to ashes. 

The adjourned meeting of provincial deputies, chosen by several or< 
the counties in Maryland, was held at the city of Annapolis, Nov. 21 _ 
1774, and continued by adjournment to Friday, the 25th day of th*. 
same month at which fifty-seven deputies were present.- 

Mathew Tilghman was chosen chairman and John Duckett, clerk 

The delegates apjiointed to represent the province at the late conti 
nental congress, laid the proceedings of the congress before the meet- ; 
ing which being read and considered, were unanimously approved of 

JN^ot only in words and sounds of war did the inhabitants of Ann^J 
Arundel show their intention to defend their rights, but when oppor-":* 
tunity offered they put in practice the faith that was in them. 

July 18th, 1775, '*the ship TofnefiSj captain Harding, belonging too ■ 
Mr. Gildard, of Liverpool, having on board a cargo of salt and 
goods, in coming up the bay, ran aground near the three Islands atdl"- , 

the mouth of West river ; upon this the committee immediately met^^^^i^r* 
and after consideration, determined she should proceed on to Balti — .j:^^"" 
more, her intended port, but before she could get off, highly resentin g^^ -^^^"^ 
so daring an infringement of the continental association, a number of^^^-^ ^^ 
people met, went on board, and set her on fire.*' 

There were opponents of these proceedings even among those who 
espoused the patriot cause. They had condemned the burning of the 
Peggy Stewart and also this, '*the second burnt-offering to liberty 
within this province." But revolutions are not handicapped by a mi- 
nority of dissenting voices. 

Eady on the morning of Wednesday, September 27th, Annapolis 
was alarmed by the beating of drums, and a proclamation for the in- 
habitants to assemble at the Liberty Tree. The object of the meeting 
was to secure the passage of the resolution : "That all persons who 
had refused to sign the association, and comply with the other requi- 
sitions should be obliged to quit the city, as enemies to the essential in- 
terests of America." This was in opposition to the proceedings of 
the convention, and the resolution was easily defeated. A report, 
about this time, that a British ship of war was t(5 be ordered to the 
port of Annapolis, caused many families to quit the city, and others 
to talk of removing. At a meeting of the citizeiis, it was unani- 
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miHsly resolveil : '-It a vessel, liclonging tn his Majesty, should be 
stationed in our liarbor to supply tlie same with every necessary, at & 
I'easoiialile price, and cautiously to avoid any cause of contention 
with the officers or the crew." An address waaalso pre]iaTed to be 
delivered to the Governor, aspressiug the aanie paciGc sentiments 
and asking htm to convey the same to the commnnder of any ship 
that may lie ordered on lais duty. 

Private correspondence, in the latter part of 1773, began to he ex- 
amined by the provincial authorities, for here in Annapolis was set up 
the novelty ol a dual government— the King's officers on the one 
liand, and the lociil and general committees of pulilic safety on the 
other — living harmoniously together, hut so far as the King's repre- 
sentatives were concerned very much like the foi when invited to the 
stork's supper. 

Annapolis became daOy more and more denerted : some families 
leaving because of apprehensions of a boinliardmeiit : others on ac- 
count of the distressing times, bad markets, and ^ general scarcity of 
money ; even tradesmen and mechanics quitted their habitations, and 
retired from the vicinity of navigable waters. Agriculture was neg- 
lected, the voice of peaceful industry was hushed, and military science 
betiame the universal study of the hour,

A meeting of tlie committee of observation for Anne Arundel 
county and city of Annapolis, was held on the 14th day of June, 1775, 
in Annapolis, Mr. Charles Wallace, chairman. Its proceedings show 
how vigilant the people were to maintain iniiolffte the regnlations 
adopted for their defence. 

A charge having been made on oath, that Thomas Ciiipchase, of the 
city, butcher, on the 23d day of May last, had killed several lambs, 
he was ordered to attend. He appeared, and confessed the faot, al- 
leging, in excuse, that he understood that there was no absolute pro- 
hibition by the continental congress, and that the scarcity of provi- 
sions at that time would plead for him, and what he did was from a 
a desire of supplying the many strangers in town. But as he had 
sincebeeninforraedthat such procedure was contrary to a resolve of 
the provincial convention, he would take care to offend in that man- 
ner no more, and hoped the committee would forgive him. The sense 
of the committee being taken og the above, they declared it a breach 
of the resolve of the provincial convention, rospecting the killing of 
lambs; but, all circumstances considered, they were of opinion he 
ought to bo forgiven. 
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It will Blill rurthcr W ween b^ Che folloning, as well as by other io- 
MaDueH ijuoted, tltat tli? committee of obBerratioii of Anne Aruml^l 
«ountT and the city ol Annapolis, vas no idle form, but it was risi- 
laiit In searching out offences, and inexomble in their punish-

At a convention of the people of Maryland, July 36, ITT.^, at An- 
napolis, a temporary form of government was established, which en- 
dured until the constitution of 1851 was adopted.

The Conncil of Safety, feariiif; that the larp number of slBughter- 
houses then in Aanapolis, would en^nder disease adopted on July 
aSd, the following : 

"ItTiflfws, it hath been ropressnted to the Council of Safety by 
physioians and others, that the intolerable stencharisingfrnm slaugh- 
ter-houses and spreading hides to dry in the city of Annapolis, may 
be productive of peBtileiitiiil disiirders and ill oonseqnoiiees t« the 
troops and others residing in. the said city : Therefore, ordered, tliat 
no butcher or other parson ahall, after the 3(lth of thisin^tant, presume 
to slaughter bulloeks, mutton, or any kiiul of meat, or put up green 
hides to cure vrithin the limits of said city for and during tlie terms 
of tiiree montlis, thence next ensuing." 

On the 18th of December, several of the citiiiejiB uf Annapolis liav- 

ing received letters demanding their immediate departure from (he 

city, and the Council of Safety being informed thereof, eipreseed its 

sense of the illegality of such a measure, liy the foUnwing proceedings : 

"In Coitieil of Safety, Deomaber 19, 177S. 

"We are enlled upon by the duty of our station to take notice of 
the powers assumad by some persons yesterday evening in ordering 
divers of the inhabitants of the city oF Annapolis into banishment, 
without any cause assigned, by earas transmitted them. We are of 
ophiion such caiijs are contrary to our association, Hying tn the face 
of the resolves oi con^ss and convention, andagaiiiBt the letter and 
spirit "t our deckratwu of rights. The peace of the Stale ought 
and must be preserved, iind all offenders brought before the proper 
judioaturci for trial. Therefore we earnestly recommend to all asso- 
ciators and other well disposed persons to discourage such estra ju- 
dicial and disorderly proceedings, tending in their conseq^uenoes to 
prejudice the common cause, and to thedeatrnntion of order and regu- 
lar government." 

On the 23d of the same month, the Council of Safety transacted 
the following : 

" Whenait, we have refeived information that ou Wednesrlay, 18th 
day of this instant, (December) in the evening, cards were delivered 
to sundry persFons in the city of Annapolis, to the following effect : 

" 'You are hereby ordered to depart this city tomorrow, o'cloet. 
Signed. .T. WeBMa. 

" 'In liehalf of Anne Arundel county;' " 

"Which cartis wa are informed were delivered by Stephen Stewart, 
.Iiioior, the Council of Safety having taken the same into considera- 
tion, are of opinion that suen cards are contrary to the resolves oC 
congress and convention, and against the 3l3t section of the declara- 
tion ot rights, which asserts 

"TTiat no freeman ought to be taken or impriBOued, or deprived of 
his freehold, liborties, or privUeges, or outlawed, or esiled, or in any 
manner destroyed, or deprived of his life, lilwrty or property, but by 
the judgment of his peers or by thft law ot the land." 

"Ordered, therefore, that the said John Weems and Stephen Stew- 
art, Junior, attend the Council of Safety on the thirtieth day of De- 
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cemlier, to show by what itutUnrity the Haid cnrds were bo mrvle out 
and delivered." 

Oil the 30th of Det^araber, Ooioiiel John WtaaiB and Stejiheii Steir- 
tirt, Jiinior, accordingly ajipeared betors the Council ol Safety, and 
acknowledged that they had been active in niakiitj; out and dehvering 
the I'aniB montionad in the onier at tha Iwird, and having proinist^ 
thai they would not intermeddle in the same manner again, but would 
leave all persons to be dealt with aooording lu the law of the laud, 
they were dismissed by the i:(mni'il, on uondition that they pay the 
messenger his fees. 

Annapolis, the centre of State G-overntnent, felt every throb of the 
t^vo^ution. Elere most of the ^litioal movements and martial 
preparations in the State had their initiative. Its iieople were stjwiaed 
to the utmost tension of eioitenient and were sullen and inimical to 
tho.io who did not share their patriotic seutiments though always 
keeping within those bounds that eourage and principle outline for 
the conduct of bravo men against an enemy in their t>ower.

July 10th, six companies of the first battalion of Maryland troops, 
stationed at Annapolis, and commanded by Col. Wm. Smallwood, em- 
barked for the head of Elk in high spirits, and three companies of the 
same battalion, stationed in Baltimore town, embarked the same day 
for the same place, from thence they were to proceed to Phila- 
delphia. 

[1777.] In the latter par": of June, 177(), Gov. Eden left Annapo- 
lis ; but Mr. Eddis and another English officer continued to discharge 
their duties to May -iOth, 1777, eleven months after the Declaration 
of Independence, wlien they were given a most "ample and honora- 
ble discharge from that employment." June 7th, Mr. Eddis took 
leave with a distressed mind of a few faithful friends in Annapolis, 
and set sail for England. 

March 5th, Martha, wife of George Washington, passed through 
Annapolis, on her way northward. 

On Friday. March 21st, 1777, Thomas Johnson, the first republican 
governor of Maryland, was proclaimed the executive of the State at 
the State house, in the presence of a great concourse of people "all of 
whom expressed the highest pleasure in the proceedings."

coat on my lijiek to eey a termination of the dispnte." Whether it was 
the debate or the Revolution itself, (or which this handsome sacrifice 
would be made, is not known.

"Vimdks is likewise too porsonaland cannot bo 
imblished." For the most part, however, it seems the discussion was 
carried on in a proper, though animated, spirit. 

Ma jor-Genenil Nathaniel Greene and Majo r-6 en eral Baron De Steu- 
ben, with their suites, arrived in Annapolis on Wednesday. Novenilier 
Tth. 1780, on their way southward, the former to relieve General 
Gates of the command of the SoutJietn Troops. 
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On the 8tli of Scptcml)er, 1780, the news of Baron De Kalb's death 
reached Annapolis. lie died from wounds received at the battle of 
Camden, South Carolina. DeKalb was leading his troops, his be- 
loved Marylanders, in a vigorous attack, when he fell pierced with 
eleven wounds. Col. DuBuysson his aid-de-camp, embraced him, and, 
announcing his rank and nationality to the encircling foes, begged 
them to spare his life. The gallant Englishmen responded with a 
soldier's answer to the generous comrade, who, in protecting his Gen- 
eral, received several dangerous wounds, and who, with DeKalb, was 
taken prisoner. Although the brave officer received the most con- 
siderate attention from his captors, lie died in a few days. His latest 
moments were spent in dictating a letter declaring his warmest affec- 
tion for the officers and soldiers of his command ; of the intense 
pleasure it gave him to hear from'British officers the bravery of his 
troops ; of his own admiration of the heroic stand they made against 
superior numbers, after being forsaken by the remainder of the army ; 
of the unmeasured delight he experienced from the gallant conduct of 
.the Delaware regiment and the companies of artillery of his command, 
and of the affectionate regard he entertained for his entire division. 

The citizens of Annapolis particularly mourned DelCalb ; for his 
manly virtues, exhibited whilst he sojourned in the city recruiting his 
troops together with his patriotic conduct, had greatly endeared him 
to them. 

Congress, from a deep sense of gratitude for his gallant services, 
in October, 1780, • •Resolved, That a monument be erected, to the 
memory of the late major-general, the Baron DeKalb, in the city of 
Annapolis, in the State of Maryland," with the following inscription : 

"Sacred to the memory of 

The Baron DeKalb, 

Knight of the royal order of military merit, 

brigadier of the armies of France, 

and 

Major-general in the service of the United 

States 

of America. 

Having served with honour and reputation for three years, 

He gave a last and glorious proof of his 

attachment to the liberties of mankind, 

and the cause of America, 

In the action near Camden, in the State of 

South Carolina, 

on the 16th August, 1780 : 

Where, leading on the troops of the Maryland 

and 
Delaware lines, against, superior numbers, 
and animating them by his example to deeds

He was pierced with many wounds and 
on the 19th following expired, in the 48th year 

of his age.

The Regiment iiuruberud (flJO meni its 
full comnlt'mciit, Washington was concentrating his forces for the 
decisive tilowat Yorktown. All wns ardor and zeal in Maryland — a 
Stittc thnt never ilitiohed in its dnty dnrinp the whole of the fiery or- 
deal of the Kerolntinn. Annapolis was a focal point in its patriolaam 
and preparation. f)n the lath of September, traiisnorts with the 
artillery, the Rrenadiera, and the Light Artillery, of tlie allied army, 
arrived from the Head of the Elk. en ronte for James River. On tie 
iSth, fonr thousand French troops, with a train of artillery, marched. 
into Annapolis from the North, on their way also to join Washington.

CHAPTER XXXXLX. 

A t'OLIXrCAL, Pp.lfiQXER IN AxNAPOLIS Dl'EIXG THK 

Kevolution. 

The Bnglisli ColIectDr ol Cnatoms ol Auiiapolla hud an esperieuce 
rarely allolted to an officer in ou unemy's country. For neurly three 
y(»rs after violent retaliatory mensures had comniei^ced, and for two 
years after open hostilities were carried on, he had been allowed to re- 
main in Annapolis aa the King's officer, and collect the rayal ciistutus. 
Ilia personat uxiiei'ience a.B loiiiid in his publ^hed letter, describes the 
vibrations of public ^ntitnent and the itiaroh of events in a graphic 
manner. On Monday, June lOth, IT70, he writes : 

"Tomorrow I must oiwy the summons of the CommitteB. My col- 
league iLud T have drawn up the following representation of our case, 
whioh we mean to deliver to the chairman of that body, in onler to 
-obviate the necessity of entering into bond. 

" 'To the chairman and members of the Committee of Observation 
for Anne Arundel county, 
'■ 'IfenlleJnen, 

" 'We flatter ourselves that the following representation will engage 
the eummittee'x candid, and dispassionate oon^deration ; and that 
when the personal liberty of even an individual is concerned, his en- 
deavours to preserve it will hu received ivith indulgence. 

" 'You will please, gentlemen, to observe, that it is not ordered by 
the convention, tlial the Committees of Observation take bonds of all 
non-BBsociatore, but it is left to their discretion, whether to require 
bonds ov not ; and, in the exercise of tills power, though the commit- 
tees are not held, as magistrates are in similar cases, by the obligation 
of ail oath, yet we presume they ni'o bound in honour, not to demand 
security Uunecesaary for the public good, and inconvenient and em- 
barrassing to the persons called upon. 

" 'Prom the alwvu consideration wo inferred, on lieing requii'ed to 

g've up our arms, without any demand or huit respecting the enter- 
g 10^ bonds, that the Committee of Observation, in their discretion, 
did not deem it necessary, or aondneive to the public good. Had we 
been called upon for that purpose, we should have had an opportunity 
of appealing immediately to the convention. To that respectable 
body, we oonld have represented our peouliar cirDumstances ; that we 
»ra ofBeera ol tlie Crown ; that we liava given security in London for 
Uie faithful discharge of our duty, agreeable to iiistructions from 
time to time received, respecting the revenue of cnstoms; that we are 
not enlitled to our salaries withont a nihil account, transmitted quar- 
terly of our jiroceeJings ; and. that though a oorrespondenoe of this 
" ' " ' Ameriea, yet it might, perhaps,

iirselvos and families ; for by the 
iiidence, directly or indirectly, by 
my person holding a civil office 
II a demand for, and receipt of 
:h :f the condition prescribed. 

of this country, we are animated 
,s interest and happiness ; and we 
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flatter ourselves, that our conduct, for a term of years, has been 
generally approved, botli as .servants of the public, and members of 
the connnunity. We are determined to persevere, fditlifuUy and 
honourably, in discharging the duties oi our respective offices, as long 
as with propriety we can act in the same ; but we cunnot sacrifice our 
houour, or prostitute our oaths, for temporary indulgences. Should 
we be obliged to depart from this continent, we hope we shall be per- 
mitted to take leave, with security to our persons and property, 
agreeably to a resolve of the convention, in that case provided ; and 
wherever wx' may fix our residence, we shall retain the most affec- 
tionate regard for ^Maryland, without deviating .from our allegiance 
to our Sovereign, which has been, and will ever continue to be the 
invariable rule of our conduct. Not to trespass, gentlemen, upon 
your tune, permit us to assure yon, that we cannot, consistent with 
our peace of mind, enter into the proposed l)ond. We act solely from 
principle, and thedicta.es of conscience. Relying, therefore, on your 
impartiality, we shall cheerfully submit to whatevr-r you may please 
to determine ; and however Providence may dispose of us in future, 
our prayers shall be continually offered for the prosperity of this once 
happy province, most ardently wishing a permanent and constitutional 
reconciliation may speedily take place, and that Great Britain and 
America may remain, to the latest period, one happy, free, and undi- 
vided empire.

•' 'Should the Comniitteo be pleased to determine, agreeable to tlie 
resolve of the convention, and grant us passes to depart the country, 
we have only to desire that a sufficient time may bo allotted us, to 
settle the various and intricate concerns of the loan-office, which we 
need not observe, are of the utmost importance to the community in 
general. It is also highly incumbent on us, to leave the Imsiness of 
that department in a clear state, so that our securities, who are en- 
gaged in very large sums for our fidelity, may be honourably dis- 
charged from the obligations entered into on our behalf. 

''We are by no means sanguine, with reicard to the above applica- 
tion ; on the contrary, wo ar(» prepared to encounter every disagreea- 
nle consequence.

The committee required Messrs. Eddis and Cla])ham to give bond 
of £10,000 each, not to communicate with the enemy.

On the 1st of October he writes :

Though in the vioinity of a large and populous town, agitated with 
nproar and confusion, and mmours of approaching' calamities, here, 
sheltered by surroiioding woods, we are entirely secluded from 
the busy haunts of men, and are benevolently permitted to enjoy 
our retirement without dread of molestation. It is well known tlutt 
we have ncvernttempted.hy any injudieions steps, to incur the resent- 
ment of those who i ■ one eive they are wnnauted ljy justice and by duty, 
to take a oontrary part : and while wi» thus continue to regulate our 
oouduct, we shall aui-ely ciperiiinee atti'Otion, with the moat perfect 
security." 

January 1st, ITTT. he says : 

"Myself and colleague are not yet superseded in our provincia! em- 
ployment ; but tile day is assaredly at hand. When the event has 
taken plafe, I am persuaded I shall be at lilierty to reiTsit England ; 
and have reason to believe, I shall be necessitated to shape my 
course by way of the West Indies.

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' 'His Escallency. to gratif j- the wiahen o( the fair, urowiied tliti eu- 
terUinmeDt with his preaencB, and with graceful dignity an il Imniliar 
ease so frumed his loolts, tiis gesturop, and his words, that every heart 
overflowed with gratitude and Iotb, and every tongue grew elotiuent 
in hiB praise. When he retired from the assembly — with one united 
vi.'iea, all present esclaimed, 

"Unrivalled and unmatched shall be his fame 
And hia own laurels shade his envied name." 

The day on which General Washington reached Annapolis, tlie fol- 
lowing address was presented by the citizens : 

"To his Excellenoy General Washington. 

"The citizens ot Annapolis feel themselves happy in having an op- 
portunity, personally, to express their oileotion for, and ^ratitnde to, 
your Bxoelloncy. Your private character forces adiuiraUon froju the 
foes of virtue and freedom. 

"We derive peculiar pleasure (ro-n the contemplation, that the 
successes at Trenton and Princetown laid the comer stone ot our 
freedom and indepetdenee, and that the capture of Barl Comwallis 
and hisarmy has completed the edifice, a'.d secured the temple of lib- 
erty to us and our posterity. These brilliant and important events 
are the more agreeable to every American, from the reflection that 
they were planned by, and esecuted under, the immediate command 
of your excellency. 

"The love of your country alone, which induced you to accept the 
command of our armies at the expense of domestic happiness : the 
persevering fortitude and equanimity of soul you have displayed oa 
every occasion, and the very important services rendered America, 
justify us in saluting you us the patriot, the hero, and the sariour of 
your country. 

"Our prayers, with those of millions, are daOy offered up to the 
Supreme Rnler of the Universe, for your health, safety and happi- 

(Signed,) Jons Bulles, Mayor. 

"Annapolis, November 31st, 1781. "( 
To which address General Washington made the following reply ; 
"Sir, — I am obUged by the polite and affectionate address of the 
citizens of Annapolis. Nothing can he more flattering to me than to 
know, that my general conduct has met the approbation of my coun- 
trymen ; it is the most grateful reward for those services which I have 
ever, in the course of my command, endeavoured to render them, hut 
which their tix) great partiality has oftentimes over-rated. That the 
State in general, and this city in particular, may long enjoy the hene- 
flts which they have a right to espeot from their very sjiirited exer- 
tions in the prosecution of this just war. is the sincere wish of,

"Annapolis, November "91 st, 1781," 
On Friday, the 33rd, Geuei-nl Washington resumed Ms journey 
Northward. 
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AiiLiapolia was at this period a eityof great importance. On the di- 
rect Una of travel to the North, by waj of Rook Hall on the Eaatem 
shore, it received all the prominent generals of the war who passed 
from North to South or the reverse. Loyal to its prioeiples, hospita- 
ble to a fault, ample in resources, the distinguished stranger who 
ehancod in its mid-it or ^ha historic or putriotio event that happened 
in their hearing, were certain to be awarded the honors at a cannoaadB 
or the oonvivialities of the banqnet. 

On the 35th of June, 1781, the birth of a Danphin was celebratedin 
the city by a public dinner given in the State Ilouse where a numer- 
ous and respectable assembly gathered and many Coasts were drnnk 
suitable to the oocasion. At intervals daring the day there were five 
bundred discharges of cannon, aiMl at night a splendid ball was

cieiit to aocommodftte many himdreds was erected on Cnrroli's Green, 
thirteen pieces of artillery planted, and an elegant dinner provided. 
The proclamation of peace was then read, and thirteen cannon BtQ- 
nounced the white-winged messenger. The gentlemen then repaired to 
dinner, at which were present, his ExcellBncy, the Governor, the 
honorable council. Members of the Senate and Delegates of the As- 
sembly, and a hirge number of gentlemen, both of town and country ; 
who "with unfeigned satisfaction congratulated each other on the 
blessings of peace — she rising glory of their country — the prospects of 
her commerce— her futnre grandeur and im[»rtanoe in the scale of 
nations. 

"After dinner the following truly liberal, generous, and patriotic 
toasts were drunk, each attended witli thirteen cannon ;'' 

1. The third of February, 1783 — in perpetual memory, on which 
day a virinous war was concluded by an honourable peace. 

a. The United States— may their confedaracy endure forocer. 

3. Eriendship with Prance — may every nation imitate the depth 
ftnd moderation of her policy, by whicli the freedom of navigation has 
been secured, the liberty of these States confirmed, and the blessings 
of peace and commerce diffused throughout the globe. 

4. His Excellency, General Washington, 

5. The generals, officers and soldiers of our army^may their ser- 
Tices be remembered, und generonsly rewarded by a grateful people, 

6. The French genersis, officers, and troops, who served in America. 

7. The Marquis of Fayette— may our posterity ever retain a grate- 
ful sanse of his strong attachment to this country, and of the im- 
portant services rendered it in the field and cabinet. 

6. The immortal memory of the gallant soldiers and virtuous citi- 
zens whn gloriously fell in the late war. 

9. The patriots of America — honour crowns their labours ■, may 
future ages ravurc their memory, and emulate their fame. 
10. The United Netherlands, and the friendly powers in Europe. 
U. May the influence of the present revolution be extended to all 
■the nations at the earth, by introducing among them that spirit o(

At night, the State House was beautifully and briillantty illumi- 
nated and an elegant entertainment given at ,the Imll-room to tha 

Major-General Greene and his auite arrived in the city from the 
Sonth on their way North 011 September 2oth, 1783. On the nest 
day the Corporation met, and preseutad the following address : 
To the Hon. Major-QeneTal G-reene : 

"Sir, — We, the Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen, and Common Oounoil, 
of the city of Annapolis, impressed with tha raoat greatf ul (aolings for 
the eminent services rendered these United States, and the cause of 
Uberty, by the Southern Army under your command, beg penaisaion 
to congratulate you on your arrival in this city, and to testify, with 
the sincerest respect and regard, the lively sense we entertain of the 
invaluable blessings secured to us, by your conduct and unremitted 
ftsdduity, in the noblest cause that ever graced a soldi6r's sword, 

"Justice would wear the aspect of adulation, were we to enumerate 
the many signal endowments which endear you to the inhabitants of 
this city, and inspire us with the warmest and most respeotfnl grati- 
tude. They are such as will ever engage our prayers to Divine Provi- 
^nce, that ynu may long continue to possess the affections of a 
generous republic ; to share the sweets of domestic (elioity ; and to ex- 
perience the happy reward of your distinguished virtues. 

"This address springs from the heart ; and we solicit your accep- 
tance of it, as the genuine sentiments of a grateful people. 
"Signed by order and in behalf of the corporation.

To which the General returned the following answer : 

"Annapolis, September 27th, 178a, 
"Gentlemen, — It Is with the highest satisfaction I recoii'e your 
■ffeetionate address, a^d feel my bosom glow with gratitude upon the 
occasion. 

"The happy terminatioD r.f the war affords the most pleasing field 
for oontemplatitn, and while it promises the richest harvest to the 
good citizens of America, it gives the sweetest pleasui-e, and most de- 
sirable rejiose to the soldier. If the operations of the Southern Army 
have answered the expectations of the public, or have had any 
Influence upon this great event, I shall consider it one of the 
most happy araployments of my bfe. And if to this I may venture to 
flatter myself, that my conduct either merits, or meets in the smallest 
degree, the approbation of the public, I shall be still more happy. 
The honour you have done me, and the troops under my command, 
are too sensibly felt to be fully expressed, or properly aiiki«™\s&j|»}i..

Payette arrived in Annapolis. The next day the LogiBktnre ordered 
a ball to be given in honor oE the visitors. The Omellt says ; 

"The evening was crowned with the utmost joy and festivity, the 
whole company being made happy by the presence o( two moat amia- 
ble and al] -accomplished men, Co whom America is so deeply indebt^ 
for her preservation from tyranny and oppression.'" 

The loUowing addresses were preseiitea by the exeoutive and legW' 
lative bodies respectively to the Marquis, during his visit at An- 
napolis :

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The proceedings were continued on a kindred subject on Saturday, the 
1st of Xovember, 1783, when 

"The Mayor laid before the Corporation a letter from the Honor- 
able James McHenry and Daniel Carroll, Delegates of Congress for 
this State, dated the 23rd day of October last, to the late Mayor 
enclosing the resolution of Congress of the same date respecting the 
temporary residence of Congress in this city and also a letter from tlie 
Hon. James McHenry requiring suitable provision might be made for 
the reception of the Members, Ministers, and OlFicersof Congress — all 
which being considered, it was ordered that a committee of the Mem- 
bers of the Corporation be appointed to inquire what houses can be 
procured for Congress and for what rent, and also liow many boarding 
houses are in town, the accommodation of each and the sums upon 
which members can be ])oarded." 

''Messrs. Allen Quynn, John Brice, John Davidscm, and John Chal- 
mers were accordingly appointed." 

The council loaned Isaac Mcllaud £100 Continental Currency '*to 
enable him to provide for the accommodation of members of Congress." 

The legislature of Maryland appears to have taken no steps to 
further the ambitious aspiration of Annapolis. On Tuesday, Octo- 
ber 21st, Congress settled the question as to the seat of government, 
so far as Annapolis was concerned by the passage of the following : 

* 'Whereas, there is reason to expect that the ])roviding buildings 
for the alternate residence of Congress in two places, will be produc- 
tive of the most salutary effects, by securing the mutual confidence 
and affections of the States : 

''Ri'solvi'd, That buildings likewise erected for tiie use of congress, 
at or near the lower falls of Potowmack or Georgetown, provided a 
suitable district on the banks of the river can bo procured for a fed- 
eral town, and the right of soil, and an exclusive jurisdiction, or such 
other as congress may direct, shall !j« vested in the United States : 
and that until the buildings to be erected on the banks of the Dela- 
ware and Patowmack shall be pre})ared for the reception of Congress, 
their residence shall be alternately, at equal periods of not more than 
one year and not less than six months, in Trenton and Annapolis: and 
the liresident is hereby authorised and directed to adjourn congress, 
on the 12th day on Xovember next, to meet at Annapolis on the 20th 
of the same month, for the dispatch of pul^lic business."

Mr. WillianiEddiSj the English 
surreyor ot the port, who wrote ot it in 1768, said that then it had 
"more the appearance of an agreeable vdlage than the metropolis of 
an opulent provinoe, as it contains within its limits a numlier ot small 
fields which are intended for future erections. But in a few years it 
wiU probably lie one ot the best buitt cities in America, as a spirit of 
improvement is predominant, and the situation isalloired to heettitally 
hcnlthy and pleasant with any on tbia side the Atlantic. Many of the 
principal families have choSen this place for their residence, and there 
are few towns of the same size in any part of the British domains that 
can Iwast of a more polished society. " • " Several modern odi- 
Gciis make a good appearance. There ore few habitations without 
gardens, some of which, planted in deeeut style, are well stocked." 

Washington, with his accustomed promptness, set himEelf at once 
to tho business he had in hand. On Saturday. December 30*.h. 17S3, 
headdressBil a letter to Congress, inforuiing that hody of liis arrival 
iu Annapolis, with the intention of asking kft^e to tcsv^ 'IXai CKrea- 
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mission he iiail tlio honor of liokling in their serrice, and desiring^ 
to kngw their pleasure in what iniiiiner it will be most propor to offer 
his resignivtiori ; whether in writing- ur at an audience.

bation and afTpi-tirius of a free people.

The State of Maryland, through its General Assembly, then in sea- 
Mon, followed with another con^jratulatory addreaa. The surprise is- 
that all being upon the same theme — the glories of Washingt«n'» 
personal character and his military achievements, there should be 
found so many variations of the subject : but the object glowed and 
the changes rang with everyone that began thewolAol'^itSMfc.'^si.t^- 
land laid : 
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*'Tho General Assembly of Maryland embrace this opportunity, of 
expressing the grateful sense which they and their constituents enter- 
tain of your distinguished services ; services which, under the smiles 
of Divine Providence, have secured the peace, liberty, and indepen- 
dence, of these States ! Your retirement to private life is a full evi- 
dence of that true patriotism which indiiced you to draw your sword 
in defence of your injured country, and made you persevere to the end 
of the arduous struggle, in which you have surmounted difficulties, 
that, with prudence less than yours, could not have been surmounted. 
Having, by your conduct in the field, gloriously terminated the war, 
you have taught us, by your last circuhir letter, how to value, how to 
preserve, and to improve that liberty, for which we have been con- 
tending. We are convinced that public liberty cannot be long pre- 
served, but by wisdom, integrity, and a strict adherence to public jus- 
tice and }jublic engagements. Tliis justice and these engagements, as 
far as tlie inlluence and example of one State can extend, we are de- 
termined to promote and fulfil ; and if the powers given to Congress by 
the confederation, should be found to be incompetent to the purposes 
of the Union, we doubt notourconstititents will readily consent to en- 
large them. In expressing these sentiments, and by thus engajring 
to comply with the dictates of public faith and justice, and to satisfy 
the just demands of a meritorious army, we make the most acce|)table 
returns for all those cares which you have lelt, and all the toils you 
have undergone, during your connnand. Permit us. in addressing 
you for the last time in your public character, to express our warmest 
wishes that yon may long enjoy the sweets of domestic ease and retire- 
ment, and tliat cordial satisfaction whicii must arise from a conscious- 
ness of having merited and gained the universal love of your country- 
men." 

The reply of General Washington, to this patriotic address of the 
Btate whose representative, Thomas Johnson, had nominated him in 
1775for command of the Continental Army, was "particularly hapi)y." 
Here it is in full : 

"Gentlemen : — I feel inyseU' particularly happy in receiving the ap- 
probation of the General As-jcmbly of Maryland, for those services 
which my country had a right to demand, and whicli it was my duty 
to render in defence of it. 

"Having happily attained the object for which we had drawn the 
sword, 1 felicitated myself on my ai)i)roaching return to private life, and 
I must acknowledge, I anticipated an unusual degree of self -gratifica- 
tion, in that retirement, which you are pleased to consider as an evi- 
dence of patriotism. 

"You have rightly judged, genllemen, that public liberty cannot be 
long preserved, without the influence of those public virtues, which 
you have enumerated. May the exami)le you have exhibited, and the 
disposition you have manifested, i)revail extensively, and have the 
most salutary operation ! For I am well-assured, it isonly by a general 
adoption of wise and eqnita])le measures, that I can derive any per- 
sonal satisfaction, or the public any i)ermanent advantages, from the 
successful issue of the contest. 

"I am deeply i)enetrated with the liberal sentiments and wishes 
contained in your last address to me as a })ublic character ; and while 
I am biddinf^ you a final farewell iu that capacity, l)e assured, gentle- 
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o fortuit the favorable

"Up- 
wards of two hundred persons of distinction were present at the din- 
ner," says the local chronicler of that period, and "everything was 
provided by Mr. Mann in the most elegant and profuse style."

At night the State House was beautifullyandbriUiantlyillnminated, 
in which building a ball was given by the Genarel AssemMj of Mary- 
land. There were many ladies present, and General Washington 
opened the ball with Mrs. James Maceuhliin, one of thS most beautiful 
women of her day ,^3 his iiartucr. 

The Iniilding in which this gay and renowned assembly danced the 
brilliant hours by, and which on the morrow was to be made forever 
famous, was erected between 17«0 and 1773. Among those charged 
with its construction were Charles Carroll, barrister, and William 
Paoa, the latter of whom signed the Declaration of lndei«ndence. 

The last act of General Washington's oiBcial life was to write a let- 
ter to Baron Steuben. It ran : 

"AsNiPOLis, S3nl December, 1783. 

•'Ml/ Dear Baron : 

"Although Ihave taken frequent opportunities, both in public and 
private, of acknowledging your great zeal, attention, and abiKtios in

Washiugton and his aids arrired at the State House at dooti, and I 
-entered the Hall of Congress. A messonger auiionnced their aniy&I I 
to the ijecretary oC Coiif;re9S. who introduced Wasliington to Ooiigresti I 
and conducted niiti to a chair, where he was seated. Cnlnnel Bmlja- I 
min Walter and Oolonel Dadd Humphreys, his aids, stood beside him. I 
It was a memorable assembly. In it were four future Presidents of I 
the infant Republic — Washington, Jefferson, Madison and Mnuroe^ I 
John Eager Howard and General Siiiallwood, of Maryland ; Eldrid^ 1 
Gerry, of Massachusetts ; Stone, Paea, Chase, aud Carroll, Maryland's 1 
si^era of Independence ; Joshua Barney and Alexander Hamiltcoi, 1 
with beauty and gracnunnumbei«d and unchroiiinled. 

The hnm of incident Jisoniar being hushed, Generiil Mifflin, with 
covered head, as he and his fellow-members observed in token of the 1 
sovereignty of the States they represented, addressed General Wash- 
ington : I 

"Sir — The United States, in Congress a^embled, are prepared to 
receive your communications." I 

With his native dignity, augmented by the grandeur ot theocoasiwi, 
Washington arose and deliiered that address, so renowned forita wis- I 
dom and patriotic foresight. He said : 

"Mr. Preaideiit: The great events on which my resignation de- 
pended, having at length taken place, I have now the honor of offer- . 
ug my sincere congratulations to Congress, and of presenting myself 
b«Fore them, to surrender into their hands the trust committed to me, 
and to claim the indulgence nf retiring from the service ol my country. 

"Happy ii> the conflrmation ot our independence and sovereignty, | 
and pleased with the opportunity afforded the United States at he- 
'Coming a respectable nation. I resign with satiataction the appoint- 
raMt I accepted with dilHdeiice ; a diflldenoe iii my abilities to accom- 
plish so arduous a task, which, hiiwevcr. was siipierseded by a confidence 
jn the rectitude ot ourcause. the supjiort ot the supreme power ot the 
Union, and the patronage of Heaven. , 

"The auecesaful termmalion ot the war has verified the moat san- . 

Suine expectations, and my gratitude for the interposition of Provi- | 
ence, and the assistance I have received from my countrymen, in- , 
oreases with every review of the momentous contest. 

"While I repeat my obligations to the army in general, I should do | 
Injustice to my own feelings not to acknowledge, in this place, the 

Cculiar services and distinguished merits of the gentlemen, who have 
Bti attached to my person during the war. It was impossible that 
the choice ot confidential officers to compose my family should have 
been more fortunate. Permit me, sir, to recommend in particular 
those, who have continued in service to the present moment, as worthy 
■ot the Iftvorable notice and patronage ot Congress. 

"I consider it an indispensable duty to close this last solemn act ot 
my olScial lite, by commending the interests of our dearest country to 
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tte iirotertioii ot Almiglity God, anti those who have- tlie supcrinteu- 
Aenw. of them to his holy keeping. 

"Ilai'ing now flaished the work aBEdgned me, I retire from the great 
theatre of actioD ; nod, bidding an affectionate farewell to this august 
hody. under whose orders I have so long acted, I here ofier mj eom- 
misBiim. and take leave of ali the employments of public life," 

At its conclusioQ Washington advanced toward General Mifflin and 
delivered to him his commission and a copy of his addrc-ss. The Presi- 
dent made the following answer: 

"Sir :— The United States in Congress assembled reaeive with emo- 
tions too affecting for utterance, the solemnresignaltoiinf the authori- 
ties under which you have led their troops with aucceaa through a 
perilous and doubtfal war. Called upon by your country to defend its 
uivadod rights, you auaepted the sao red charge, before tt had formed • 
alliances, and whilst it was withiiut funds or a govornment to support 
you. You have conducted the great military contest with wisdom 
and fortitude, invariiibly regarding the rights of the civil powers 
through all disasters and changes. You have, by the love and con- 
fidenee of your fellow-citizens, eiiabled them to display their martial 
geniii?. Einil transmit their fame to posterity. You havo persevered, 
till thcMi United States, aided by a magnanimous King and Nation, 
have I leen enabled, under a just Providence, to close the war in free- 
dom, siitety and independence; on which happy event we sincerely 
join you in congratulntious. 

"Having defended the st-andard of h'borty in this new world : having 
tatight a lesson useful to those who inflict and to those who feel op- 
pression, you retire from the great theatreof action, with the blessings 
of your fellow-cttizons — but the glory of your virtnea will not termi- 
nate with your military command — it will contiuiie to animate re- 
motest ages. 

"We feel with you our obligations to the army in general, and will 
particularly charge ourselves with the interests of those oonfidential 
officers who have attended your person to tliis affecting moment. 

"We join you in commending the interests of our dearest country to 
the protection of Almighty God, beseeching him to dispose the hearts 
and minds of its citizens to improve the opportunity afforded them, 
of becoming a happy and respectable nation. And for you we address 
to Him our wiirmest prayers, that a life so beloved may be fostered 
with aE his care ; that your days may be as happy as thev have been 
illustrious ; and that He wiC Bually give you that reward which this 
world cannot give." 

The Secretary of the Senate then delivered to Washington a copy of 
General Mifflin's address, Washington arose and, with affecting dig- 
nity, bowed to Congress. The members uncovered before him. He 
withdrew from the Chamber leaving beauty's eye dimmed with affec- 
tion's tear. 

Washington, accompanied as far as South River, three ndlea fronv 
Annapolis, by the Governor of Maryland, immediately set out for 
Mount Vernon where he arrived on Christmas Eve. 



CUAPTER XLni. 
St. -John's Collkge. 

!7S4— 1887. 

Before the Revolution, Maryland had felt the necessity of larfjer 
facilities for advanced learning. Mr. Eddis, writing under date of 
Oct. 4, 1773, (mm Annapolis, says : 

"The Legislature of this province, animated liy sentiments which 
reflect the highest credit on their patriotism and wisdom, have also 
detprniined, hy a, recent lnw, to endow and form a eoUe^ for the 
education of youth in every liberaJ and useful branch of Science. 

"An institution of this nature was most strongly rooommended to 
their confidence by our worthy governor, ( Eden, ) at early period after 
his arrivHl in this country ; and to his laudable and persevering exer- 
tions, the pubtia are materially indebted for the esttihliahment of a 
Mminary which, as it will be conducted under excellent r^ulationa, 
will shortly preclude the ueoeBsity of crossing the Atlantic for the 
completion of a o1a5.<!ical and polite education." This college was 
incipient St. John's. Gov. Blsden's unfinished residence wns to be 
repaired and nsad as a college. The Revolutionary war came on and 
education was neglected in the struggle for poUtical existence. The 
war was barely concluded before the long- cherished hope of the State 
was realizoil. By chajiter 87, Act of 1784. funds were provided "for 
tomidinga college oil the Western Shore of this State and constitu- 
ting the same, together with Washington Collegeon the Eastern Shore, 
into one University, by the name of the University of Maryland." 

It is not possible for the most prejudiced mind to read tbe nineteen 
sections of this memorable Act and not be convinced of the large and 
wise provision the State intended to make to advance the cause of 
liberal education. 

The preamble recited that, aa "many public-spirited individuals" 
have subscribed and procured Bnbscription to form a college on the 
Western Shore of this State, that, therefore : 

"Be il Enacted by the Gsrieral Assembly of Maryland, That a col- 
lege, or general seminary of learning, by the name of St. John's, be 
estiiiblishcd nn the said Western Shore, upon the following fundamen- 
tal and inviolable principles, namely : first, the said college shall be 
foiiiidfd and maintained forever upon a most Iil)eral plan, for the 
benefit of youth of every religious denomination, who shall be freely 
admitted tJ) equal privileges and advantages of education, and to all 
the literary honors ot the college, according to their merits without 
requiring, or enforcing any rehgious or civil test, or urging their at- 
tendance upon any particular religious worship, or servioe, other than 
what they nave bean educated in or have the consent or approbation 
of their parents or guardians to attend ; nor shall any preterence be 
gireu in the choice of a principal, yice-principal, or other professor, 
master, or tutor, in the said eoUege on aoconnt of his particular re- 
ligions profession, having regard solely to his moral character and lit- 
erary abilities, and other necessary qualifloations to fill the place for 
which he shall be chosen."

In November, ITm, the Legialar 
ture resolved that the nnnuftl appropriation lie saspended until "thff 
professors and other officers thereof be appointed and actually en- 
gaRed in the esercise of their several duties."' 

On Monday, January 11, 17B0, the grammar and mathematioal 
schools were removed to the apartments pro{>arod for them in St. 
Jobu's College, which were "fitted up ina commodious and neat mati' 

On November 31. 1703, was the first com men cement. Ttiore wero" 
two gntdnates — John Addison Carr, of Maryland and Charles Alexan- 
der, of Vircinia. The former delivered a Latin oration, and another 
"pa the Advantages of Agriculture." Mr. Alexander dtliverfd the 
valedictory. On both graflnatea was conferred the degret of Bache- 
lor of Arts. ''The principal then closed the business «rUii> day by an 
address to the grad\wtes. respecting their future conduct in life, ani 
concluded with commending them to the care and protection of tba 
Almighty Governor of the Universe." 

"These young gentUmeii, on their private and public examinations- 
acquitted themselves to the satisfaction o[ the visitors and others who 
attended, and their pulilic exhibition, was received with the approba- 
tion of a polite and dis(!eming audience."* 

The College early had its enemies and so industriously had thfiy 
been at work that in March. 1803, the Governors and Visitors depu- 
tized A. C. Hanson. Charles Carroll, of Carrolllon, and Richai^ 
Eidgely, "to pnhlish an account of the state of the College, and of tha" 
advantages ii possesses and mayadord." From this paper the fol-- 
lowing is eitracted :

"It ia notorious, that from that time methods have been ei 
deatroy, or suppress a seniinary. the institution of which hatf 
considered as reflecting a permanent honour on the State. It 
withstanding soon acquired a^repntation scarcely exceeded by tl 
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any ntlier polleo-c within thn UnitoiJ States ; and although rciiarts in- 
dustrioiialj' ciroulnted, have lately impiiireil its ervclit, no seminary 
on the continent has afforded superior advantages lo atiiilents of every 
dtiBcription. 

"It is incnmbent on as to uotict these reports. 

"It has been bruited through [he country, that young men and even 
boya, belonging to the college, have been eorriipted. or at least ren- 
dered idle and dissipated, by the attentions paid to thum by the citi- 
2eiiB of Atinapdlis. 

"It is indeed to bo wished, thatstndents be so far controlled as that 
they shall not neglect their (lollege duties. But what is it that a wise 
parent or guardian comprehends in liberal education? Does he not 
wish snmethinft mnro than langnaffes. and abstruse science, to be at- 
tftineil hy his fhihl, or ward, whilst at college ? Can he be insensible 
of till' vii'1 iiii]ji>rliiiiw of early ac(iuired manners? Let him then be- 
lieve iill tliiit nitli |irnlmhilitv. Can be told of those attentions. He 
iniiy iii'virtlii'li'ss. Ii.' piTsuaded. that the respeetablo houses which 
have UfPii roimrti'il n.Hho haunts of collegians, coiiferou them at least 
the advantage of polia]iing their manners, and of preventing, in some 
instances, a more pemicions dissipation of thair time. Besides, it can- 
not be denied, that valuable connexions may be formed in the polite 
societies, to which the address or good fortune of some' of the students 
has introduced them, and which prejudice or 'giiOT&Jiiie alone repre- 
sent as baneful to the rising youth. 

"And now, admitting that stndents have heretofore been allowed to 
consume too mnch of their time in certain genteel, amiable circles of 
aociety, ie it to 1* imagined, that no remedy will bo found for the 
grievance ? The bare report through the country will bo sufScieut to 
bring atout a correction of the evil. 

"The truth is, that in Annapolis, where every person is known to every 
other, and where there are oonstantly men unfriendly to the college, 
viewing everything about it through the medium of prejudice, the con- 
duct of a tew irregular young men may fii a reproach on the whole 
body of stndents, as well as the trustees and faonlty. 

"Can it be necessary to liujr^csf hi our iiitellifjijit felloiv-pitizens, 
that Emil ativantage. enpml I'v t.ln' stiiili':it-= in SI. -hihii'-i Cf i lies'? f^f 
attending, at times, thi' ili'lmli > in llir (iiinrj,! .A-sruiLly. mi. I in rho 
several supreme courts? It j> ^li AiKiiLiml;.-^, thiU li^touiii^ to ilit> elo- 
quence of the bar, the Sciinli', !ii;i! tlir llnnef nf Dole^alc':, an in- 
genuous ardent young man may catch the llarae oC patriotism, imbibe 
a laudable ambition, and lay the best foundaiion for future eminence. 

"Letnsbe permitted, then, barely to hint at a comparison between, 
this seminary and a college Bsed in the country, or at an obscure 

Elacc. What arc the superior advantages to be derived from the lat- 
jr? It is, beyond a doubt, that youthful innocence will be there bet- 
ter preserved ? Nol but the latter seminary is cheaper. This con- 
sideration is indeed important to men of scanty fortune. Bat, to men 
of easy oircnmstances, it surely cannot have weight sufficient to give 
ponderanee to the scale, into which it is triumphantly thrown. We 
will not pursue a subject, which may be invidious, farther t'M.'Cv.'wi 
giving a plain, correct statement of cspanaesfttSV.

"Reports injurious to St. John's College have originated from An I 
unhappy diSereuce between a teaeher and a professor.

St. John's survived unscathed this attack of its enemies, andl^'J 
years realized the most sanguine hopes ot its broad and liberal fom-il 
ders. Poets, jurists, scholars, and statesmen were sent forth from liaUm 
classio halls, "who have been the pride of her own and the admiraUim f 
ot other Slates, and who have earned for the State reputation,;] 
and reflected honor on tlieii alma mftler," 



From 17IJ3, when tlie first class was graduateil to 1800, there ap-

The necessary buililiiigs had Ijeen erected, the Professors appointed,

Fursome ticiifi the usefulness of tlie college seems to have been 
aJmost entirely destroyed, as no lists of graduates appear until 1810. 
Nothing seems to have been done to repair what is now ecuiceded to 
have Ikscii a gi-eat wrang, until ISll, when the sum of $1,000 was re- 
stored. In 1S34. a lottery waa gmnted to the college, the prooeeds 
of wliiali, amounting to $30,000. were inveBted in liank stock, from 
whii'li an annuiil income of ,«1,200 was derived, until alwut thirty 
years afterwards, when the whole fund was expended in erecting a 
dormitury for students and dwellings for proteesors. 

It was not until 1833, that the Board of Visitors and Oovernora of 
the College, in a memorial to tlie General Ai«aembly, having set forth 
in a moat clear and tornible way the unanswerable character of theii* 
legal claim, the Legislature was led to inerease the grant to $3,000, 
at the same time, however, providing that the Bcmrd should ngree to 
accept this sum "in full satisfaction of all legal or eqnitable claims 
which the College might have, or be supposed to have, against the 
State, " Here was. if not a plain case of duress, at Ipast a case of 
"Might VB, Right." "There is no question," says Preadcnt Gamett, 
in 1880, "that if, at any time before 181B, when the Dartmouth Col- 
lege decision was rendered, and 183:j. suit had been brought, the full 
amount of the arrearages (then over $100,0(10) might have been re- 
oovenid : but. in dcteuse of the Board of Visitors and Governors, it 
may lie saiil that they lielieved their rights were enXvteVj to 'Osie ^-^ici 



The Bonrd o( Visitors ami Ooveninri, howei'er, having become oon- 
Tinced of the arbitrary eharaeter of this settlement of their olaim 
against the State, siihiuitted, in 185fl, with the cnnscnt of the Legis- 
kture, the fellonitig points to the decision of the Court of Appeals : 

■'I. Whether the appropriation made in the charter eonstitutea a 
<;ontr.ict on the part of the State which could not be legally roiiealed 
by the Act of 1805. 

"2. Whetherthislatter Act is not a Tiolation of the Constitutioa 
of the I'liited States.

All three of these points (Vol. 15, Md. Reports p. SHO) were unani- 
mously decided in the affirmative. When, howovBr, a few ^ears 
thereafter, suit was brought to recover the amount of their claim — 
over $300,000. inclusive of interest— it was held by the Court that tha 
Bourd of Visitors and Governors could not avoid the release givea in 
1838, and the suit waa accordingly decided anainBt them. Inasmuoh,

Board had transcended its prv.i. r- 
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Hutophrey Hall, standing to the right of McDowell Hall, was erect- 
ed in 1834, for the accommodation of students, and for the improvingT 
and extending the library and philosophical apparatus of the institu- 
tion. "This was done by the exertions of the Principal, liev. Hector 
Humphreys, D. D., who by visits to diiferent parts of the State, suc- 
ceeded in obtaining donations agg renting over $13,000." 

The building soon after its erection was described as being "d&- 
Mgned for one of the profess'ira, and the students ; there are twenty 

Srivate rooms in it, intended for the separate studies for members ot 
IB advanced classes, and two large dormitories for pupils in the pre- 
paratory branches. A building like this had long been needed. It 
will accommodate at least sixty students in all the departments." 

During the war between the Federal Govemfnent and Seiiedod States, 
the buildings and grounds of St. John's College were seized by the 
Government for military purposes. Its commons were turned into a 
camp, its hftlla into quarters, and its laboratory into a siiible. During 
this period the educational functions were Euspendeil and thcState'a

In 1857, there was added to St. John's College Piukney Hall, con- 
taining 4(5 rooms. When in thorough repair it will accojnmodate 
140 to 150 students. Its floorings were greatly damaged during the 
occupancy of the College by the United States trooi)sin the civil war. 
Its dimensions are 38 feet front, 95 feet deep, and is four stories. The 
Gymnasium is in the rear of the space between ]\[cDowell and Piuk- 
ney Halls. The t wo professors houses to the right of Humphrey Hall 
were built in 1855, the fine double house, intended for the use of the 
Principal and Vice-Principal, was built in 1857.

The little city was in a whirl of delightful excitement dariiiE; the 
entire sfny of its illnstrious Tisitor. »11 care seemed suspendeiii and 
theinliuliitautfiol the whole town were made "hapr'y in contemplating 
him whiiin I lit'v liiiisidered as their fastest fHenU, aa well as the moit 
esallL.i r,[ tliiiV IVIIi^w-oitizena. and the first of men.'" 

Oil Minduy. llin 2;th. the President lelt Annapoli" on horseback, 
esciiiLe'l, as lar as South River, by a company of KenLlemen. Here 
the most of theu] took leave uf him, but Governor Plater accompanied 
him to Georgetown, where the President stayed some days before he 
began his arduous and patriotic journey through the Sunthera States.

[1*77.] Tlie (Jen<M-al Assembly, at its Febi-uary Session, 1777, 
passed a resolution, under wliich the Court of Ap|)eals wasto be com- 
posed of five Judi^es. The first Jud;^es were lienjamin lurnsey, Chief 
Judge; lienjamin Mjickall. 'I'honias -lones, Solomon Wright. James 
Murray, Associates. 'I'hcy were appointed Dectiniier 12th, 1778. 

The Acts of lAd)ruary Session, 177<, Cha[)ter b"), made the "Talbot 
Court House" and Annapolis, the places of tl.e meeting of tlie Pro- 
vincial Court, afterward changed into th(^ General Court. It was a 
Court of original jurisdiction. Tlie first Judges, apj pointed March 0th, 
1778, were William Paca, Chief Judtre : Nicholas Thomas and Alex. 
Contee Hanson, Associat^^ .i udges. This Court met, in the room which, 
in the State House, gave place to, and is now (H'c.upied in part by the 
State Library. 

[1788.] Jn 1783, one I. Chalmers, a goldsmith, of Annaj)olis, ^lary- 
land, issued silver tokens as a speculative ventui-c of his own. They 
consisted of shillings, six-pences. and three-pences, now r; re, the two 
smaller pieces particularly so. Dr. John David Schotf, who visited 
this county in 1783-4, gives the following account of these coins : 

"In the United States, Annapolis has the honor of having .urnished 
the first silver money for small change. A goldsmith of this place 
coins on his own account, though with the consent of the govenjment. 
After the depreciation of the paper money, it became customary and 
necessary, throughout America, to cut the Spanish dollars, in two, 
four and more pieces for change. This dividing became soon a pro- 
fitable business in the hands of expert cutters who knew how to cut 
five quarters, or nine and ten eighths out of a round dollar, so that 
shortly every one refused to take this kind of mo!iey otherwise than

[1783.] At Wftshington's reaeption, the day before lie resigned his 
cottimi^un, Mr. Manu lumiahed the sunper at the State Honse. 
Ninety-oight bottleB of wine, two wid a-hall galloiis of spints, nine 
pounds of sugar, a lot of limBH, taaaicand wuiters, and a dozen pocks of 
cards were supplied, and the Governor directed Col. Mills of the An- 
napuiia Cuifee {louse, to funiish the people with punch uud grog to 
the value of £10 10s. 

[1783.] The festivities of the day that celebrated peace between. 
England and Aruerloa were subatniitiul. The State bought that day 
from James Makubbin a hogshead of rum (IIH gallons at 6a. (jd. per 
eallon) and from O«orge Mann, 49 gallons of claret, 33 gallons of Ma- 
deria, S.*) port, U of spirit. It alsu purcliaeed li3Ibof loaf KUgar, ITSIb 
o( bacon, 28*lbof sait beef, 521b of shoat, 12eibor mutton, 3731b of 
Teal. I8cltli of beefi T lambs and 12 fowls. For tfie ball that closed 
the day there were fi gallons of wine, 4 of spirits, beef, bama, tongues, 
ohickena, turkeys, turte, custards, cheese-cakes, .^02 hmves of bread, 
34 shillings worth of oardi^, nnd a box of candles. The State bad to 
pay Mr. Mann for 3S knives aud 39 forks lost; and 38 plates, 43 wine, 
glasses, 1 dish, (11 broken bottles — an index of what a day it was. 

[lT8li.] Noah Webster, the lenicogrepher, began bis life-work as 
anitlnerant lecturer on the English language, t liiis was in 17IJ<3, in 
which course he visited Che principal cities of America, Auiiapolia 
being one of the places in whien he lectured. 

In 1T8T, William Olark, established a stage route between Balti- 
more and Aniiapolia. Tlie ooaoh ran three times a week. It set out 
from AnnopoUa every Monday, Wediicaduy and Friday precisely at 
flTe o'clock in the morning. On the ivturn it started trora Mr. Wm. 
Evans at the Golden Bacchus, thecomer of Culvert and Banks streets, 
in Baltimore, on Tuesdays, Thursdayaand Saturdays, precisely at five 
o'clock in the morning. Pare — IB sniliinga, wiiy pasBeiigerH, slx^wnce 
per mila. 

Deoember Hth, a lady, wliose name was not given, delivered a lecture 
on "Poetry" in the Hiill Room. 

[1788.] In 1788, Judge Samuel Chaae, removed from Annapolis to 



...a full square for city biulding Iota, if he would make Balti- 
more his residence. The offer whs accepted, the property was con- 
reyed to him, and is now within the lieartof the city, a valuable esbtte. 
It remains in the possession of the desoemjanta of Judge Chase. 

While on a visit to Baltimore, towards the close of the Revolu- 
tionary War. he stopped, from curiosity, in a debating society, where 
ha was astonished at the eloquence of a young man. He proved to be 
ft druggist's clerk- Judge Chase asoertaiued the young man's name, 
geariibed him out, and advised him to study law. The young man 
disclosed to his admirer that poverty was an insurmonn table diflicidtr 
in the way. Mr. Chase offered liiiu at oiioe the use of his library and

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at his scat table. The offer was accepted with e™iit"cle, the young- 
man, pnreiied a course of legAl studieij. and, on his Eidmission to the 
bar, puKBod his eiuminivtion with marked Ability. That obEcuro young' 
drag dark was afterward the tliatinguisfaed William Pinkney. 

[178^1.] The Gazelle ot date ot January 31st, pnblishes a list of 
seventeen rensels thnt had arrived at Annapolis. The magnitudn and 
the importance ot the commerce of this port areeTidenoed by the fact 
that one vessel was from each cyf the following plaoea '■ 

Bnrliadnes. Limiagton. Demnrara, Aux-Cays, Amst«rdam, Dnbliii, 
St. Croix, Salem, Belfast Port-au-Prinoe, Oharleston, St. Bartho- 
lomews, Rhode Island and Norfolk -, and three froni New York. 

Nicholas Carroll and Alexander Conteo Hanson were elected dele- 
gates to represent AnnanoIiH in the Convention called to determine 
whether Maryland would aoe?de to the proposed plan of a Confeiierata 
Go^'emment for the States. The Convention met at Annapolis Mon- 
day. April 2l5t, and on the following Thursday by a vote of 63 
to 11, pasMd a resolntioii that "the Convention assent to and 
ratify the proposed plan of federal govemtnent for the United 
States." Thenayson this important question form an interesting- 
morsel of history. They were -Tereminh T. Chase, John T. Mercer, 
Benjamin Harrison. Charles Eidgely, Charles Ridgely, of Wm., Ed wanl 
Oookey, Nathan Cromwell, John Love, Willia-ji Pinlmey, and Luther 
Martin. 

The first ballot tor the first United States Senators from Maryland, 
took place at Annapolis on Ueoember 9. The two houses met in joint 
session and it rgqnired a majority of the members in attendance to 
elect. There wore thirteen Senators present and sevautj members of 
the Honse of Delegates. Forty-two votes were necessary to elect. 
On the first ballot. John Henry received 41 ; Seorge Gale 41 ; Ninah 
Porn'st 4t ; Charles Carroll 40 ; The second ballot resulted, Henry 
42 ; Gall 40 : CarroU 41 ; Forrest 41. The Assembly then adjoumeit 
until Wednesday the 10th. On tlus day the first ballot resulted 
Charles Carroll 42 ; Ninah Forrest 30. 

[1789.] On Tuesday, the 13th. of Octolw, the Jockey Club of An- 
napoUs had its tftll races. Theforty guinea pursewasw nbyMr.Wm. 
Morgan's black horse Shakespere. The £50 purse by Mr. John Lee 
Gibson's bay mare Cub, and the £80 stake by Mr. Wni. Campbell's 
bay horse Sloven. 

[1790.] On Monday, February ll.ahout three o'clock in the after- 
noon the "Government House," (the Governor's residence.J was set 
on fire by a defective chimney. "The citizens promptly repaired to it 
and extineiiished the fire after it had injured tnesecond story. Messrs. 
Andrew Brown. Alex. Thompson, James M'Paden. Denm's Hniming, 
John Sullivan. Patrick Dunn, Cornelius Wesr. 'ThomaB Clark and; 
Charles Caton displayed judicious zeal in repairing to the roof and 
cutting aholein which 90 aa to admit the free passage of water by which 
the fire was extinguished. 

The same day, (old style,) was celebrated as the birthdny oC 
Gieneral Washington. An elegant dinner was set at Mann's Hotel, 
by which the Governor, citizens, and strangers honored the illua- 
trious hero. The (faze./fe warms with the scene and says "It ai- 
hibited a striking picture of social and elevated joy. The name 
of Washington operated like a charm upon the minds and spirit 
of the vrbale uoinpaxiy. Reverenoa, gratitude, and love weredepiated 
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on every face, nrd tlie (i£fpet,ii>tis of the heiirt were discliaed in 
bII the Bxternal expressions ut' ardent passions. The powers at 
beauty cmikl only complete this joyful festival. And these were 
not wanting, [or. ut th« evcTiini; assembly, the anitiiatiiift presence of 
the ladies gave a fresh spur to the feelings of tiieday. ViiK It I*resi- 
denf shone in the coiintenanee, was insctibeil in the (Ires;, and en- 
graved on the heart o[ every fair attendant. In a word such an ocoar 
Bion alone could excite feelings so general, and so sincere." Aftfflr 
dinner a gentleman fitvored the company with an original song, de- 
picting the birth of Washington at the command of Jove. 

[1790.] Henry Bidg»!y, ol Annapolis, on November 0, was elected 
one o! the Governor' a Council. 

la ihc Maryland ffaiette'sisBaaol November ll.appeareda com- ' 
munication, signed "A Freeman," which strongly lienounoed negro 
slavery. 

On the 10th of November, Daniel of St. Thomas Jcnefer, a, promi- 
nent citizen of Annapolis, died aged 07 years. 

Charles Carroll, of Carrolton, was re-eleeted Senatorof the United 
States. 

On December 9, a eomiiiunicationsigned''CitiKen"ftnpearedintha 
Gazette in which the writer wanteil the firing ol gnus fn the streets 
on Christmas Day broken up. The practice, however, obtains to this 

[176^,] On Friday, the 10th of February, Governor Gporge Plater 
died in Annapolis. In his public character which began with 
his earliest manhood, and terminated with his death, he was 
the firm advocate of the rights of man, and was distinguished 
by warm and zealous adherence to the principles of the Ameri- 
can Revolution. In private life, he lived an honest man and was 
Bbo\c suspieiun in the transactions of bnsiness, "He was warm 
in his afiections and unbounded in his philanthropy." His remains 
were attended the next day by the honorable members of the couned, 
tho ollicers of State', and a numerous company of citizens to South 
Hiver, on the way to Sottcriy, hie seat in St, Mary's county. Jameff 
Brioe, being the first name of the Governor's OouiicD, became Govet^ 

In .Tanuary, 1793 the Lodge of Antient York Masons, installed at 
their Lodge-room in tho city of Annapolis in dne form, by authority o£ 
PercfTriiie Lrtherbnry, esq., grand-master of Maryland, and who have 
entitled thcmsclvfs the Amanda Lodge, assembled to celebrate 8t. 
John's the Ernngi'list. A, L. 57y3, at thehonseof Mr. VachelStevens. 
whpre. "with Masonic and convivial happiness, whilst decorum and 
philanthropy presided at theii' meeting, they drank the following

On February 2'2iid, one of the Annapolis packets on its way to Bal- 
timore, upset o.T Ma<i:uthy river. an<l the following persons from An- 
napolis were drowned : Mr. Thomas Pryfe, saddler ; Mr. John Ross, 
Mr. Jolm Hammond, Mr. Ueiijamin Buckland, ca))inet-makers ; Mr. 
Thomas rarslin, and Mr. Wm. Lockerman, owners of the vessel ; and 
Mr. James DenniuiC. Mr. Thoiiftas Coats of Greensbury's Point, and a 
colored boy were also drowned. Then? were ten persons on the ves- 
sel and nine wore drowned. 

On February 24th, Thomas Dance, a plasterer of Annapolis, whilst 
at work on the inside of the dome of the '*Stadt-house," made a false 
step, and fell to tlie floor. He died in a few hours. 

July 'Jlst. The rinse's flame was lit by adorers to burn incense to 
their idols in ancient Annapolis as well as in the modern days. In 
the (fazeife of July 'ilst, appears the following acrostic : 
'•Skilled in science, formed without art to please. 
As brii^ht as lilory, yet as mild as ease, 
Refined in politeness, as in carriacre nice, 
Altho's she's fair, she's diffident tho's wise.

[1705.] There lived at Annapolis at this period, one William Caton, 
a hair-dresser and barber, whose chief claim to renown is that he 
shaved (jeneval Washington. Caton was an unctions tradesman, and 
when he o[)oned a grocery and dry-goods store, he closed his adver- 
tisement with : 

*'The said Caton, actuated l»y a due regard to the sacred principles 
of gratitude, tenders his grateful thanks for that liberal patronage 
which a generou-; and indulirent public lias olfered him, and he flatters 
himself, that, while his mind is aiiinuited by a lively sense of preced- 
ing favors, liis future conduct will entitle him to the (daims of universal 
approbation.'' 

[1800.] On Sunday, January 28th, the Almshouse, a large and 
commodious building, near Annapolis, burned down. None of the 
inmates were injured. 

Saturday, the 22d of February, by proclamation of the Governor, 
observed at xVnnapolis, "as a day of mourning, humiliation and 
prayer," in respect to the memory of Gen. Washington. The officials 
of State, City aiul College, the military and citizens, attended church 
in a body. Rev. Mr. lliginbothem preached in the morning and Rev. 
Mr. Roberts in the afternoon. 

The text in the morning was "It is appointed for all men once to 
die." In the afternoon, "Know ye not that there is a Prince and a 
Great Man fallen this day in Israel."

In December of this year the proprietor of the OazMH had to de- 
tend himself a^iiinst ala",derou3 reporta circulated about the partiality 
of ilia charges to some of his Tedernl friends, whilst he made his de- 
mands very henvy upon the F^publicans who brought him printing.

Allen Qnynn and Richard Ridgely were elected Delegates to the 
Maryland Legislature from Annapolis. 

[1803.] On Saturday, September 15th, there was given a dinner at 
JTrs. Urquhart's spring where a discussion of politics followed by can- 
didates for t^e Legialatiire. This is the Brst notice found of ths 
present Viarheoue. 

On the 8th of November, 1803, Allen Quynn died at the rlpa age of 
77 years. He had been a member of the Legislature of Maryland for 
25 years, and it is not out of place, to presnnie that his age was the 
cause of his retirement from servioe in the General Asaembly. 

n.804.] In the Gazette at February IBth, a writer who signed him- 
self Javenus, and who declared he desired to imitate Addison and 
Steele it) correcting the (oibles of his follow-citiians, took up ihe cus- 
tom of whittling, whioh he condemned as a destruction of property 
prevalent in Annapolis. 

On the Frigate Philadelphia, which was captured in the TripoUtan 
harlmr, October aist, by the Tripolitans, Dr. John Eidgely, of An- 
napolis, was surgeon. Dr. Bidgely was taken with sixty-three 
other AmericanB to prison in Tripoli. Whilst there, he was sent for 
by the Governor to attend his sick daughter. On the convalescence of 
the patjent, the Governor graciously offered hia daughter in raaniaga 
to the young Araerican. This honor, having an afBanced at homo, he 
had to decline. The Governor then offered the Surgeon the freedom 
of the city. This the gallant doctor refused unless his companions 
were also allowed their lilierty. When Dr. Ridgely returned to An- 
napolis, he brought with him a flne white Arabian horse and other 
valuable gifts which had been presented to him by the grateful Gov- 

In August the articles of association to establish the "Formers' Bank 
of Annapolis were first printed. The Bank contemplated fifteen 
directors and a president. The solicitorsforsubscription totheoanitat 
stook at Annapolis were .fohn Gibson, James Williams, John Muir* 
Robert Denny, Lewis Dnvall, and William Alexander, and books were 
opened in every county in the State. The plan contemplated a pow- 
erful Maryland privnle banking iustitutiou. 

In May, 1805, the Act of Assembly toincorpnrate the FarDlers'Bnnk 
of Maryland was passed. There were an Annapolis subscription com- 
mittee and an Easton committee. Thomas J. Bullitt, JohnLeedalvcpr, 
Rail Elarrison, Bennett Wheeler. Joseph Uaskins, Wm. Mealing, J.imea 
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Earle. .<r., cdiiatituted the usocutivu body to ortraiiiae the Ixuik. The 
books wiTe oijened July lOth, and in two days 1800 stiaras of the two 
thoii-jivnl alloted to AnnftpoUa were aubaciilied. On Angiist 15th, 
thp cU'i.t io[i for directors to the bank took place. The (ollowiop were 
olottdd dirputors: John Gibson, Arthur Shaatt, John F. Mercer, 
Rlohard li. Harwood, James Miiccubiu. Horatio Ridont, William 
Stewiirl. Louis Duvall, for Annapolis and Anne Amndel Coanty ; 
WilUam Wilkersou, for Calvert Comitj ; liolwrt itowie, for Prince 
George's County ; Henry H. Cliapaian, for Cliarl-js County ; Wm. 
Somervilla, lor Ht. Mary's County ; Thomas Davis, for Montgomery

October 5th, General John Hoskins Stone was buried at Ann&polis 
with military honors. Amoug the participfliits were ofBcers of the 
Kevolutionary Army and members of the Society of Cincinnati. 

[1804.] May 3rd, the GazatU adopted the present style of editorial 
sab-head. 

This year a lottery was inaugurated to raise money to improi*e the 
streets of AnnapollB, to purchase "a large and forcible flru-engine, 
and to deepen the baan.

Uii the 2Ilth of June, a public meeting was held in Annapolis, at 
which reaohitions were passed denouncing the attack of the British 
Prigiite LeojMird, upon the U.S. BhipChtsapeake, onthoSandofJune, 
off Surfolk. and promising to "support such measures as should be 
Adopted by the Government." The participants refused alsuto have 
any intereouwo with British vessels and appointed the fotlowiug com- 
mittee to carry out the resolutions ; Governor Itoiiert Wright, John 
T, Shaff, Jeremiah T. Chase, Reverdy Gheselin, Wm. Kilty, John

[17M.] Annapolis liegan to slough its distinctive features aaa town 
of the colonial regime soon after the close of the revolDtion, though 
traces of these earlier customs remained until near the middle of the 
present century. One of the attemptsof thefriev.dsof thecapital to ad- 
vance itsunportance was the establishment of it- Court, of Hustings. 
Itescitedat the time, 1708, the envy of the Anne Arundel olficials 
and a compromise of duties, no doubt born of a struggle [or fees, had 
to b« tiiiide Iffitween the city's and eounty's sheriff and other officers, 
>iefore the right was given the Mayor to hold a court.

"Mr. Pinkney, having received the aforegoing communication by 
the gentlemen named for the purpose of making the sacne, imms' 
diately attended the House of Delegates, and being conducted to a 
chair within the bar, gave, with his accustomed precision and ele- 
gance, the elucidations required relative to the recovery and transfer 
of the bank stock, on the subject of which his lengthy and able com- 
munications, comprehending his correspondence with the ministers 
and law oflicers of the British government, and with the American 
Secretary of State, had already been read in both Houses of the Leg- 
islature with every mark of interest and approbation. After reeeiV- 
ing such private civilities as the shortness of hisslay would permit, 
Mr. Pinkney left Annapolis on Tuesday morning, intending, it is sup- 
posed, to visit the seat of the general govennnent, where it is not 
doubted his reception will be such as is due to acknowledged merit, 
highly cultivated talents, and faithful public service."

Annapolis Dcbing the Wab of 1812. 

The perioil of the war ol 1813 was one of alarm, dissensinn, and ex- 
citement in Annapolis. Two parties were urrayed BKaiust eauh other 
ivith all the bilternesa born of political stnle. iiitensiOeU b; the olaah 
of arma before their very doors. 

The Federalists of MarylnDd were sympathiners with England in the 
war and bittur opponents ol the policy of the administration. The re- 
publioans, or demoorata, were intense hatecsof every thing Britisli and 
flrm and loyal Bupportei's of Congress and the President in the prose- 
cntion of the nar. 

Peace meetings were held iii the oountj, Peace tickets voted for at 
-electians, and the tiuzntie, the organ ol the Federalists, rang with 
bitter dennuaiations of the President, the results of tlie war, and the 
republican parly geneniUy. The Mwylnm] Republican, a demooi'atic 

EfLper. had oueo eatablislied a few years before the war. It was edited 
y Jehu Chandler, aud it proved a brave and merciless ad vouatK of its 
principles. The editor was rewarded for his zeul in the end by on 



war and the administration shows thiit a high appreciutloti of the 
nrineiples of liberty animated the people of the Itepubllc in the early 
-days ot its histoiy. 

On July 39, 1813, the (iiMeWe in an editorial declared: 

"Mr. Madison may well oall this "a season of trial and calamity" 
for never, sinee the struggle which united these states into a rcpub- 
licjin ^'overnniont, did the citizens of this country witness such a 
scene ii[ dilficulties as now stare theni in the (ace, and threaten a 
subversion of their liberties. Whence do their difficulties arise, and 
who hiive been their aathors ? From the imprudencaof our own rulers 
tliey may bu easily traced, notwithstanding all the arts made use of to 
cloak their dcsigua. Could it for a moment be supposed, that this 
etate of thing proceeded from measures which were unavoidable, there 
would then bo B(une consolation for all of our troubles; but this ex- 
cuse cannot, with any justiScation, be pleaded. Can any one believe 
that our differences would not be immediately accommodated, and that 
upon the most honorable terms, prorided a proposition to that eSeot 
was made by our government ? By a continuance of the war, they 
can never, with any reason, expect to obtain the object, the only 
object, which is now in dispute ; but it is, day after day, plunging us 
■deeper into disgrace and rendering us tenfold more contemptible in 
the eyes of all foreign nations. It may, indeed, be well to set apart 
da]^ of humilitiou, bisttn^, and prayer. 

whilst these denunciations of the war and the administration were 
weekly heralded iu the city, Annapolis was turned into a military 
camp, with the enemy frequently before its harbor, and its citizens 
constantly excited by expectations oE attack and calls to arms. 

The Governor of Maryland wrote, in the early part of this year, to 
the secretary of war acquainting him with the defenseless situation 
of Annapolis. The letter was bst on the way whiohgaverlsetomauY 
suspicions of bad faith.

On the evening of August 3rd, three o( the enemy's ships eama up- 
the bay and anchored within three riiilesof Annapohs. Nineteen other 
vessels stood a short distance l^elow. and were distinctly via i We from 
the State House. Everj preparation was made for an. attack. A large 
body of military and drafted men, with detachments of reguhirs and 
volunteers, nnder Col. Carbnry, were in the town. Most of the fami- 
lies of the city fled to the country with the principal part of their 
gooils, and the town assumed the air of a military post awaiting the 
immediate onset of the enemy. In a few days the" acenes ahifted,- 
Two 74's and, and one 64. seven other ships, frigates, and sloops of 
war, and three tugs, lay between Hackett's and Sandy Points. One 
large frigate dropped down immediately opposite the city, and a 
smaller ouelay fthouttwo milesfarth°rdowii. Below, were two74'B- 
and two frigates, besides several smaller vessels, tuga, schooners, and, 
tenders. There were oonstant calls to arms made on the citizens and 
the town was in a state of feverish excitement, not knowing at any 
moment when at attack would begin. The forces of the city were 
augmented by the arrival of Capt. Morris, of the frigate Adams, who 
was given command of both forts. He brought a large body of prime 
sailors. Cant. Miller, from Washington, came with a detachment (rf 
marines, and Capt. Getzendanner, from Frederick, with a company of 
riflemen. In the midst of these exciting times, soldiers in arms and 
the enemy in front, the Gazette was denouncing in the most vindic- 
tive manner the war and the authors of it. This imprudent conduct 
at a period so calamitous proved the great forbearance and love at 
free speech and a free press that prevailed amongst the peo])le of tha 
enlightened city. At the aame time peace raeotings were being held 
all over Anne Arundel. 

In the latter part of August, the British squadron sailed down th» 
l)ay, and the excitement at Annapolis subsided. 

Internal dissensions, however, did not cease with the departure of 
tie British, and they culminated from a remote cause in January, 
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1814. From the chord ot ayrajinthy toiiclied (or the F.iiglieh in the 
Wftr with their own country, the Feilera lists despisBd Napoleon. When 
he fiill, they rejoiced. At Annapolis they OBlelirftted hia downfall at 
the hands of the allied armied by a, tianquet on the fifteenth of 
J an miry. 

A large cononurse of gentlemen from diiftiront parts of the Stttte 
and from the Di&triot nf Columbia, asacmbled for that purpose and a 
proeeaaion formed at twelve o'clock at the Cify Tavern,* and marched 
to St. Anne's Church, headaU hy a band of music, "where the throne 
of grace was addressed in au appropriate manner by Itev. Mason L. 
Weems, and an oration pronoonoed by the Hon. Robert Goodloe 
Harper, repietp With political knowledgeund the eloquence of trnth."t 

The distaste, which the democratic or republican portion ot tlie 
oommnnity felt to these proceedings, was shown hy the boys liistnrh- 
ing the eeremonieij of the church by throwing stones at thp windnwa 
and making other violent deraonstralions whilst men in the t-iillLTy 
aspressed their opposition to the proceedings hy behavior tbiiti iiiidi'd 
to the general ooniueiun. Major Alexander Stuart, commaudins; a 
detachment of United States troops in the garrison at ATiniipolis, 
ordered Iha national flag to be lowered to half-mast and minute guu» 
fired to show his regret at Che discomQturo of Napoleon. 

"After the performances at the church were over," the company 

£ined, by an nliistrious deputation of their friends from Congress, 
esftrs. Pickering, Groavenor and Hanson, who had just arrived in 
the city, ft>rtned into a, procession, and marched back to the City 
Tarem, and then to the Assembly Hooms. where they sat down to a 
sumptuous repast prepared by Mr. Isaac Parker. J. 0. Herbert, 
Esq., Speaker o[ the House of Delegates, presided at the table, aa- 
aistedbyCol. Plater and Samuel Ridont, Esqr., as viae presidents. 
The local chronicbr says: "A spirit of unanimity reigned throughout . 
the company, for they all felt the importance of the events they had 
convened to celebrate, aud nothing occurred to mar the pleasures and 
enjoyment of the day. Actuated by the purest motives, and fjovci'netl 
by the most laudable feelinga, a heartfelt gratitude to the ^reat 
heroes who had stayed the arm of the oppressor, all hearts united in 
responding these setitimenta, and imploring aid from the gri^tt arbiter 
of the world for their patriotic exertions. When they were ground to 
the dust by the iron hand of ruthless power, wo sympathized in their 
situation ; now they have burst the chains which enslaved them, we 
rejoice at it. Can there Vw feelings more philanthropic, more wortlij" 
of freemen, who estimate liberty aboveall things, evenlife itself? The 
influence of events of such moment will not be confined within the 
limits of Europe, hut their beneficial effects will be bounded only by 
the nniverse. This then is another cause of rejoicing." 

It was Batumi that such sentiments, and especially the assertion 
that "tlie influence of events of such moment will not be coTifined 
within the limits o{ Europe," would produce the greatest iudiguBtion 
to the advocates of the war with England, when that iu(lueni:e was 
none other than England's hand off Napoleon, could come down all 
the heavier on the United States.

very malignity. We know not, nor do we care, whether they be the 
venemous eflusions of the mlgar scoundrel (Jehu Chandler) who pro- 
fesses to edit the paper, or of his associates in the school of defama- 
tion, who occasionally esercise themselves in the wanton butchery of 
character. We hare, indeed, seen and we have noticed too. a certain 
puSed up, corioeited, swollen fool, who is ever first to langh at his 



own folly, ehnckling with ajipiu'elit st'lf-frllttiihitioii al the appetite 
Hxcited among the vulgar, for the gross ailment weefcly published by 
this caniiibttl editor.

It was then announced that, after this alarm, those vessels wMch n 
fused to notice the hail of the guard would be tired upon. 
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III Fcbi'iiary, 1815, Iho news of poate amved and on the 32nd An- 
napolis celebrated the welcome intelligenot;. The city was bril- 
liantly illnminatpd, the joy of the people was unbooniletl, all 
former political difierenees were buried, all past dissensions forgotten, 
.and all was "peace and good will t'jwanls men." In the midst of this 
brjlliant tipectucle stood the State House, conspiciuas tor its elevation 
and aplenaor. The great hall was decoisted with a full length |ior- 
tmit of Washington, suspended from the centre of the inner dome, 
the devices were tasteful and numprous, and the whole illumination 
brilliant and magnificent. 



chapter xlix. 
La Fayette's Visit to Axnapoli-s, 

[1824.] On Friday. Deoember 17th, 1834,brinvitBtiojiof the Mary- 
laud LugiiilaturD. the Marquis de La Fayette visited Annapolis. The 
enthiisiusni excited amongst the citizens by the arrival of the dis- 
tinguished visitor was in desoribnble "every eye betimed with pleasure, 
every heart throbbed with mingled oiuotloue of gratitude, aSeetion, 
and delight." His approach was annonneed by a national salute, and 
the display of the Federal colors upon the spire of the State House. It 
was three in the afternoon when ne made nis appearauce in the oily, 
.accompanied by his sou Geoi^ Washiiigton La Fayette, Mons. Vas- 
selir, his Secretary, the Hon. Joseph Kent, the Hou. Oeor)i;t> H. 
Hitcbell. Representatives in Congress from Maryland, Samuel Uprigg, 



Hon. Theodorick Bland, chancellor '.C the dtate, Col. Henry Mayna- 
dier, an officer of the Revolution, and Jo'm Randall, Esq., collector of 
the port : whr hod received him at the divisional line between Antte 
Arundel and Prince George's counties. 
Judi^Chase delivered there the fcjUowiiig address to Lafayette : 
"General Lafayette, the citizens of Aniuipolis, ardeutly solicitous to 
demonstrate the feeUngs of their hearts on this happy occasion, luvve 
requested me, with one voice to express tbeiu to you— Welcome Gen- 
eral Lafayette, thrice welcome, as the revered gnost •£ oitisiena who re- 
joice to see you. They rejoice to see you, as the friend of America, they 
rejoice to see you as the friend of the illustrious Washiugton — they 
rejoice to see you receiving the congratulations of a free people ; 
whose hearts from one end of the continent to the other, are tilled 
with the moat lively gratitude, for the great, the important services 
rendered by you in the Revolutionary war. To you, Illustrious Chirf, 
they are indebted for that aid you afforded, at a time the most peril- 
ous, by which, under the favour and smiles of Providence, and under 
the guidance of the patriotic Washington, the IteeAQto. TOviS-vAsxiJa^- 
■enoe of America was eatabUshed. 
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"To jou and your jjlorioiis acheivei' ents they owo those rig-hrs, 
which they are now [n the full o[i]'oymeiit of — Liberty, the rights at 1 
conscience, the rights o( property, and the soeurity ot all parsonal [ 
rights, and that high and exalted Btatiou Amtrioa holds amonj; the 1 
nations ol the earth. Your nobU, disniterestcd ooaihict, as the de- 
Toted friend of liberty, and your timely aid in her cause, will long be 
remembereil by Atnericans. They are deeply engraven, indelibly im- 

Sressed, on their hearts, iind will lie transmittisl from father to son, 
romgeneration to generation, until America, he lost and swallowed 
np in the never cetising flood o[ time. 

"May the Almighly God, the Great Jehorah, tiVe you in his holy J 
keeping, prolong yonr days, and may they be prosperous and end ta j 
peacK. that peace of mind whieh pasBeth all understamiing ; and may 1 
you finally be fitted for and reeeived'into those miinsions of bliaa pre- 1 
pared by our IJonl and Saviour Jesus Christ, for his happy followers, 
la the ardent prayer of the sons of freedom." 

To the above address General Lafayette made the following replT i 

"The welcome I receive from you, gi;ntlemen, in the name of tho 
citizens of Annar'olis, thf pleasure to meet yon again, my dear and 
venerated sir, and the reLnenibnincc of one oE my cnrliBst friendH, anil ] 
co-patriots, ill the cause of America, your excellent brother, 
ment which I am happy to eipress, I thank you for the h 
of your esteem and friendship. I rejoice with you in the admirable 
resnlta of onr glorions revolution, and feel an aflfectionate eagerness 
tji ro.eiiter the metropolis where I am so kindly invite 1, and where sn 
many old obligations nave been conferred upon me." 

Laftyette waa escorted by Captain Bowie's elegant company of 
mounted riflemen from NothiTigham, Prince George's oonnty and ] 
Captain Sellman's troop of horse from South River, Anne Arundel 
county. 

At Miller's Hill, the procession, in spite of the rain which oontimied 
from mom till night, waa formed iiiiaer tho inarshalship of Colonel 
Jones, of the United St* ten Army. It present^l a creditable military 
appearance, and consisted of; 

Two companies of the Annapolis riflemen ; 

Two companies of .\nnapol is infantry ; 

One company of Annapolis artillery ; 

Captain Dooly's company of riflemen from West River; 

Captain Bnice's company of mounted riflemen from Nothingham ; 

Captain Watson's, Captain Warfield's. and Captain Sellman's troops 
of horses: 

The troops from Port Severn ; 

Colonel Charles S, Ridgely, of the oavalry. and the nlHcers of Cnp- 
tain Hoi lings worth's troop of horse from Elk Ridge. 

The procession passed through West Street, down Chnreh Street, 
up Frances to the eastern gate of the circle where theGenenil J 
alighted from his carriage and was conducted to the State House. 1 
Upon entering the hall, he was gr»^ted byniwut thirty little gfrlo, I 
each almat twelve yaira old, formed in a semi-oirole, all dressed in 1 
white, with wreaths of evergreen entwined aronnd their heads, And 1 
holding in their hands banners with the following inscriptions; 

"LdFayette — The friend of our fiithers will always be welooma fe 
the hearts of their children," anil 
"Tbti cannon's roar proclnims Iha K«.t\\,wAeol-iii 
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"Mure peaceful emblem B inuBt tell of ours." 

The QBiieral was oonducted to the Senate Cliftmbet of tistorie re- 
flinwii^ where, in the presence of the corporate autharities of the city, 
,tlie memhers of the Legialature, a tianierous assemblage of ludisB,

,of the British empire from the other, and ulnced these states on an 
equality with the independent nations of tne earth. We rejoice to 
am you now. The children have Inherited the grateful affections of 
their fathers. 

"We do not know which to admire most, that bold and cliiralrio 
spirit, which prompted yon to leave the quiet of repose, the joys of a 
splendid court, where youth and beauty cheered even the dim lustra 
01 the aged eye, and the soft endearments of an earl; lore, or that 
spirit ot benevolenoe, which nr>;ud yon to trird on the warrior sword 
io battle [or an infant liL^n! ,' ,-i -! i i.jLm.' i.o existence. Ton came 
like Achilles, not the K'n !■ l: liero of the host, to bind 

u[>ou your youtbfidbri" ■ : Is. and the myrmidons* of 

TOur country fought liiilLi' ■ .. i- SiV yonr side. You have 

been reserveii for a notilui .j...i. .1 1>,.IiIli l.lLu. He fell upon the very 
threshhold ot victory. Yuu Lava siirvivi^il to see the maturitv of that 
rich boon your gallant sword assisted to achieve. The Grand Master 
of tlie Universe would not summon you from your frail lodge of clay 
to his celestial and elernul lodge above, until you should behold these 
fair Belda the permanent aboile of rational fitwrty. We have seen 
you retire from our shares with the nation's blessings and the nation's 

Eruyers; we have known you in your own oountry to reap a rich 
nrvcst of glory, and wo have sighed with yon when the dungeon 
doors of the prison of Olmutz closed and shut yon from the world, 
your lender ajxiuse, and infant oHspring. Believe me. Sir, through 
this wuli> GxtfiTided country, washed by tlie Atlantic on the one side, 
and the FaciBc on the other, there is not an human bosom, old enough 
to distinfiuish right from wrong, which at the sound of your name 
throbs not with minq;led eiuotiocs of gratitude and pleasure ; not an 
infant prattler but has learned to lisp the name of our illnstrious 
guest and disinterested benefactor. 

"General I Yon have lately seen the place where the sword of the 
revolutionary war was drawn. You now stand in that very chamber, 
and on that very spot, w!iere the father of liis country returned it to 
tlic scabbard ; an act which stands alone among the recorded annals 
of the world. High tn the affections of the army, the valiant chief- 
tain of a mighty people, repoeing on the love and oouBdence of the 
nation, he might, had he been ambitious, have desolated his native 
land with war and bloodshed, he might perhaps have seized upon tiie 
crown through the misguided feelings of the many, and have 
etalned to late posterity the bright escutcheon of his fame. The 
greatness of his character was preserved to the last as an entire 
■whole. He wonld not suffer the glittering bauble to cross the bright-

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ness of his path, nor for a moment sworve him from the line of duty-- 
His throne is of an imperishable nature, his crown more honorable 
than the richest diadems of emperors, and liis sceptre cannot l)e broken 
by tlie united efforts of tlie world. Tliey are placed upon the ])urest 
page of history, and form the brightest lialo round its loveliest diskr 

* 'Permit me again. Sir, to welcome you to Annapolis, and to assure 
yon tliat your arrival is a source of unutterable pleasure." 

To which General Lafayette replied : 

"I had eagerly anticipated the pleasure I now enjoy, to revisit thi& 
metro[>olis, and to find it in the possession of those blessings of inde- 
pendence and freedom, for whicli we liave had to contend. My grati- 
fication is comi)leted by the affectionate and flattering welcome, with 
whicli I am honored, and by the kind manner in which you, Mr. 
Mayor, have been pleased to express jt. 

"This city has been the theatre of resolutions most important to 
the welfare of the United States, and indeed to the general welfare 
of mankind. It has witnessed the affecting scene, when our iiupar- 
allelled chief resigned the powers he had exercised with so much civil 
moderation and military glory, at the head of our patriotic army, an 
army in every heart of who-n, be assured Sir, the lofty principle of un- 
shaken and unalloyed republicanism was as warmly felt and as firmly 
fixed as in the breast itself of our beloved commander. 

"Amidst those solenm recollections, there are personal remem- 
brances, endearing and honorable, which the view of this State House^ 
most particularly impress upon my mind, and which mingle with ther 
sense of my actual obligations, when 1 request you, Mr. Mayor, the 
gentlemen of the Common Council, and all the citizens of Annaj^olis, 
to accept the tribute of my most respectful and alfectionate thanks." 

lie was then introduced to the members of the (Corporation, and to 
as many other persons, as the lateness of the hour would admit. The 
ceremonies in the Senate Chamber being finished, the procession wtis 
again formed, and moved on to Fort Severn, where a national salute 
was tired, and other ai)propriate honors ])aid to the illustrious visitor 
by the excellent ofiicers attached to rhat garrison. Colonel Jones, 
Lieutenants Lendrum and Davidson. The general and his suite were 
then conducted to the Government House, where, in com[)lianee with 
an invitation from his Excellency, the Governor, his quarters were 
fixed. In the evening the general and his suite were escorted to 
the college, which had been selected as the most convenient ])lace for 
the liall which had been })repared, under the direction of the com- 
mittee of arran'jfements. by Mr. James Williamson. The hall had 
l)een previously, tastefully ornamented by a committee of ladies, 
selected for the purpose, and was pronounced to be the handsomest 
room which had ever been appropriated to an occasion of the kind in 
this country. It was ornamented with wreaths of llowers, natural 
and artificial, trans])areacies of Washington and Lafayette, and many 
military insignia. In the centre was suspended a large chandelier, of 
a circular form, but gradually decre.-ising in its circumfenuice from 
bottom to top, beautifully ornamented, and illuminated with nearly 
one hundred lights. The Ball was rich and elegant — and was at- 
tended by an unusually largt; number of ladies from various i)arts of 
the State, and l)y a large concourse of gentlemen. The Marine l>and 
from Washington was procured for the occasion. 



On Sfttimlfty inoriiinfc there was a review on the oolletie greeii — anil 
the evolutions performed, were highly creditalilo, both :ci the oom- 
manding cffloer, (Col. JoTies,)ftnd theBoldiers under his coraioond, A 
jiarillion was erected on the green, for the Bccammodation of the 
General and his guitp, thB OoTernor, his a)ds, and ether gentlemen, 
to whom places were a^isigncd. Alter the erolntions were executed, 
a irialof sidll wftB exhibited by the three Eifle Companies, commanded 
by Cikptaiiis Donly, Neth, and IIobl>s, in shooting at a target, for a 
Silver Cup. His Esoelleney, the G; vemor, and Colonel Jonea, wore 
appointed the Jndges, and they asslRned the prize to "The First An- 
napolis Sharp ShonterB." Tho cup was then presented by General 
Lafayette to Captain Neth, who raceived it in behalf of his company. 
In tills exhibition Captain Dooly's company, (whieh is a remarliably 
fine one, and is oommanded by an able olAcer,) distinguished them- 
aeh-es as expert marksmen [as did jilso Captain Hobhs' oampiuiy.)' 
The priKBWrts -'nobly lost, and nobly won." 

At 5 o'oloak in the afternoon the General nod suite were eonducteJ 
to the coUof^e ball, where a most sumptuous and splendid dinner had 
been provided by the committee of arraugaments undor the superin- 
tendence if Mrs. M. Kobinson, of the city. The omamantB and decora- 
tions which were phujed in the hall, preparatory to the hall, were 
found to he equally appropriate for the dinner, and the hall upon thia 
oopiisioii presented a scene of splendor and elegance, "seldom, or per- 
hB[is uover aurpassed in this country. The dinner was truly sump- 
tuous, and the table presented not only every delicacy to gratify the 
palate, but was arranged with a degree of taste and elegance, wluch 
contributed to increase the temptations which it presented. Tha 
toasts which were drank upon the occasion, were very appropriate. 
At night a general illumination took place tliroughout the city, and 
the niffht being fine it had a very pleasing' effect. The lower stories 
of the State House were illuminated, and' a mriety o*f appropriate 
transparencies exhibited." 

On Sunday morning the General, by invitation, attended divine 
BorviccK at the Melhodist Meeting House. 
On Mninlny the couimiUee, appointed by the Legislature, eiaimed the 
privilege of enterlnini'ig Lafnyett^. He was introduced to the Senate 
and House of Delegates where addresses were made to him, by tho 
President and liie Speaker. At B o'clock ho dined with the Legisla- 
ture at the College. 

(In Tuesday morning, he left the city for Washingtun, escorted by 
CaptiUu biellmnn's troop of horse, and accompanied, as far as the 
limits n[ the city, by Captain Neth'a Eifie Company, the regulars 
from Port Severn, and a large concourse of citizens and strangers, 
"who lamented his departure, and were penetrated withadeep sense 
of gratitude for the eminent services he rendered our country, and 
with a ])i-Dfouiid res^iect for his chamoter, and a sincere affection for 
hisfierson."

The State, siaoe the adoption J 
of the State CnnBtitutioii iu 1776, .had gained so in population t^t 



monstrosity by which less than one-fourth of the peo[>leoF the Stats 
elected one entire co-ordinate branch of the legislative department 
and had i large inflnence in choosing the Governor of the S^te. 

Aa it happened, the whigs were strongest in these numerioally 
.smaller districts, and, whilst not resp resenting the fourth of the State, 
were enabled to diotate to the other three-fourths in two important 
branches of Goremment. Against this the democracy of Maryland 
revolted, and, assisted by many whigs who were opposed to the un- 
equal system, had called loudly for reform. 

The whigs, loatli to give up power, resisted the appeals of party and 
people for redress. In the elections of 1886, tlie whigs elected 31 
members of the Senatorial College, and the democrats 19. On this 
the democrats resolved to stop the wheels of government itself or ob- 
tain the redress theyasVed. 

From Major Spngg Harwood, who represented Annapolis in tha 
College, on August 18th, 1886, then in his 78th year, the sole sur- 
vivor of "the glorious nineteen," as tht democrats were wont to call 
theiQ, I obtained the following ; 

"We had a little caucus at the Baltimore House, coruer Baltimore 
and Hanover streets, Baltimore, and then agreed that we would aa- 
semlile at Annajiolis and send a communication, as we did on tlie IDtb 
■of September, to the twenty-one whig electors who were in theSenata 
Chamber, and who had qualiGed, and were waiting for all ut aa, re- 
quiring at least three before a quorum could be formed to tranaact 
business. When we sent our communication to them, they woald hold 
no communications with ns uutil we qualifled. If we had qualified, 
they could have then proceeded to business with their majority of 
Ttwenty-one. 

"I first heard of the iutonded proceedings some days liefore the Bal- 
timore meeting by Mr. Dick Higgina coming out to the country at 
Mr. Evans, and telling rae of the letters written to the Democratic 
and Reform electors to meet in Baltimore. Before going, I consulted 
with ray people here to learn their views. I said they could instraot 
me now, but if 1 went to Baltimore, and committed myself it waa then 
too late, 1 would have to stand by it. They said 'fio, the prtnoiple 
is right, and we will stand by you.' This they did although they 
ftad a representation equal to ailtimore's — two delegates in the Leg- 
islature. 
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"We mot in Balticjore about a week previous to tlie meeting of the 
College here on the 19th of September, and agreed on the outlines of 
the proposition as indicated bj the letter dated on the 19th. 

"There was no personal animositj among the participants. I used 
to Rssociate nith the whig electors outside, and they would ask me to 
go np to the Senate, but I would say — "Wo, you will lock me in." 
The outsiders were very muoh nkrmed. They thought no rights were 
left in property as there was no legislature, the whig Judges actually 
taking this view, and the people generally thought the coimtry was 

"Afterwards, when three of the nineteen concluded tn participate 
in the organization of the College, John S. Sellman wrote to ua to meet 
at AnnapoUs, but all declined sard Marej Fountain, Enoch George, 
Qeorge A. Thomas, and Wesley Linthicnm. Messrs. Thomas and 
George regretted coming, but finding three were going in, (enongh to 
make a quorum,) they also consented to go, but not then until the 
basis of electing a Senate and the reforms to be given had been agreed 

"The whigs gave the election nf Governor to the people and altered 
the representation in the Legislature so as to equalize it somewhat in 
the State. 

"The democrats thereupon elected the Governor — the whigs only 
SHOoeeded in getting in Gov. Pratt in 184:1, and the Know Nothings, 
Thomas Holliday Hicks, in 1857, The whigs often, however, had tho 
Legislature. 

"Onr people were satisfied, but the whigs were excited here. They 
did not like giving up the State. Several steamers came here daily 
from Baltimore and the counties, filled with whigs, who hoped to make 
BQ impression on the nineteen. Bveryliody had gone away then ex- 
cept myself."* 

The following is the correspondence that took place on the 19th of 
September : 

"GB!m:.Ei(Bi>t. — It is duty which we owe toourconstituents, that be- 
fore we take our seats in the College of Electors of the Senate of this 
State, we should have a distinet and positive understanding, as to the 
course to lie pursued by that Iwdy. 

"You are apprised, I hat, a crisis has occurred, when neither of the 
political parties of the State have elected Electors, having the consti- 
tutional power to form a Senate. Of the nineteen counties and two 
cities, into which the State is divided, we represent the two cities and 
eirht of the counties, having a white population of 305,923, and 
federal numbers 26T,I!B9. You represent ten of the counties, having 
a white population of 85,179; and federal numbers 188,003; and the 
vote of the remaining counties is dividpd. Of the Electoral Boily, we 
are nineteen in number, while you are twenty-one. But, although 
jou are a majority (the smallest possible] of the College, it is to be 
recollected that we represent nearly three-fourths of the free white 
population, and two-thirds of the federal numbers of the Statfi, and

To force upon them, theu, being the 
majority of the people, an entire Senate, against their will, would be 
unjust and Ann-Republican; and we, their agent*, cannot participate 
in HiiC'h a violation of their ri^'hts as freemen ; neither can we beeorna 
piissivE members of Electoral College, and thereby enable you to select 
for llie people, we have the honor to represent, Senators residing in 
the disti'ic't from which we come. The people of those counties and 
I'itli'S have (elected us to make choice of their Senators, presuming that 
viii nhu rutiide among them are better quahfled than strangers can be, 
to choose those who know their rights and interests, and will protect 
thoin. If our constituents are t^ be subjected to a Senate opjiosed to 
their will, it would be an aggravation of the evils they will lie eom- 
pelled to endure to have some ol the members of that ("ody taken from 
the midst ot '" "- ■" ■■ > ....!.. . - 
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whose coiiBdence they do not enjoy, and 
Lnil wishes they are not willing cheerfully to gratify. 
in^iderations, we feet oompelled to take the position 
. Moreover, our coustiCuents. who desire to see radiiJal 
11 their present conatitution have a right to expect that 
to exert all the powers reposed in lis imder our form at 
make Ihe instituljona of the State more repubUoaQand 
conformable to the will of those for whose happiness ana safety they 
were designed. 

"The friends of reform in Maryland ha ve sought repeatedly toobtsin 
from the Legislattire, by an exertion of the powenK confided to that 
body liy the Sfty-uiiith section ol the Const) t\itiun, such ameudmentB 
of that instrument as are indispensable, and it is with regret we aaf 
thai; all theirapplieationswerein vain, and indeed it may be said, thej 
were not even treated with that respectful deferuitce to which the 
remonstrances of a large majority of the people are justly entitled. It 
would be needless for us here to siii'ead out in detail, the several ap- 
plications for reform which have been mode. 

"You know the history ot many petitions which have been preser.ted 
to the Legislature ; and we have felt the manner of their rejectian. 
Each instant is fresh in the recollection of our coustituenta, and tbAj 
believe as we do, that no redress of grievances can be liad through the 
ordinary forms which the framers of our Constitution provided. Under 
tiuB solemn consideration, we have determined not to be willingly iit- 
. strumental in perpetuating institutions that work such bitter iajus- 
tioe, and if, gentlemen, you will give us your pledge of hoaoor to ac- 
cede to our proposal, and give to ihe majority of the people a majori^ 
of one branch of the Legislature to prevent future violations nf thou 
riglits and privileges, it will afford us great pleasure to meet yon in 
the Electonil College today- Should, however, your views aa to our 
relative rights and duties not accord with ours, we shall most deap^ 
regret it, and be compelled by a high and holy sense of ditty to OUT J 
constituents and to the whole State, not to nieot yon in College, a^' 
thereby, we shall entirely avoid the odious responsibility of oAUstl 
to form B Sezmte obnoxious to Ihe people we represent. 
"Wears aware that youvTeieotion ot \,WaOTo\«i=,U,«iw, RudtheStatB 
p." tbinga -which may grow out ot it, NiiU g,\ve aome aNamate 
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9. But upon the most e&lm and deliberate exBiniiiation ol the 
whole subject in nil its l)eariugB, we cau diaeoTer noneof those causes 
for (loep and iiisting exoiteinent, which endanger the peace and good 
order of the comuiuuity, if the legialative f unetiona at the government 
f^huuld cease for a, seasou, tliat will be found to arise, should we assist 
to organize a Senate, whieb would perpetuate, possibly, all existiug 
eviia, and secure for five yeaiB, at least, that oppressive doniinion, ol 
& small minority over the majority, which has been so long reluctantly 
endured by the people of Maryland. We perceive no oanse forap- 
prt-lipii.iiiuis a^nd alarm in the temporary suspeusioii of the powers of 
thi! Seiiato. Thereby, the whole Constitution wonid not ba abrogated. 
TheOoi-tTuur would remaicin office long enough to afford time to 
form M riew Constitution, and perform the fuiietion of the Executive 
DepurtuKMit. 

■■TliL= Judiciary and the offlcurs conneeteil with the Courts would ex- 
perienci' ud interruption of their powers, and all the officers who de- 
rive their apiiointmenlsaiinuallyfrora the Executive are impowersd 
under the forty-ninth arlicle of the Constitution, to hold their ofhcea 
until they are superseded by the appointments of others. 

"The laws, therefore, would he administered — civil rights and private 
property properly protected, and tlie peace of the oommunity pre- 
served, by all the means now employed for that purpose. In the mean 
time the powers which have been delegated to us, will revert to the 

KDple, in whose iutegrity. virtue, patriotism, and iiitBlligeiioe. we 
ve the luost entire confidence : and we doubt not but that they, 
guided by the spirit that animated onr fathers in seventy-aii, will pro- 
vide for everv BxiRBnoy that may arise. Before any incoiivenienee 
can be oxporieiiocd. the sovereign power of the people of Maryland 
will be employed^ liy means of a convention to reform onr Constitu- 
tion, BO as not to justify a reonrronce of a similar contiugeney, by bas- 
ing all its departments on sound Ile;inblican principles, so as to seoiire 
equality of political rights, and a just resprnsiliility iu all public offi- 
cers, to popular will. 

"Tu prevent misapprehtmsioos, we have snliniittedonr prepositions 
in writing, and its manifest justice gives us every reason to expect 
that you yield to it, a ready assent. We hope you do not desire to 
leave the State without a Senate, unless you are permitted to seleot 
all its mombers, — as well for counties yon represent as those counties 
and cities represented by us. Nor can we believe that you will ask us 
to join you in the Electoral College, and be passive spectators of your 
proeeedings. merely to witness the degredatiou of our constituents, 
by your choice of aSenate for 305,032 people, whose representatives 
you are not. We ask only what we think is right, and are determined 
to submit to nothing that is wnmg. To our propositioua we respect- 
fully ask an answer at your earliest convenience. 

' "And whatever may be your response', we cannot doubt your oon- 
currenee with us in the perfect conviction of the competency of the 
people to accept a surrender of the Legislative functions of the Gov- 
eruiuent. and that deeply embued with the spirit of patriotism and 
justice, at.d guided by the lights of experience they will, throii%k yoa 
instrumentality of a. Couvtntioii, bo ftdjuat u.\i4 8.i^it\n'tt ft^eto. ^* 'y*

State, which our constituents desire to see ftooomplished — Therefore,

gress was in strong contrast with the excitement prevailing in other 
parts of the State.

At Balti- 
more, an immense gathering of citizens (teaonnced the nineteen in 
forcible terms, and similar meetings followed in Washington, Freder- 
ick, and Allegany counties, at which all pledged themselves to sustain 
the supremacy ot the law. On the 18th. of October, the grand jury of 
Allegany county presented the nineteen electors "as unfaithful pnblio 
agents and disturoers of the public peace." 

In the interim, whilst the whig electors remained out of the College, 
and awaited events, the presidential election was held. On the d^y 
following, November 8th, Governor Thomas W. Veazey issued a pro- 
clamation denouncing in severe terms the conduct of the "recusant 
electors and their abettors," calling on the civil and military authori- 
ties to be in readiness to maintain the law, and convening the old 
Senate and House of Delegates to assembleon the 31st of November. 

The proclamation added greatly to the excitement in the State, and 
was responded to cordially. One company, the Planter's Guards, 
tendered their services to the eiecutive to support the authority at 
law. Happily their aid was never required. 

Although the nineteen, Major Sprigg Harwood, who lived at An- 
napolis, alone escepted. had loft the capital, steamboat load after 
steamboat load of people came to the city, in the spirit of some vague 
ioiight errantry, hopeful that ihey might by some means inlluenee the 
nineteen to absolve their resolve. 

The strain, as shown by Major Harwood 'a statement, proved too 
great for the nerves of John S. Sellman, ot Anne Arundel, or else the 
sjieciflc promises he received were inducement enough to make hira re- 
[>ent, early in October, his determination not to take part in the elec- 
tion of a Senate. He was followed by Wesley Linthicum, ot the samer 
county, on November 13th. Sellman signified this intention. Vvj \sMj«« 
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to his associates in the communication of the 19th of September to 
the twenty-one whig electors. 

The election of Delegates to the House hastened the dissolution of 
the combination. Sixty whigs and but nineteen Van Buren, or demo- 
cratic delegates, were returned. The Anne Arundel, Queen Anne's, 
and Caroline county electors regarded the elections in their counties, 
AS instructions from their constituents, and November 19th, Mr. 
Wesley Linthicum, of Anne Arundel county. Dr. Enoch George and 
John B. Thomas, of Queen Anne's county, and Marcy Fountain, of 
Caroline county, all of "the glorious nineteen," appeared, and also 
qualified as Senatorial electors. The College, then composed of 
twenty-six members, proceeded to elect a Senate. 

On the 2oth of November, Governor Veazey sent a special message 
to the General Assembly on this subject in which he declared ''the an- 
nals of party contention and political errors and aberations from duty" 
* * '^would be searched in vain for a case of such plain and pal- 
pable violation of constitutional duty and moral obligations as the 
conduct of tlie recusant electors of the Senate of Maryland exhibits." 
He regretted no statue existed to meet such an emergency and sug- 
gested the passage of one. 

But the revolt had crystalized })ublic opinion on the subject of the 
needed reforms in State government and the measures for which the 
democrats contended were generally conceded by theLe.ijislature. One 
was the election of the Governor by the people. The democrats 
thereupon held tnis office, with but one exception, from that date 
down to 1857. There being no statutory punisliment for their offence, 
the whigs who generally had control of the Senate, visited an unwrit- 
ten penalty on "the glorious nineteen." No matter to what office 
•one of them was ever appointed by the Governor, a whig Senate would 
invariably reject the appointment. 



CHAPTER LI. 

'MoE Morgue." 



The Mart/land RepubUcan, of August, 183G, contained the obitu- 
ary of a very remarkable character. The article read : 

"Mr. Joseph Simmons, the oldest inhabitant of this city, departed 
this life on Sunday evening last, at the moment the church bell tolled 
for three o'clock — that bell which from time immemorial he had him- 
self tolled regularly five or six times every day. There lives not this 
day a native of Annapolis, nay, hardly any one that has ever dwelt 
amongst, or sojourned withhi our borders, that will not on meeting 
this melancholy note, recall the well known sound of our church bell 
and the striking figure of the old man that has so punctually attended 
to th0 precise moment of ringing the hour ever since the oldest of us 
can remember. *Ere the cburcYi was a. iwVw; ovy W\^ ?>\>o^ ^wlvere the 
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present venerable ediflee now aUnils, old Joseph was bBlI rin(^r. 
one mall Ihat ever has Tieau a, member of the LBgialatare, ExeDUtiTe> 
or Sui>erior Jadiciury o( tUe State of Maryland, not a student of St. 
John's CoUejje, or a, schohir ol our humbler schoola, bat wili remem- 
ber the well known summons which his bell gavii them alternately to 
duties and to relaxation. Alas 1 old Joseph rings no more. 

■'Whether it was by the influenoe of aBSooiation that he had ac- 
quired tlie habit of punctuality, w© pretend not to determine, but 
Mr. S. had deservedlj- obtained the reputation of bebg ono of the 
most punctual of men. 

"This estimable quality he narried into the se\^ral departments of 
his pursuits in life. Aa a collector of accounts, which liEfore he be- 
came too iri&rm he was oonsiderably employed iu, he wasprorerbialfor 
reoolleoting and attending to the very moment appointed. 

"The same valuable precisiou was carried by him into the perfor- 
mances of the duties ot Sexton, which he flLled porhapa tor the last 
forty years. 

"But it was at grai~e digging, that the deceased onjoved the dis- 
tinction of having iield an office longer than perhaps any man ever 
did, nay, possibly ever will do, in this State. Undisturbed by the 
violence of those party eontentiona which would seem to spare no jilnce 
however humble, unmoved even by the tide ot revolution itself, by 
wiiieh allegiance was dissolved and a new and glorious nation waa 
erfiitnl . he held the prerogatives and performed the duties of grave 
dijjirer (0 our community ; for with honest pride we record it, we have 
hoie but i)ne general recoptablo tor the dead, In that single Beld is 
buried :M social distinctions. Long before this field, now studded over 
with grave stones, on many of which the thiek moss of a former cen- 
iury has accumulated, was. disturbed lodeposit the relics of the dead, 
was this Did man our grave digger. Of all the vast conconrse in this 
gmve yard reposing, his hand liaa prepared and rounded the graves. 
At length, sinking under the aecuranlated weight of niHirly ono hun- 
dred yeai-s, he is quietly deposited as one amongst the multitude hia 
labours ha<l gathered together. Accordingly to his last, and often 
repeated injunction, heisIaidclosobytheBideof him that in this life he 
loved the iinnst, and, atwhosedeath, was well knownaU over America, 
fifty yettrs ago. as the famous inn keeper at Annapolis, and for whose 
-ample table, it wua the province of tUa, his then faithful steward, to 
market and provide. 

'■Amiilst the many peculiarities of character tliat distinguished the 
-deoeaa^d. some of which no doubt grow out of an occupatiou that 
seventy or eighty years had made perfectly familiar to him, tbough 
spoken dad even thought of with a strange superetition, awe and 
aversion liy some "grown up children," — amidst all his peculiarities 
we say, none were more distinct than his strict veracity, honesty, and 
sobriety.'' 

This obituary of Simmons sharply defines the aged sexton's char- 
acter. There come down to us to color the silhouette, anecdotes of 
his odiUties and peculiarities. 

fSiniiTiotis is yet remembered by some who live in Annapolis. When 
he biiil i\-iiobed a oentenaarian's age, he was an object of interest tn

bren^ss of Us occupation, he presented to the mind the apparition of 
Old Time himself, lacking onlf the emiilematio 9cjthe to muke the- 
piotnre complete. 

It was such a character that gave a thrill of terror to the juyenile 
mind Whenerer he came in sight, for it was the belief of the children 
that il Simmons looked at one and said: "I want joii," the da^ of 
doom for it was Qxed. tlaving ncoiwion then to puss the aged sex- 
ton, the children were wont to don their most conrteons j^ces, and 
with iimiBual politeness to simper in softest accents— "How do, Mr. 
Morgue?" This nickname, and that it was one the children were 

3oitB ignorant of, always infuriated Simmons, as the astoaished chil- 
ren found by the sexton's vigorous replies that they had missed their 
mark, nnd had produced an effect jnst opposite from what they had 
intended. 

The spirit of Simmons' occupation became more and more a part ot 
him as his years grew apace. lie had been known after somebody had 
offended him to pass an innocent gentleman on the street and to take 
a ghastly satisfaction in hissing at him, "I'll have you someday," in 
a tone that indicAted that he thought, with him, remained the issues 
of lite and death. 

Simmons, however, had a genial side to that grim nature that made 
him a terror to young people and an offence to older folk. Amongst 
other duties that appertained to that of sexton ot St. Anne's, was th» 
ringing of "the one o'clock bell."' On one ocoasion, as he was going 
into chureli on that duty, a lady said to him, "Oh. Mr, Simmons, do 

not ring that bell until 1 get homo. Mr. likes everybody to 

be ready to sit down to dinner at one." "Well, then," replied Sim- 
mons brusquely, "walk fcst." Aathc lady put her foot on the first 
step of the porch of her house which was m the extreme end of the 
town, the boll of Old St. Anne's tang out the hour of otie. SimmonB 
had arrested the march of time to please his fair petitioner. 

Tt was Simmons' habit when the clergyman ended the serriee for 
the dead at the grave to give a hearty, ''Amen." There lived at An- 
napolis at this period, the Rev. Mr. Wyatt, He was of the Kpisoopal 
Communion with strong Me thodistie tendencies. On one occasion when 
Parson Wyatt, as he was familiarly known, was reading the service, 
some boys offended Simmons and he vented his wrath in language not 
permitted by the decalogue. The iTiinister and sexton finished speak- 
ing together, and Simmons ejaculated "Amen." Parson Wyatt 
waited until the attendants at the funeral had departed, and, taking 
hie eane in hand, shook it in Simmons' face, saying— "Don't you ever 
dat« to stand along side of me again and say amen to any service I 
perform." Simmons, pointing t« the other side of the grave asif the 
question nt issue was one of position only, angrily retorted — "Well 
tnen go over on the other side." 

Col. Mann, whom Simmons had faithfully served for years as caterer 
to Mann's Hotel, had touched the chords of his affection. Over his 
grave alone, of all the human dust he had interred. Simmons wept. 

One incident has come down to us that does not reflect his charao- 
t«r in an enviable light. There was in Annapolis one famiUiarlyoailed,. 
"Jeffrey Jig," (from whom Jeffrey's Point took its name,) who with 
"Jinny Corncracker," his wife, lived at the ioot of Duke of Qlouces- 
ter street in a little hut so smalt they conld not stand in it erect. Jet- 
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pared for interment, bat alwajs awoke in time to prevent the tunerul. 
On one oeeasion his resuscitation was deferred until he was placed iu 
the grave. Then as the grim seiclon threw ia the clods of the Tal- 
ley, a noise was heard in the cofBn. The bystandera said Jeffi-ey was 
aljve. Hardly roaliKing, lot us believe, that the dead was alive, Sim- 
mons continued to Hll up the grave, tradition saya with the reiaark ; 
''He's got to die aomotime ; and i( he was not dead, he ought to be."

Public feeling ran very high in the spring of this year or-

Sermaneut residents of federal proclivities so as to carr)[ the oity for 
le Poileraiist Party. The democratB held a public meeting, in which 
the scheme was denounced in a string of resolutions. Party animosi- 
ties were so bitter when the pedagogue of the town, one Mr. Basstord, 
changed his [lolttica from democrat to federalist, his school became so 
reduce<l in numbers he bad to quit the town. 

On Thursday, May 33, the U. S. S. Wg.6\vi.na'ura.1\ ^osa, Cyaro.. 
■Ohawioej' amvedoS Annapolis, 'Preud.B'o.'b iSfti^sMi. ■wsisi.-wi.^'s^''" 
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Secretary of the Navy, Commodores Rogers and Porter came to An- 
napolis, stoppiiij^ at Caton's, (now the City Hotel,) and visited the 
frifcrtte. On June 7th, the \Vashinp:ton sailed, having on lx)ard the 
celebnited William Pinkney and his family. Mr. Pinkney went as 

minister to Naples. 

At the election for dole^rates to the Le<2:islature from Annapolis this 
year the federalists reduced the democratic majority. The vote was : 

Federalists. Alex. C. Maprruder, 91 : Richard Harwood, of Thos. 90. 
Democrats, Lewis Diivall 109 ; Dennis Claude 109. 

[1817.] The question of removing the capital to lialtimore was 
agitated in the Legislature of 1817 and referred to the next assembly. 

The strongest point made ai^ainst proposed removal was the mob m 
Baltimore in 1812, when LiMgan was killed. 

Christopher Ilohne, at the same session, was voted fifty dollars for 
venturing his life by going on the roof of the State House to extin- 
guish a fire. 

Fort Severn at this period was ])ut in an excellent state of repair 
under the supervision of Capt. James Keed, assisted byLieuts. Bache- 
and Smook. Fort Madison, at same time lav, in a state of dismantled 
desuetude. 

On the 14th of August, Mrs. Ann Ogle, died at the advanced age 
of 94 years. Her remains were interred in the family vault at White 
Hall, at the seat of Horatio Ridout, Esq. 

The (juaint cut of a steamboat appears in the (razette of September 
18,1817. It seems there was a very just s:ispicion in the minds of 
the public that steamboats were not altogether the safest mode of 
conveyance. So the i)roi)rietors, George Stiles & Son, of Baltimore, 
advertised that the Surprise's ) oilers, whicli steamer ran betwec: 
Baltimore and Annapolis, "will bo proved every month to bear double 
the ])ressure at which they are worked."'' It was propelled by an en- 
gine on the rotary motion, and moved "with more ease and swiftness- 
than any steamboat in the United State." 

The subject of a naval depot at Annapolis was agitated in Novem- 
ber, 1817. A committee, consisting of Messrs. Hughes and Stephen, 
was ai)pointed by the corporation to niemonilize the general govern- 
ment on the sal)ject and the President of the United States was ad- 
dressed a long communication in which it was stated that "Annapolis 
is, from its situation, more accessible from the ocean tlian any other 
port within a convenient distance from the city of Washington. It 
has been spontaneously sclect(Ml by the ministers from foreign provi- 
nces for their places of landing and our own envoys liave generally 
made it the point of their departure." 

The memorialists also told how the French 74, L'Eole. dmwing 
twenty-one feet, seven inches, had come in the harbor of Annapolis in 
1807. when the tide was not at its height, and that one mile above. 
Fort Severn, the river was 50 feet deep. 

[1818.] January 24, a meeting was held in Annn polls looking to 
the formation of a branch society to colonize, with their consent the 
free colored i)eople of the United States in Africa. 

The Legislature of 1818 showed no disposition to move the capital 
to Baltimore, although the corporation of Baltimore f)ledged all the 
funds necessary to erect public buildings in case the cai)ital was ro- 
•moved. An elVort to remove the capital to Baltimore, was also made 
^11 1SV)4. It was again unsuccessful. The location of the seat of 
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pnvernmcMt ftt Aniiaj")lis is iiuw jt part of tht- orgainc law uf the 

On the 38th of May. Presiilciit Motiroi' vNitpil Aiiiiiiipiilfc iiiid WM 
received bj Jnhn Randall.

[1B19.] The qnestion of chaiisrin); the charter of Aniiapnlls, which 
had remninedalniiist untouched Einceitfl grant LiyCJneen ABiiein 1708, 
arose in It^lO. A writnr deehirt'd "itB provisions nre of the mort 
odious kind, and in the highei^t degirce repngnunt to the seutiments, 
the teeliiies, and the wishes of the independent citizens of a free jw 
pulilic. In the true ^irit of aristocracy, it permits none but free- ' 
holdtTS to hold the omee of mayor, alderman, orcmnnKiii ('oiincilman, 
and denies to our citisens the privilege of election more than one of 
the l)ranchi-a of gOTernment." Vacancies in the board of aldermen 
were filled hy the ootnmon council, out of their own Iwdy, anil also 
the Mayor was elected by a joint vote of the two branches, out of tha 
board nfenminon eouneil. The charter was pronounced "one of tha 
moBt aristocratioal and absurd charters that ever disgraced the land 
of freedom. " Tha moveLoenE was successful, and by act of December 
session. 181S, chapter 194, the charter nf the city vras altered and 
otiiended. Ori the fifth, the first Mondiiy :ii April, 1811). the first 
eleetlou ander the new city charter occurred, and the f'jllowing were 
elected to fill the resijeotiva offices :

Sunday schools were opened in Annapolis, in April, 1818. The 
number of scbolars entered during the year was fM. The colored 
Bcbolars nuTnberedover20. The schools were luider the charge of ona 
directrtfs and four superintendents, with a number of ladies, actmg 
iu roiation, as leacliers. The school does not seem to have beeu 
denominutional. 

In this year, the timi- appears raosE vague from the indefinite terms 
nsed by the dorrespon dents from whom the facts are taken, the col- 
lector of the Unit&d States, at Aiinapslis, had possession of certain 
goofls, taken from a British vesad, on a nharge of sn.nggling. IHio 
state court issued a writ of rejdevin. The high sheriff of Anne Artm- 
flel iiroceedod to serve the wi'it, and the colleotoraent to Fort Severn, 
and when the sheriff attempted to take the goods, he and his poase 
were met by a United States nllicci' aLid a file of soldiers standing be- 
tween him and the goods.

February 28, OhurleaCarroU, of GarrolCim. living: then at Annapolis, 
At the ripe old age of 83, was represented as a. sl^lking instance "of 
activity of body, and euerg'T of mind, evidencitii; a oonstitution pre- 
served by the strictest discipline, which promises liim lon^ to this 
ooimtry aud the community of which he has lon^ beeu considered the 
most vonerablo and diatiuguished ornument. His mansioii has Ei^'^n 
oelebrity to the hospitality of Maryland, by being 0[ieu to diigtAa- 
guished visitors from every quarter ot the union and eveij civilized

Thirty- 
flve (houaand dollars was the amount of capital stock in 1400 shares at 
$2n each. The structure was to be at Aimaiiolis and was to be a toll 
bridfre. The draw was to he forty feet wide. The bridge was not 
then built. It was not until 188B thftt this bridge was finally erected. 
The County Commissioners who executed the work were Wm. Brewer 
Oardiner, Arthur Carr, Wm. P. Baldwin, Wm. A. Shipley, and Wm. 
Jones. 

In this year Strawberry Hill Farm, now the Government Farm, op- 
posite Annapolis, on which stood for many years the Alms House of 
the county, was sold by the trustees of the poor for $8,000. The trus- 
tees then purchased the commodious house and ten acres on the south 
a'de of South Eiver, now in use, as the Alms House, from Mr. Lari- 
more. This iapa the site of a town projected in the early history of 
the province under the ambitious title of New Loudon. 

In June of this year the committee, to which was referred the annual 
report of the Mayor, dismissed the question ot police for the city saying 
that "if, instead of one city constable, three men of good, energetic, Srm, 
and reapectablestanding, could be obtained, and give them $80 per 
annum each, who should at all times, by night as well as by day, pa- 
trol the city, and partioularly on the Sabbath, and that their salary 
should l« made payable quarter yearly, by an order from tlie Mayor 
to him, they should weekly report, and t« aecountaWe tor the peaoe 
at the city. But when your committee view their fellow-citizepiB, 
with rospuut to having this service performed, ns it should be to our 
city, they confess themselves under conviction that it. would be ex- 
tremely difficult to find men possesjiiig the necessary qualiScationit." 
A further insight into the state of local aSairs is seen by the statement 
of a writer in the public press, that "one-third of the revenue of this 
city is pocketed by those holding appointments under the oorpora-

1634. The population was S,500 including the United States Troops, 
mFortSevern. In 1830, the census had made the number 8.280. 

During the December Session of the Legislature, of ^1833. protrsioted 
until March, the question of the rif;ht of tlie sold'era, stationed tA 
Fort Severn, to vote in Annapolis at tne State and national eleotioog 
arose in the General Assembly. The question came to the Ijesift' 
latiireuiiderapetitionfrom the Blty-one men stationedat the Fort. The 
Port was then in the ooq>orate limits of jVnnapolis, The judgea erf 
election in the preceding October election "refused to receive the votM 
of oertain soldiers who had been in Fort Severn a longer term thaa 
six months, and who were citizens of this state at the time they en- 
tered into the trerviee of tlie United States." Some <if the very inen 
who were not allowed to vote at this election had voted at former ^ec 
tions. The indignation on the subject was further heightened by 
the fact that the offic^rr bad been allowed to \'otc. The liegislatuce 
adopted the report of the committee on the subject that it was tiitn- 
Inexpedient to legislate on this question. 

On the first Monday of April, the oity election occurred bet ween ths 
Caucus and Anti-Caucus party. The vote stood for Mayor — anti-OMi- 
eus, R. Uarwood, 161 ; caucus, James Boyle— 152. For Reoorder-— 
anti-caucus, E. D. Kidpely, 159; T. H. Carroll, caucus— IS8. For 
Aldermen, the following anti -caucus party men were elected: T, Au« 
derson, 161; J. N. Watkins. 163; J. W. Duvnil. 15B ; cauca»— D. 
Claude, 150 ; J. WilliBmson, 157. For Common Connoilmen — the &»• 
u'-caucas men elected J. Bandall, Ji-,, 161; Geo. Shaw, 160; Benart*, 
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Hiirst. 1S9: the caucus— W. 6. Tuck, I5S ; B. B. Brewer, 158;, I. 
Hughes, 158. W. 11, Thompson. P. Sohwrar and .lona Hnt.ton, anti- 
eaucus, and ■!. Bnyd, caucus, each received 157 votes, and a new elec- 
tion had to lie held to elect nne Common Conncilmftn. At that eiec- 
tinn the vote stood W, P. Thomiison, 154 : J. L. Boyd, 135. These 
parties represented on one side a pari; opposed to the caucns system ot 
nominBtioQ and on the other the advocates of it. 

August lath, H. B. M. Private Ph»toQ, 44 guns, Captain Sturt^ 
arrived in Annapolis with Mr. Vaughin, minister plenipotentiary from 
the Court of Ht. James to America. The usual salutes wpre ex- 
ch»nged between Port Severn and the ship. The Mayor. General 
Hal-wood, and others waited on the minister, and congratulated him on 
his arrival. The Minister, whilst in the city, gave a dinner to Capt. 
Sturt. in honor oF hia attentions during the vojage. 

March 9th, Dr. Wm. Rafferty, was chosen Principal of St. John's 
CoUegfi. 

in April, the Baltimore Medical College, awarded the first premium 
medal to Dr. Eilwai-d Sparks, of Annapolis, for the liest medicalLatin 
thesis. 

On Monday, Apnl IBth, the boiler at the Steamboat Eagle, on her 
first trifi from Annapolis to Baltimore, exploded off North Point. A 
soldier from Port Severn was killed, (our persons were scalded, and 
Captain Weeras and all his crew, more or less injured. Among the 
scalded was Henry M. Murrnf, of Annapolis, a§;ed 34years, who sub- 
sequently died of liis injuries. The explosion set the Bagleonfire but 
it was extinguished by the crew and passengers. The son of Captain 
Weems, a lad of 12 or li) yearf, was blown through the sky-light from 
the cabin without sustaining serious injury. 

[ 1835.] At the foot of Maryland Avenue, on the Severn, now part 
oF the Naval Aoademy, ran transversely thehighest hills in and about 
Annapolis. They remained until that part ot the city was taken into 
the Naval Academy. About the year, 1836, Danie! H. Wiggins, an 
ingenious inventor of various implements, one of which was a wheat 
drill, which soooessfuUy aeoorapfished the work, cunceived the idea ot 
erecting on this prominent elevation a vrind-mill that would run on 
any quarter from which the wind would blow. The idea oonoeived, 
the mill was built. On the day tor it to start, the assembled citizens 
gathered around the ingenious contrivance, the sails were set, the 
wind filled their open wings, and the latent maohinet y began to move. 
Around and around it went obedient to the currents, but utterly un- 
eontrollablt- by the inventor. He had neglected to provide means I'y 
which to throw off the power, and to render the mill subserVienl to 
his will. There it went on whirling and whirring to the chagrin ot 
the inventor, who had to abandon his creation to the elements as a 
monnment at misdirected genius. 

The power was taken from tbe wind and conveyed to the mill by 
means of soils rigged to the spokes of a wheel tliat any wind would, 
revolve.

JeremiahTownleyCliase, an ex-momberof Congress. Bud Chief Judge ] 
«f the Court of Appeals of Maryland, died in Annapolis, May lltb, aged 1 
nearly 80 years. 

Jeremiah Towiiley Chase was from early manhood until nearly the 
oloBs of his long and active life, a public man in many im- 
portant olBoes. in all of Which he acquitted himself with honor and 
distinotinu. Mr. Chase was bom in Baltimore in 1748, and removed 
to Annapolis in 1770. He was Mayor of Annapolis in 1783, and de- 
livered the address of welcome to General Washington when he oame 
to resign his commiasion in 1788. He also enjoyed the honor of meet- 
ing and welcoming Lafayette, when he crossed the Prlnoe George's 
border and entered Anne Arundel in 1824, on his way to visit Anua po- 
lls. Judge Chase took an early and decided part in the arduous and 
doubtful contest with Great Britain, supporbng with rigor the rights 
of his country. During the whole of that trying conflict, he eshiuted 
the most active and patriotic zeal and unshaken firmness. j 

The beginning of nis public services was his appointment upon tlie 
first Committee of Safety in Baltimore, and he enlisted as a private m 
-one of the first military companies in Maryland. In Febmary, 177S, 
lie was elected by Baltimore county, of which the town was then a 

Srt, amember of the Convention which framed the Constitution, and 
■uied the Govemmeno of the State, and was one of that body which ' 
united in the Deolaratint of Independence for Maryland. 

He continued to be a representative from Baltimore until he i 
moved to Annap' lis. He was at that time elected a member of the 1 
Bxecutive Council, in which capacity he served to the close of the J 
Eevolutionary War. It was this Govenior, Thomas Johnson, in whose j 
council Judge Chase served, who received the acknowlegeraents of 1 
General Washington for procuring supplies of flour and cattle for the f 
American Army. Judge Chase was a member of Congress in 1788, 
And, in 1784, was appointed one of the Executive Committee of that ' 
body to act in the recess of Congress. 

In 1789, Mr. Chase wa^ appointed a Judge of the General Court of 
the State. On the abolition of that Court, he was apiKiinted Chief 
Judge of the Third Judicial District, and Chief Judge of the Court of j 
Appeals. 

In June, 1824, Judge Chase resigned the office of Chief Justice. In i 
the administration of justice, Judge Chase was Srm, dignified, and im- J

"Resolved by the undersigned, that we solemnly pledge ourselves to 
vote for no candidate or candidates tor any office, for which we are 
entitled to vote, who shall himself give, or who shall fur him, directly 
or indirectly suffer to be given, any kind of ardent spirits, fermented 
liquors, money, clotRing or any thing pise, to any voter or voters, at 
any election, for the purpose of obCamiiig their votes. 

"Resolved furllier, That the course adopted by this meeting be re- 
commended to our respectable fellow-citizens, and that they are in- 
vited to unite with us in putting down an evil as degrading as it is 
desolating. 

"Refolved, That in older to carry oar object more fully into effect, 
we agree to reserve our votes to 4 o'clock in the afternoon, unless the 
business or circumstances of any of us should reijuire him or them to 
vote earlier.

chapter liii. 

Location op the United States Naval Academy 

AT Annapolis. 

[1845,") As early a? November 16, 1814, Hon. William Jones, Secre- 
tary of tSe Navy, under President Madison, susgested the eipedieney 
of establishing a Naval Academy. This recommendation, from iCs in- 
ception to the establishment of the Naval Academy, in 1845, was fol- 
lowed liy the persistent and intelligent effort of the leading minds in 
navftlknowledge, and the best informed aa to the maritime wants of tha 
country. 

In 1&25, two bills were before Congress, proposing the inauguration 
of a naval school. Whilst these were pendmg, the Maryland Legisla* 
tnre January, 1826, passed the following : t 

"Reaohvtl by the General Assembly of Maryland, That onr Sena- 
tors and BepresentfttivesinCongreBsbe, and they are hereby requested 
to call the attention of their respective houses to the superior advan- 
tages which the city of Annapolis and its neighborhood poBsesses as a 
situation for a Naval Academy, and that they use their best exertions 
in favor of the establishment of such an institution." 

This reaolutiou reached the United States Henate February 7, 1896. 

Repeated efforts at legislation bad failed, once in ISSR by a aiDgle 
v;te in the Senate, to give the United States a Naval Academy, when 
the illuBtrious historian George Bancroft liecame Secretary of the 
Navy in 1845. "His own profound scholarship, his rich and varied 
culture, and his personal familiarity with educational methods, enabled 
him to appreciate the want of the service and to devise a way in which 
it might be supplied. To hira the Navy owes tha foundation of tha 
Naval Academy. He saw, as his predecessors had also seen that a 
dozen separate schools without organization orintelligent supervirfon, 
constituted as appendages to nnvy-yards and seagoing r 
couid produce no satlslacto'rj leavAla. Kt kid b 
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Eftilure of many efforts at legislation with a liew to reforming tlia 
svstemH. But he discovered what thoEe before him had failed to see, 
that with him lay the authority to remedy the evils, and that the 
means were already provided. By placing a large uumber of pro- 
fessors upon waiting orders — that is, by dispensing with their serviceB 
— a large part of the annual oittJay for instruotion might be saved ; 
and by concentrating a lew of the best Jnen of the corps of instructora 
at a suitable place, a school might lie formed with an independent 
organization."* 

On June 3d, 1845, a board of naval officers met at the Philadelphia 
Naval ABvInm for the examination of midshipmen for promotion. 
The board consisted of Commodores Qeorj^ C. Bead, 'Hiomas Ap 
Catesby Jones, and Matthew C. Perry, and Captains E. A. F. Lavaletta 
and Isaac Mayo. 

Amongst the instructions of the board was the following : 

"Navy Depabtmbnt. 
"Washington, June 13, 1845. 

"Sir ; I desire the assistanci' of your board in maturing a mors 
efficient system of instructions for the young naval offtoers. The op- 
portunity which your present arduous and responsible duties as ex- 
aminers of the school afford you of giving practical and useful advicfl 
leads me to soheit your co-operation by as full a communication of 
your opinion as is consistent with your convenience. 

"Fort Severn lias been recommended to me as a more suitabla 
place for such a school than the Naval Asylum, especially as a vessel 
could he stationed there to serve as a school in gunnery. 

"The present term of instruction is too short. Might tt not l>e well 
to have permanent instruction, and to send all midshipmen on shore to 
the school? What plan of studies is most advisable? I hope ^oat 
board will find time and will be disposed to aid me by their suggestions. 

"I wish, also, that they would nominate, for my consideration, b 
board of three experienced olHcers, whose qualifications incline them 
to give long-continued attention to this subject, aud who could have 
the permanency neoessary to agsi^t me until a plan can be matured. 
If, from ^onr own nnmber, yon would select such a board, or would 
take a wider scope in your selection, it would be acceptable to me."

After a thorough emtmination of. and deliberation over, the sulijectf 
the Board ma^e a lengthy report, in which there occurs the following : 

'■Three of the undereigneil are ignorant of the precise situation of 
Fort Severn, and its fitness tor a naval school in regard to its accomo- 
dation, in healthiness of location, and conveniences of the vicinity for 
gun-practice, but they are told by their associates. Commodore Jones 
and Captain Mayo, that the fort embraces sufficient space and the hai" 
bor and neighboring shores ofier all the requisite advantages for gun-' 

fractice and evolution of steamers and boats. Supposing, then, that 
'ort Severn is selected, and there is ample accommodation within its 
walls for the officers and students of the establishment, it raa-j t», tw-

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niikrkud thut the Government nlrp^ily possesses all the necessary meaoa 
for eomniBiiGiiifr at once a naral school, which may be ealar^d and 
perfected at some future lime." 

Shortly after this Secretary Bancroft, QoTemor Marey, then Secre- 
tary of War, and CoiumodoreWarrington.chiefof the Bureau of Navy- 
yards and docks, visited ArinapoliB, this object iif their visit being 
understood to be to examine the condition oi Fort Severn and the im- 
provementa commenced the previous fall. The rumor waa ala>i alloat 
that it was the intention of tlie gDvemmeot to remove the Naval 
Sohool from Philadelphia to Fort SBvern, which he one of the reasons 
of this visit. t 

Some after tliis visit, the Secretary ordered a board, composed of 
Commanders McKean, Buchanan, and Du Pont, to consider the sub- 
ject, and to renommend a loeatioii and officers. The Imard decided 
upoM Ar napnlis as the site, ami Ward, Chaiiveuit,and Lookwood as 
prufi'ssors. Commandnr Franklin Buuhanan, a Baltimorean, had 
alrt'iktly I'i'en selected as superintenilent. 

Fint Suvern was an army ;>ost, the site of which had been purchased 
in 1808. at a period when Annapolis was deemed a place of military 
importaiJce. The (tronnd consisted of ten acres, almoit sijiutre, iti- 
olosed on the west end and northern side by brick wall, and on the 
Boulhem and eastern siiles by the Severn. At the angle of the water 
front stood the liatttry. a small circular rampart, mnunting e./i Imrbefte 
ten heavy guns, with a magazine In the water. In tlie grounds was a 
Wind-mill built here in ITHt), and on the shore of the fort the Peggy 
Stewiirt waa run aground and burned by its owner, to satisfy the de- 
mands of the patriots of 1TT4. 

The buildings conaipted uf otHcers' quarters and barracks. Buch- 
anan row, (the new building Cor the Superintendent excepted,] the 
house opposite the southern end of the row, and the dwelling ocoupied. 
by Secretary Richard M, Chase, are all tliat remain of those that ex- 
isted when the Fort was transferred Aug 15, 1845, to the Navy De- 
partment. 

October 10th, the school was opened. 

The State of Maryland acted promptly in the cession of every right 
and privilege required by the goveruinent. 

The young atriphng bei;an to grow apace. In 1847, the first addi- 
tion was made to the grounds. It comprised three lots — one from P. 
Buchanan and others, the second (rora Rebecca Nicholson, with a ool- 
lati^ral deed from Edward Lloyd and R. Nicholson to secure the title 
of Miss Nicholson's lot. The third from A. Randall, trustee for W. 
O'Hara and others. 

This included land adjacent to the school and lying between Scott 
street and the Severn, and reaahed to Northeast street, now Maryland 
Avenue. This was under Commander Upshur. 

The second additioji, commenced in 1853, under commander Strip- 
ling was completed after the arrival of Com. Goldsborough, One part 
consisted of land lying between Scott street, Governor street, Hanover 
Btreet, and Northeast street now occupied by the Academy Chap«I, 
and by the row of offioors' quarters numbered from one to eleven, and 
includes the lawns in front as far as the line ot Seott street ; and the 
other part of land lying along the Severn River on the opposite ^e 
t AoiMpoIla pHper. 



of Xortheaat street and between it and Tabernaole strpet, the fourth 
side being the Una of TTauov-ur street extended. The buildings an it 
are known as Goldsbgrough row. 

The Third addition was Scott street and Northeast street between 
Hanover and the river. This was in 1853. 

The fourth addition was made iul886, Admiral Porter, superinten- 
dent. The executive mansiou of the statfi, the residence of the governors 
eince the time of Robert Eden, with the i^rden adjoining, a p^ne where 
Washington had heen guest, was liought by the United States, and a 
square's length of Oovernor's street was taken in with it. This com- 

tirised four acres. The Qovemor's house is now used as the Academy 
ibrary , and Porter row has been built on part of the fourth acquisi- 

The Q(th addition was ninde in 16BT, by the purchase of ten acres of 
land from St. John's College between the College and Graveyard 
Creek. This tract has never been joined to the Academy, tlu're being 
land intermediate between it and the Academy. Another tract of 
land. Strawberry Hill farm, on which the Alms House of Anne Arun- 
del county onoe stood, was bought in 18Q8. This is nota part proper 
of the Academy. It adjoins the grounds of the Naval llospital, 
(thirty-two acres in extent.) one part being reserved as a naval 
necropolis. 

The sixth addition was accomplished in 1874, being four acres from 
that [mrt of Lock wood sviUe lying ou the Severn, between, then Tabet^ 
na^le, now College Avenue, LlaTKivor and Wagner Streets.

During 1883, one of the ancient landmarks of the State fell. It was 
the one occujiied to that period from 1845. as the residence of the 
Superintendent of the Naval Academy. 

It was built by John Duff, an architect who settled in the colony in 
1738. This house was built, at least, in 1751, and probably much 
earlier. It was the residence of that talented family, the Dulanys. 
and was occupied by it from 17.^3 to 1808. and on the cession of the 
ground to the government as the site of Port Severn, became the reai- 
dence of the commander of the fort aiid so remained to 1845. In 1883, 
by a commission of of&cers, Captain Francis M. Ramsay being Super- 
intendent, the house was condemned as unsafe, and was torn down, 
and the Superintendent, by funds reserved from the supplies voted tfc* 
Academy, proceeded to bmld a residence toTflwSi'peVvTiJ.sa&LiOTS.- ^i<so,- 
^rass that had ntaaed apwnftc momea lot \i\i\s W^^ai%, \w«Me&.''<!Q^ 
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action of the Superintendent, and, by proviso inserted, declared nw 
monev ghould be used to complete the offensive structure. There it 
remained until the end of the *erm of the offending Superintend en t, tt 
moDument of autocrntic independence and congresaional indig-Dation. 
The location of the Naval Academy at Annapolis has been ol large 
advantage to the business of the place. The social benefits have been 
well appreciated by its peo;dfl, and the constant succession of interest- 
ing events occuring at the Acwiemy, has added to the enjoyment and 
cidtnre of an already polished ooiumimity.

CHAPTER LIV. 

A Riot in Annapolis. 



Bt. Michaels, in Talbot county, with the express understanding th&t 
the steamer would accommodate at least seven hundred passenger* 
comfortably. About that number took passage on the steamer in.' 
eluding whom were the Eagle Artillerists, Col. Geo. P. Kane, com- 
manding, and the Columbian Riflemen, Capt. Robert MoAUister. com- 
manding. The military companies were on their way to join with the 
military of Talbot county in celebrating the National holiday, and the 
latter had made appropriate preparations to receive the expected viai- 

Before reaching the county wbirf at Pell's Point, it was discovered 
that the boat could nut accoiniuodate those that were already on 
board, and on arriving at the county wharf there were the military 
and several hundred who desired to take passage on the boat. Tha 
military alone were allowed to embark. 

With this laq;e crowd on board, composed, no doubt, of the motley 
company that generally gathers on general holidays on cheap escnr- 
sions, the "Jewess" started for St. Michaels, and steamed slowly down 
the Imlv. After being out four hours, the captain found it impossible 
with the large number of passengers he had on board, and the cranky 
condition of the steamer, to cross the bay. The charter party to tho 
contrary notwithstanding. Captain Sutton determined that the lives 
of seven hundred passengers vrere in liis keeping, and he was respon-" 
sible it any accident occured. He, therefore, decided that he would 

iput into Annapolis, and if one hundred and Bfty passengers would 
and, he would then proceed to St. Michaels with the balance. 

After a passage ot five hours, the "Jewess" reached Annapolis. 
Not a man would i^o ashore with the understanding that "he had ths 

Srivilege of finding his way back to Baltimore the best way he could.'' 
a this Capt. Sutton decided to proceed no further, tied his boat to 
the wb/trl, and let off steam. 



"After the boat haii been made fast," says an eye wilness," whu 
epdke from a Baltimore standpoint, "and the passengers found the; 
could go no further, they generally wont on shore for the purpMa of 
amusing theinselvBB bs might beat suit their (anoy, and were receired 
with every mark of respect by some of the citizens. Those who vis- 
ited the Naval School were kindly received by the officers, as were 
also those who went up to the State House, but withsoinoof theeomniu- 
nity there appoared to be something wrong, as if some past offence 
had not beeen forgotten or some new aggression had been committed.'' 
In contradiction of any bad Gpint being shown by the citizens, it is 
asserted by a citizen living at this day that a part of the eicnraioniats 
behaved very disorderly. If there was ill-feeling rankling, or bad 
temper provoked, by fresh affronts, it found some vent when on CUuroh 
street, a Baltimore youth broke a window, and whilst William P. 
Smith, of Baltimore, was paying for it, one of the crowd was arrested 
by an Annapolis constable. Mr. Smith persuaded the balance of the 
Baltimore boys to return to the "Jewess ;" and the culprit was res- 
cued by his friends. 

At the City Hotel Col. John Walton, proprietor, testified, sev- 
eral of the party from tlie steamer entered the kitchen, took posses- 
idon of it, and insisted upon helping themselves to dinner. They be- 
haved in the same riotous manner at the bar, and he had to threaten 
to commit them to jail before they would leave. In other parts of 
the town, pistols were Bred, and onrses rent the air. At the Wes- 
tern Hotel kept by Mr. B. A. Davis, some of the party amused them- 
selveft pitching the bread out of the vrtndows. 

A significant fact bearing on the character of the people who com- 
posed the crowd on board the "Jewess" was brought out in the testimony 
of Col. Geo. P. Kane, in the examination that followed the affray : 
"He had left the boat at Annapolis, and had jirocured a citizen's dress 
from a friend, which he had exchanged for his uniform, and had de- 
termined to come up in the cars in the morhin^ ; the conduct o( a 
portion of those who were on board the boat havjngbeen so disorderly 
*nd riotous as to deter him from returning with them." 

Whilst Col. Kane was at dinner in Annapolis, he heard the report 
of fire-arms. He started for the "JeweBS. Rafn« hn manhnH fhpro 



d become involved in a difiiculty. and had come down to persuade 
him out of it, had arrived at the wharf. 

At the ^lamination before Justice Walton Gray, in Baltimore, July 
Bth, Judge Brewer testified that he "saw by the soiled state of the 
clothes of the young man and injury he had received on his nose, that 
be ba<l been engag^ in a Sght. He remonstrated wita him, and per- 
suaded him to leave the wharf. Seeing that there was consideralile 
Bxciteraent among those on the wiiarf, and every probaliility ot a not 
ensuing, he decided to remain there and eudeavor to prevent it. 

"Nothing of any moment occurred from this time for nearly an 
hour while preparations were making for the departure of the boat, 
and nearly all belonging to her had got on board." 

The testimony of Mr. Daniel T. Hyde, a prominent citizen of An- 
napolis, then takes up the thread ot the story ; "He was sitting in his 
porch, (his house being about a hundred yards ttoTQ. ■n'oe-^s. SJiis, "we-v

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lay.) when he saw Judge Brewer go down to the whwrf. The erowif 
on tho boat began to LJss and lioot at him and some one at tberu called 
out "bring that big-bellyed man. with HBtniw hat on board." Think* 
ing thnC violence might be offered to the Jud^e. and that it was his 
duly to ciidtiiciir to prevent it, he iiiituediately went doirji towards 
thi' wharf. Thore was. however, whi-n Mr. Hydercuched thesteamer, 
uo attempt to olTer violence to Jndge Brewer. 

Mr. Ilyae nsed his^ood oHtcee to promote peace and to snppresB the dis- 
turbance and was in imminent danger from the ill-fiKilinggc^ the citisetis 
ontlie wharf and the visitors on tlie steamer. The billingsgate and pro- 
ttmity lietween the tvro crotvdsat this moment was terrible. The noise 
and confusion were so great that it was almost impossible to distin^ 
guish what was aiid. In preparation for the coming fray neveraJ 
boys from the boat ran on shore, aud picked uj) stones and retreated 
to the steamer. An old man, whom Jndfre Brewer thought wasWillioM 
P. Smith, in company with a yonng man, advanced on the gangway 
leading to the whsrl and seemed ready to fight. Judge Brewer per- 
suaded them to return to the boat. The tines were now cai,t otf. Mr.- 
Hyde advised Mr. Waters, the Mate of tho boat and asked him to say 
the Rame thing to Capt. Sutton to move ofi. Mr. Hyde assisted iu 
casting the liiica of the steamer loose from the shore. 

"At this time two halves of a lemon were thrown from the boat 
among- the erowd on shore." This was the signal of battle. The 
crowd on the wharf gave way, a dark object was seen to fly from thff 
boat to the shore, und the Annapolitans returned the atlaok with w 
volley of bricks. The Baltimorenns replied with stones and pistols- 

The bricks that had come from the shore had fallen amongst the 
ladies atid children, and a cry was made for the rifles of (Japt. McAl- 
lister's company. The captain tried to prevent the men from getting the 
rifles out of the room in which tlieyhad been stowed. He sent Jamev 
L. Wallace to take charge of this. Mr. Wallace, when he arrived at 
the temporary armory, .found it flUed with passengers taking away 
the rifles. Some of the company attempted to assist Mr. Wallace 
but they vrere "thrown aside like an old check shirt," and those in 
the room helped themselves to the rifles and cartridges and went od 
deck and used them on the citizens of Annapolis. 

The ladies on 4he boat were now in a state of great alurm, some at- 
tempted to throw themselves overboard, whilst the work of getting 
them below proceeded with a haste bom of urgent necessity. 
Judge Brewer and Mr. Daniel T. Hyde who were in the dangeroaa por- 
tion of being between two flres bravely endeavored to stop the An- 
napolitftns from continuing the affray. Mr. Hyde, finding two eoP 
ored boys throwing stones at tlie boat, kicked them awity, and turned 
to the boat to hnny it out of danger. Fearing the boat would ground 
on an old stone wall in the water near the wharf, and thus make » 
continuance of the riot more certain, he went to the end of his owli 
wharf, and called to Captain McAllister it he would send the steni line 
ashore, the steamer would be able to pull out. That is, it would make 
the steamer turn around from the wharf so as to head tO' the river — ■ 
the dock here being extreniely narrow and the work of steering tr 
steamer esceeding difficult. In reply, Capt. McAllister shook hissword 
and said — "He was responsible for all he said and did." In vain Mr. 
Hyda tried, again and again, to make the captain accept his friendly 
offers. Tie was ei:;ber imt understood or his natives were suspected*

If e jnmppd beliiiid a wood-pile, whilst a frieudly hanii on the 
bout liiiwkeil up two of the rifles ; but the third, the Judjte thoujrht, 
was discharged at him. tn all b>>MdeB the brickn and other inissilea 
exchanged between the combatants there wore, it wau estimated, 
twenty rifle shots from the boat and tvn pistol shots and two guns 
ffretl from the shore, but these not until after the volley from the rifles 
on the steamer.* 

The visitors were better prejiared for the attack than the citizuna 
and their aim wrs good, for Bve citizens fell wounded, fortunately none 
of them fatally : 

T. 0. Loockerman, shot in the leg, sli}(htly wounded ; 

Basil McNew, shot in the side, biully wounded ; 

John W. Brady, shot throush both legs, seriously hurt ; 

Walkins Hull, two toes shot off ; 

Edward Barroll, wounded very dan^rously in the thigh. 

When Hall and Loockerman. who were actively engaged in throwing 
atones at the boat fell, "the people on board the boat hurrahed enough 
for an election day."t 

Rifles are far moreeffeetiTe weajioiia than pistoUand bricks and none 
of the excundouists, it appears, were hurt. 

The report of the riot had spread through Annapolis, and, with 

rrwdcT contributed by the mercliant and cannon seized from tha 
bate, citizens hurried to the wharf to avenge the assault on tbei^ fel- 
low-townsmen, the fray the meanwhile being nnabated, and to add Co 
the DaUmititHi of the day, the steamer beoame wedged in between the 
two stdea ot the narrow wharf, and to esoapo the volleys nf stones and 
bnllets from the wharf most of the pasaen^ers ran to the opposite aide. 
The steamer cai^ened and for a moment was in (laiiger of cap^zing. 

On the opposite side of the wharf wasa vacant mill. The "Jeweas" 
as she caiue to that side ot the dock to turn *-as within a few yards 
ot this untenanted house. In it a yoiiu^ citizen| had now secreted him-* 
self and was alxiut to poitr a deadly Qre from his gun into the passen'- 
gers, when happily his prndent father eame in and drove him awaT, 
and saved one or more of the escnraionists from almost certain death* 
The State's cannon was then brought Into position by the noif 
thoroughly aroused Antuipolitaiis. Col. Qeo. ?, Kane immediately 
made hia way to it. and remonstrated aj^ainst firing it. Finding bis' 
appoala of no avail, he threw one arm over the breech of the piecsi

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trithoat lilowin;; him to pipoes. Col. Kane 1 
warned bf those staiKling around Chat the nannon waa 'loiible shotteil 
and loadfid, (which, however, was not, the ease.) Tha parties in 
charge oF the Run then attempted to pull him awaj liy foree. am) the 
Btni^gle continued until some one whisp«re<l in his ear that the gun 
had heen spiked. 

This was the vnice of Jndfie Brewer who had repaired to the oannoii 
and spiked it with his tooth-pink. Two attempts were afterwards 
made to load it. but Judge Brewer sueeeeded in stoppinp lioth efforts. 

lu the attempt to prevent the cannon from lieiiiR loiided Hichard 
Cowmiiri used his fist with such good effect ou William Shuman. a 
shoemaker, who was endeavoring to charge the ^uti, as to make hint 
bitit tiia dust. 

Mr. Hyde, iu his testimony, coiiaidered the loading of the caDnou 
"a mere laroo. and he stood by and laughed at it. It was a coTuplete 
soene of uonfusioti, mme wautmg to do one thing and others aiinther 
and, in the meanwhile, the iioat was fast getting out of their reach, 
aven if they had been loaded." 

Judge Brewer did not escape calumny that day as one witness de- 
clared he saw the Judge looking at two negroes throwing atones at 
the boat and did not slte^iipt to stop them: This the Judge contradicted 
in hia own testimony and Mr. Hyde quaintly corroborated it with say- 
ing that the Judge "liid all that any man conid do. and more than he 
thought a man could have done to suppress the riotand restore peace. 
He saw him at different parts of the wharf, driving some away and en- 
treating others not to intFrfere. He had no one besides the witness 
to help him but a constable, who received a severe blowiu the face by 
a brick during the early part of the affray. 

"The story of the .Indfje standing by and seeing two negroes throw- 
ing at the boat without an effort to prevent them, the witness regarded 
as entirely untrue. There were no negroes in Annapolis who would 
dare to break the law in any way if they thought Judge Brewer was 
looking at them. It the duties performed that day by ,Tud|ra Brewer 
pertained to bin oFUce as Judge, the witness thought he would not like 
to have it for twice its salary. He thought he was that dny, whilst 
endeavoring to preserve the peace, in imminent danger of hi? life." 

The judicial investigation fastened the guilt on no one, and no 
punishment was meted out to the rioters. 



chapter lv. 
Chronicles ok Annapolis fkom 1iS4o to 1847, 

[1845.] On Saturday, November 30th. Rev. Thns. Eol'inson.a local 
minister of the Methodist Episcopal Chnrch, residing near the head of 
Severn River, whilst duck-shooting was thrown into the water by the 
Upsetting of his boat. He swam ashore, and, in intense cold, dragged 



himself to a house close by, where he died tram esimualion. 

[184fl.] On Thiirisdfty, February lOth, sbont T p. m., flames wero 
diicovered isauinp from the ventilator ot the cellar o( the State 
House, under the House of DelegWes. On getting the eellar-door open 
the smoke, from immense quantities ot coal and charcoal in theapart- 
Hent, was so dense and stiSJng, there was great danger of euSo- 
eating any who entered. Sot withstanding, some brave men ventured 
in, and the fire, which hud made considerable progress, was discovered 
and reached with great difficulty and extinguished.

The Democratic Star ceased publication in October 2l8t, 1846, "after 
a life," said the proprietors. Messrs. Daily and Taylor, "of four years 
hardship and incessant toil." 

Theoderic Bland, Chancellor, of Maryland, died in Annapolis No- 
vember 18. He was bom in Dinwiddle eonnty, Virginia, December 
6, 1770. 

On Wednesday, December 14, a gale blew at Annapolis. Nine ves- 
sels were driven ashore between Chink and Tolley's Points. Between 
Haokett'sandGreenbury'n Points a sloop was sunk. A few daysafter 
the gale Ave bodies, two of whites and three of blacks, were found at 
Tolley's Point. 

December 91, John Johnson, of Annapolis, was appointed Chancel- 
lor of Maryland by Gov. Pratt. 

[1847.] There was no opposition this year to the Whigs in the city 
election. The vote was ;

One ot the ancient landmarks of Annapolis a colonial dwelling, oc- 
cupied hy Miss Hester Chase and situated on King George St., was de- 
stroyed by fire, April 13. 

May 8th, George Johnston, Esq., proprietor of the Demorralic 
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Major Luther Oiddia^s, a gtaduntH of St. Jotn'a. class of 1S4U 
WBB presented with a S500 sword on April 3, by the rank and file of 
his regiment, the lat Ohio, as an apjireciaCioa ^ his conduct Inactitig 
oolnnel of the regiment. 



[1S49.] Two hundred jeara after its settlement found Antwpolis 
with thirty-five hundred inhahitants, the seat of a Nftvul Uiiicereity, 
the hmne of a College of large uBatiilneas. and still "the ancient capi- 
tal" of the State. The day ot its commercial gbry had departed, but 
the remnant of its traditional inUlligence remained. Us bar con- 
tained tlie names of Tuok, Randikll, and Alexander, worthy survlrors 
of men who had mada its name illuatrious. and though the ball and 
banquet of former Kenerations had passed away, the opening social 
glonea of the Naval Auademy forshadowed the harvest of pleasures 
that have proved unbonudeJ aouroes of enjorraent to the young who 
participate in, and the elders who periodically witness, these brilliant 
assemblagea in the Armory and Gymnasium. 

The Puritan who settled the capital, might ciianoe invoke the wratli 
of heaven on the Ptovidenep, he had established where the curling 
smoke of the wigwam had once ascended. 

The card-table, the ball-room, the pol-houae, the lottery shop, and 
the gambling-hell were indices of the trivoUties and evils that afflicted 
the (»pital, although the theatre and the race-course had ceased to 
find reinnneration out of the dHplot«d coffers of a city whose chief 
sources of revenue were the scant trade of the sparsely settled coun- 
try that surrrmnded it, and the modest eompen^ation awanl&d to the 
servants of the State and Nation. 

The canoe of the Indian had disappeared before the pinnace of the 
Puritan; the pinnaee had given place to the schooner; the sohnoner, in its 
tnm, had been pushed aside by the steamer ; the trail of the Indian had 
been Inst in the roadway of the coach, and the locomotive had made the 
lumbering stage the al^nuated monument of an out-ridden generatioit. 

But the glory of her fair ones yet remained, and the ancient oitv 
Ltained its wii? '-- "•- -- - — ■ •- 
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In Ohurch, the Puritan had long since disappeared. In his place 
theChurchman, the Methodist, and the Presbytenan boldly prooMnied 
the truth, whilst the handful of Catholics feebly held their own in the 
little chape! that Carroll of Catrolton's beneficence had built. 

Politica, that a hundred years liefore displayed itself alone in manlr 
opposition to encroachments of the provincial governors, had uoi 
oome a heroic game, and, through various stages, had been formuUted 
into Whiggery and Democracy, and stood (ace to face against e»oh 
other ott the momeatoua issues ol tariS aai Aa.N6vj , 
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The Cliusapealte and [ta freely Riven wealth of oysters lay almost 
siiniffleil by the tongs of the industrious oyterrnan. and the quiet of 
thostrpetsof "the Ancient City," and the paucity of its business and 
commerca woresadly emUemiiticof a place whose chief Bdomiiient was 
the general virtue of its inhabitants, untarnished 1^ the ohieaiiery of 
tnwlo anil unblessed by the fruits of industry.

CHARLES CAHaOLL, 
s born at Annapolis, Maryland, E 
he was r^ken tn ths College of Bnelish 



itember 20th, 1737. In 1745, 



Jesnita at St. Omer. Prauoe, 
remained six years, and ttien was sent to the Jesuit College, 
at Rheinis. After one years' stmly of civil law at Bourses, he went to 
Paris, fhuliod twn inoro yisars, and l>egan the law in the Temple. At 
27 yeftf^ -i! use, hi> returned to America, and, at the breaking out of 
thli Revolntinnary War, was considered the richest man in America, 
bciiif: w irth S2,0l>ll.000. Although, by the iUibeml laws of that period, 
he was inlilied of the privilege of the eleeti™ franchise, bucauge he was 
a Oith'ilirt. he ardently espoused the American cause, and begun his 
j)pi>i>sitioii to the arbitrary measures of the British Government, liy 
putilisliiiis ii the Maryland (faselle, a series iif articles under the sig- 
nature of -'Thk First CiTiffltN," against the right of thi- Governor of 
Maryland, to regulate fees by proclamatiou. 

In 17T.5. he was made a member nf the first er>mmittee of observa- 
tion eslabliahed at Annapolis, and during the same year he was elected 
ft delega'u to the Provincial Convention. In February, 1770, he was 
sent to Canada, by Congress, to induce the people of that province to 
unite with the States. He returned to Philadelphia, in June, and 
found the Declaration of Indepeudence under discussion. The dele- 
gates from Maryland were hampered by instructions "to disavow in 
the most s'".lemn manner all design in the colonies of Indepeudence. " 
He repaired to Annapolis immediately, and, with the assistance of 
Judge t-nmuel Chase, on the 38th of June, succeeded in having these 
instructions withdmwu and the delegates left free to join in the De- 
claration of IndependeuGe. 

On August 3ud, the Declaration was formally signed. As Mr. Cat- 
toll wrote his name, a member observeil, "Here go a few millions," 
and added, "however, there are several Charles Carrolls, the British 
frill not know which one it is." Carroll immediately added, 
"of Carrolton," and was ever afterward known by that cognomen. 
He was placed by Congress in the Board of War. In 17TIJ, he 
helped to draft the Constitution for Maryland, and was the 
same vi!ar a member of the State Senate. In mi, Nit "siui o.'?,ws.v 
A delegate to Congress. In 1781, ani nW, Xia-siiaa 'Sk'qssWst 
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nf Mftrylftiid. and in 1T8S, was thosen a United Slates Senator, toi 
which office he was ftgain elecWd in 1707. In 1709, he wuh one of 
the Commi^oioncrs tu adjust the boundary line between AfiLrylanil 
and Virginia. On July 4th, 1B28, then, in his 90th Tear. Mr. 
Carroll, in the presonoe of an immenM concourse of people, and at- 
tended hj imposing civic ceremonies, laid the comer-stonL' nf thftt im- 
portant Maryland enterprise — the Baltimore and Ohio lijiilroad. 
Towards the last of his life, Mr. Carroll removed to Baltimore — I have 
it by tradition — because the city fathers here offended him by Tnaldnf; 
the taies too high. NoTomber Ulh. 1832, Mr. Carroll dipd, the last 
of the signers of the Declaration ft Independence. 

WILLIAM PINKNET 
Was bom at Annapolis, Maryland, March 17th, 17C4. His family was 
a branch of the South Carolina Pinkneys, who early settled at An- 
napolis. He studied medicine, hut left that for the taw. and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1786. In 1788, he was a deleitate to the OonTen- 
tion which ratified the constitution of the United States, and ho sab- 
sequeiitty held various State offices, as member of the House nf Dele- 
mtes, Senate, and the Council. In 17SQ, he was sent to London, as 
Commissioner, under the J^ treaty, remaining abroad until 1804. In 
1605, he became Attorney- General of Maryland. In 180S, he waa 
sent as Minister extraordinary to Enf;Iand to treat, in oom'uuctioD 
with Monroe, with the British Governnient, and was resident Minister 
from 1807 to 1811, when he was appointed Attorney-General of the 
United States, which offloe he held two years, lie ommandeil a vol. 
unteer corps in the war of 181S, and was severely wounded in the bat- 
tle of Bladensbnrg. Iti 18IS, he was elected a member of Congress, 
and. in 1816, was appointed Minister to Russia, and, Special Minister 
to Naples. In 1818, he returned home, and, in 1819. was olucted a 
United States Senator. He died February 23nd, 1822. 



REVERDY JOHNSON 
Was bom at Annapolis, Maryland, May 31st, IT96. He was educated 
at St. John's College, and, at the age of 17, began the study of law in 
Prince George's county, in the ofBee of his father, who was the Chief 
Justice ol the Judicial District of which that county formed a part. In 
1815, he was admitted to the bar, and by way of encouragement to all 
who do not achieve success at ouce, be it written, he made a lamunta^ 
lile failure in his first speech in Court. In 1817, he removed to Haiti' 
more, and devoted much of lits ti.me to arguing cases before the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, where he won renown aaa profound 
student o( the legal profession, not only iti America, but his fame 
reaching Europe, he was called to argue be lore the Frenoh 
tribunals. In conjunction with Mr. Thomas Harris, he reported the 
decisions of the Maryland Court of Appeals, known as "Harris and 
Johnson's Reports," (7 vols. 1820-37.) In 1831, he waselectedaStatB 
Senator, and re-elected in 1833. In 1845, he was chosen UnitwlStatea 
Senator, which oiHee he resigned in 1849, on being appointed by Presi- 
dent Taylor Attorney-General of the United States. In 1881, he was ' 
a member o£ the Peace Convention in Washington, which triod t.o ure- 
veni the Civil War. In 186^, ha ^aa e-s^wtt elaateA to the Uiu*~^ 



Stftto Senati:, umi wiis it member from 1863 to 1868. In June o! the 
latter year, he wasaupointed Minister to Englanil, where he neg-otiated 
a treaty for the settlenient of ihe Alabama olaims. This treaty wns 
rajecti'd by the Senate. He was recalled in 1860. 

During the entire Civil War, when many illegal acts were commit- 
ted under the plea of ''military necessity," Reverdy Johnson, whilst 
ail ardent supporter of the Union, eloquently raised his voice against 
every usurpation by the military power. 

On the evening of Pebrtiary 10th, 1876, when in his SOth year, with 
a mind yet uudimmed by mental incapacity, and a liody that gave 
promiw of many years of usefulaesE, he met with a fatal accident at 
Anna|iolis. He was at a eooial gathering at the Execntive Mansion, 
John L^ Carroll being then Governor and host. Mr. Johnson started 
to go out the main doorway. He was offered assistance but refused it. 
Passiiij; dowti the granite steps of the front porch, he turned to the 
left of the entrance and fell into a jjaved area, five feet below, where 
he WHS found shortly afterward in an unoouscioiis state. He expired 
soiin after being discovered. He died almost within a stone's throw ot 
the honse in which he was born, and well nigh under the shadow of 
his nlmamiilf^r. 

JOHN D. aonMAN 
Was lioni at Annapolis, December 90th, 17B4. He was apprenticed to 
ft printer in Baltimore, hnt, at the age of twenty, enlisted in the Navy 
and wnB present at the defence of Fort McHenry. After the war he 
studi d medicine, and practiced until 1831, when he became professor 
in the Medical College of Ohio at Cincinnati, and commenced there the 
"Western Quarterly Reporter." In 1882, he removed to Philadelphia, 
and devoted himself to the science of Anatomy, of which he became, 
in 1836. professor in Rutger's Medical School, New York. He pre- 
pared 1 1 10 Zoological articles for the "Eucy eloped ia Americana" up to 
the end of the letter C. His principal work was "American Natural 
History." He died at Germantown, Pa., April 17, 1830. 



STEWART HOLLAND. 
By one net this man made his name immortal. He waabomat An- 
napilis. September 34th. 1^54, found him a member of the engineering 
dep,^rtmont of the Steamer Arctic, that, with httudreda o( paaaengers, 
was sinking in mid ocean, from the effects of a collision. "About two 
hours after the Arctic was struck, the firing of the gun," said the 
third niate of the Arctic, "attracted my attention, and I recollect when 
I saw Stewart, it struck me as remarkably strange that he alone, of 
all belonging to the engineering body, should be here. He must have 
hod a good chance to go in the chief engineer's boat and be saved ; Imt 
he did not, it seems, make the slightest exertion to save himself whilst 
there was duty to be done on shipboard, I recollect that about an 
hcmr before the ship sunk, I was hurriedly searching for spikes to 
make n raft with. I had just passed through the saloon. On the sofa 
were men who had fainted, and there were many of them too ; the 
Indies wore in little groups, clasped together, strangely ^uiet, and re-

A lotwasdonatedin Washington, where he lived at the time of the dis- , 
aster, and money subscribed to build him a monument, but the funds 
were embezzled by the trustee. 

CHAHLBS WILSON PEALE. 
The eminent American painter, was bom in Annapolis,* A]iril IBth, 
1741. Peale had a checkered career. He was first a saddler and har- 
uess-maker, then watoh and clock tinker, and, in their order, silver- 
smith, painter, modeUer, taxidermist, dentist, and lecturer. In ITTO, 
he visited England, and, for several years, was a pupil of West. Re- 
turning home, he settled first in Annapolis and then in Phiindelphia, 
and acqnired celebrity as a portrait painter. Among his works were 
several portraits of Washington, and a series forming the nucleusof a 
national portrait gallery. He commanded a company of volnnteers 
in the battles of 'Trenton and Germantown, and also served in the 
Pennsylvania Legislature. About 178B, he oorainenccd a collection 
of natural curioaities in Philadelphia, founding "Peale's Museum,'' 
in which he lectured on natural history. He aided in founding the 
Peimsylvania Academy of Fine Arts. 

LIEUTENANT .TAMES BOOTH LOCKWOOD, U. S. A., 
Was bom at Annapolis, Maryland, Oatober 9th, 18f>3, and died at 
Cape Sabine, Smith's Sound, April 9th, 1884. To Lieutenant Look- 
wood belongs the distinction of having attained, during the Greele/ 
Expedition, the point nearest to either pole, ever reacheil by any 
human being. It was on Lockwood's Island in north latitude, 80° 
34' ; longitude 44° B'.

of Carrollton, the "First 
American Revolution. 

Daniel Dulany, son of Daniel Dulany, waa bom at Annaj 
19, 1731, and was educated at Eton and at Clare Hall. 
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CambridgOf 
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He etiteruil the Temple, and, returning to the colonies, was ad- 
mitted to the har in nil. Mr. McMahon, of this brilliant man, says; 
"For many years before the downfall of the proprietary Goveninieiit, 
he stood confessedly without a rival in thjs oolony, as a lawyer, a 
scholar, and an orator, and, we may safely regard the assertion that 
in the high and varied accomplishments which constitute these, 
he has had amoncst the sons of Maryland but one equal and no 
superior. We admit that tradition is a magnifier, and that men even 
through its medium and the obscurity ot half a century, like objects 
iu a misty morning, loom largely in the distance, yet with regard to 
Mr. Dulany, there is no room for illusion. ' Yon may Ml Servuks by 
fool,' says the jiroverb ; and this truth is as just when applied to the 
proportions of the name, as to those of the body. The legal argU' 
ments and opinions of Mr. Dulany that yet remain to us, bear the 
impress of abilities too cummanding, and of lenming too profound to 
admit of question. Had we but these fragments, like the remains 
of splendor which linger around some of the ruins of antiquity, they 
would be enough for admiration. Yet they fall rery short of tumish- 
ir^ just conceptions of the character and accomplishments of his mind. 
We have higher attestations of these in the testimony of ootempora- 
ries. For many years before the Revohition, he was regarded as an 
oracle ot the law. It was the constant practice ot the courts of the 
province to submit to his opinion every question of difficulty which 
came before them, and so infallible were his opinions considered, that, 
he who hoped to reverse them was regarded 'as hoping against hope.' 
Nor was his professional reputation limited to the colony. I have 
been credibly informed that he was occasionally consulted from Eng- 
land upon questions of magnitude, and that, in the southern counties 
of Virginia, adjacent to Maryland, it wasnot unfrequent to withdraw 
questions from their courts and even from the Chancellor ot England, 
to submit them to his award. Thus unrivalled in professional learn- 
ing, according to the representations of his cnteniporaries, he ailded 
to it all the power of the orator, the accomplishments of the scholar, 
the graces of the person, the suavity of the gentleman. Mr. Pinkney 
himself, the wonder of his age, who saw but the setting splendor ot 
Mr. Dulany's talents, is reputed to have said of him, that even 
amongst such men as Fox, Pitt, and Sheridan, hebad not found his 
superior. 

"Whatever were the errors ot his course during the Revolution, I 
have never heard them ascribed, either to opposition to the rights of 
America, or to a servile submission to the views of the ministry : and 
1 have been credibly informed, that he adhered, thoroughout life, tji 
the principles advanced by him in opposition to the Stamp Act. The 
conjecture may be hazarded that hod he not been thrown into col- 
lision with the leaders of the Revolution in this State, by the proclama- 
tion controversy, • an(i thus involved in discussion with them, which 
excited high resentment on both sides, and kept him at a distance 
trem them until the Revolution began, he would, most probably, have 
been found by their side, iu support ot the measures which led to it." 

Mr. Dulany was Secretary ot the Province when he conducted the 
famous controversy with Cluirles Carroll, of Carrollton. He was also a 
member of the Upper House under the proprietary Government t.

The politicftl diflerancoa at the Revolution sutvived its ooiiolusioa. 
Mr. Dulauj held do public oQlce after it, and the brillii>acj of his 
taleata, displaced alone in the forum of proviiiaial conrts, did not 
shed itB effulgence in national oouucils, and his fame, reflected from 
the humble pedestUil of State history, has not depicted to the nation 
the phenomenBl proporfions of his intellect. Such waa the iron-heel 
of publio opinion upon the political for;unes. of a man ''whose opinioDfi 
were thought to liave moulded those ot William Pitt, bj whom they 
were publicly noticed with great houor." These opinions, (which, 
were published October 14, 1765, and which looked to "e. legal 
orderly, and prudeut resentment" to be expressed aginsttheStarap Act 
"in a zealous and vigorous induHtry.") widely prevailed in America. 
t This course was urged until that time might come "when redress 
may be obtoined," *". 

Mr. Dulany died in Baltimore, March 19, ITflT, aged 75 yearsand 8 
months, ami was buried in St. Paul Cemetery, comer of Lomljard and 
Fremont Streets, Baltimore ft- 



CHAPTER LVm. 

Chbosicles of Annapolis from 1860 to 1861. 



r[18B0.] On the 13th of September the Govenior'a Guards jwradad 
for the first time, and were inspeoled by Adjutant-General Nicholas 
Brewer, of John. The oompany ap[>eared to be well drilled. Ttds 
company was disbanded during the Civil War, but, after it, was 
recuscitated. Itspreaent commissioned officers. (1887,) are Louis 
Green, Captain ; John H. WelU, Pirst-Lieuteiumt ; James C. Porter, 
Second Lieutenant. 
In September, ISSl. the oyster catchers of Annapolis, then represented 
to be some fifty or sixty in number, formed themaelves into an associa- 
tion to further the esecution of the lawa against oyster pirates. The 
sheriff of the county, Thomas Ireland, requested them to notify him erf 
any iufraotion of law, and promised "to use all his power to arrest 
and punish the pirates," 
By the census ot, 1860, the popuktion of Annapolis was 4,858. Of 
these i,G43 were white males, and 1.484 white females ; 551 free col- 
ored males ; 505 free colored females ; 320 male slaves ; and 355 fe- 
male slaves. 

By the census of 1830, Annapolis contained, 3.011 inhabitants. 
Increase to ]6G0. 1,047, Of the inhabitants in 1850, fllU were white 
males ; 913 white females ; 3311 free colored males; 397 free oolom 
females ; 349 male slaves ; 403 female slaves. The large increase ii 
the population from 1850 to 18G0 is due to the enumeration of the 901 
inhatiitaDte of the Naval Academy i\i l\ifc hbtm^us ol k\i.m.'s«Va, 
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On the 5th ut Octobor, 1860, John Brioe died. He wiis the graml- 
eon of Thomas JeiiningB, Attorney-General of the then Proriuce of 
Maryland. The deceased was a dofeuder of BaUimore in 1814. 

Oa the 14th of October, Jo^n Stalker, aged 80 years, one of the de- 
fenders of Baltimore, died at Ajmapolis. 

The Annapolis Oazetti of Thursday, Decemljer 0, I860, said : 

"Who will Belibvb It ?"—" Nobody. And yet it is a fixed fact 
that we are to hare a telegraph from Aimapolis to the Junction. We 
actually saw the first coil of wire laid on last Saturday. We looked 
on in a sort of dreaming, wondering, doubting mioertointy ; but had 
flnallv, to yield to the patent, tangible reality. We saw the poles, 
and the wire, and we saw the workmen putting them in their proper 
places, tboreCore, we were oonipeUed to believe. The work is under 
the management a'- Mr. Joahua Brown, and will be pushed to com- 
pletion wieh the utmost despatch." 

Lieut. Homoe Gam brill, of Annapolis, was on the Revenue Cutter 
"Aiken" that was surrendered by her captain to the South Carolina 
authorities in Decemljer, 1860. 

On Christmas Eve a patrol guarded the South River section by 
reason of the gnjundless rumor of an intended insiirreotion of slaves. 

[1861.] The Gazefle of February 28, announced the completion of 
the ATina[iolis, Baltimore, and Washington telegraph line. 



CHAPTER LIX. 

Oi'ESiNi; "F THE Civil. vVar — Annapois Seizkd by 

iHE Fedfrai, Governmekt. 

[1860,] The exciting contest of 1860 had just closed in the election 
of Lincoln. The political movements in the extreme Scjuthorn States 
vibrated in Maryland — a commonwealth identified with these States 
by its institutions, its traditions, and its interests. 

The tone of the people of Anne Arundel and Annapolis, in the 
momentous political contest that preceded the civU war, is found in 
the vote in the Presidential election. 

After an eiciting campaign. Anne Arimdol gave Bel! for Presideut, 
34 majority over Breckinridge. The vote was Bel!, 1041 ; Brftokili- 
ridge, 1017; Douglas, 1)8; Lincoln, 3. Lincoln received his three 
votes : in Annapolis, one ; Pirsl District, one ; Second District, one. 
In Annapolis Che vote was Bell, 361 ; Breckinridge. 3ST ; Douglas, 
36 ; Lincoln, 1. Mr. William Taylor, the present head carpenter ot 
the Naval Academy, has been generally credited with the conra^ 
that made him give the lone vote for Lincoln at a time when public 
sentiment in Annapolis did not take idndly to Republicanism. 

The State authorities as well as the people generally felt a crisis 
was at hand. 

In his proclamation for a day of ThankBgivin^ ins. 'Cwi 'S*'^ s^. 
Novemlfer, 1880, Gov. Hicks amoug ottiBT Oimjaiis&siN^a&^'snJji'^ 
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pmy "that dissension and fltrite may de|>ftrt from among us; that 
concord nnd lure of coimtiy may prevail: that those in authoritv 
may have his guidanoa ; m disposing the hearts oC the people and 
ordering the State, that the happiness and peace, the power and abiiii' 
riunoe. with all the unnumbered blessings, which this Union, which the 
God of our fathers gave to them, and to us, may suffer no diminution, 
through our follies, or our crimes ; but, safe-guarded through His 
meroy und multiplied by His favor, descend to our children's 
cUildren." 

The martial spirit in the {HMple as this time shows an undefined 
desire to prepare for the arbitramentof the sword. 

On November 2S, tliere was a great military display in Annapolis. 
The following companies took part ; 

The Governor's Quarda, Major Wm. II. Thompson, commanding ; 
St. John's College Cadets. Adjutant Hopkins, commanding ; Union 
Guard, Cavalry, Capt. Iglehart, of West River, commanding ; West 
EivetGuard,CBval:7,Capt.Stewart,eommaiiding;the Southern Guard, 
Cavalry, Capt. Lyles, commanding; the Severn Guard, Capt. Clay- 
tor, oommauding ; the Vanville Rangers, Capt. Snowden, commajid- 
ing. The Governor's Guards were presented by Miss Eliza Murdock, 
on behalf of tlie ladies o[ Annapolis, with a beautiful flag. Major 
Thompson responded. Lieut. John R. Maeruder, of the Governor's 
Guards, acknowledged the compliment paid the Guards. He said the 
gift was appropriate, "The Star Spangled Banner now, as I trust it 
and ever will be, the proud symbol to the world of the united power of 
Lhe people of more than thirty sovereign States, in their union one 
great and mighty nation." At the close of the proceedings Col. 
bpeucer, Chief Marshal proposed "threeoheers for the Union, which 
were ^iven with a hearty good will and enthusiasm seldom escellod." 
The hne, 500 strong, marched through the city and into the Naval 
Academy where the battalion of cadets was drawn up in full uni' 
form and oitered and received the military salute. This unexpected 
compliment gave eclat to the occasion. 

Gov. Hicks was petitioned at this period by Th»3. G. Pratt, Sprigg 
Harwood, J. S. Franklin, N. H, Green, Llwellyn Boyle, and J. Pit- 
ney to convene the Legislature "to consider of the present moraentoua 
crisis,"- — the dissensions in the Union. Gov. Hicks declined. 

In December, 1890, South Carolina and other States had given fall 
intention of dissolving their relations with the Federal Government, 
and Marylanders were debating what was the proper course for them 
to pursue. Theeditor of the Annapolis b'azeHe, Mr. Thomas J. Wilson, 
published the following as his sentiments: 

"Our own opinion is that Maryland should declare that her soil 
shall not be the battle ground for the fanatics who are so eager to 
dye their hands in each other's blood. To declare that, whilst her 
borders are free of transit to all who are on missions of peace, they 
shall never be crossed by Northern men or Southern men in arms. 

"To maintain such a position it is necessary that the Old Maryland 
Line be re-organized and equipped. Her sons are numerous enough 
and courageous enough to defend the State tines. But they must 
learn the soldier's life and the soldier's slrill, or their courage will be 
unavailing. The volunteer soldiery, though admirably drilled, and 
well equipped, are not numerous enough for the services we have 
indicated. Arms and ammumliotv most, be provided, and men of un» 
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daunted courage must be put in command of the aimy that can be 
speedily raised." * • • • We no longer nrge liopi' for the 
Union, We now counsel men to look to the defence of the State, 
and to provide for her welfare when strife shall cease." 

Events sped alon^ at tjjo rapid B rate for the editor to hold long to 
his separate 80vereignit7 theory, and, in the winter of 18U0-81, the 
Giizel/e. is found Tinlenlly denouncing the secessionists who were at* 
tempting to draw theState, as it alleged, into secesaion. It wit5 espeai- 
iilly denunciatotrof them for calling, outside of Gov. Hioks, a sovereign 
convention "to declare tha positioTi of the State of Marrlaud in the 
present crisis." This extraordinary project accomplished no definite 
results. The Qazettf rapidly drifted from its passive policy, and on 
February 31, t8«l, is found calling the Southerners ■■Hotapurs," 
and asking this question: "Has it ever occurred to you. reader, 
that our present troubles might never have come but for the over- 
weening pride and audacity of the Southern politicians?" The 
iiazvUe, spoke very contemptuously of Mr. Lincoln's nizlit flight 
through Baltimore, and, in asubsequent editorial,declared that Mr. 
Lincoln intimated to Gov. Hioks tnat he could have any office he 
wished." March 28, the Ganelte says : "Let Maryland be kept in the 

Kwer of true Union men. Let secession, and all other hideous isms 
kept in the dust." April 4, the (fazel.tesni<l : "He who is not for 
the Union is against it. There is i ' " 
ground. ' ' 

The Gazette grew more and more furious with sympathize 
South, saying on April 18 ; "Men in high office now-a-daye h 
queer way of shutting their eyes to tlie obligation of their ofBcial oaths. 
we know ol several high in office in our city, who have solemnly 
sworn \o support the Constitution and Laws of Maryland and of the 
United States, who, nevertheless, are ojienly preaching rebellion 
against the State and Federal Government, and urging men to join 
them in their diabolical crusade. Those men too, go to church, and 
pray God to deliver ns from ■all sedition, piracy, conspiracy , and re- 
bellion,' and with holy prayers on their impious lips, button-hole the 
tlrst man they meet and pour into his ear inducements for sedition." 

April 35. The 19th of April had been passed. The ffoet'/8 says i 
"It seems to be Che impressioa that the Legislature will pass an 
ordinance of secession. The feeling hereabouts is almost unanimous on 
the subject. • » • • The excitement here is terrible. N'o man 
seems to know what should he done to avert the evil that has come 
upon us ; and all admit tliat we are utterly powerless to offer any 
resistance." It was a few days previous to this that Gov. Hicks 
said in Monument Square, Baltimore, that "I wilt suffer my right 
arm Ui be torn from ray liody before I will raise it to strike a sister 
State." May 9. ISQl. the editor indignantly denied he had pandered 
in his issue of April 35, to the secession element, and declared himself 
unreservedly in ^vur of the Union. 

December S, 18G0, Gov. Hicks wrote to John Contee r 

"In all my feelings and interests as a Southerner, I am ready to 
stand by the interests and honor of the South." 

Soon after, December 30, the Governor approved of, by procla- 
mation, the appointment by President Buchanan of January i, 1S61,

HS u il»y oF llumiliation, Fasting, and PruTer for a restoratioa of 
Erieiidship among the States ot the Union, adding' a prayer be directed 
to Almighty God that "we mtijr all again realize 'how pli^asant it is 
for IjretnreB to dwell together in unity.' " 

The Qovemor vaaat this moment liesieged with importunities to oan- 
veue the Legislature. He had lieen elected as a oandidate ol the Ameri- 
can party, and the Legislature was democratic. He resists these in- 
cessant petitions with a. rare eoumge until the tragic events of the 
I9th o( April in Baltimore. 

in the meantime two parties were rapidly forming in the State — 
one tor immediate secession, the other urging the maintenance ot the 
Union and indorsing the course of Gov. Hicks. The Gazette was A 
valiant champion of Gov. Hicks' sentiments. 

January 4, I8t)l. the day appointee] by President Buchannn &nd 
endorsed by Gov. Hicks, was observeil in Annapiihs by religious ser- 
vices at St. Aime's, Sitlem Methodist Episcopal, St. Mary's Catholic, 
and the Presbyterian Churohes. Rev, Mr. Diivenport preached at St. 
Anne's. He argued that the national troubles were brought upon as 
mainly by the corruptions of politicians, and by a sort ot snna rulolHam 
that had mastered the minds of the people, causing them to look to a 
"higher law," ivnd to, consequently, he wanting in proper respeot to 
our Kulers. He urged that this was contrary lo the teachings of the 
Bible, iind exliorted his hearers to yield their political passions and 
prejudices liy submitting to tlie will of those who rule ua by oar own 
elections, and whose aiitnority over us had the divine sanction taught 
in the Bible." Mr. Davenport wasof northern birth, and continued 
to hold his strong Union sentiments, as long as he stayed in AnDa- 
polia, which was some timeatter hostilities commeuced; but his opinions, 
cropping out iu church service, begot him a host of opponents. ReT- 
Mr. Clemra preached al Salem Church. 

January 17, a meeting was held in Annapolis, of which Dr. Dennifl 
Claude was apjiofnted President, Col. John Walton and Dr. Ediraid 
Jacob, Vice-Presidents. Hon. Ales. lUndall offered n series of reso- 
lutions on the State oF the Union which were adapted. The reso- 
Intione denied the authority of a State to secede, declared the duty of 
the Geueral Govectimeiit to protect itself if any State should attempt 
to withdraw from the Union, and that, whilst they regret the elcctioa 
of Abraham Lincoln, they could see nothing in iC that should impair 
the integrity of the Union. 

On Tuesday. February 5, a Palmetto Flag was hoisted near St. 
Anne's Church. It was soon hauled down and torn in pieces. 

On .Tjintiary 81, a meeting of the workingnien ot Annapolis was 
held. Mr. L. W. Seabrook was msde president ; Col. John Walton, 
Vice-President, and Norman Leslie, Secretary ; John H. Stalker, 
James E. Hopkins, John R. Magruder, Benj. Hopkins, andAirdrew 
E. Chauey were made a ooraitiittee to draft resolutions. The reso- 
hitions which were adopted, declared unalterable attaohmenclo the 
Union ; that secessiou was "no remedy for the grievioua ills nnder 
which the slaveholding State have been so long suffering ; that the 
citizens assembled had tulloonfldencein the patriotism and integrity 
of Gov. Hicks." The resolutions approved of the Crittenden Com- 



niie ticket was voted for — the "Union ticket." By tliis John K. 
Miifruder was elected Mayor by n vote if 1^0, iitid Thomas J. Wilson 
rptorrlpr hy 184 votes. 

April 11th is the first date in which ii hPniiline appeared in the 
finielh with war in it.

DHrinR this perioii Annapolis esperienceil a new sensation 
in obtaining the stirring news of the times by telegraph. 

Immediately after the 19th of April, Oeii. Butler be^an to land the 
troops en route for Washington, m Aiinapolia; thousands of troops 
passed through the city, and the town asstinted the appearence of 
a military outpost, and to experience the results of this dinttnctjoii 
in a scarcity nl pi-ovisioiis. There was now not three days mijiply on 

By the 1st of Kay. the excitement in Annapolis had subsided, and 
troops, munitions of war, and provisions, amved and departed daily 
from the Naval Academy which had been made a depot, on their way, 
via the Annapolis and Blkridge Railroad, to Washington. Their 
passage through the city no longer stirred up any excitement. The 
soldiers were well-behaved, ami treated the citizens with every 

This was not accomplished without political throes that threat- 
ened to make Maryland the theatre of the waritself. 

GhjT. nicks, had, in view of theestraorditiaycircnmstancesinandout 
of the State, on the 33d of April, called theLegislature tomeetsit An- 
napolis on the 26th of April in special session, "to deliberate and cod- 
sider of the condition of the State, and take such measures as in their 
wisdom, they may deem fit to maintain, peace, order, and security 
within our limits. ' Annapolis being, subsequent to the date of the 
proclamation occupied b)[ Federal troops, on the 34th Gov. Hioks 
changed the place of meeting to FredericK city, Frederick county. 

Lincoln had called for Maryland's quota o[ troops to defend the 
capital from a real or supposed advance of the Southern forces 
upKjn Washington. There be^n immediately a diplnuiatic corres- 
pence between Gov. Hicks and the Federal authorities as to the use 
of Maryland's levy. Whilst this was proceeding, the people of Mary- 
land, whose sympathies were deeply aroused for the Soutn, Iiegan ta 
grow restive and threatening under the intention of the Federal 
government to force its troops through Maryland to Washington. The 
ISth of April came with its startling episode in the streets of Balti' 
more. The correspondence changed from diplomatic to dramatic. 
These letters and telegrams bring the actors on the stage and shift 
the scenes with living rividness. The first lelter on the subject was 
this :

The President directs me to acknowledge the receipt of that com- 
munication, and to assure you that he has weighed the counsels which 
It oontains with the rsKpect which ho habitu&lly cherishes for the 
Chief Magistrates of the several States, and especially for yourself.

The force now soue;ht to be 
brought through Maryland is intended for nothing but the defense of 
this Capital. The President has necessarily confided the choice of 
the national highway, which that force shall take in coming to thl<t 
city, to the Lieutenant-Qeneral commanding the army of the Umtad 
States, who, like hia only predecessor, is not less distinguished for his 
humanity than for his loyalty, patriotism, and distinguished public 

The President instructs me to add, that the imtional highway thus 
selected by the Lieutenant -General has been chosen by him upon con- 
sultation with prominent magistrates and citizens of Maryland as the 
one which, while a route is absolutely necessary, is fartljest removed 
from the populoas cities of the State, and with the expectation thtt 
It would therefore be the least objectionable one. 

The President cannot but remember that there has been a time in 
the history of our country, when a General of the American Union, 
with forces designed for the defense of its Capital, was not unwelcome 
anywhere in the State of Marvland, and certainly not at Annapolis, 
then, as now, the Capital of tnat patriotic State, and then also one of 
the Capitals of the Union.

I can- 
not return, if I desire so to do, without being furnished with some 
necessary supplies, tor all which the money will be paid. I desire of 
your Excellenoy an immediate reply, whether I have the permission 
of the State authorities of Maryland to land the men under my com- 
mand, and of passing quickly through the State, on my way to 
Washington, respecting private property, and paying tor what I re- 
ceive, and outraging the rights of none — a duty which I am bound to 
do in obedience to the requisitions of the President of the United 
States? 

I have reoeivod some copies of an informal correspondence between 
the Mayor of Baltimore and the President of the Baltimore aud 
Ohio Bailroad, and a copy of a note from your Excellency, enclosing 
the same to Capt. Blake, Commandant of the Haval School. These 
purport to show that instructions have been issued by the War De- 
partment as to the disposition of the United States militia, differing 
from what I had supposed to be my duty. If these instructions have 
been in fact issued, it would give me great pleasure to obey them. — 
Have I your Excellency's permission, in consideration of these 
ejdgencies of the case, to Una my men — to supply their wants, and 
to relieve them from the extreme and unhealthy confinement of a 
transport vessel not fitted to receive them ? To convince your Ex- 
cellency of the good ^ith towards the authorities of the State of 
Maryland, with which I am acting, and I am armed only against the 
disturbers of her peace and of the United States, I encloseacopyoton 
order issued to my command before I had the honor of receiving the 
copy of your communication through Capt. Blake. I trust your Ei- 
cellency will appreciate the necessities of my position, and give me an 
immediate reply, which I await with anxiety.

Deeds of daring, successful contests, and glorious victories had 
rendered "Old Ironsides" so conspicuous iu the naval history of tha 
country, that she was Stly chosen as the school ship in which to train 
the future offlcers of the navy to Uke heroic acts. 

It was given to Masschusetts and Easex county Grst to man her ; 
it was reserved for Massachusetts to have the honor to retain her (or 
the service of the Union and the laws. 

This ia a sufficient triumph of right, and a sulHcient triuinph for us. 
By this the blood of our friends shed by the Baltimore mob ia in ao

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These rapid and warlike events. Gov. Hicks, in his message to tlis 
LegislatBTe, April 27, thus depicted to that body then in sessioa at 
Frederick : 

"On Sunday morning last, I discovered that a detachment ol troops, 
under command of Brig, Gen. B. F. Butler, hod reached Annapolis 
in a steamer, and had taken possession of the practice sliip Conslj- 
tution, which, during that day, they auccaeded in getting outside the 
harbor of Annapolis, where she now lies. After getting the ship off, 
the steamer laid outside our harbor, and was soon joinad by another 
steamer, having on board the Seventh Regiment from New Torlc 
City. 

''Brig. Gen. Butler addressed me, asking tor permission la land hia- 
lorces. It will be seen, from the correspondence herewith submitted, 
that J refused my consent. The Mayor of Anuapolis also protested. 
But both steamers soon aflerwarde lauded at the Naval Academy and 
put off the troops, yubsequently, other large bodies of troop* 
reaebed here in transports aud were landed. 1 was notified that tna 
troops were to be marched to Washington. They desired to go with- 
out abstruotion from oar people ; but they had orders to go to Wash- 
ipglon, and were determined to obey those orders. In furtheroncB of 
their designs, they took military possession of the Annapolis and BIk 
Ridge Railroad ; m regard to which act I forwarded' to Brig. Gen. 
Butler the protest, and receive*! the reply herewith submitted. On 
Wednesday morning the two detachments first landed took up the 
line of march for Washington. The people of Annapolis, though 
greatly eaasperated, acting under counscL of the most prudent citi- 
zens, refrained from molesting or obstructing the passage of the 
troops through the city. 

"Seriously impressed with the condition of affairs, andanxiouato 
avoid a repetition of events similar to those which had transpired in 
Baltimore, I deemed it my duty to make another apjieal lo tha 
authorities at Washington, Accordingly, I sent a special meSBenger 
to Washington, with a despatch to the administratioo advising thab 
no more troo(ra be sent through Maryland ; that the troops at Aniia< 
polis be sent elsewhere ; and urging that a truce be olleied with ft 
Tiew of a peaceful settlentent of existing difficulties by mediation. I 
suggested that Lord Lyons, the British Minister, be requested to aot 
as mediator between the Dontending parties. The result of the 
mission will be seen from the correspondence herewith submitted, 

"These events have satisfied me that the War Department has con- 
cluded to make AnnapoUs the point for landing troops, and has re- 
solved to open and maintain communication l«tween this place and 
Washington." 

Annapolis thus became an important military station, and so re- 
mained to the close of the war. 

[1861.] Although the editor of the Oazeiie had abandoned tlie 
lone star policy for Maryland, Gov. Hicks, up to April 35, 1B61, had 
not given up the hope that Maryland would not be a battle ground. 
Writing from Annapolis on that date to the Legislature at Prederiok, 
the Governor said : "I can give no other counsel than that we shall 
array ourselves tor Union aqd peace, and thus preserve our soil from 
being polluted with the blood of brethren." Gov. Hicks' remedy wae- 
of one kind and the editor of the GaselWa another. Both worw 
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equally inefBcacious as the battles ol Monooacy, Sbarpsburg, and 
Ad tie turn well attest. 

May 9, 1861, the Goaeffe had to defend its sssertions made April 25. 
Amongst these were that "the people of Annapolis are highly indig- 
nant at the occupation of our eity. But were powerless to oppoaa 
thetn. Yielding to the advioe of the more prudent, our people have 
refrained from any open ikmonstratioa against the troops. Also, 
that "the feeling hereabouts is almost unanimous on the subject"—" 
that is, on secession. He asserted that "at the time we penned them 
they were undoubtedly true, so far as we were able toascertain," 
He added that "no doubt now (May 9,) secession is at a discount in 
AEna|H)Us, because such a thing mabes a disagreeable impression in 
the mind a of the troops," and because it is "the thing" nowto bea 

A town meeting was held May 4, of which John E. Magrnder was 
President, Dr. Dennis Claude and Col. John Walton, Vice-Presidents, 
and Oliver Miller, Secretary, "to take into consideration the proposed 
action of the Legislature to appoint a aomraittee of Public Safety. The 
committee on resolutions were : A. Kandall, Dr. John Ridout, Frank 
H. Stockett, and Wra. L. Seabrook, The meeting resolved that "the 
proposed bill was iiii act of lawless despotism, and that the jjassage 
thereof would be enlculated to bring the people of tins State in con* 
flict with General Government." 

By May 13, the Government had a track laid from the Naval 
Academy, via the College Avenue, to the Annapolis and Elk Ridga 
Depot, and miuiitions of war were landed at the Naval Academy, and 
carried to Washington without change of cars. 

Col. Smith of the 13tli New York was, at this period, given com- 
mand of the Naval Academy, the cadets having taken their Hight to 
Newport, Rhode Island. Col. Smith, May 14, treated the citizens to 
a pamde of the regiment through the town, a stratagem adroitly laid 
to allay any latent feeUng of secession in the city. The littla 
assumptions of authority of the colonel commanding the post brought 
out one of the local poets to declare in print : 

"That Colonel Smith is a mighty warrior, 

He commands our Naval School, 
And hi! acts both judge and lawyer, 
Though sometimes he acts the fool." 

There were several other verses, and they found their way mlo th» 
hands o£ the colonel, who, instead of resenting this rhythmic criticism, 
enjoyed the eJTusion, and complimented the unknown author on his 

The older heads that held secession views found it wise to bu quiett 
bat a young compary of secession youths boldly dressed in red, with 
wooden guns, paraded the town without fear or molestation, and on 
the night of July 21, 18S1, when the news of the battle of Bull Run 
reached Annapolis, a crowd of yonng Southern sympathizers inarched 
down town singing and rejoicing over the defeat of the Federal troops, 
But that was the last of it, the Federal authorities found tlioy had 
earnest work on hand and open sympathy was met with the same 
vigor that was displayed in the field against the Southern Confederacyi 
The Marylanders even found it was a dangerous combination tu'^'W.'i* 
colors red and white in justaposition in llieii 6.i:l\c\es. rL iit^?.- 
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I, the Oazettt soys : ''By onler of Gov, Hicks the Nfttion&l 
|l be displajed every day from the dome at the State House, 
jheering sight, will, ve ho[ie, ^dd fervor lo the Umon cause, aad 
will shame away the remnant of treason which is yet skulking in the 
■Ancient City,' waiting its opportunity to again suppress free speech 
And free action, aud to inangurate a new 'reign of terror.' in owr 
midst. There need be little fear of tliis. however, for the traitors are 
known, every man of them, and, we trust, condign puiiisbment will 
be meteil out, to every one who shall again dare to raise his h&nd 
against our liberties." 

The extremecarefulnessof the Federal troops to show that they had 
Dot con)e to take away the Southerner'sslaves or to give liberty to those 
Ja bondage is shown by the following from the Gazette of the same date: 

"Captubei). — A nmawaT slave, belonging to Deimis Orme, Eaq., 
.ot this cuuntv, was eaiitured on Thursday l^t by a picket eu&rd of 
H&tioii&l Soli^iery on the line of the Annapolis and Elk Ri^e Rail- 
road, and promptly taken to our oounty nil. Such an actis a rebuke 
to those who denounce the Northern soldiers as our enemies. " A little 
later than this one of the citizens of Annapolis received very different 
■treatment from that accorded to Mr. Orrae. Mr, Danl. T. Hyde went 
into the Naval Academy to secure one of his slaves who had taken 
refuge there. The commander was willing to render him up, bnt 
when the soldiei^ discovered Mr, Hyde's roisaion, they closed around 
him with aferiKity lliat threatened the mobbinjj of the slave-owner. 
He safely escaped the danger, but, without Sam Foulks, who was 
hidden in a hogshead by the Mildinrs. 

On May 33, the llazelte, reproduced an article from the Philadelphia 
Inquirer, which said it had received it from "an intelligent correapon- 
dent who is one of the oldestandmoateatimable citizens of Annapolis, 
^ho suggests a plan by which the City of Baltimore can be made to 
feel tht^ proper retribution for her unwillingness or inability to control 
the lawless element of her population. It is simply to make Anna- 
polis the commercial eni[iorium of the State of Maryland, for which 
Jiurpoees it far surpasses Baltimore in natural advantages. It is 
ocated in a spacious and sheltered harbor, easily acceasable from 
-the sea to ships of the greatest draught ; it is the natural outlet, by 
.descending grades, for the vast coal fields of Virginia whose develop- 
inent gives employment to the Baltimore and Ohio Kailroad, which 
has now a branch to Annapolis, It is already tlie seat of a wealthy 
and refined population, which only needs an infusion of business men 
to inaugurate an era ofcommercial activity and consequent prosperity. 
We learn that a number of merchants who were drivenfrom Baltimore 
for their devotion to the Union, will permanently locate themselves 
at Annapolis, supported by the unswerving loyalty of the people of 
that city, and tlmt Northern business men who, within the past few 
weeks, have been compelled to pass through Annapolis, have declared 
that, before years, it would rival Baltimore in the struggle for oom- 
tneroial supremacy." 

The faitUul historian must relate that neither record norreool- 
lection bear witness of the settlement iti the 'Ancient City" ofatiy 
''merchants, who were driven from Baltimore, for their devotitm to 
the Union," and, after twenty-seven years' opportunity to 
the propheaies of this "intelligent correspondent," Baltimore a 
.-/naiDS the emporium of Maryland. 
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Jun0 10, four companies of the 13th Regt. K. Y. 8. M., left 
Auiiapolia and ^proceeded to Easton, Md., where they seized 1700 
rtund of arms, sis pieces ot artillery, aud a quantity of amuranition. 
A soldier was Bcciaentally killed on tlie eipeditioii. 

In the Congressional election in June, Chas. B. Calvert, Union man, 
received at AonapoliB 29S votes ; Benj. G. Harris, Democrat, 127. 
In Anne Arundel, Calvert rwjeived B15 votes and Harris 674. 

Jrtnti ISth, the Union men of Aniiapolia had a pole raising and flung 
the stars and stripes to the breeze. The 13th New York took part 
and Hpeeches were made by W. L. W. Seabrook, Major Gen. Morse, ii£ 
Mass., and Oliver Dayton, of New York. The artillery gave a salute 
of 84 guns. 

Considerable excitement was created in Annapolis by the seizure, 
Jnne 25, by the Federal govemtuent ot Fhiladelpiiia oyster ressels in 
the hands of the State authorities for violations of the dredging laws. 
It seems the owners rejiresented to the authorities at Washington, 
that their "vessels had been unlawfully captured by the secessioniata 
from Annapolis, who had torn down the national Hag from their masts, 
tram]iled it under foot, and cheered lustily (or the traitor Jeff Davis.' ' 

W. n, Russell, the celebrated eorreaponilent of the London Times, 
reached Aunapolis, on Monday, July 14, from Fortress Monroe and 
remained until Taesday. 

July 35 appears to have been the day ou which the vanguard of 
that great army of sick and wounded that was located in Annapolis 
during- the civil war, arrived. Fifty such soldiers were brought from 
Georgetown. 

The (/azelU, of August 1st, complains ot encroachments on the 
rights of the people by the Federal government, saying that "most 
of thiise incidents are totally unnecessary, totally nuoalled for l>y any 
exigency and are perpetrated by fanatical and incompetent officers 
of the General Otivemment, who take unconscionable advantage of 
circumstances to carry out some fanatical theory or revengeful 
feeling." 

Col. R. Riddle Roberts, now in command ot the Naval Academy, 
caused three negroes who had come by boat, and landed at the 
Naval A'^ademy, and had asked shelter, to he delivered "to the Sheriff 
of Anne Arundel county to be dealt with according to law." 

A Union Home Guard was orgaiuzed in Annapolis. Its officers 
were Captain Roger Bellis; Lieutenant, William Hubbard, Jr.; 
Orderly Sergeant, Norman Leslie; 2d Sergeant, Michael Kerniu, Cor- 
porals, Wm. H. Bellis, .John Ireland, and Julian Brewer. 

The military spirit cropped out strongly in Annapolis. The Union 
members of tHe Governor s Guard seceded and formed a new company 
Tinder Capt. W. 6. Tuck. A Zouave corps •( 80 was formed under 
the command of Capt. William Hubbard. That part ot the Governor's 
Guard, alleged to be affected with Southern sentiments, still paraded 
without arms, and the Hozette suggested ti was "n great outrage to 

Eermit them to keep up their organization," as they would join the 
onfederates it opportunity presented itself. 
September 1, eleven Confederate prisoners were brought to Anna- 
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[1S<(2.] Buniside's expedition to Roannke lalaod made its ren- 
dezroDE at Ann&polis, and a camjj for paroled iirieoners was established 
on the College Campus in the rear ol the tniilaingB. This ciinip was 
eventually removed to Camp Parole, two milesfrom Annapolis, where 
thonsamla ol paroled prisoners were constantly quartered during the 
ivar. From this camp was named the Station of that name on tha 
Annapolis, Washington, and Ualtiroore railroad. • 

Tlie Assembly Hooms were made the head quarters of Provost 
Guard, and during their occupancy, was set on fire. Tlie Federal 
gOTemment paid for the ilamago and with this money the building 
was repaired. 

The Annapolis Oazitie, which had been established in 1862 by 
Thos. J. ■Wilson and Richard Sellman, ceased putihVatioii, it appears, 
in August 1861. September 1(1, 18(J3, it was racuscitated with Rich. 
P. Bayly, well-known in the fraternity as '-Deacon Baily", as 
editor and proprietor. The Gazette still maintained its strong union 
sentiments, the neweditor declaring, "with me it is thi- Union — the 
whole Union— first, last, and all the time." 

[1868.] Sept. 5, the Steam Ferryboat "Ready" arriTBd for use on 
Severn Mver Ferry. 

Paroled prisoners from the camps near the city who were found in 
town "without a pass," subsequent to the 1st inst., were ordered to 
be arrested by the Provost Guard and returned to the camp to 'which 
they belonged. Annapolis was now thoroughly pouned by a 
military guanl, the provost marKhal being superintendent of police. 

The Gnsefte expressed its gratification that the enrollment of 
Anne Arundel, preliminary to a draft, was nearly completed. Ths 
work was done under Thomas N. Pindle, Esq. The Oazeltn added : 
"It is a source of pleasure to know that the work has been effected 
without any vielence. There were rumors that Seengh would not per- 
mit the enrollment to be quietly and peaceably made. In fact, so- 
strong was this opinion, that nearly all the persons first appointed 
to make the enrollment refused to act." 

It revives with breezy freshness the old war time scenes in a border 
State to con over the Uaztile. 

From its local column is taken this daguerreotype of the times: 

"Arbksted.— Basil NcNew, residing near this city, was arrested on 
Thursday evening, (Sept. 10,) for uttering disloyal sentiments in our 
streets. He was taken lo the Guard House, where he was detained 
untU Saturday morning, when he was taken to Fort McHeniy.- 
Whilst in the Guard House, he vociferously hurrahed for the 
Southern Confederacy and Jeff Davis, and it was with difflculty the ■ 
firm and efficient, yet kind Provost Marshal, Capt. P.J. Keffer, could 
prevent the paroled prisoners in the same room froni doing him per- 
sonal injury." 

Mr. McNew survived his temporaryimpriaonmentiaFortMcHenry,. 
and is now the efficient keeper of the Anne Anmdel Court House. 

The authorities at the same time sent Samuel Toppr, aliita Wm^ 
Mcintosh to Fort MoEenry on the charge of being a spy. He hftd- 
been arrested by the Colonel of the lOBth N. Y. VoluLteerH at the 
Annapolis Junction on the third of July, and had been in the Aima- 
polis jail since that date. There seemed to bo some difficulty la. 
determimag whether, or not, Topper was a spy or a lunatic. Th»- 
authorities put them6e!veiOtttbesaUa\4e\>T^wd"n%tima.5inpri«oii„ ^ 
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The OazelCe, at this time, published several commuaicat ions whose 
evident object was to intimidate the democrats from taking &uy part 
in the politics of the daj. The democrats were spoken of as traitors, 
and the publications made against them tended to make the Federal 
Government )a^ its hauds on them. The animosities of that day caa 
be easUy coneeired when in its issae ot Sept. 34, the Gazette a&ji : 

"The Ball in Motion. — At a meeting of the Secesh Democracy, 
held in this city on the 15th instant, the t^entlemea nam^ below 
were appointed as delegates to represent this Election District (Anna- 
polls,) in a Convention to be heldiaBladen3burgon;tWsda7,(Sept. 24,) 
to nominate a oandidate for this CongressionalBiatrict — Messrs. Pass- 
more MoCullough, Wra. Bryan, John Duvall, and Wm. Watts. 
These gentlemen are all well-known to have been ardent supporters of 
the measures of the Legislature that met at Frederick in 18Q1, the 
majority of which (ki<;) labored to the utmost of their power to unite 
Maryland with South Carolina, and the other Cotton States in their 
rebellion against the Government of the United States. That they 
still occupy the same poBition we have every reason to believe, and so 
far as their action relates to the said Congressional Convention we 
may expect the nomination of a violent secessionist, an enemy to 
the prevailing Government, and decidedly opposed to forcing the 
Rebels to lay down their arms. • • « * The question then 
arises, will the Government permit a party^ to ot^anize in loyal Mary- 
land, (and that too in the only Congressional District seoessionism 
dare rear its standard,), whose chief object will be to obstruct and 
embarrass every effort that may bo made to put down the accursed re- 
belUon, and restore the Union and the blessmgs of peace ? Wb shall 

The county delegates to theCongressionalConvention.BeQj. Tongue, 
Dr. J. W. Waugh, Sprigg Harwood. and James Sandford, tieOazetle, 
snappishly declared were "in favor of the dissolution of the Union 
and the recognition of the Southern Confederacy." These embarrasshig 
charges had apparently one object in view — the arrest of democratic 
leaders and the utter overthrow of the party by the military power of 
the Federal Government. 

The enrollment of Annapohc showed there were in the first class, S45 
whites and 147 colored, subject to military duty, and in the second 
class, 1G3 whites and S3 colored. 

The democratic Congressional Convention of the 5th district, nomi- 
nated no candidate, but recommended Benj. G. Harris, of St. Mary's 
■county. 

The provost guard was no idle form, but prohibited liquor to the 
soldiers in a manner to do the most advanced temperance advocate's 
heart a boundless amount of good. October 5, it seized the stock 
of liquor of the proprietor ot the American House aad placed a 
guard there on the ground that liquor had been sold at the hotel to 
the soldiers. The hotel stood on the vacant lot above Andrews' alley 
leading from Main street to State House Circle. 

The democrats of Anne Arundel mode their contest this year under 
many difficulties and with the teitr of military interference constantly 
before their eyes. In Annapolis the Union vote on Sta.te'% iA\sfrii.<!^

Public Buildings, Churches, and Anciebt 
Landmarks. 



Annapolis contains four houses that have served, or were inteinjod 
to serve, as the residences of the giovemors of Maryland. 

The earliest built is that now owned by Mr. Francis T. Marchand, 
formerly the readenoe of Judge A. B. Hagiier, No. S3 Princa 
Gleorge street. The hoase is a well preserved evidence of the taste 
and solidity of the arohiteotnre of tiiat interesting period. To this 
house a few years since an addition was made on the right wing. The 
outlines and proportions of the ancient building are easily discerned. 

This building belonged to Major Edward Dorsey, and was occupied 
by Governor Francis Nicholson, who was the Eiecutive of the pro- 
vince from 1604 to 1709. The exact date of the erection of the build- 
ing is not known. This house is most probably the one that was oc- 
cupied for the sitting of the Legislature after the burning of the 
State House in 1T04. 

The next in age is McDowell Hall, St. John's College. In 1744, the 
College Green, containing four acres of land, wasconveyed by Stephen 
Boardley to ThomftS Bl^en, governor of Maryland, who projected 
the main and central building, as a palatial residence for the gover- 
nors of Maryland. Its site, the commodions grounds, the spacious 
building conspired to make the mansion a desirable homo and a prince' 
ly public residence. Mr. Duff, the architect, came from Scotland to 
miperiutend the construction of the building, materials of every kind 
were provided in a most liberal spirit, and the ediSce was nearly 
finished in a style of magnificence, suitable to the prosperity and en- 
terprise of the province, when a disagreement took place between the 
governor and the legislature, that reached such a fervor, that, at a, 
period, when a nominal sum would Imve made it a Gtting mansion for 
the executives of Maryland, all work was stopped, ana it remamed 
until 1784, "a melancholy and mouldering monument" of the results 
of political dissonsions. It appropriately received the ci^nomen of 
"the Governor's folly." 

By chap. 37, 1784, this property was voted by the State to 8t. 
John 's College, provided the college was established at AnnapoUs. 
TZie third gnbematorial raansloa \% ftis oive ws"" iwi\iV>™'M ^** 
JJaf»] Academy as a library. T\iema,\\i^ia'Miti%Qlfttit'^<«.wi-»r- 
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erected by Edmund Jennings, from whom it was [mrohaaed by Gov- 
ernor Robert Eden who was executive of Maryland from 1700 1« 1778. 
Governor Eden built the wings and the long-room. There are many 
living in Annapolis who will readily recognize Mr. David Eidgely F 
description ot it as it appeared in 1640 : 

"This edifice h^ a handsome oourt and ganlen, extending, with 
the exception of an intervening lot, to water's edge. From tho 

Eortico looking to the garden, a fine prospect regales the vision. Tha 
uilding consists of two stories, and presentaan extensive front ; there 
are on the lower floor a large room on each side of the hall as you 
enter; and severe] smaller ones; the saloon, on the same floor, !■ 
nearly the length of the house. On each side of the edifice are com* 
modions kitchens, carriage-house, and stables, with spacious lotSi 
Towards the water, the biulding rises in the middle in a turreled 
shape. It stands detached from other structures, and is altogether ft 
delightful and suitable mansion for the chief magistrate of ourStato.'*' 
By act ISGfi, chap. 40, this house and grounds were sold to the 
United States GoTomment for an addition to the Naval Academy. 

This act provided for the purchase of a site for, and the erection of ,- 
another Gubernatorial Mansion. The Governor, Comptroller, and 
Treasurer, Thomas Swann being governor, were authorized to have 
this work executed. One hundred thousand dollars were appropriated.- 
The site selected was a quintangular lot, fronting on State Houw 
Circle, CoUege Avenue, (Tabernacle street,) Church Circle, Lawyer, 
and North streets. 

To make room tor the present Governor's mansion, two fine old,- 
colonial residences had to be tcm down. One was the house of the 
late George E. Franklin, and the other of Mrs. Green. The last 
house was formerly the residence of Absalom Eidgely, and of his sou 
Dr. John Ridgely, who was surgeon on the U. S. Ship Philadelphia 
when it was captured in the harbor of Tripoli in 180i. This faonse 
was built by Gen. Geo. H. Stewart's grandfather. 

The lot and building of the new executive mansion cost $80,390.38 
over the appropriation which the Legislature was called upon to meet. 
The Legisbture investigated the matter and made a detailed report of 
the expense, but a wiseand friendly State printer neglected to bind the 
report among public documents of the session, and this interesting 
statement is therefore lost to history and posterity. 

FiBST Methodist Episcopal Church. 

The first trustees of the Methodist Congregation of Annapolis, of 
whom there is any record were Absalom Ridgely, Joseph Evans. 
George Wells, and John Miller. When the church was inoorporated 
in 1833, all o{ the original trustees were dead save Joseph Evans who 
then was no longer a member of the church. 

The first church of Methodism stood near the site of the present 
Record office on the State House Hill, The circle did not extend a* 
far then as itdoes now. The church was a frame building and WM 
known as "the old blue church," so designated from its color. It 
bad a stairway on the outside, up which the ctAowi ■m.W: tA "Coa ckto.-

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■When the Methodists booarae ti corporate body in 1833, the follow- 
ing were the truatees : Nichotaa J. Watkins, B&ail Shephard, Louis 
Oassown/, Geo. MoNeir, Thoa. Q. Waters, Grafton Munroe, Andrew 
Blioer, and Philip Clayton, 

The Second Church, iu which the* Methodists worshiped was built 
ftbout 1830. It was a neat brick building, with pressed brick front, 
and remained until 1850, when the present church was built on the 
game site. It was in this second church that Gen. La Fajette at- 
tended divine Mrvice Annapolis in 1834. 

The building committee of the present church was J. Wasley 
Whit*. James Andrews, and James Munroe. The committee on 
funds: J. Wesley White, Joshua Brown, Philip Clayton, Edward 
Hopkins, Solomon Philips, Isaac Brewer, James Andrews, R. B. 
Goodman, and James Munroe. 

The congregation as early as 1834 bought a parsonaga on Cornhill 
street, on the north side near the comer. It was burnt down about 
1851. The present parsonage was built in 1852. 

PrEBBYTEBIAN CttUBCH. 

The first Presbyterian Church of Annapolis was organized May 2d, 
184G, by the Rev. Dr. Laurie and the Rev. Mr. Dunlop, members of 
the eongreg'ation appointed by the Presbytery of Baltimore for that 
duty. The elders elected at that time were Prcjf. A. N. Girault and 
I*. John Ridout. 

On the asth of July, 1846, the com. 
was laid hj Rer. Thomas Peek, D. D., 
.delivered by him at the Assembly Rooms. 

On the 11th of July, 1847, the Church was dedicated, Geo. W. 
Uusgrave. D. D., preaching the seamon. On the same day, the Srst 
pastor. Rev. Chas. H. Kwing, was installed. 

The following succeeded Mr. Ewing as pastors: Rev. J.J. Graff, 
1840 to 1881. Rev. J. M. Patterson from 18H1 to 1806. Rev. J. J. 
Henderson from 18G7 to 1875. Rev. H. 0. Gibbons from 1876 to 
1881. Rev. Robt. H. Williams, the pastor now in charge, was in- 
-stalled in October, 1882.

The first CathoUe Church was erected on the site of St. Mary's 
Parochial School. It was built mainly through the instrumentality 
.of the venerable Cliarles Carroll, of CarroUton, during the later period 
of his life, probably somewhere about 1630. It was torn down a few 
years since on account of its unsafe condition. Near the parochial 
school is a house that was formerly used as the residence of the 
Catholic clerKymen. It is one of a row of buildings that previous!^ 
Btood there, thenknown as "Mac Namara's row," and this house la 
«ald to be one of the oldest in thecity. MacNamnrn was one of the 
.earliest to have his lot surveyed when the town was re- surveyed in 
3718.

3t. Martin'8 Evangelicnl Lutheran Church was foundod April 6, 
1874. On June 7, 1875, the enrner-Btone of the ohuroli waslaicl. 
The building committee ol the church, was: M. R. Oasler, Henry 
Kaiaer, JohaDreasel, .lerrjW. Kalmey, and John Steip. The trus- 
tees at present are : Christian Boesaell, Martin M. Smith, William 
Haller, Henry Matzen, Frederick Vollmer, and. Charles Ziehlko. 

AsBURV M. B. Church, (Ooi.oiied Conobkoatio-v,) 
This church was built in 103. The trustees were John Wheeler, 
George Martin, Saml. Hackney, Matthias Robertson, Francis Tray, 
John Forty. The church was rehuilt in 1838, and at that time was 
connected with the Baltimore CTnferenoe. The trustees at present 
are Thomas Jones, Louis Lomaok, Darid Johnson, Benj. Little, 
Wiley Bates, Joseph Pinkney, Arson Tyler, and Henry Hebron. The 
pastor is Rev. Alexander Dennis. 

Mount Moriah Cnuacn. (CoLoaBn CoNoaeeATioN.) 
Was bnilt in 187S under the pastorage of Rev. Jonathan Hamilton. 
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Is the same building that Eddis described in 1770. One room is 
now ased (or the meeting of the City Conncil, other apartments for 
balls and social gatherings, and one portion as the department 
headquarters. The snpper room was formerly the rereiiue office of the 
province. During the erection of present State House, the Legislat- 
ture met in the Ball Room. 

The Oi.n Cnv Hall 

Is the house now occupied by Worthiagton & Co. It was used' 

formerly as the place of meeting of the corporation, and as a fire 

engine house. It was sold about fifteen years since to William T. 



The CiTi- HOTBL 
Was originally the reaidenee of Mr. Lloyd Dulany. That part was 
two stories high and in it is the room occupied by Ben. Washingtou, 
the night before he redgned his miUtary commission. A new build- 
ing of three stories was added afterward, and, about 1830, the bnild- 
ings, from the large one on Conduit street to the aomer of Conduit 
street and Duke of Gloucester, were erected. The first proprietor of

Gully and wile, made its appearance in Annapolis in 18M. They 
made slow progress at Brst, but, ia the course of the year, ihe cortis 
which had received the help of other offieers gathered together aboot 
fifty recruits. Their unique aeeorapftniments of triangle, tainborine, and 
-oometto draw the attention of sinners, ercited the amusement and 
ofteutimes the disfavor of the public, but their earnest words and sober 
hves won the res[iect and brought suocess to the Army. They were 
able in the fall and winter of l885.a to erect a plain but cotnrorUble 
"Barracks" on King George street, at the foot of East. 
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'rhe house, on the north side of Maryland Avenue, oorner of King 
George, built in 1770, by Judge Samuel Chase, (knwwu in the family 
as Judge Samuel Chase, the Signer,) has been described as "probably 
the most stately house in Annapolis, being the only colonial residence 
which Is three stories high. The main feature of the house is its 
hall of entrance opening on a lofty porch and extending through the 
house from front to baok, a distance of over forty-five feet, and being 
over fourteen feet wide, the large double front door lieing arched 
with glass transome and a window on each side. The stairway, op- 
posite the front door, begins with a single flight of steps, and, risBDg 
to nearly hall the height of the stairway, ends with a platform from 
which a flight of steps on each side diverges, Bscendiug to n gallery 
which is supported by Ionic pillars. Aliove the first pfelform ol the 
staircase rises a triple window, the central of which is arched and 
Ihe whole is of magnificent porport ions, reminding oneol some ancient 
church. At each end of the gallery above is an arched door with 
glass transome. Opening on this gallerjs from the front, is the door 
of an apartment, and on each side of the door a niche intended (or 
statuary. The diuing room is handsomely ornamented in carvad 
-wood, and the marble mantel piece of this room represents a some 
torn Shakespeare in sculpture. " It was intended to have had wings 
upon this house, but it was sold, before being finished, to Goveroor 
Lloyd, who was the executive of the State from 1800 to 1811, Mr. 
Heury Harwood, his son-in-law, bought the house from Gov. Uajd. 
It was afterward purchased by Captain Eilward Gibson, U. S. N. 
'The neit purchaser was Miss Hester Ann Chase, who bought it in 
18il. She was the daughter of Jeremiah T. Chase. It is now iu the 
possession of Mrs. Ilester Ann Cliase Ridout, grand daughter of 
&tmuet Chase and Jeremiah T. Chasi. 
Trk Habwood Re 

The house, with wings, or 
the intersection of__Kin|^G 
aroiuteot, for Mr 
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-olden limea. It was built lietweeii the years 1770 and 1780. It was 
first occupied by Jeremiah Townley Chase, Chief Juatice of Maryland 
in 1781, and was unBnishad whan he went into it. The house is 
of briok with stono loundutiaa, some of the foundation walls hein^ 
ftre feet thiok. The house is handsomely deaorated with carved 
wood. The parlor, a room nineteen by twenty-seven, has a carved 
wainscot surrounding the room, and the mantel-pieoe, window, and 
^oor frames, shutters and doors are carved in arabesoue, and is said 
to be the handsomest specimen of its kind in llarytand. In 1811. the 
house was purchased, together with the ground extendinir from King 
Geor^ street to Prince (Jeorg^ street, by Chief Justice Chase for hia 
oldest daughter, Frances Townley, wifo of Richard Loockerraan. The 
^rden was designed by Mrs. F. T. Loockerman, and was laid off under 
her (liiection, and the box walk was planted by herself. The outside 
corridor of the south wing was added by the family and many interior 
iraproveraentB havp been made. The house is now occupied by Wm. 
Harwood and family, Mrs, Harwood being a grand-daughter of Judge 
Jeremiah T. Chase. Mr. Hammond, (or whom the house was built, it is 
said, was engaged to be married to a lady, and he went to Philadel- 

Cihift to get his furniture, but the engagement was broken off. and he 
iveil ft liaehelor. 

The Ogle Hovse. 
The house, on the comer of King George street and Collega Avenue, 
now owned by Mrs. Judge John Thorapaou Mriaon, formerly llie resi- 
dence of Gov. Thomas Q. Pratt, was built by Gov. Samuel Ogle, wim 
was Governor at three different periods — flrst in 1733 and the thiril 
time in 1746 and '47. 

The PiCA DwEULiso. 
The house, on the northeast side of Prince George street, near 
Kast St., now owned by Mrs. Richard Swann, was built by Gov. Paea, 
who was Governor in 1783. Arther Sotiaaf purchased the house from 
the Governor. Louis Neth became owner after Mr. Sohaaf. About 
1847, Cbanoellor Theodorio Bland lived there, but was not the 
owner of it. This garden, perhaps, more than any other spot, indi- 
eated the delightful life of Annapolis a century ago. The spring 
house, the expanse of trees and shrubijery, the octagonal two-story 
summer house, that represented "My lady's bower, the artificial 
brojk, fed by two springs of water, that went rippling along to the 
bath house that refreshed in the sultry days, and gave delight to the 
.occupants, form a pictute tradition loves to dwell upon to this day. 

The Iglbhart House. 
The dwelling, now occupied by Mrs. William T. Iglehart, was 
owned by Thomas Jennings, barrister, who also lived there. He it 
was who built the house on Gast St., now owned by ex- Mayor Thomas 
K- Martin, for his daughter Mrs. James Brice. Apropos of this 
daughter, she was noted for entertaining her guests with a famous 
kind of cake, called Naples biscuit, the recipe for which has come 
down to this generation. Mr. William T. Iglehart purchased the 
Jennings' house, from John T. Barber's estate about 1670, removed 
ft wing of the house, and improved its appearance, but did, not. aJAsss 
,the architecture of the main building.

ThePinkney House, on College Avenueand Bladen street, wbb built I 
by John Callahan, register of the I^and odico. It is one of the oldest I 
houses of onr city. It is now owned by Mrs, Mary Pinkney, a rela- | 
tive of the celebrated William Ptukney. 

Otber Ancient Houses. 

The property now owned by Charles S. Welch, Esq., on Hanover J 
street, was built in 1763, and was at one time the residence of 
Anthony Stewart, the ownerof the famous brig Peggy Stewart. 

The main residence of Mrs. Alex. Randall, situated in the flve-sideJ 
lot, apposite the State House, is one the most ancient bujlings of the 
city. It is known positively to have been in esiatence in 17.13, and 
very probably in 1737. In this house Iteverdy Johnson was born. 

The honse on the north-west of Market Spdce and Randall street,- . 
is an ancient building erected by John Randall, grandfather of J. Wirt I 
Randall. I 

The house occupied by Es-MayorThos. E. Martin, on East street, J 
near Prince George's is also one of the landmarksat onrearly history,- I

How long thii monarch of a primeval forest has existed, none oan 
tell. Anoctogenanan tellsraeherememljersit in 1813 — and it seemed 
US larire then as now. If, in 1G52, It was of anch imposing growth 
that it was selected as the scene of so important an event as the 
niftldng of a treaty of peace by the Puritans with their savage foes, 
may we not infer it lived before Columbus saw America ? On the 
80th of July, 1888, it was, two feet from the ground, twenty-nine 
feet, foiir inches in circumference, and stood about loO feet high. 
One tlurd of the truuk is gone, and is now boarded up. The body of 
the tree is a mere shell — a marval how its life can be maintained and 
thousands of tulips bloom on its branches in their season. 

Its identity with Eddis' Lilierty Tree is preserved to us alone by 
tradition, but its use and sise corroborate the truth of oral testimony.

A Notable Bowl, 
r A CoLLATios Given bv Llovu Dulj 



The famous bowl that for a century graced the counter of the Old 
City Hotel in this city on festive occasions, such as the Fourth of 
July, New Year's, aud Christmas, around which at the social board 
have gathered the sages and heroes of the Revolution and the great 
lights of our day. still exists. It has been in the possession of its 
present owner, Edward Walton, about ten years, and is sacredly 
guarded as a link in that great chain that connects the preiient with 
the heroic past. The bowl, which is 10 inches in diameter, 4 inches 
deep, and 7 inches wide at the bottom, has an interesting history. It 
is stated that it was Srst use<l at a collatiou given by Lloyd Dulany, 
at his private residence, now the City Hotel, a few evenings after 
the burning of the brig Peggy Stewart, and that among hi 
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Charles Carroll, of CBrroIlton. Mr. Dulany explained to his company 
hoir he became possessor oF this, then much admired, bowl. He aaiu 
it bad been sent to him by & friend in England and had arrived la tha 
Peggy Stewart, He also stated at the time that the captain had 
Bssureil him that in no way wss it a part of her cargo, that it waa 
not on her manifest ; that he had it placed in bis cabin along with hia 
prirnte property, and that, after he had Qred his brig, ha recollected 
tliat he had promised to deliver the liowl in person. To tliis state- 
uient Mr. Carroll is represented ns having smiUintrly replied: "We 
accept your explanation, provided the bowl is used to draw always 
this same Itbid ot tea."

CHAPTEK LXI. 
El-ECTIOKS IS ASNAPOLIS DURIKG THE ClVIL WaR. 

The right of elective franchise was capricious in Annapolis during 
the war, and depended entirely upon the orders issued by the^ueral 
of the military departraeut of Maryland. These new qualifioatioiis for 
voters were formulated in test oaths whose chief objuration wastUat the 
elector had no sympathy for the South or seoesaion. When these ftiiled 
to prevent the obnoxious elector from voting, questions, yet more effec- 
tual in searching the conscience of the voter, were put until the desired 
disenfranchiaemeiit was accomplished. One spectacle was amusing, if it 
hod not been diarepntable. Somebody inspired the soldiers at the Naval 
Academy with the idea that they had a right to vote and, on being 
placed on their voir dire, two hundred onlSted soldiers of the Federal 
government, non-residents of the State, swore that they had come into 
the Stale of Maryland thirteenmonthsprevious with the intention ol 
making this their residence 1 On this the judges of election, in the 
city of AnnapoEs, received their votes. 

[I8U3.] The election in November, developed an anomalous state 
of things. The Constitution and Laws of Maryland prescribed cer- 
tain qnalifleations for voters ; the General Commanding the Depart- 
ment of Maryland by his pronunciamento demanded another Lest for 
the right of franchise — au oath unknown to the laws of the State. A 
number of citizens of Annapolis refused to qnaUfy under this new 
regulation. The Gazlte tersely sayi: 

"During the past week" our city has been thrown into considerable 
excitement in consequence ot the arrest of a number of persons, citi- 
zens of this city. Captain Keffer, Provost Marshal of this district, 
who obeys orders to the letter, addressed the following letter to Col. 
Waite alter the election :

All of the gentlemen, who refused to take tha 
oath, were arrested and required to report to Baltimore to Major- 
Qen. Schenck, where, after some days' delay, they were all paroled, 
save Got. Pratt and Col. Nicholson, to give no aid and no comfort, ta 
the Southern Confederacy. They were then allowed to return home. 
Their paroles continue to this day. Gov. Pratt and Col. Nicholson 
got as far south as Portress Munroe, when the latter took the oath re- 
quired of him, and returned home. Gov. Pratt refused to take any 
oath whatever, and was finally released by theGovemment. 



chapter lsii. 
Chkonicles of Ankapolis from 1863 to 1887. 

[1863.] Dr. Dennis Claude died December 0th, at an advanced 
age. Be had filled many honorable positions, amongst thtni Slate 
Treasurer and Comptroller. 

Roger Bellis, of Annapolis, lost a leg at Gettysburg and was after- 
ward made a Second Lieutenant in the Invalid Corps. 

December 2S, a Are broke out ot the house of Smith Price, The 
military effectively aided the citizens in extinguishing the fire. Tha 
Oazetle called on the Legislature to aid the city to secure a fire en- 
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j-iae. Twwity ywirs later under tha adminis'ratioii o! Dr. Abraiu 
ClaiiJe. Mayor, this engine was obtained hy the eity^ — 'the ladles hav- 
ins;^L-ontributed Ijy a lair $000 to the engine. 

Under the Constitution adopted in 1864, a prominent citizen of An- 
tui|>'plis, Hon. Alex. Ranilall, was elected Attorney General. lie was 
a sou of John llandall, who, for many years, had bean collector of the 

K^rt, and who occupied it prominent position in the city. Alex&nder 
HiiiliiU oiirly showeil hi.s ability, taking at gradnation at St. John's 
College, tlio first honor of his cAass. He was in uarly life sent to repre- 
sent liis district in Congress. He died in 1881. After his decease his 
family beautifully completed the interior of St. Anne'a Mission Chapel 
as a memorial. 

The Ifatalte failed this year to obtain the Htate printing contract. 
This loss of party printing, conceded in part to the home paper, was 
l)onie with an equanimity of mind that hetokeneil a lofty spirit. He 
siiys .Taniiary 14 :

Our first object, when consent- 
ing to take the proprietorship of the Omelte was that the Cnion party 
in this city, and in the congressional distriet should have a xiaper de- 
voted to the holy cause of preserving this great and free nation from the 
terrible results thiit would follow upon its dissolution. Our mind hae 
unilfrgoiiu no change and the Gtizetie will continue to be published, 
if we nre blessed with health, at least, so long as this unnatural war 
last, even should eircurastivnees compel us to beg or borrow a couple 
of blankets and made our bed with the types and our daUy food be 
bread and potatoes."

The Gazette gives January 3S, this tid-bit of local "war news :" —

last sent to the commanding offloerat Portress Muuroeto be returned 
South.

Aimn|ioli3. During their stay a RussiflQ sailor Deiniclorl was killed 
Ijy irn AnnapolitaQ, Demidorf was buried in the Natioaal Cemetery 
near Annapolis. 

Siinilay, Fehruary 14th, about haJI-past four in the piternoon 
ft destructive Are visited Annapolis. A lai^ three-storj- build- 
iug, foot of Main street, called Noah's Ark caught on fire. A 
violent "wind was blowing. The inside was oompletelT rained; two 
frame houses odjoiniap, belonging to Mr. John Slemaker were 
wrecked, and considerable damage done to the store and brick-dwell- 
ing of Mr. NioholaB Killman. In removing the goods and chattels of 
the KUIman residence, throe flags ot the Southern Confederacy were 
bronght to light. This highly incensed the soldiers who were untir- 
ingly working to put out the fire. Noah's Ark was reduced one- 
story, ttnd the walla rebuilt upon. 

A company of negro soldiers, on their way to BnltimorH, were 
ohiiged to put into Annapolis on account of the ice during the latter 
part of February. They encamped at St. ilohii'a College. The^ 
paraded the strreets of Annapolis, and it aroused the military spint 
amongst the colored people, who flocked to the camp and enlisted. 
■One hundred and twenty went from Annapolis, about twenty of whom 
were rejected as disquahfled. The Gasetle says it learned that be- 
tween two and three hundred slaves bad left their masters with the 
determination to enlist. The Gazrite approved their conduct. 

During the last week in March, Col. Garros A. Waite of the U. S. 
Infantry, was relieved of the military command ot Annapolis, and 
Col. A. R. Root appointed in his stead. Capt. Keffer, Provost Mar- 
sfaiil, WAS also relieved, and Capt. Thomas Wutkins, of Company B. 
of the Pumell Legion, wos put in his place. Capt. Watkins' oom 
pany performed the duties or Provost Guard. 

Tlie local election in Annapolis in April, develojred a new party cry. 
The tickets were Union and Anti-Huckster. The Union ticket re^ 
ceived iv support of 188, and the Anti-Huckster 87. The excitemeni 
was small, the vote light. Solomon Philips was elected Mayor. 

The Miiyland Republican passed a high eulogy, at the retiremeni 
of Hun. Geo. Wells from the Presidency of the Anna polJB and Elk 
nidge liailrood, on. bis management of it, which had elevated the 
Rond from a very low estate to one of great prosperity and useful- 
ness. In 1803 the State received from the road 814,380,72, being 
nearly per cent, on the State's investment in the road. Joshua 
Brown, Esq., succeeded Mr. WeUs. 

April 13, Gea. Grant and several of his staS were in Annapolis. 

Anne Arundel by an overwhelming vote eleoted BIL J. Henkle, 
Oliver Miller, Sprigg Harwood, and A. S. Bond, democrats, as dele- 
gatei to the State Convention which had been called by the people. 
The Convention met April 37. Its chief acts were the proposed 
emancipation of slaves without pay and the enactment of qualifi- 
cations for rotera by which a large part of the whit« male citizens ot 
the State were disfranchised. l"ie const! tiition, with the aid of the 
Marrland soldiers' votes in their camps iu the field, was adopted Ky 
400 votes. 
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In Jnne subscription book* were "to be seen" tor the Annapolis-

In Julf. 1804, Genera! Early of tbe ConFetleraM Armj, mtul« 
an inviuiun of Maryland. The okrin extended to Annapolis, and the 
military anthoritiea bogan to lortilj the city. The long line of re- 
doubts, extending iiarallel with the AnnnpoUa and Bay Ridge Itaiiroad 
from the Annapolis, Wnsbington and Baltimore railroad to the 

S public road, was thrown up to meet the expected mivanee of the Cod- 
ederates. To build the works citieens wore impressed by tbe pro- 
voBt-gnard and marched in double Bles daily to the earth works. 
This duty was obnoiious to many who were strongly southern in 
their sentiments, and who didnot relish the idea, of fighting- ag-aiast 
people whom they thought were in the right. Sor was the inipress- 
roent ot Southern sympathizers altogether approved ot by the Unimi 
side, one of them saying afterward if the Gght had come oS, he "would 
have had to keep one eye on the Southern sympathizers in his ranks 
and one eye on the Confederates," On this occasion the only bitter- 
ness of spirit of the war, outside of newspaper utterances and poli- 
tical comraunioatious, was exhibited. Some citizens were foitiid so 
despicable as to backle on a sword, ami, «t the head of stjuads of 
mihtnry, to search out southern sympathizers hidden in their homaa 
in the town, to drag them out to the earthworks. Some of these nui- 
corous spirits were among the first to turn (democrats 7) when that 
party came into power in 1807. 

During the ihree days of alarm a few of the fugitives were able to- 
hide, one finding relnge in the belfry of the First Charge Jlethodist 
Episcopal Church, where he safely remained until the impressment 

Tlie various drafts for conscripts were sources of deep trouble to 
the city. Mr. Prank II, Stockett was the draft officer and Dr. Wil- 
liam Brewer the medical esaminer. Men, oonscripted to Bght in a cause 
thej^ disapproved of, made .-niserable men and women. It was sur- 
prising to find how many people developed hidden ailments. Unaua- 
S acted sources of pain and impediment were suddenly created by tha 
rawing of the unlucky number. One man developed a lameness tliat 
entirely disappeared on the cessation of hostihties. Those citizens 
who had money, liberally subscribed for the unfortunates topurcbose 
snbstitut^a. 

These 
met in deadly array against each other at Front Royal and Winches- 
ter, Virginia, and at Gettysburg, Po., — the Annapolis Confederates 
being in the celebrated charge up Gulp's Hill. 

In the latter part of July Annapolis was highly excited over an 
alleged haunted house. Violent knocks and noises drove a family- 
that had rented the honse from the premises and coal, bricks, and clubs 
flew through the air to the great fear of the superstitious. Th« ar- 
rest of one colored man ended the ghost tbeoir manifestations. The 
impression prevailed that the negro who liad heretofore occupied iha 
honse, free of rent, had ingeniously, with the assistance ot friends, 
labored to create tlie impression that the house was haunted that h»-

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Annapnlis was on the alert, tliroiigh ii 
was not called upon to rumish mors than its quota in the propotied 
drafts of the government for soldiers.

f 18(i5,] The war being over, those who went from Annapolis, and 
who survived, returned to their former homes. The Confederates and 
Federal veterans fraternized like brave men and some of the firmest 
friendships in the city have been cemented between those who wear 
the palms of victory and those who maintained the "Lost Cansa." 

Such was the friendly feeling existing between the heroes of the two 
nrmies and such the lofty impulses of a genuine patriotism that, on 
May 30, 1883, Meade Post ot the Grand Army of the Republic, invited 
S. Thus. McCullongh, a lieutenant ot the Confederate Army, to de- 
livei- au oration at a joint decoration of the graves of the Federal and 
Confederate soldiers at Annapolis. The invitation was accepted ia 
the same generous spirit in which it was tendered, and Federal and 
Confederate marched together to the silent city of the dead and laid 
their immortelles on the graves ot those who had died for their convic- 
tions on both sides of the great conflict. 

A new picture presented itself at Annapolis. By September Slsti 
Annapolis and its surroundings had ceased to be a military department 
and Qropped down to the humble pedestal of Post. The military had 
dwindled to four companies, one at Annajwlis and three at Camp 
Parole. "TheNaval Academj,"8aidthe Goieiie, "ia rapidly assuming 
its former beauty, and the midshipmen in our streels have a look of tba 

"Perhaps, never within the remembrance of the oldest inhabitants, 
has Annapolis exhblted so much ot the spirit of improvement. Soma 
forty houses arebeing erected and several nndergoing useful and band- 
some improvement. The dealers in building ninti^rial are as busy as 
bees. « « • • Many applications are made for dwellings, but 
there are none vacant to supply the demand." 

Annapolis caught the base ball fever prevalent in the oountry anil 
inaugurated the Annapolis Base Ball club with Edward C. Qantt, aa 
President ; Dr. D. 0. Handy, Vice-President ; Secretary, P, S. 
SohwrariTreasurer, John H. Thomas; Directors— John C.Regan, John 
T. Wripht, John S. Maley. 

The Naval Academy resumed operations at Annapolis Monday 
October 1, under the Suporin tendency of Bear Adrairel D. D, Porter. 

The election in Anne Arundel this year resulted in the selection of 
the democratic ticket. The vote on sheriff shew the strength of tha 
two parties. RignalD. Woodward, Union, received 484, votes ; Wm. 
Bryan, democrat, 654. 

At a special election December 28, George Wells was elected Senator 
from Anne Arundel county by the following vote; Wells, Union, 43U, 
James Deale, of James, D., 391.

January 22, Henry Barnard , L. L. D., was installed as President ot

counties for aiJmission into the college or its preparatory department! 
without aiiy charge for tuition or tost books, is 170. The average 
aCtenilanco on this basis during the last and the present year haa ex- 
ceeded 100. The college haa offered during this period to receiTe the 
full quota of 150, atid has made preparations to do bo, but it soinetinioa 
happens that the pupils selected by the county boards to enjoy those 
tree scholBrships fail to enter the college with punctuality. The col- 
lege has, in fact, been prepared to reoeive iflO additional pupils, 
without charge for tuition or test books, being ten in aiceas of the 
number reqniied by the existing statutes, which enjoin upon iiisti' 
tutions receiving State aid to proride gratuitione instrnctton at the 
rate of one student for every $100 of the State donation. Every 
connty in the State has been represented on this basis. The accomo' 
dfltions of the college have been strained to their utmost capacity by 
the number of students seeking admission. Should the number be 
materially increased, it would be necessary to procure additional 
aecdmmmlations in the city of Annapolis, until anewcollege edifice 
could bo ereoteil. The want of such a building is already sensibly 
felt. It may not be generally known that the present real estate of 
the oollege (representing a money value of at least SS50.000,)is])ucely' 
the resnlt of private munificence. The public bounty of the State 
now generously co-operates with this private munificence by granting 
to the college, for a limited term, an annual donation of $'15,000, 
being in fact a sum equal to the annual interest on the investmeuta 
made by private muniGeenca for the founding of the college at the 
Capita! of Maryland. If the endowment of the oollege were only 
placed on a permanent basis, its present prosperity would be but a 
pledge of its higher usefulness in the future. 

"The whole number of teachers now oomprined in the Faculty is- 
thirteen, bat the main burden of instruction is borne by nine pro- 
fessors and tutors, who alone receive a salary for their services. In 
the college classes now comjirising sisty-one students, inatniction is 
given in the branches of learning taught in American colleges, and 
the standard of attainment has been raised to the highest P^'nt aO 
which it is flsed by any similar institution in the country. The at- 
tention of the General Assembly is particularly inviteii to the course 
of study pursued in the several classes of the college, as it is believed 
to be unusually broad and practical, as well as thorough in the 
methods employed to secure proBcienej' in scholarship. No degreeof 
any kind is conferred except on the evidence of adequate attainmentSt 

"The Preparatory Department of the College corresponds, in the 
grade and quality of its studios, to a High School. During the last 
few years this department has engrossed the larger ft^sss-xe. <*- "^wi 
PiiOulty'B attention, but as it is tha wisb.

VisitorB and Ooremnrs to build up n College in tbe fullest sense of the 
ti?riD, and one that shall be worthy the State, it is obvious that the 

Sroportions ol the Pre|iaiatory ttepdrtment must hereafter be re- 
ueed, that the College proper may oe developed on tlie liberal and 
oompreheiiBiTe plan designed by its founders. It should be the para- 
mount aim of the College to impart that higher education which can- 
not be imparted by the State, and to do this on terms which shall not 
make that higher education the exclusive property of the rich. And 
it is in this view tliat the College has placed itself in sympathy with 
the oftuse of miblio education in MBryliind. 

"We should not, perhaps, omit to mention that military tactics are 
taught to all students who desire instruction under this head, and 
that three railitory ooinpuniea have been formed in oonnection with 
the College." 



.. . the people of Maryland for the generous patronage awarded to 
the College (and the fruits of which are seen in its present unwonted 
prosperity), I tieg leave, on behalf of the Board of Visitors and 
Governors and in the name of the Faculty, moat cordially to invite 
the members of the General Assembly to visit the College, and to in- 
spect the method used for the maintenance of order and the pro- 
motion of diligence in regularity and study." The report was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Education. 

The political corruptions following the Civil War reftected upon the 
Naval Academy. The shameleasness of the ilauutiug evils h evinced 
ju this advertisement that appeared in a New York daily : 

"United States Natal AcAcBuy.— A cadet vacancy to be filled 
before June. Parties of means address Congresuman. Address, Box 
JJo.— office. " 

The (jazef-le reproduced the ailvertisment in its news columns. 
March 10, Robert P. Bonsall, in the fl3rd year of his age died. He 
was for many years printer to the Court of Appeals, and was a man 
of high principle. 

The Legishiture of this year passed the Act to authorize the Mutiial 
Building Association of AnnapoUs to build a bridge over Spa cn>ek 
to connect at Annapolis and Horn Point. 

The Court House of Annapolis has been made the scene of many 
important trials b; the removal of cases from other jurisdictions. 
Amongst them the Wharton trial in 1872, the Hotfman trial for the 
Bamden Express robbery in 1870, Nicholson and Hollahan for 
murder in 1873, and Hanee, for murder in 1S85. 

During the trial of Nicholson and Hollahan, whilst State's Attor- 
ney Eevell was addressing the jury (or the State, Holloliaii made an 
attack upon Assistant marshal Frey. The marslial wassitting with- , 
in the rad with his back to the prisoner's dock, and his l»ld orowii 
within reach of Hollohan, who rose up suddenly and dealt him a 
terrible blow u[K>n the head with an improvised slung-?hot made of 
a stocking and a piece of coal, nails, and an iron staple. The marshal 
was Beverely wounded, Nicholson iuuiped up on the rail as if to dash 
out of the Court House, whilst Hollohan was seized in the throat by 
J. Randolph Walton and Detective Shaffer, a friend of Marshal Frey, 
riubbed his revo!verandl)eat Hollohan over the head. People fledfrom

Judge Ilaydea, the odIj one that aeeiued to underatand that Hollo- 
iian'E life was being choked ~)Ut of him, in etentnrian tones cried out, 
"Let that man go i" Mr. 'Walton, who had aorne traces leftofthe 
SamsoniBii strength ot his youth, took his hand from the throat 
of the well-ni^h dead hnite, who defiantly demanded that they kill 
him. The pnsnnen were then ironed, and the trial prooeeded. when 
he was sentenoed, Chief Judge Millerordered the irons off the prisoners, 
sayins, that "No man should be sentenced in thii Conri in chains. " 

[1883.] On the morning of Monday, Ootflber 18, 1883, a disastrous 
fire occurred in Annapolis. It began from some unknown cause, 
about 3 A. M., in a store on Market Space, ocoupied by Mr. Lewis S. 
Clayton, and destroyed throe large brick houses on Market Space, 
injured another, and partially or wholly deslfoyed fiveorsixotherson 
Main street. Over Mr. Clayton's store was the residence of Mr. 
Jamas Legg. Whan the fire was disooTered, Mr. Legg's family hur- 
ried to the street. * His son, Mr. Charles Legg, when the fire was 
threatening to overwhelm him, sought the room of his aged aunt, 
Miss Eleanor Watkins, to save her from the fiatnas. Their charred 
bones, the next day, mutely told the heroic and futile sacrifice. The 
citizens of Anna)K)lis erected a monument to Mr. Legg in the City 
Cemetery. He was forty-tour years old when he died. 

[1886-] After the Havolutiou the trade of Annapolis rapidly de- 
clined. The commerce which it had enjoyed, took its llight to Balti- 
more where all the tralllc of the State centered, aud fortunes were no 
longer made in the mercaritile trade at Annapolis. What that trade 
once was is illustrated io the history of one of its merchants, Absalom 
Kidgely, son of Henry Itidgely, Mr. Ridgely was born in 1742, and 
began his mercantile ventures in the little house on Flat-iron corner, 
at the inter-section ot Fleet and Cornhill streets. His capital at 
marriage was $190. When he died, at the ripe age of TG. he was 
able to give each of his eight children, eight thousand dollars a piece 
in cash, besides leaving real property to be divided amongst them, 
Nor WHS this the chief Heritage, he bequeathed them — he left them that 
which is greater than riches — a good name. His epitaph so sums up 
the whole matter. — "He calmly resigned hissoul to Him who gave it, 
after having faithfully discharged his duties as a man and as a chris- 
tian." His Bona rose up to do him honor. John, David, Richard, 
Charles and Nicholas. Richard was a merchant of Annapolis ; Darid 
was State Librarian and the author of the Annals of Annapolis; and 
John was a surgeon in the United States Army, who, after his resig- 
nation ot thai position, was a prominent physician in civil life. 

Annapolis, however, retained some traces of its former itnportanl 
husiaess up to the beelnningof the war between the States. The plan- 
tars of Anne Arundel came regularly tothe city, at the proper seasons, 
and laid in supplies tor their slaves and families. These bills of five 
and six hundred dollars each, were covered by notes that were 
jiromptly met at maturity. With the abolition of staverv, this trade 
was t aken away from tlie merchants, and the mercantile trade has 
little ontsida resources. The Naval Academy, in some measure, sup- 
plies the beneBts of a foreign trade. The oyster-packing establish- 
ments, of which there are about ten, bring consideralile money into 
the city, which, with thehometradeiiioystars, redeems the mercantile 
business from annihilation. 
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Onoe since thejierial of the ancient ronimerciiil prosperity of Aiiim- 
polis, itsmereantile trade received a decisive impuW The Civil Wjir 
having made Annapolis a military rendezvous, thousands of soldiers 
were always quartered in and about the city nnd the private supplies 
Vwiighthy them t'aveanymBrchftnt who wonldimproveit, opportunity 
to secnre a, coriipetence. Sojne o( them took advanlnga of the iw- 
casiou and markedly bettered their fortunes. 

Monday, December 27, the Anne Arundel Historical Society cele- 
brated its first anniversary. Gen. Bradley T. Johnson read a jiaper 
on "The Battle of che Severn," fought opposite Aunapolia, March

Louis n. Rehn, Collector and Treasurer of Annapohs, raailo his 
annual report Monday ni^ht, February 14, to the Corportion for the 
year ending December 31, 1886. The report showed the finances of 
the city to be in a most healthful condition. The revenue of the city 
for the year was S30.301.49; the disbursements. S93,87l.42. Bahince 
in treasury, 81,839.77. Debts due by the city, 814,218.89, bonded 
debts, $7,750, totnldebt, 330,801.18. Debts due the city. $17.fS71..iiO. 
Bonds, stock, &c., credited to the sinking fund, $8,903.90. The 
debts due the citv and the credits to the sinking fund will almost par 
the floating and bonded debt of the city. The city has personal and 
real pmperty the value of 5157,905.00. The city's businessis now car- 
ried on a cash ba^a— a bill pa^ed oue night by the Board will be paid 
the next day. 

Tlie local sensation at Annapolis, Wednesday, March 9th, was the 
mnniug of the lirat regular trains on the Annapolis and Baltimore 
Short Line railroad. One train left here at 6.40 A. M., with twenty- 
five passengers for Baltimore. It roached Baltimore at 8 A. M. It 
returned here at 9.30, A. M., leaving Baltimore at 8.30, A. M. The 
train was under the care of Conductor George Bender, with James 
Hull, engineer, and Christopher Carl, fireman. The aecond train left 
here at at noon under the couductorship of B. T. Divens, with John 
McCardy, engineer, J. T. Newell, brakeman, G. W. Spalding, Img- 
gage-master and eiprass messenger, P. Dowlin, fireman. It carrial 
thirty-one passengers to Baltimore. There was a number of citiaens 
out to give the new venture a good sond-otf. The third train left 
Annapolis at 4.30, P. M. 

March 13, Jacob V. Dolman, captain of the oyster schooner, Oliver 
M. Ruark, was brought into Annapolis on the charge ot killing Wil- 
liam Stanley, one oF his crew, in the Chesapeake, ofi Hackett's Point. 
Bartley and Stanley, two of the crow, were afraid the Imat noolil 
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luni over and lowered the sail twu or three times uitainst the uaptaiu' ^ 
firder. On the Inat time, the Cnptiain shot and killed Stanley. 

March 38, the venerable poplar o(i St. John College Campus was ac- 
eidently set on fire by some boys. Another aet of youths, after consid- 
erable effort, extinguished the flames. 

Tuesday. April 4, Dr. Seorge Wells, of Annapolis, was elected by 
ft unanimous vote ol the County Coram iasion era, treasurer of Anne 
Aniudel county. 

Lieut. John W. Danenhower, one of the survivors of the Jeannette 
Expedition to the Polar regions, committed suicide at the Naval 
Acaiiemy, Wednesday, April 30th, by shooting hiraself in the temple. 
He was laboring under a melancholy, produced from the grounding 
of the U. S. Ship Constellation in the Cheaaapeake whilst he was in

CHAPTER LXm. 
A Disastrous Accibeht. 



I.»u Monday afternoon, July 0th, 1880, four Fathers and three 
'Students, Fathers LouisClasseans, James Bradley, John Oenlemanu. 
and Timothy Enright, and students John Kenny, John B. Runge and 

Guhl, left the Redampiorist College in tbia city on a sailing 

expedition. 

In a secluded place, about Qve miles from Annapolis, two or three 
concluded to take a bath, when atudent John Kenny, who was oou- 
valescing from a recent iilnesa was takeu sick and came near drown- 
ing, but waa rescued by Mr, Ouhl. Whilst the latter was rescuing 
Mr. Kenny, Father Gerdemann. attempting to help thani, was seen 
to disappear. This occurred between five and six m the afteraoou, 
Althou^ called (or, and searched for, Father Gerdemann was never 
Men again alive. 

The rain now began to [lour in incessant showers, and the wind to 
blow with appalling violence. The faithful party renjained until ten 
^j' clock endeavoring to secure the body of the dead priest, but all in 
vain. The atorui of rahi and wind still oontinue<l, when the sorrow- 
ful oom|)any set out upon their return home. When they had gotten 
some distance from the shore, an effort was made to put up the sail. 
Too many were on one side, and, a sudden Saw striking the sad, the 
boat was capsized. As the boat went over. Father Knright jurapoi 
oSt into the water, and getting on the bottom of the boat was tlio 
only one who was not caught under the vessel.

Father li^riglit helped Father ClasBeaus from under the boftt 
and heard his cDufession. In the meanwhile Father Bradlej hod 
oome from under the boat and was cliaging to the mdder, whilst Mr- 
Guhl was all this time under the lioat living by breathing the air that 
was between the bottom ol the boat and the water. 

This state of affairs lasted about fllteeii minutes when the boat, up- 
turning, freed Mr. Guhl from his dangerous situation, but this broke 
the hcild ol Father Closeeaus, and he sank, and rose no more. Whilft 
the boat was righted the survivurtj endeavored to take in the »vil, buti 
before it was accomplished, the boat was again overturned. ThB 
anchor dropping out of the boat and fastening in the bottom produced 
a leuctiouary mutton from the force of the waves that kept the boat 
constantly rolling, and what was worse kept the boat from drifting 
ashore, as it would have done since the wlad blew to the land. 

The boat was a round bottomed one, and Father F^nright and tiuhlr 
on opposite sides, clasped hands and in that manuer kept themselves- 
on the boat and steadied it somewhat. Father Bradley sliU clinging tCf- 
the rudder. Here these brave and holy men encouraged each other 
by praying and making confessions of sios, expressing their willing 
ness to die, aud yet deolariug they would make every effort in their 

Sower to save themselves. Mr. Uuhl was affected with sleep, and 
ad to be constantly called to be kejit awake.> When help was offered 
Father Brudley, he refused it declariug that each had sufficient to do to 
save himself. Their strength was wastiog every moment, aud when 
one hour liefore daylight, Father Bradley lost his hold by the boat 
overtucning, he was unable to regain it and perished. Father Enright 
also lost hold and was sinking when rescued by Mr. Guhl, aud they 
once more clasped hands across the boat. 

Ko tliruugh tliat direful night, the terribla hours wore on, autl at 
daylight the two survivors found they were a hall mile from shore, 
and, on trying the depth, found they could touch bottom, a thing, 
many t)eheve with every reason, they could have done at any time dur- 
ing the accident, since the boat would not Ukely drift from its first 
position after the anchor fell from the boat. 

On gaiiung the shore Father Biiright and Kenny went to the honw 
of Aunt Charity Brashoars who g&ve them restoratives, and o&ered 
to convey them to Annapolis, but being chilled the two preferred t<^ 
walk, and made their way to Barber's farm on the opposite side of 
Spa Creek, and made their melancholy signal to their associatee in 
the Redemptorist College. Here their signal was seen, and the mxt' 
vivors were brought to the Institution to tell their sorrowful stoiy. It 
was 0.30 a. m., when they arrived greatly exhausted, and (eiirs wel* 
entertained for their recovery. 

Father Classeans was pastor of St. Mary's Church in this city, and 
Professor of Moral Theology in the Collage. He was only 38 years- 
old. He came from HoUand to America in 1851. Father Gterde- 
mann was from Cumberland, Md., was Professor of Rhetoric, Eng- 
lish, and German Literature. He was conductor of the colored 
Catholic School here, and pastor of the Catholic Church of West 
Biver. He was 87 years old. Father Bradley was here recuperating' 
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He wna37 years old, Mr. KsntiT was studying Moral Theology, and 
would have been ordained the following Easter, Mr. Runge was just 
finishing his course of Philosophy. 

Search waa actively and instantly instituted for the recovery of the 
bodies, which were eventually recovered ; and oarriedamidst a sorrow- 
ing city to the College, St. Ma,rj's belt ringing a dirge as each suc- 
cessive corpse was recovered. 

This was the first accident of an; kind that had ever occurred to 
the members of the Society of Bademptorist. Thia order was founded 
inltaly, November 9, 17fl3..

Annapolis of the Prkbent. 



Tn 1870, Annapolis badapopulatim, escluMveot the Navai Academy, 
whose average is 500 inhabitants, of 6,744 ; in 1880, 0,843. 

The city has doubled its population since 1945, the date of the lo- 
cation of the Naval Academy at Annapolis. The pressing want of 
the city has been the establishment of manulaetoriea. They have never 
flocrishsd and the fine harbor of the city has been comparatively of 
little use. In 1885, the Annapolis Qlass Works, situated at Horn 
Point, were finished, and are, at present, in sncoesstul operation. 

The opening of the summer resort. Bay Kidge, some five years since, 
attracted attentbn to Annapolis, and the building of the railroad 
from Annapolis to the resort, oongummated in July, 1880, was the di- 
rect result of the inauguration of this popular excursion place. 

By the Annapolis and Baltimore Short Line Railroad, between 
the capital and the metropolis of the State, railroad communi- 
cation has been shortened one-third in one case, and in the other 
nearly one-half. This road gives promise of large advantage to 
Annapolis, in its traveling facilities, and in brin^g to the attention 
of capitalists the magnificent harl>or of Annaj^iolis and its almost en- 
tire esemption from obstruction from ice in wmter. The slow growth 
of Annapolis has been the constant gibe of the unthinking. The city, 
however, in late years has shown a spirit of improvement. In 1877, 
the lots in the rear of Market street to South street were placed on 
the market. They were sold with great rapidity and in the course at 
a. year, over three hundred houses were built. This was largely dne 
to the liberal spirit ol the Workingmen's Building and Loan Associa- 
tion which, proving an exception to most assooiatioaa of that oharao- 
ter, made it possible for many to build homes for themselves who had 
no means otherwise. In 1879 and 1880, the houses on Prince Georga 
street, between Maryland and College Avenues were built, and also 
the fine residences of Mrs, Commodore Thornton and John H, Thomas, 
Esq., on Maryland Avenae. 



The bridge over the Spa, connacting the village of Horn Polnl with 
Annapolis, was built in 1868, and the one over College creek about 
the sfkme period. In 1887, the citizens of Horn Point resolved to call 
their village Severn City. 

Annapolis has telegraphic and tolephonic facilities, gas, and fine 
wat«r-works, and is noted as an excellent place of residence. Its 
chief disadvantage is a lack of opportunity to Rdvance the financial 
interests of its residents. 

St. John's College affords unusual educational facilities, and the 
presence of the Naval Academy, the Court of Appeals of the State, 
and the Legislative Body induces an acquaintance with public affairs 
that is at once entertaining, improving, and valuable. 

Many of the inhabitants count their progenitors, generation 
after generation, hack to the earliest settlers of ProTidence. They yet 
umulate the manly qualities and heroic spirit of their sturdy ances' 
tors, untarnished by their bigotry and austerity. 

lu December 10, 1879, the Taney Statue, located on tha State House 
hill, was unveiled. The work was done by William Binehart, a na- 
tive of Maryland. The presentation was made to the State, from the 
oommittee in charge, by S. T. Wallis. The oration, on the occaeioa 
ill the Senate Chamber, was one of the most brilliant elTorts of that 
golden-tongned ,orBt«r. 

August 10, 1866, the DeKalb Statue was unveiled with imposing 
Masonic and Military ceremonies. The Statue was the work of 
Ephraim Keyser, a young Baltimore sculptor, and has met the best 
anticipations of the public. Mr, Keyser presented the statue to the 
United States, and Secretary of State, Thomas P. Bayard, received it 
ill an eloquent address. Col. J, Thomas Scharf was orator and re- 
viewed the historic phase of DeKalb's career. 

The State Museum, daily growing in importance, owes its conceii- 
tion to a regident of Annapolis, Mr. Prank B. Mayer, who on Feb- 
roary 19, 18S.'), in the Aime Arundel Advurfiser, suggested its estab- 
lishment. Col. J. Thomas Scharf, Commissioner of Maryland at 
New Orleans, and Commissioner of the Land Office of Maryland, 
acted upon the suggestion, and when he returned from New Orleans, 
he placed tha Maryland exhibits, that belonged to the State, in one 
of tne rooms of the Land Office. To this nucleus an interested and 
patriotic people are oonstantly addiug woods, minerals, and curiosi- 

The Newspapers of Ansapolis. 
The Maryland BtpubHcnn is now the oldest. It was established in 
1800. .TeliH Chandler was its first editor, followed by Jeremiah 
Uu^hes. He was succeeded in 1849 by Elihn S. Riley and Samuel 
Bavis. Mr. Davis about 1856 sold his share to Absalom Rjd^ely, who 
died in 1858, and whose part was purchased by Elihu 8. Riley. In 
1B6T, the Bejmblican was purchased by George Colton and Ebhu S- 
Kiley, Jr. In 1867, the share of the junior partner was purchased 
Ijy Mr. Colton, who yielded the publicatication about 1878, to his son, 
Luther F. Colton. After the latter's death, in 1885, the BepuMiraa 
was sold to William S. Ridgely and George T. Melvin. In 1886, tha 
new proprietors started a daily afternoon edition. 

rie^fentn^CopiVoi, published by William M.Abbott, commenced 
in 1633as& daily atteTnooTLpupeT. 
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The MarylaDd Gazette, established as the Annapolis OineiU, some 
years after the death of the original Qazette, is a weekly paper, pub- 
lisiied by J. Ouent King. 

The Anne Arundel Ad/uertiser ia a weekly, now in its 18th volume, 
and is published by the estate of William T. Iglehart. 

The Record, a weekly, is printed by Blihu S. BUey. It was estab- 
lished in 1875. 

In December, 1882, the question of prohibition o( the sale of liquor 
was submitted to the rotors of Anne Anindel county. AnnapoUs 
gave 550 of the 660 majority in favor of prohibition. At flrst some 
of the liquor dealers proaeeded in a surreptitious manner to violate 
the law. The Court was severe in its sentences upon convicted 
violators of the law. The city, for eighteen months, became noted 
for its peace, good order, and sobriety. Then came the invention of 
the system of moorporated clubs, by which, each member pleading bis 
right to protection fro.-n criminating himself, the State was deprived 
of witnesses of the violations of law. The clubs increased and, ac- 
cording to the testimony of those who spoke, as oE knowledge, there 
was great debauchery in private. In public there were good order and 
peace ; on the criminal docket of the city there were few cases. In 
the three years of prohibition not one murder from drink had been 
committed in the county. But the Uquor men were on the »lert and 
persuaded the peofile that the second evil of clubs was greater than 
the first, and promised an era of temperance and good onler if the 
liquor saloons were allowed to be opened again. With their argu- 
ments of speech and silver, in April, 1886, Aimapolis was induced to 
reverse, by over Bve hundred majority, the verdict of 1883. The 
business of the city has not improved as was prophesied would >« 
done under a return to license. 

In 1884, the Local Improvement Association of AnnapoUs waE 
tonned, P. B. Mayer, President ; L. G. Gassaway, M, Oliver, and C, 
B, Munroe, Vice-Presidents ; J . Wirt Randall, Secretary ; and Julian 
Brewer, Treasurer. In the [ace of many discouragements, but with final 
BueoesB, the society aroused a.a interest In public improvement and 
directly, or indirectly, advanced and effected, such works as the "City 
CSrcle, the planting of avenues of trees at St. John's College and 
marking the grareaof the French Revolutionary dead, and the placing 
of shade trees in our streets, the formation of a continuous drive around 
our city by obtaining the building of the Back creek bridge, and proieo t- 
ing the shore road to Bay Ridge. It has endeavored to obtain from Con- 
gress the making of an avenue to connect the Government Naval 
Cemetery with the Soldiers' Cemeterv and the City, the establishment 
of a signal station, and a public building tor Federal uses ; the adop- 
tion of a plan for future streets and avenues, and has suggested 
numerous other projects incidental to the objects of the association. 

Annapolis has been loath to give up its ancient ways. Up to 1854. 
it had but two watohmen to patrol Its streets at night, one of whom 
remains to tell, that like the beadles of old, he used to cry the hours 
of the night. There are hundreds who recollect the ringing of the 
curfew t«ll of St. Anne's at nine o'clock when well-regulated youths 
hastily left their plays and scampered off to the parental root. 

The town is not dead. It has only slept. Thirty years ago there 
"■ as but one house on the north side of Prince George atrQe.t 6h«q.Cjs^.- 
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lege avenue to East street, and from Prince George street to Hanover, 
on Maryland avenue, there were but three houses. The interrening lots 
afforded fine and convenient hunting grounds. 

The earthquake of the 31st of August, 1886, so disastrous to CJhar- 
leston, S. C, was experienced in Annapolis and vicinity. The feel- 
ings excited were those of surprise rather than of alarm. Chairs rock- 
ed and houses trembled, but no damage was done. 

In closing the annals of the Ancient City, the review of the labors 
incident to the work is a pleasant retrospection. Removing the 
mouldy dust from crumbling records, touching the inner webs of outer 
woofs, lifting up that which had fallen from its place in the chronicles 
of a city, have brought the writer so close to tne men who made the 
history of a capital, guided the destinies of a State, and helped to 
build a nation, that he has seen them act again the drama of their 
day, heard the intonations of their voice, well-nigh fathomed the secret 
springs of their thought and action. 

In breathing upon these dry bones of fact, the writer has found his 
chief recompense in seeing that **the breath came into them, and they 
lived, and stood upon their feet, an exceeding great army.

"A Report of the Colony of fjortl B<iron of Baltimore, in SlarylanA, 

near Yirginia, in which /he. ftnnliti/. nnliire, niyl eaii'lilion oftfie 

eoitntry anil its many n'l\<fVitngi:s and riches are described. 

"There is a. prorince near the English oolouy in Tirsiiia, which, ia 

hoaeur oC Marin his queen, his mivjevty the king nl England wished to 

be called Maryland, or the land ot Mary. 

"This prorinoa his Tuajesty. in his maniBcBncB, Dresantod to the 
"lord Bironot Baltimore, in the month r>( June, 1833, This distia- 
guished nobleman immediately TBSolred to settle a colony, with the 
pftrtieular intention ot establishing the religion of the gospel and 
-ttnth in that and in the neighbonrinif ooiintry, where, as yet, the 
knowledge ot the true God had never esisted. He was encouraged 
In his enterprize by the favovirable aocount of the co'intry left by Us 
worthy father, whose testimony, founded npon actual obserratloa, 
was worthy o[ the ntraoat oonflilenca, and Wfts corroborated by the 

■ reports of others who had visited the aama reEion, as well as by the 

■ published narrative 6t captain Smith, who first described it." After 
rlUudinit to Che liberal conditions of settlement proposed by Lord 

Baltimore, Father White continues : 

"The interests of rali^on constituted one of thefirst objectaof 
Lord Baltimore, an object worthy indeed ot Christiiiris, of angels, of 
Englishmen ; than which, in all her ancient victoriea, Britian never 
-Achieved any thing- more honourable. 

"Behold those regiona waiting tor the harvest. Thay are prepared 
to receive the fruittal seed of the goape!. Messensera have been sent 
to procure suitable persons to preach the lite-giving doctrine, and 
regenerate the natives in the saored waters of baptism. They are 
■thosa now livina; in this city, (St. Mary's) who saw ambassadors from 

■ the Indian nations to Jamestown in Yirginia, sent thare for the pur- 
pose of effecting these objects. May we not suppose that many 
thousands wera brought into the fold of Ohrist in so glorious a work.' 

After a glowing and minute description ot thn country, with its 
■trees, fruits, and other productions, its rivers and the various lands 
of Bsh, he proceeds to give the 

"NARRiTITE OF THB VOYAQE TO JtjlBYLiND. 

"On the a2d ot Kovember, baingSt. Ctecilia's day, under the gentle 
■inlluenoa of an eastern wind, we dropried down from the Isle o( 
-Wight. 

"Having placed our ship under the protection ot God, the Blessed 
■Virgin Mother, St. Ignntms, and all the guardian angals ntithT^j

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land, we bad progressed but a ehort ilistance, when we were obliged 
tor the want or viml, to cast anchor of! the fortress of Yarmouthr 
where we were welcomed by a sniuta. While lying hare we were not 
without some apprehensions from our sailors, who began to murmur 
among themselvea, alleging that they eipected a messenger from 
land with letters : and because none arriTed, they seem disposed Co 
create delays. A kind providence put au end to oar fears ; for dur- 
ing the night n strong but faTOumble wind sprang up, and our pin- 
nace, " which apprehended an attack from a French btig, that kept 
witbin a short ibstonce of her, took advantage of the wind and put to 
sea. We. not willing to lose sight of her, followed her with all 
speed, and thusfrustratedtheevlldesignsofourBailorB; this waaon the 
night of St. Clemeni's day, 28d of November. On the next moniiogT 
ftlmut lO o'clock, after receiving a second salute from the tort at 
Hnrsi, W6 were carried beyond the breakers at the extremity of the 
Isle of Wight, and narrowly i-scaped lieing driven on shore. Taking 
advantAge of a strong fair wind on that day and the next night, we 
left the western point of Bngiaud, slacking sail, lest ruuning ahead 
of the pinnace, she might fall into the hands of the pirates and Turks 
who then intcEted these seas. (>n the 24th of November, we inaile 
great headway until evening, when a violent atortn arose, and our 
sloop Vhfijng diffident of its strength, being only of 40 tons bunien, 
hove to, and informed us that in case of danger, she would earrr 
lights at her mast-head. We were in a well built ship t of 400 tons, 
as strong as iron and wood could make her, and our captain was one 
ot great experience. The storm was so violent that we gave him the 
choice of returning to England or pursuing the voyage. His in- 
trepidity and confidence in the untried powers of his ship, induoed- 
him to choose the latter. But in the middle ot the night, in a boiling 
sea, we saw our sloop at a short distance from us, showing two h'ghta 
at her mast-head. Then, indeed, did we fear tor her, and on losing 
sight of her we all supposed she had been swallowed up in the slonny 
sea. Six weeks elapsed before we again heard from her. But God 
had preserved her. Fearing that ^e could not surrive the stornir 
eiie changed her course, and took refuge in the Seillj Isles. She 
aftewards sailed in pursuit of us, ami we met at the Antilles. On tha 
37th and SSth, we made but little progress. Ou Friday a9th, a most 
dreadful stonn arose, that made the most fearless men tremble for 
the result. Among the Catholics, however, it made prayer more 
frequent, vows were offered in honour of the B. V. Mother, and her 
immaculate conception, of St, Ignatius, the patron Saint of Mary- 
land, St. Micliael and all the guardian angels. Each one pr^ed 
eamei"tly to expiate his sins through the sacrament of nonance. For, 
having unshipped her rudder, onr vessel was tossea about at tJie 
mercy of the winds and waves. At first, I feared that the loss of onr 
ship and death awaited me. but, after spending some time in prayer 
and having declared to the Lord Jesus, and to his Holy Mother, St. 
Ignatius, and the protecting Angels of Maryland, that the purpose 
of this voyage was to pay honour to the blood of our Redeemer, by 
the conversion of barbarians, I arose with a firm oonfldence that 
throngh the mercy nnd goodiiess of God, wo should escape the dan— 

• The plnnBCB appeBra lo havi) baan n (loop nf lorty ton?, and 
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gers that Beemed to threaten our destniction. I had bowail myself 
dowii in prayer, during the greatest rage of the terajiest, and, let the 
true God be glorified I Swircely had J finished, before the storm wa» 
ceasing. 

"I felt myself imbued with a uew spirit, and overspreai! with a 
flood of ]oy and admiration at tha benevolence of God to the people- 
of Maryland, to whom we were sent. Blessed [orever be the raeroi- 
fnl oharitieB of our dear Redeemer. The remainder of the voyage, 
which lasted thiee months, was jirosperous; our captain affirmed t^t 
he never witnessed a more pleasant and happy one. The period off 
three months included the time we spent atthe islands of the Antilles, 
hut we were in fact only seven weeks and two days at Bea, 

"In sailing along the Spanish coaKt we were apprehensive of falling 
into the hands of t!he Turks, but we never met them. Having passed 
the pillars of Hercnies and the Madeira islands, we were able to scud 
before the wind with full sail. The winds are not variable iu those 
regions, but always blow in a southwest direction, which was our 
exact course. At the distance of about three leagues from us we 
described three sail of vessels, the smallest of which appeared to be 
larger than ours. Fearing they were Turkish pirates we were careful 
to avoid them, though we prepared our vessel for action. But as 
they showed no disposition to engage us, we concluded they were 
merchautmen, Viound for the furtunate islands, and as much afraid of 
us as we were of them." 

Father White, after some philosophical reasoning to account for 
the trade wiads, soma interesting descriptions of the tropical birds, 
and the flying fish, &c., &c., seen ou their passage, remarks that, 
■'during the entire voyage no j«rson was attacked with any disease 
eseept [hat at Chnstmas, wine baring been (rcely distributed in 
honour of that festival, several drank of it immoderately ; thirty per- 
sons were seized with a fever the nest morning, of whom about 
twelve died shortly after ; of these two were Catholics, namely, 
Nicholas Fairfax and James Barefoot." 

The route taken by the pilgrims Is described to have been by the 
Azores, and to Barbadoes, at which latter island they landed on the 
5th of January, 1634, new style. Instead of the hospitable reception 
which they expeetad from the governor and inhabitans, who ware 
EngUsh, Father Whito says, "the governor and inhabitants plotted 
together to esnct unreasonable prices for provisions and other neoes- 
eary supplies." From the great alran da nee of potatoes in the island 
they iViceiTed a wagon load gratis. At the time of the arrival of our 
pilgrims the slaves had rebeurf, and determined to seize the first 
vessel that sbimld arrive, but being discovered, the ringleaders were 
esecuted ; and, says the narrator, "our vessel beiitg the Brst that 
touched the shore, was the destined prize, and the very day we lauded 
we found eighty meu underarms, to check the startling danger." 

After describing the island of Barbadoes and its productions, the 
writer says, "on the 84th of January we weighed anchor, and passing 
the islands of St. Luoia at noon on the following day, we arrived in 
the evening at an island inhabited by savages only. A rumour had 
been caught Ijy our sailors, from some Erenchnien who had been 
shipwrecked, that this island contained an animal in whose forehaail 
waeastoue of mmommoii brilliancy, called a carbuncle." ^^rloRt 
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White dryly remarks, "its itutbor must answer for the truth ot tl 

-report." At dawn oa the fotlowiog day the; reached Oiiidaloape, 
and at ama arrived at Montserrat, inhabited by Irishnien driven 
-from Virginia, on aooonnt of their protessioD □( the Catholie faith. 
Thence they suled to another inland, where they spent ana day ; 



were Catliolios." The KOvemor nl a French colony i 
-ielond also welDome«l them warmly. Father White continues: 
"having at length woigh«l anchor hence, w« pursued our voyase until 
we reni^hed a point on the coast of Virginia, called 'ConiCort,' on the 
27th of Pebroary. We were under a good deal of dread from the 
unfriendUnesa of the English inhabitants of Virsinla, to whom our 
oolony hail been an nnwelceme theme. WebroHsht, however, letters 
from the king and the bi^h constable of England to the governor of 
'the province, which contributed tery much to appease their feelings, 
and to jirociira ua future advantages. Aftor reoeivine kind treat- 
ment for nine or ten days we iat s.ii], and on the 3d of Maroh, 
having arrived to the Chesapeake bay, we tacked to the north to 
reach the Potoman river, to which we gave the name of St. Qrefi^ry. 
We called the point which stands on tha south St. Qtegory. ■ that on 
the north of St. Hiohael.t in honour of the choir of angels. A 
larger and more l)oant[ful stream I never have seen. Tlie Thames 
compared with It is but a rivnlet. Boundinif on the aides by no 
marshes, it runs between solid and rising banks. On either side ara 
splendid forests, not overgrown by weeds or briars ; you might drive 
a four-horse carriage, with the reins loose in yonr hands, throngh 
them. We found the natives arme<l at the very mouth of the river. 
"That nig:ht fires were blazin? throughout the country, and as they 
bad never seen so large a ship as ours, messengers were sent around 
toannouuoe the arrival of a cnnoe as large as an island, and number- 
ing as many men as the trees in a forest. We passed on to tha 
Hemu Islands, so called from immense flocks of those birds. We 
-touched at the first of them, which wo called St. Clements, on which 
OwinR to itssloping banks, we could only land by fording. Here the 
maids who bod landed to wash the clothes, were almost drowned by 
the upsetting of the boat. I lost a lari;e portion of my lioeu — no 
small loss in this part of the world. This island aheunda in cedar 
■treea. sfvssafras, and all those herbs and flowers entering into theolass 
of aalads, a^d the walnut tree with a heavy shell, and a small but 
Tery delicious kernel. A scope ot four hundred acres did not appear 
^jufflciont for ournew plantation. We desired a place which might 
preclude the commerce of the river to strangers, and also the possi- 1 
bility of their infringing on our boundaries. This was the moat nar- I 
■row crossing of the river. i " 

"On the day of the annunciation of the B, V. Mary, (SSthot ' 
March.) we first olTered the sacrifice of the mass, never before in this 
Tegiou of the world. After which, having raised on onr shoulderaan 
immense cross, which we had fashioned from a tree, and going in pro- 
cession to the designated spot, assisted by tha governor, * commls- 
-aary, and other Catholics, we erected the trophy of Christ theSavioar, I 
•and humbly bent the knee in reverence during the devout recitatfoaJ 
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-ot tie litany of the holy oroga. Our goTemor, however, having 
undeTBtood that the great chief of Piscataway was obeyed by many 
petty chiefa, deterrainBd to visit hira, to explain the ot^cta of our 
coming ; that having conniliiited his good will, our settlement might 
be more favqjirftbly regarded by the reat. Having, thpreforo, joined 
to our pumace another, which he had procured in Virginia, and leav- 
ing the ship at anchor oS St. Clements, retracing his conrse, he sailed 
up the southern bank ot the river. Finding the savages had fled 
into the interior, he proceeded to the village, which, taking its name 
from the river, is yet called Potomac. Here he found Arohihu, the 
imcle and tutor ot the king, who was yet a boy. TIib regency was in 
prudent and esperienced hands. Father Altham, who aooompauied 
the governor, (lor I was detained with the baggage,) pipkined, by 
means ot an interpreter, the trutha of the Christian religion. The 
chief listened to him willingly, after acknowledging his own faults. 
Being informed that no hostile motives had brought us among them, 
but that feelings of benevolence prompt ua to impart to them the ad- 
vantages of civilization, and to open the path of Heaven to thsm, 
and to the more distant regions, he expressed himself not only well 
satisfied, but very grateful at our arrival. The interpreter was from 
the Protestants of Virginia. As the Father could not eiplaiu every 
thing at once, he promised to return in a short time- 'I think.' said 
ArcMhu, 'that we should all eat of the same table : my yonng men 
will visit the hunting grounds for you, and all things shall be in 
common with 113.' From hence we went to Piscataway, where all 
immediately flew to arms. About one hundred, armed with bows, 
were drawn up with their ahiet at their head. On learning onr 
paciBc ijiteations, laying aside his fears, the chief s'lepped into the 
pinnace, and on understanding our benevolent views in their regard, 
gave us liberty to settle in any part of his kingdom we might select. 
In the meantime, while tha governor was on his journey to the 
emperor, the savages ot St. Clements becomining more bold, mixed 
familiarly with our sentries. We were accustomed to keep up a 
patrol day and night, to protect our wood-cutlers, and our vessel, 
which was now undergoing repairs, from any sudden attack. The 
natives espressod their sarprisa at the size of our vessel, and wondsrad 
what part ot the earth produced a tree large enough to oiake such a 
lioat ; for they thought that it. like an Indian canoe, was hewn out 
ot the trunk of a single tree. The report of our cannon struck them 
dumb with fear. 

"In his visit to the emperor, our governor carried with him as a 
companion, one Henry Fleet, a captain among the settlers in Vir- 
ginia, a man much beloved by the natives, and skilled in the kuow- 
ledge ot their language and settlements. In the beginning he was 
very obliging to ua, but boiug seduced by the malieious counsels of a 
certain Claibone, he became very hostile, ^nd, in the most artful man- 
ner, inflamed the minds ol the natives against us. However, while he 
was our friend, he pointed out to our governor a suitable place for a 
settlement, than which a more heavenly and lovely spot Europe 
could not furnish. Having proceeded from St. Clements alraut nine 
leagues to the north, we glided into the moittli of a river, to which 
Tve gave the name of St. G«orga.* This river flows from -south to

north about twent; miles liefore it loses, like the Thames, the salt 
water taste. In its mouth are two harbours, in nhich three hundreil 
ships ot the line could ride atauchor. We placed one of them under the 
protection of St. George, the other, more interior, under that ol the 
B. V. Mary.' t 

"On the left dde ol the river wa« tne settlemant of Taocomico. 
We ascended on the right side, and having halted about a thousand 
paces from the shore, we selected a site tor the oiCy, to be designated 
by the name of St. Mary, And to avoid all imputation of injuryand 
occftsion of enmity, having given in payment hatoliets, axes, hoes, and 
some yards of cloth, we bought from the king about thirty miles ot 
that part of the country now called Aufcuiita L^rotine. * 

"A fierce and warlike nation of savages called the Sasquehaniiahs^ 

farticiilarlj hostile to king Vancomico, mode frequent incursions into- 
is territory and devastated his settlements. The inhaltitanis, 
through fear of these savages, were forced t^ seek other horoes- 
Tbis was the cause of our having so promptly obtained possession of 
that part of his kingdom : God, in his goodness, opening a ]iath for 
his Iaw and eternal light by these means. The natives emigrate here 
and there daily, leaving behind them the fields and clearings that sur- 
rounded their homes. It amounts almost to a miracle that savages, 
who hilt a few days helore arrayed themselves in anns agaiiist us, 
should now with the meekiitss of the Iamb throw themselves on our 
mercy, and deliver up every thing to us. Here the finger of Qod is 
evident, and doubtless Providence has some good in store for this 
nation. A few hare been permitted to retain their dwellings for one 
year, hut the lands are to he delivered free into our bands the next 
year. 

"The natives are tall and handsome in their persons, their sldu is 
naturally of a copper colour, but they dauh it over with ted paint 
miied with oil, to protect them from the flies, t This practice, which 
is decidedly more of a couvtmience than an oniament, gives them a 
hideous appearance. They daub their faces with other colours, at 
one time sky hlue, at auother red, and opcasionally in the most dis- 

Eusting and terrific manner. Being deficient in beard, at least nntil 
ite in lite, they draw painted lines from the comers of their mouths 
to the ears, in imitation ot it. The hair, which is generally black, is 
tied around with a iillet, and drawn in a knot to the leftear, with 
the addition ot any ornament in their possession which they consider 
valuable. Some wear as an ornament a copper plate with the figure 
of fish engraved upon it, placed upon the forehead. Others wear 
necklaces ot glass beads ; beads are esteemed of lens value by them, 
and do not answer the purposes of traffic so readily. They are 
dressed generally in deer skins, or something ot that nature, wh'ch 
hangs from the back in the fashion of a palUum, and is bound round 
the navel like an apron, the rest of the body is naked. Boys aud 

Sris move about pertactly uncovered; they tread on thorns awl 
istles, without sustaining injury, as it the soles ot their feet wei* 
horn. Their arms are the bow and arrow, two cubits long, point«>^ 
t Tbls harbor must b« rllhrr Ihe moulli or »]>a( is cbIIkI BI. Georjtel! 
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witli a piece of buckhorn, or sharp udgeil fiiiit. Thoy aiiool these 
witli snch dexterity, as to transfis a sparrow at a consiilemble dis- 
tance. Their bows are not rery tightly strung, Find they are unable 
to strike objects at a very great distance. By the use of these arms, 
however, they seoare a sufficient quantity ot food, as squirrels, par- 
tridges, turkeys, &c., of which there is a great abundance. They 
Ure in huts of an oblong and oral form, nine or ten feet high ; an 
opening of a foot and a half in aixe, through the roo.', admits light 
nnd allows the smoke to escape. They construct a flra on a pare- 
ment in the centre, and sleep in a circle around it. The kings and 
principftl chiefs have each a hut of his own, and a bed made by driv- 
ing lour slakes in the ground and laying poles over them. A tent of 
this description is allotted to my companion and myself, in which we 
are comfortably enough accommodated until a better house can be 
erected. This may he r,oit»iihTed t/ie Jiriit '■hapul in Ifarylain}; it is, 
however, fnrnishej in a more becoming manner than when it was in- 
iiabited by the Indians. In our nest voyage, should ProTidcnoB 
smile on our undertaking, we shall be su|iplied with all that is neces- 
sary for furnishing houses generally. The disposition of the tribe is 
sprightly and ingenious : their taste is very discriminating, and they 
excel the Bnropeans in the senses of sight and smell. Their food 
conasts of certain preparations ot com, which they call pone and 
aminy, to which is added fiah and any thing that they have caught 
in hunting or in their snares. They have neither wine nor spirits, 
nor can they be easily induced to taste them, esoept such as the Eng- 
lish have infected with their sices. As to their deportment, it is ex- 
tremely modest and prooer. In neither male nor female have I seen 
any action contrary to enastity. They come volnntarily and mingle 
with ua daily, offering ns, with a joyful countenance, what they have 
caught In hunting or flshiiig. and partaking of our food with us, when 
invited by a few words iu their language. As yet we are able to con- 
verse with them very little except by signs. Many of them have 
wives, and preserve their conjugal faith unsullied. The coinitenancea 
of the women are sedate and modest. The natives seemed possesseil 
of generous dispositions, and reciprocate liberally any acts of kind- 
ness. They decide on nothing rashly, nor are they affected by any 
sudden impulses of feeling ; but when any thing of importance is sub- 
mitted to their consideration, they reflect on it in silence, as if 
ansions to bB governed entirely by reason ; then havingformed their 
determination, they espress it briefly, and adhere to it most obsti- 
nately. If they were once imbued with the principles of Christianity 
(for which indeed nothing aeems to lie wanting but a knowledge of 
their language) they wonld certainly become examples ot every moral 
and Christian virtue. 

"They are much pleased with the courteous language, as well as 
the dress of the Europeans, and would now be clothwl to. ourmanner, 
if the avarice of oar traders did not prevent it. Our ignorance ot 
their idioms has hitherto prevented us from learning aoonrately their 
opinions on religion. We have, however, through the aid of inter- 
preters, {not always to be relied on,) caught these particulars: 
They acknowledge one God ot heaven, whom tliey call our God. They 
pay liim no external honours, but endeavour in various ways, to pro- 
pititote a certain evil spirit whom they call Oehre, that tie vtia,"! ^-Js, 
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iujare them. I understand they worship also grain and fire, asdettieff- 
very Ijenevolent to niBokind, Some otourmBDBaythBy saw the follow- 
ing ceremony in the temple Barchixen. On a oertaln day, all th^- 
men and women ot all ages, from man; villages, assemble around a- 
lai^e fire ; the younger ones are in advanae, nearer the fire ; then 
having thrown some deer's tat on the fire, thoy raise their hands 
aloft and cry out witli a loud voice, *Taho, Tahol' Di;ring an 
interval, some one holds out a large bag, which contains a pipe, 
similar to those we nse for smoking tobacco, though much larger, and 
some powder which they call po(u. The bag ia then carried around 
the fire, followed by boys and girls siuging alternately in an agree- 
able voice, 'Taho, Taho.' The circuit being flnished, the pipe ajid 
the powder are drawn out ot the bag. The pota being distributed to 
each one standing around, and Ughted in the pipe, each person 
present smokes it, and consecrates every member oi the botly by 
blowing it over them. We are not in possession of other facts, ex- 
cept that they seem to have some knowledge of a flood in which the 
world was destroyed, on account of the sins of mankind. 

"We have been hut one month here; the remainder must oonsa- 
quently be reserved (or another voyage. I can, however, assert that 
the soil ia especially rich. The earth, soft and black to the depth ol 
a foot, is overs()rBad with a (at and reddish coloured olay, corered 
everywhere with widely spreading trees, of great value and surpass- 
ing lieauty, except hare and there a small pateh of cultivated ground. 
The land is also refreshed by abundant api-ings of eiceilent drinking 
water. The oi\ly qnadnipeds we have seen, are the deer, beaver, 
and squirrels which equal in size the European rabbit. The flocks 
of birds are innumerable, such as eagles, herons, swans, ^eese, ducks, 
and partridges. Hence, you may suppose there is nothing wanting 
here which may minister to the necessities or the pleasure of its in- 
habitants."

Sec. so. The bonndnries of the City of Annapolis shall be follows: 
Beginning at the water's edge at Windmill Point; thence by a

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straight line to Sycamore Point; And tlienoe flgaiu by a. straight line 
from Sycamore Point to the wharf at Port Madison; and theneci by a 
drawn line from the wharf at Fort Madiaon, to the sontli wall of the 
Naval Acadomy, at the oaBtern terminus of Hanorer street, and fol- 
lowing the present enclosQres of the Naval Aeadeniy to Ihe Severn 
River, at the north-eastern terminus of Taberiiaale street; tbence along 
the south shore of said river and College Creek, to the head of said creek;- 
thence by a stright liiie from the head of said oreek, to the head of 
Acton's Cove on Spa Creek; and tlieuot following the northeast of 
said oreek to the place of beginning; and the said city shall be divided' 
into three wards by the Corporation of said city, and the citizens of.

Sec. 74. The public lands and buildings heretofore parchased and 
built by this State or Anne Arundel Couoty, in said city, are reserved 
And continued forever to the nses to which they have braa allotted, 
ftnd the Judges of the several Courts which have usually held their 
courts in the said city in the public Court House thereof, shall and 
may continue to do so; and the Justices, Commissioners, and Sheriff of 
Anne Arondel County, shall have, hold, and exercise the jurisdiction 
in as full and ample manner in the said city as heretofore. 

Sec. 246, Itsliall not be lawful for any person to carry con- 
cealed, in Annapolis, whether a resident thereof or not, any pistol, 
dirii-lcnife. bowie-knjfe, sling-shot, billy, razor; brass, iron or otlter 
metal knuckles, or any other deadly weapon, under a penalty of a Sae 
of not less than three, nor more than ten dollars in each case, in the 
diacretionof the Justii^ of the Peitce before whom the same mar be 
tried, to be collected as other fines and penalties are now collected

CHAPTER 4UB. 
JIN ACT to enlatge the j]o^^er^ cl iLo llBjcit, CoiiEMllor, ami Alder- 
men ot the citj of ADnapulLs, by aUdiug cerluju sti'tiuiis to the 
cbarterof said city relating to putilic ctmeli^nes. and tlie ooiiui- 
sitiou of taiiii by said corporatiou lur tbiil [nirpoa:, iind the regU' 
lation tbereol, and the construction and iuainienanm> of roads 
aud bridges leading thereto. 
Sectiok 1. B^ it Kiiacted by the Geiierat AtatiiMy of Jfarytaiui, 
That the following sections be and the same hereby are added to (he 
Code of Pnblto Local I^ws ol Marjlaud, title "Anne Arundel 
county," Bub-title "Annapolis," to he known as sections soTenty- 
&ve, serenty-six, seyenly-seven, and ceventy-eight, of faid title and 
sub- title: 

Sec. 75. The mayor, counseUor, and aldermen of the city of An- 
na jiolis, fifaall be authorised and empowered, in their discretion, to ac- 
quire by purebase, condemnation, gift, or grant, f or the purjjoses oil • 
public temetery or cemeteries (or said eity, eo much landeither within 
or 'without thi! limiti of said city as they may consider necessary ; and 
also to make such ordinances, by-laws, rules, or regiiktiuns relative to 
the same, and to the public cemeteries belongiug to $aid city, or 
within itB limits, as may by them be deemed right and proper. 

Sec. 76. II the said mayor, counsellor, and aldermen of the city of 
Annapolis cannot agree with the owneror owners of the land so sought 
to Le acquired for the puqioseafortstiid, for the [mrchasc.- ol the same, 
the said mayor, counsellor, and aldermen shall \je authorized to pro- 
ceed to condemn said land for the purposes aforesaid, in manner us 
provided by sections one hundred and seventy, one hundred, and seT- 
enty-one, one hundreil acd seventy-two, one hundred and seventy- 
three, one hundred and seventy- four, and one hundred and seventy- 
Ave of chapter four hundred and seventy-one, nf the acta i«ased by 
the general assembly ot Maryland at the Jannary session, eighteen 
hundred and ajsly-eight, and all the rights, powers, and privileges 
conferred by taid sectioiis upoa the corporation therein mentioned, 
shall be deemed applicable to and vested in said mayor, counsellor, and 
aldermen for the purposes of this act, 

Sko. 75, The said mayor, eonnsellor, and aldermen thall be authw* 
iKd to open roads, ways, or streets to said cemetery or cemeteries, *nd 
condemn properly for that purpose under tSe powers conferred by tha 
preceding sections of this act, or to acquire title to the land neceBS>iT 
for that liUrv.OM by putttaae, ^t or srant, as provided by said »B»* 
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tions ; and they shall furthermore be authorized to erect or construct 
bridges over the navigable waters of College creek or of Spa creek, 
on either side of said city, for convenience of access to such cemetery 
or cemeteries. 

Sec. 78. The said mayor, counsellor, and aldermen shall be author- 
ized to lay off into burial lots the land required by them under this 
act, and to lease, sell, and convey said lots as they may deem right 
and proper. They shall be authorized to make all such rules and 
regulations, relative to the maintenance and use of such roads and 
bndges as may be constructed by them under the provisions of this 
act as they may deem expedient, in the same manner as by existing 
laws they can make and enforce relative to public streets within said 
city. 

Seo. 2. Andhe it enacted, That this act shall take effect from the 
date of its passage.
